I* /TTIHAT there be an univeifal perpetual peacc^ 
X and a trtae and fincere friendmip, between the 
moft ferene and moft potent Princefs Anne, Queen of" 
Great Britain, and the moft ferene and moft potent Prince 
Lewis XIV* the moft Chriftian King, and their heirs and 
•fucceffors, as alfo the kingdoms, ftates, and fubjefts of 
both, as well without as within Europe i and that the 
farrte be fo lincerely and inviolably preferved and culti- 
vated, that the one do promote the intereft, honour and 
advantage of the other, and that a faithful neighbour-*- 
hood on all fides, and afecure cultivation of peace and 
friendfliip, do daily flourilh again and encreafe. 

II. I'hat all enmities, hoftilities, difcordsj and wars, 
between the faid Queen of Great Britain, and the faid 
moft Chriftian King, and their fubjefts, do ceafe and 
be abolilhed, fo that on both fides they do wholly re- 
frain and dfefift from all plundering, depredation, harm- 
doing, injuries, and annoyance whatfocver, as well by 
.land, as by fea'and (ttO^ water, in all parts, of the worlds 
and chiefly through all trafts," dominions, and places, 
of what kind focver, of the kingdoms, countries, and 
territories of cither fide* 
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III. All ofi^nces^ injuries^ harms, and damtgeSf 

which the aforcfaid Queen of Great Britain, and her 
fubjedlsj or the aforefaid nioft Chriftian King, and his 
fubjeds, have fuffered, the one from the other, during 
this war, fliall be buried in oblivion, fo that neither on 
account, or under pretence thereof, or of any other 
thing, Ihall cither hereafter, or the fubjedts of either^ 
dp, or give,-caufe, or fufFer to be done or given to the 
other> any hoftility, enmity, moleftation or hindrance^ 
by themfelves or by others, fccrctly or openly, direftly 
or indireftly, under colour of right, or by way of fa6t. 

IV. Furthermore, for adding a greater ftrength to the 
peace which is reftored, and to the faithful fricndfliip 
which is nev^r to be vioIated> and for.cutting off kll 
occafions of diftruft, which might at any time arife 
from the eftablilhcd right and order of the hereditary 
fucceffion to the crown of Great Britain, and the limi- 
tation thereof by the laws of Great Britain, (made and 
cna£ted in the reigns of the late King William IIL of 
glorious memory, and of the prefent Queen) to the 
iffue of the abovefaid Queen, and in default thereof, 
to the moft fcrene Princeis Sophia, dowager of Brunf- 
wick-Hanover, and her heirs, in the Proteftant line of 
Hanover. That therefore the faid fucceffion may re- 
main fafc and fecure, the moft Ghriftia'n King fincerely^ 
and folcmnly acknowledges the abovefaid limitation 
of the fucceffion to the kingdom of Great Britain, and 
on the faith and word of a king, on the pledge of his 
own and his fxKceffi3rs honour, he does declare and 
i!ngage> that he accepts and approves the fame, and 
that his heirs and fucceffors do and fhall accept and 
approve the fame for ever. And under the fame obli- 
gation of the word and hpnour of aking> the moft 
Chriftian King promifcs, that no one befides the Queen 
herfelf, and her fucceffors, according to the feries of 
the faid limitation, fhall ever by him, or by his heirs 
or fucceffors, be acknowledged, or reputed to be King 
or Queen of Great Britain. And for adding more 
ample credit to the faid acknowledgment andpromifes 
the moft Chriftian King does engage, that whereas the 
perfon who, in the life-time of the Utc King James II. 

did 
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did take upon him the title of Prince of Wales, 
and fince his deceafe, that of King of Great Britain, is 
lately gone, of his own accord, out of the Kingdom 
of France, to refide in fome other place, he the afore- 
faid moft Chrlftian King, his heirs and fucceflbrs, will 
take all poflible care, that he ihall not at any time 
'hereafter, of under any pretence whatfoever, return 
into the kingodni of France, or any the dominions 
thercpf. 

Moreover, the moft Chriftian King pronniies, as welj 
in hi$ own name, as in th^ of his heirs and fucceflbrs, 
that they will at no tirne whatever difturb, or give any 
moleftation to the Queen of Great Britain, her beir$ 
a:nd fucceflbrs, defcendcd from the aforefaid Proteflant 
line, who poflefs the crown of Great Britain, and the 
dominions belonging thereunto. Neither will the 
aforefaid moft Chriftian King, or any one of his heirs, 
give at any time any aid, fuccour, favour, or council, 
direftlyorindireftly, by land orby fea,in nfwney, arms, 
ammunition, warlike provifion, (hips, foldiers, ieamen^ 
or any other way, to any perfon or perfons, whofoever 
they be, who for any caufc, or under any pretext what-^ 
foever, fhould hereafter endeavour to oppofc the faid 
fucceffion, either by open war, or by fomenting fedi- 
tlons, and forming confpiracies againft fuch Prince or 
Princes who are in pofleffion of the throne of Great 
Britain, by virtue of the aft of parliament aforemen- 
tioned, or againft the Prince or Princefs, to whom the 
fucceffion of the crown of Great Britain ftiall be open, 
according to the faid afts of parliament, 

VI. Whereas the rhoft deftruftive flame of war, which 
is to be extinguiflCed by this peace, arofe chiefly from 
thence, that the fecurity and liberties of Europe could 
by no means bear the union of the kingdoms of France 
and Spain under one and the fame king; and whereas - 
it has at lepghth been brought to pafs, by the affiftancc 
of the divine power, upon the moft earneft inftances 
of her facrcd royal Majefty of Great Britain, and with 
the confeht both of the moft Chriftian, and of the Ca- 
tholic I^ing, that this evil 0iould in all times to conne 
be obviated, by means of renunciatjgns dnifa in the 
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moft effcAual form, and exeputed in the moft folemil 
manner^ the tenor whereof is as follows : 

Letters Patents by the King^ wbicb admit the renunciatiott 
of the Kinf^ of Spain to the crown of France^ and tbofe 
af Af. the Duke of Berry ^ and of M. the Duke of Orleems^ 
to the crown of Spain. 

LEWIS, by the grace of God, King of France and 
Navarre, to all people prefent, and to come, 
greeting. During the various revolutions of a war^ 
wherein we have fought only to maintain the Juftice of 
the rights of the King, our moft dear and moft beloved 
grandfoft, to the monarchy of Spain, we have never 
ceafed to defire peace. The greateft fucceflcs did not 
at all dazzle us, and the contrary events, which the 
hand of God made ufe of to try us, rather than to de- 
ftroy us, did riot give birth to that defire in us, but 
found it there. But the time marked out by divine 
Providence for the repofe of Europe was not yet come i 
the diftant fear of feeing one day our crown, and that 
of Spain, upon the head of one and the fame prince, 
did always make an equal impreflion on the powers, 
which were united againft us 5 and this fear, which had 
been the principal caufe of the war, feemed alfo to lay 
an infuperable obftacle in the way to peace. At laft, 
aftfer many fruitlefs ncgociations, God being moved 
with the fufFeririgs and groans of fo many people, was 
pleafed to open a furcr way to come at fo dif- 
ficult a peace. But the fame alarms ftill fubfifting, 
the firft and principal condition^ which was propofed 
to us by our nM>ft dear and moft beloved fitter the Queen 
of Great Britain, as the effcntial and neceflary foun- 
dation of treating, was, that theKing of Spain, our faid 
brother and grandfon, keeping the monarchy of Spain 
and of the Indies, ftiould renounce for himfelf, and his 
defcendants for ever, the rights which his birth might 
at any time give him and them to our crown; that on 
the ojher hand, our mbft dear and moft^belovcd grand- 
fon the Duke of Berry, and our moft dear and mofl: 
beloved nephew the Duke of Orleans, Ihould likewife 
renounce forthemfelves^and for th(fir defcendants male 
and female for ever, their rights to the monarchy of 

Spain 
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. Spain and the Indies. Our faid filler caufed it to be 
reprefented unto us, that without a formal and pofitive 
afiurance upon this point, which alone could be the 
bond of peace, Europe would never be at reft; all the 
powers which fliarc the fame, being equally perfuaded, 
that it was for their general intereft, and for their conm- 
mon feeurity, to continue a war, whereof no one coif Id 
forefec the end, rather than be expofed to behold the 
ftme Prince beconme one day matter of two monarchies, 
fo powerful as thofc of France and Spain. But as this 
princcfs,(whofe indefatigable zeal for're-eftablifliingthe 
general tranquility, we cannot fufficiently praife) was fen- 
fibleof all the reluftancy we had to confent, that one of 
our children fo worthy to inherit the fucceflion of our 
forefathers, (hould neceffariiy be excluded from it, if the 
misfortunes wherewith it has pleafed God to afHiA us in 
cur family, (hould moreover take from us^ in the pcrfoa 
of the Dauphin, our moft dear and moft beloved great 
grandfon, the only remainder of thofe princes whith our 
kingdom has fojuftly lamented with us; (he entered into 
our pain, and after having jointly fought out gentler 
means of fccuring the peace, we agreed with our faid 
(ifter to propofe to the king of Spain other dominions, 
inferior indeed to thofe which he po(reflcs, yet the value 
thereof would fo much the more incr€a(e under his reign, 
in as much as in that cafe he would preferve his rights, 
and annex to our crown a part of the faid dominions, if 
He came one time or other to fuccecd us. We' employed 
therefore the ftrongeft reafons to perfuade him to accept 
this altetnative. We gave him to underftand, that the 
dtityof hijs birth was the firft which he ought to confultj 
that he owed himfelf to his houfe, ^nd to his country, be* 
fore he was obliged to Spain; that if he were wanting to 
his firft engagements, he would perhaps one day ia vain 
regret his having abandoned thofe rights, which he 
would be no more able to maintain. We added to thefc 
reafons, the perianal motives of friend(hip, and of tender 
love which we thought likely to move him ; the pleafure 
we (hould have in feeing him from time to time near us, 
and in palling fome part of our days with him, which 
we might promife ourfejves from the ncighbQurhood 
/ B3 ^ of 
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of the dominions chat were offered him, the fatisfa^lion 
of inftrufUng him ourfclves concerning the ftate of our 
affairs, and of relying upon him for the future ; fo that, 
if God (hould preferve to us the Dauphin, we could give 
our kingdom, in the perfon of the King our brother, and 
grandfon, a regent inftruded in the art of government % 
and that if this child, fo precious to us and to our fub* 
jeAs, were alfo taken from us, we (bould at leaft have the 
confolation of leaving to our people a virtuous King, fit 
to govern them, and who would likewife annex to our 
crown ver/ confiderable dominions. Our inftances reite- 
rated with all the force, and with all the tender affcAion 
neceffary to perfuade a fon, who fo juftlv deferves thole 
efforts, which we made for preferving him to France, 
produced nothing but reiterated reA^fals on his part, ever 
to abandon fuch brave and faithful fubjeds, whofe zeal 
for him had been diftinguiihed in thofe conjunftures, 
when his throne feemed to be the moft fhaken. So that 
periifting with an invincible firmnefs in his (irft refolu- 
tion, afferting likewife, that it was more glorious, and 
more advantageous for our houfe, and for our kingdom, 
than that which we preffed him to take, he declared in 
the mfeeting of the dates of the kingdom of Spain, aflem- 
bled at Madrid for that purpofe, that for obtaining a 
general peace, and fecuring the tranquillity of Europe 
by a balance of power, he of his own proper motion, of 
his own free will, and without any conftraint, renounced 
for himfelf^ his heirs and fucceflbrs, for ever and ever, 
all preteniions, rights and tides, which he, or any of his 
defcendants, have at prefent, or may have at any time to 
coriie whatfoever, to the fucceffion of our crown; that he 
held for ever excluded therefrom himfelf, his children, 
heirs, and defcendants, for ever -, that he confented for 
himfelf and for them, that now, as well as then, his right 
and that of his defcendants, (hould pafs over and be 
transferred to him among the Princes, whom the law of 
fucceffion, and the order of birth calls, or (hall call to 
inherit our crown in default of our faid brother and 
grandfon the King of Spain, and of his defcendants, as it 
is more amply fpecified in the z€t of renunciation, ap- 
proved by the ftatcs of his kingdom •, and confequently 
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he declared, that he defifted particularly from the right 
which h^h been added to that of his birth, by our let- 
ters patents of the month of December, 1700, whereby 
we declared, that it was our will, that the King of Spain 
and his defcendants (hould always preferve the rights of 
their birth and original, in the fame manner as if they 
rcfided aftually in our kingdom; and from the regiftry 
which was^ made: of our faid letters patents, both in our 
court of Parliament, and in our chamber of Accounts at 
Paris. We are fenfible, as King, and as father, how 
much It were to be dcfircd, that the general peace could 
have been concluded without a renunciation, which 
makes fo great a change in our royal houfe, and in the 
ancient order of fucceeding to our crown -, but we are 
yet more fenfible, how much it is our duty to fecure 
fpeedily to our fubjc6:s a peace which is fo neceffary forx 
them. We fliall never forget the efforts which they 
m^ade for us during the long continuance of a war, which 
we could not have fupported, if their zeal had not been 
much more extenfive than their power. The welfare of 
a people fo faithful, is to us a fupremelaw, which ought 
to be preferred to any other confideration. It is to this 
law that we this day facrifice the right of a grandfon who 
is fo dear to us; and by the price which the generalpeace 
will coft our tender love, we (hall at lead have the comfort 
of fhewing our fubjefts, that even at the expence of our 
blood, they will always keep the firft place in our heart. 

For thefe caufes, and other important confiderations 
us thereunto moving, after having feen in our council 
the faid aft of renunciation of the King of Spain, our 
faid brother and grandfon, of the fifth of November laft, 
as alfo the z8ts of renunciation, which our faid grandfon 
the Duke of Berry, and our faid nephew the Diike of Or- 
leans, made reciprocally of their rights to the crown.of 
Spain, as well for thcmfclves as for their defcendants, mate 
and female, in confequenec of the renunciation of our faid 
brother and grandfon the King of Spain, the whole here- 
unto annexed, with a copy collated of the faid letters pa- 
tents of the month of December, 1700, under the cdunter- 
feal of our chancery, of our fpecial grace, full power, and 
royal authority, we have declared, decreed, and ordained, 
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md by thefc prefents figncd with our handy we do declnre^ 
decree, and ordain, we will, and it is our pleafurt, that tho 
faid aft of renunciation of our faid brother and grandfon 
the King of Spain, and thofe of our faid grandfon theDuke 
of Berry, and o? our faid nephew the Duke of Orleans, 
which we have admitted, and do admit, be regiftered in all 
our courts of Parliament, and chambers of our Accounts' 
in our kingdom, and other places where it (hall be neccT* 
f^ry, in order to their being executed according to their 
form and tenor. And con^quently we will and intend, 
that our faid letters patents of the month of December, 
11700, be and remain null, and as if they had never 
l^een made, that they be brought back to us, and that in 
the margin of the rcgiftcrs of our faid court of Parlia^ 
mentJi and of our faid chamber of Accounts, where the en- 
rolment of the faid letters patents is, the extract of thefc 
prefents be placed and infcrted, the better to fignify our 
intention, as to the revocation and nullity or the faid 
letters. We will, that in conformity to the faid aft of re- 
nunciation of our faid brother and grandfon the King of 
: Spain, he be from henceforth looked upon and confi- 
dpred as excluded from our fiiccefllon, that h\% heirs, fuc-> 
cpffors, and defcendants, be likcwifc excluded for ever, and 
looked upon as incapable of enjoying the fame. We un-r 
tderftand, that in failure of them, all rights to our faid 
tqrown, and fucceffion to our dominions, which might at 
any time whatfoever belong and appertain to them, be and 
remain transferred to our^ moft dear, and moft beloved 
grandfoa the Duke of Berry, and to his children, and 
cjefcendants, being ipales, borp in lawful marriage y and 
fucce'ffively in failure of them, to thofe of the Princes of 
pur royal houfe and their dcfccndaqts, who in right of 
their birth, or by the order eftabliflied fince the founda- 
tion of our monarchy, ought to fucceed to our crown. 
'And fo we comipand our beloved and trufty counfel- 
Iprs, the Members of our court of Parliament at Paris, 
that they do caufe thefe prefents, together with the afts of 
xenunciation made by our faid brother and grandfon the 
King of Spain, by our faid grandfon the Duke of Berry, 
^nd by our faid nephew the Duke of Orleans, tabe read, 
pul^Uftied;, and regiftercd<j and the contents thereof tol)e 
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kept, obferved, and executed, according to their form and 
tenor, fully, peaceably, and perpetually ceafmg and caufing 
to ceaie, all moleftations and hindrances, notwithftanding 
any laws, ftatuces, ufages, cuftoms, decrees, regulations, 
and other matters contrary thereunto; whereto, and to the 
derogations of the derogations therein contained, we have 
delegated, and do derogate by thefe prcfents, for this pur* 
pofe only, and without being brougkt into precedent. For 
fuch is our pleafure^ 

And to the end that this may be a matter firm and lad- 
ing for ever, we have caufed our feal to be affixed to thefe 
prefcnts. Given at Verfailles, in the month of March, in 
the year of our Lord 17 13, and of our reign the 7Qth. 
Signed Lewis, and underneath by the King, Pbefypeaux. 
Vtfa, Pb^lypeaux. And fealed with the great feal on green 
wax, with ftrings of red and green filk. 

Read and publilhed, the court being affembled, and re*- 
giftered among the rolls of the court, the King's Attorney- 
general being heard, and moving for the iame, to* the end 
that they may be executed according to tbeir form and 
tenor, in purfuance of, and in conformity to the a<5ls of 
this day.

THE KING, 

WHereas, on the fifth of November in this prefent 
year, 17 12, before Don Manuel of Vadillo and 
Yelafco, my Secretary of Stiatc, and chief notary of the 
kingdoms of Caftile and Leon, and witneflcs, I delivered, 
fwore to, and figned a public inftrument of the tenor foU 
lowing, which is word for wotd as here enfues; 
. Don Philip, by the grace of God, King of Caftile, Leon, 
Arragon, the Two.Sicilies, Jerufalem, Navarre, Granada, 
Toledo, Valefitia, Galicia, Majorca, Seville, Sardinia, 
Corduba, Corfica, Murcia, Jaen, the Algarves, Alge^ 
zira, Gibraltar, the Canary Iflands, the Eaft and Weft-In- 
dies, the I Hands and Terra Firmacf the Ocean, Archduke 
of Auftria, Duke of Burgundy, Brabant, and Milan, Count 
of Habfpurg, Flanders, Tirol, and Barcelona, Lord of 
Bifcay and Molina, &c. By the account and informatiou 
pf this i|ifl:rum?nt and writing of rcnynciation and rcjin-, 
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quilhmenr, and that it may remain for a perpetual re* 
membrance, I do declare and make known to Kings, 
Princes, potentates^ commonwealths^ communities^ and par- 
ticular perfonS) which now are> and (hall be in future ages: 
that it being one of the principal pdtcions of the treaties 
of peace, depending between the crowns of Spain, and of 
France, with that of England, for the rendering it firm and 
lafting, and proceeding to a general one, on a maxim of 
fecuring for ever the univerfal good and quiet of Eutope, 
by an equal weight of power, (o that many being united 
in one, the balance of the equality defired might noctum 
to the advantage of one, and the danger and hazard of the 
reft ; it was propofed, and infifted on by England, and it 
was agreed to on my parr, and on that of the King my 
grandfather, that for avoiding at any time whatever the 
union of this monarchy with that of France, and the 
pofiibility that it might happen in any cafe, reciprocal re* 
nunciations (hould be made by me, and for all my defcen- 
dants, to the pofiibility of fucceeding co the monarchy of 
France, and on the part of thofe Princes, and of all their 
race, prcfent and to come, to that of fucceeding to this 
nP^cnarchy; by forming a proper projeft rf abdication of 
aH rights which might be claimed by the two royal houfes 
of this, and of that monarchy, as to their Succeeding mu- 
tually to each other -, by feparating, by the legal means of 
my renunciation, my branch from the royal flem ef France, 
and all the branches of France from the ftem of the blood- 
royal of Spain •, by taking care, at the fame time, in pur- 
fuance of the fundamental and perpetual maxim of the ba- 
lance of power in Europe, which pcrfuades and juftifies 
the avoiding, in all cafes imaginable, the union of the mo- 
narchy of France with that of Spain, that the inconveni- 
ence ihould likewife be provided againft, left, in default 
of my iffue, the cafe Ihould happen that this monarchy 
Ihould devolve again to the houfc of Auftria, whofe do- 
minions and dependencies, even without the union of the 
empire, would make it formidable; a motive which at 
other times made it juftifiable to. feparate the hereditary 
dominions of the houfe of Auftria from the body of the 
Spanrfc monarchy ; it being agreed and fettled to this end 
by England with me^ and with the King my grandfather, 
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that in failure of me, and of my iflue, the Duke of Savoy,' 
and his Tons, and defcendants, being males, born in con^ 
ftant lawful raarria^, are to enter upon the fuccefHon of \ 
this.monarchy ; and, in default of his male line, the Prince 
Armadeo, of Carignan, and his fons, and defcendants^ be- 
ing males, born in conftant lawful marriage ; and, in de- 
fa^ik of his line. Prince Thqmas, brother of the Prince. of 
Carignan, his fons, and defcendants, being males, bora 
in conftant lawful marriage, who, as defcendants of the 
Infanta Donna Catherina, daughter of Philip II. and be- 
ing exprefsly called, have a clear and known right, fup- 
poling the friendfliip and perpetual alliance, which the 
Duke of Savoy, and his defcendants, are to folicit and 
obtain from this crown •, it being to be believed, that by 
this perpetual and never-ceafmg hope, the needle of the 
balance may remain invariable, and all the powers, wea-- 
ried with the toil and uncertainty of battles, may be ami- 
cably kept in an equal poife *, it not remaining in the dif» 
pofal of any of the parties to alter this federal equili- 
brium, by way of any contraft of renunciation, or retroccf- 
fion, fince the fame reafon which induced its being ad- 
mitted, demonftrates its permanency, a fundamental con- 
. ftitution being formed, which may fettle, by an unalter-* 
able law, the fuccefllon of what is to come. In conie- 
quence of what is above faid, and for the love I bear to the 
Spaniards, and from the knowledge I have of what I owe 
to them, and the repeated experience of their fidelity, and 
for making a return to Divine Providence, by this re- 
fighation to its deftiny, for the great benefit of having 
placed and maintained ine on the throne^ among fuch il-- 
luftrious and welUdefcrving vaffals, 1 have determined ta 
abdicate, for myfelf, and all my defcendants, the right of 
fuccecding to the crown of France, dcfiring not to depart 
from living and dying with my beloved and faithful Spa- 
niards ; leaving to all my defcendants, the infeparablc 
bond of their fidelity and love. And to the end that this 
refolutlon may have its due effeft, and that the matter may 
ceafe, which has been looked upon as one of the principal 
motives of the war which has hitherto afflided Europe, 
of my own motion, free, fpontaneous, and unconftrained 
will, I Don Philip,^ byjhe grace of God, King of Caftile^ 
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Leon, Arragon, the 'Two Sicilies, Jerufalem, Navarre, 
Granada, Toledo, Valencia^ Galicia, Majorca^ Seville, 
Sardinia, Corduba, Corfica, Murcia, Jaen, the Algarves, 
Algezira, Gibraltar, the Canary Iflands, the Eaft and 
Wcft-lndies, the Iflands and Terra Firma of the Ocean, 
Archduke of Auftria, Duke of Burgundy, Brabant, and 
Milan, Count of Habfpufg, Flanders, Tirol, and Barce- 
lona, Lord of Bifcay and Molina, Sec. do by this prefent 
inftrument, for myfelf, for my heirs and fuccefibrs, re- 
nounce, quit, and relinquifli, for ever and ever, all pre- 
tenfions, rights, and titles, which I have, or any defcen- 
dant of mine hath at prefent, or niay have at any time to 
come, to the fucccflion of the crown of France; and I 
declare, and hold myfcif for ever excluded and feparated, 
me, and my fons, heirs, and defcendants for ever, excluded 
and difabled abfolutely, and without limitation, diffe* 
lence, and diilinAion of perfons, degrees, fexes, and 
times, from the aft and right of fucceeding to the crown 
of France. And I will and confenr, for myfelf, and my 
laid defcendants, that now, as well as then, it may be 
taken to be paifed over, and transferred to hi«n, who by 
mine and their being excluded, difabled, and jncapaci* 
tated, fhall be found next and immediate in degree to the 
King, by whofe death it fliall become vacant^*, and the fuc« 
ceflion to the faid crown of France is at any time, and in 
any cafe to be fettled on, and given to him, to have 
and to hold the fame as true and lawful fucceflbr, in the 
fame manner, as if I, and my defcendants, had not been" 
born or been in the world ; fince for fuch are we to be 
held and efteemed, becaufe in my perfon, and in that of 
my defcendants, there is no confideration to be had, or 
foundation to be made of aftive or paflive reprefentation, 
beginning, or continuation of lineage effeftive, or conten- 
tive of fubftancc, blood, or quality y nor can. the de- 
fccnt, or computation of degrees of thofe perfons, be 
derived from the moft Christian King, my lord and grand- 
father, nor from the Dauphin my father, nor from the 
glorious Kings their progenitors; nor by any other means 
can they come into the fucccflion, nor take pofleflion of 
the degree of proximity, and exclude from it the perfon, 
who, as is aboYcfaid, fhall. be found next in degree. . I 
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VfWl tod confent for myfclf, and for my defcendants, that 
from this time, as well as then, this right be looked upoa 
and confidered as pafled over, and transferred to the Duke 
of Berry my brother, and to his fons and defcendants, be- 
ing nnales, born in conftant lawful marriage ; and in de- 
fault of his male iffue, to. the Duke of Orleans my uncle, 
and to his fons and defcendants, being males, born in con- 
ftant lawful marriage *, and in default of his iflue, to the 
Duke of Bourbon my coufin, and to his fons, and defcen-, 
dants, beidg males, born in coaftant lawful marriage ; and 
in like manner fucceflively to all the Princes of the Blood 
of France, their fons, and defcendants, being males, tor 
ever and ever, according to the place and order in which 
they (hall be called to the crown by right of their birth » 
and confequently to that perfon among the faid Princes, 
who (I and all my. faid defcendants being, as is above- 
faid, excluded, difabled, and incapacitated) (ball be found 
the neareft in. immediate degree after that King, by whofe 
death the vacancy of the crown of France (hall happen, 
and to whom the fucceffion ought to belong at any time, 
and in any cafe whatfoever, that he may poflTefs the fame 
as true and lawful fucge(ror, in the fame manner as if I, 
and my defcendants, had not been born. And for the 
greater ftrength.of this aft of abdication of all the rights and 
titles, which appertained to me, and to all my fons and 
defcendants, of fuccceding to the aforefaid crown of France^ 
I depart from, and rclinquiJh efpecially that which mighc 
moreover accrue to the lights of birih from the letters 
patants, or inftrument, whereby the King my grandfather 
preferved and referved to me, and enabled me to enjoy 
the right of fucceflTion to the crown of France, which in- 
ftrument was difpatched at Verfailles in the month of De- 
cember, in the year 1700, and pafled, and approved, and 
rcgiftered by the Parliament. 1 will that it cannot ferve 
me for a foundation to the ptirpofcs therein provided for, 
and I rcjcft and renounce it, and hold it for null, void, 
and 9f no force, and for cancelled, and as if no fuch in- 
ftrument had ever been executed. • I promifc and oblige 
myfelf, on the faith of a King's word, that as much as (hall 
relate to my part, and that of my fons and defcendants, 
which are and ihall be, I will cake care of the obfervation 
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find accompliihment of this writing, without permuting or 
confenting that any thing be done contrary thereunto, di- 
reftly or indireftly, in the whole, or in part ; and I relin- 
quifh and depart from all and all manner of remedies, 
known or unknown, ordinary or extraordinary, and which 
by common right, or fpecial privilege might belong to us, 
to me, and to my Tons and defcendants, to reclaim, men- 
tion, 6t alledge againft what is abovefaid; and I renounce 
them all, and efpecially that of evident prejudice, enor- 
mous, and moft enormous, which may be reckoned to 
have happened in this relinqui(hment and renunciation of 
the right of being able, at any tinie, to fucceed to the 
crown aforementioned. I will that none of the faid reme- 
dies, nor others, of whatfoever name, ufe, importance, 
and quality they may be, do avail us, or can avail us. 
And if in fa6t, or under any colour we (hould endeavour 
to feize the faid kingdom by force of arms, by making, or 
moving war, ofFenfive or dcfenfive, from this time for 
ever, that is to be held, judged, and declared, for an un- 
lawful, unjuft, and wrongfully-undertaken war, and for 
violence, invafion, and ufurpation, done againft reafon 
andconfcience; and on the contrary, that is to be judged 
and efteemed a juft, lawful, and allowed war, which fhall 
be made, or moved in behalf of him, who by the exclu- 
fion of me, and of my faid fons and defcendants, ought to 
fucceed to the ftid crown of France, to whom the fub- 
je6ts and natives thereof are to apply themfelves, and to- 
obey him, to take and perform the oath and homage of 
fealty, artti to ferve him as their lawful King and Lord. And 
thcTelinquifliment and renunciation, for me, and my faid 
fons and defcendants, is to be firm, ftable, valid, and irre- 
vocable- perpetually, for ever and ever. And I declare 
and promife, that I have not made, neither will I make 
any proteftation, or reclaiming, in public, or in fecret, 
to th^ contrary, which may'hinder, or diminifh the force 
of what is contained in this writing; and that if I thould 
make it, although it be fworn to, it is not to be valid, nei- 
ther can it have any force; and for the greater ftrength 
and fccurity of what is contained in this rAunciation, and 
of what is faid and promifed on my par^ therein, I give 
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again the pledge of my faith, and royal word, and I fweir 
folemnly by the' gofpels contained in this miffal, upon 
which I lay my right hand, that I will obferve, maintaix),, 
and accomplifh this adi: and inftrument of renunciatknv 
as well for myfelf as for all my fucceffors, heirs, 'and dc- 
fcendants, in ill the claufes therein contained, according 
to the moft natural, literal, and plain fcnfe and conftruc-t 
tion ; and that I have not fought, neither will I feek any 
difpenfation from this oath ; and if it fhall be fought for by 
any particular perfon, or (hall be granted mffiu pr^prk^ I 
will not ,ufe it, nor take any advantage of it. Nay, iot 
fuch cafe ^s that it ihould be granted me, I make anQ-- 
ther the like oath, that there may always be and remain 
one oath above and. beyond all difpenfations which may 
be granted me. And I deliver this writi^ng before the 
prefent fccretary, notary of this my kingdom, and I have 
figued ir, and commanded it to be fealcd with rtly royrf 
feal ; there being provided, and called as witnefles,^ the 
Cardinal Don Francifco de Judice, inquifitor general, and 
Archbilhop of Montreal, one of my council of ftate ; Dq» 
Jofeph Fernandez, of Vclafco and Tobar, conftable of 
Caftile, Duke of Frias, gemleman of my chamber, my 
high fteward of my houfhold, great cup-bearer, and great 
huntfman ; Don Juan Claros Alphonfo Perez de Gufman el 
BuenO, Duke of Medinf Sidonia, Knight of the order of 
the Holy Ghoft, my great mafter of horfc, gentleman- of 
my chamber, and one of my council of ftate ; Don Fran- 
cifco.Andres de Benavides, Count of Santiftevan, one of 
my council of ftate, and high fteward to the Queen ; Don 
Carlos Hompdei Laco de la Vega, Marquis of Ahiionaicir, 
and Count of Cafa Palma, gentleman of my chamber, one 
-of my council, of- ftate, and great mafter of the horfe to 
the Queen ; Don Reftayno Cantelmo, Duke of Popoli, 
kflight of the order of the Holy Ghoft,. gentleman of my 
chamber, and captain of my Italian life-guards -, Don Fer- 
nando of Aragon and Moncada, Duke of Montako, Mar- 
quis of los Velez, commander of the Silla and Benaful in the 
order of MontelTa, gentleman of my chamber and one of 
my council of ftatt -, Don Antonio Sebaftian de Toledo^ 
Marquis of Manfera, gentleman of my chamber, one of 
i7)y council of ftate, and preftdent of that of Italy ; Don 
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J^aan Domingo, of Haro and Guzman, great comtnand^ 
in the order of St. James, one of my council of ftatc i 
Don Joachim Ponce de Leon, Duke of Arcos, gentle-* 
man of my chamber, great commander in the order of 
Calatrava, one of my council of ilate i Don Domingo de 
Giudice, Duke of Giovenazzo, one of my council of ftate $ 
Don Manuel Coloma, Marquis of Canales, gentleman of 
my chamber, one of my council of ftate ; and captain ge^ 
-neral of the artillery of Spain ; Don Jofeph de Solis, . 
Duke of Montellano, one of my council of ftate; Don

CHARLES, fon of France, Duke of Berry, Alenfon, 
and Angoulefme, Vifcount of Vernon, Andely, and 
Giiors, Lord of the chantellenies of Coignac and Merpins ; 
to all kings, princes, commonwealths, communities, and 
to all other bodies, and .private perfon??, prefent and to 
come, be it kiK>wn. All the powers of Europe finding 
themfclves almift ruined on .account of the prefent wars, 
which have carried defplation to the frontier?, and into 
many other. parrs of the ri<:heft monarchies, and other do- 
minions, it has been agreed in the conferences and treaties, 
of peace, which are negotiating .with Great Britain, to 
ettablifli an equilibrium, and ])olitical boundaries between 
thekingdpms, vvhereof the interefts have been, and are 
jflill the fad occafion of a bloody dilpure ; and to hold ic 
for a fundamental maxim in order tp preferve this peace, 
that pfovifion ought to be made, that, the forces of thcfc 
kingdoms may not become formidable, nor be able to 
caufc any jealoufy, vvbicb, it has been, thought ca.inot be 
fettled uore folidly, than by. hindering them from extend- 
ing rhcmfcives,.' a^d by keej>ing a certain proportion, t^ 
the end that thovcaker being united together, may de- 
fend fhemlelvcs againil the more powerful, and lupport 
tbemfeivesreipeaivcly acainft their equals. 

For this purpofe the King, our moft honored Lord aid' 
grandfather^ aiKi ^hcj King of Spain, our uioit clear i mo- 
ther,, have agreed.iind CQacluded with the Quewu ofGie* c 
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Brirainy that reciprocal renunciations ihail be made by all 
the prince»9 both prefent and to come, of the crown of 
France, and of that of Spain, of all rights, vrHich may 
appertain to each of them, to the fucceifion of the one, 
or of the other kingdom, by eftabliihing an habitual right 
tothefuccefiion to the crown of Spain, in that line which 
ihall be made capable thereof, and declared immediate 
after that of King Philip V. our brother, by the eftates of 
Spain, who were to aflemble for this puvpofe ; by making 
an immoveable balance to maintain the equilibrium, which 
is intended to be placed in Europe, and by going on to 
particularize all the cafes of union which are torefeen^ to 
ferve as an example for all fuch as may happen. It has 
likewife been agreed and concluded between the King, our 
moft honored Lord and grandfather, King Philip v. our 
brother, and the Queen of Great Britain, that the faid 
King Philip fliall renounce for himfelf, and for all his de- 
fcendiants, the hopes of fucceeding to the crown of France ; 
that on our fide we ihall renounce in like manner for us, 
and for our defcendants, the crown of Spain ; that the 
Duke of Orleans, our moft dear uncle, ihall do the fame 
thing; fo that all the lines of France. and of Spain, re- 
fpedively and relatively, fliall be excluded for ever, and 
by all kind of ways^ from all the right, which the lines of 
France might have to the crown of Spain, and the lines 
of Spain to the crown of France ; and laftly, that care 
ihall be taken, that under pretence of the fatd renuncia- 
tions, or under any other pretence whatfocver, the I^oufe 
of Auftria may not make ufe of the pretenfion^ which it 
might have to the fucceffion of the m^archy of Spain ; 
forafmuch as by uniting this monarchy to thcrfiereditary 
countrie^s and dominions of that houfe, it would become 
formidable, even without the union of the empire, to the 
other powers, which are between both, and which would 
iind themfelves as it were furrounded ; which would de- 
ftroy the equality, that is eftabliihing at prefent, tofecure 
and ftrengthen more pcrfedly the peace of Chxiftendom, 
and to take away all manner of jeal^ufy from the powers 
of the North, and of the Weft, which is the end that is 
propofed by this political equilibrium, by removing and 
excluding all thele branches, and caliiog to the crown of 
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Spain, in default of the lines of King Philip V, oikv bro*' 
ther, and of all his children and defeendants; the houfe of 
the Duke of Savoy, which defcends from the infanta Ca- 
therina, daughter of Philip II. it having been confideredj^ 
that in making the faid houfe of SJvoy fucceed immedi- 
ately in this manner, this equality and balance betweei^ 
the three powers, .may be fixed as it Wete in its centre^ 
without which it would be impoffible to extinguilh the 
fl^me of war, which has been kindled^ and is capable q£ 
destroying every thing. 

Being willing therefote to concur, by our relinquilh- 
ment, and by the abdication of all our rights, for us, our 
fucceflbrs and defeendants, to the eftablilhing of the uni- 
verfal repofe, and the fecuring the peace of Europe, be- 
caufe, we believe, that this method is the fureft^ and nioft 
effeftual, in the terrible circumftances of this conjunc- 
ture, we have refolved to renounce the hopes of fgcceed- 
ing to the orown of Spain, and all the rights thereunto, 
which belong to us, and may belong to us, under any title, 
and by any means whatfoev^r* And to the end that this 
refolution may have its full efFc<ft, and alfo by reafon that 
King Philip V. our brother, did on his part, the 5th of this 
prelent month of November, make his renunciation pf the 
crov/n of France, we of our meer, free, and frank will> 
and without being moved thereunto by any refpeftful 
awe, or by^any other regard^ except thofe abovemention- 
ed, to declare, and hold ourselves from this prefent, we, 
our children, and delcendants, excluded and difabled ab- - 
folutely for ever, without limitation or difttndion of per- 
fons, degrees, or fexes, from every adt, and from all 
right of lucceeding to the crown of Spain. We will, and 
confent for ^us, our faid children and defeendants, that 
from this time, and for ever, we and they, in confequencc 
of thefe prefents, be held td be excluded and difabljed 
in like manner as all the other defcendanta of the houfe b 
Auftria, who, as it has been faid and fuppofed, ought alfc 
to be excluded, in whatever degree we -may be, both the 
one and the other ; and if the fucceffion falls to. us, our 
line, that of all our defeendants, and all the others of the 
houfe of Auftria, as it has been faid, ought to be fepata^ 
ted and excluded therefrom. That for this rcafoti the 
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tctngdom of Spain be accounted as devolved, and transfer- 
red to him, to whom in fuch cafe the fuccefiion ought to 
devolve and be transferred, at any time whatfoever, fo that 
^ve do take and hold him for true and lawful fucceflbr, be- 
caufe for the fame reafons and motives, and in confe- 
qtience of thefe prefenrs, neither we, nor our defcendants, 
iDught any more to be confidered as having any founda- 
tion of reprefentation aftive or palBve, or making any 
ciontinuation of line elfedive, or contentive of fubftance, 
blood, or quality ,.or likcwife to derive any right from our 
defcent, or to reckon our degrees from the perfons of 
the Queen Maria Therefa of Auftria, our moft honored 
lady and grandmother of the Queen Anne of Auftria, our 
jmofthonored Lady and great-grandmother, or of the glorious 
-kings their anceftors ; on the contrary, we ratify the claufes 
of their wills, and the renunciations made by the faid ladies, 
our gtandmotherand great-grandmother, we renouncelike - 
wife the right, which may belong to us, and to our chil- 
dren and defcendants, by virtue of the will of KingCharles 
IL which, notwithftanding what is abovementioned, calls 
us to the fucceffion of the crown of Spain, in cafe of fail- 
ure of the line of Philip V. We therefore relinquifli this 
right, and renounce the fame, for us, our children and 
* defcendants ; we promife and- engage, for us, our faid 
children and defcendants, to employ ourfelvcs with all our 
might, in caufing this prefcnt att to be fulfilled, without 
'allowing, orlufFering that the fame be violated diredlyor 
indireiflly, in the whole, or in part ; and we relinquilh all 
m^ans, ordinary or extraordinary, which by common 
right, or by any fpecial privilege might belong to us, oar 
children and defcendants; which means we likewife re- 
nounce abfolutely, and particularly, that of evident, enor- 
mous, and moft enormous prejudice, which may be found 
in the faid renunciation of the lucceflion to the crown of 
Spain. And we will that none of the faid means may, or 
can have any eftcd:, and that if, under this pretext, or any 
other colour, we Ihould poffefs ourfelvcs of the faid king- 
.* dom by force of arms, the war which we Ihould make, or 
ftirup, be deemed unjuft, unlawful, and unduly underta- 
ken. And on the contrary, that the war, which he fliould 
make upon lis, who by virtue of this renunciation fliould 
- * have 
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have right to fucceed to the crown of Spain, be deemed 
juft and allowable. And that all the fubjedts and people 
of Spain, do acknowledge hin?i, obey him, defend him, do 
him homage, tind fwear<fealty to him, as to their king and 
lawful lord. 

And for the greater fecurity of all that we fay and pro* 
mife for ourfelves, and in the name of our children and: 
defcendants, we fwear folemnly on the Gofpels contained; 
i« this miffal, upon which we lay our right'hand, that we- 
will keep, maintain, and fulfil the fame in all and every 
parr thereof: that we will never afli to be relieved from 
the fame, and if any 'one do a& it for us,ot if it be grant*' 
ed us motufroptio^ we will not make ufe, or take ad-^ 
vantage of it. Bu^t rather^ in cafe it fliould be granted 
ns, we over and above make this other oath, and this 
ihali fubfifl: and remain for ever, whatever difpenfations 
may be granted us. We fwear and promife likewife, that 
we have not made, neither will we make, in public, or 

.in fccret, any proteftation, or reclamation to the contra-* 
ty, which may hinder what is contained in chefe prefents, 
or leflen the force theieof; and if we Ihould make any^ 
whatever oaths they may be accompanied with, they ihall 
nor have any force or virtue, or produce any efFed. 

In witnefs whereof, and to renderthefe prefents authen* 
tic, they have been paffed before ma fte;s Alexander lo 
Fevre, and Anthony le Moyne, counfellors to the King, 
Notaries, Minute-keepers to his Majefty, and Seal-keepers 
in the Chatelet of Paris, hereunder wrkteb, who have 
wholly delivered this prefent adt; and for caufing thefe 
prefents to be pubH<hed and regiftered, wherever it fliall 
be neceflary, my Lord the Duke of Berry has conftitutcd 
the bearers of thefe difpatches, by duplicates thereof, his 
general and fpecial Aitornies to whom my faid I/ord has, 
by thefe faid prefents, given fpecial power and authority 
in that behalf. At Marly, the 24th day of November, 
I J 1 2, before noon, and has figned the prefent duplicate^ 
and another, and minute thereof remaining in the hands 

. of the faid Le Moyne, notar}% 

\ . Signed, CHARLES. 
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PHILIP, grandfon of France, Duke of Orleans, Valots^ 
(j|hartres, and Nemours ; to all kings, princes, com^ 
inonwealths, potentates, communities, and to all perfons, 
as well prefent as to come, we make known by thefe pre- 
fents ; that the fear of the union of the crowns of France 
and Spain, having been the principal motive of the pre- 
ibnt war, and the other powers of Europe having always 
apprehended, left thefe two crowns ihould come upon 
One bead, it has been kid down as the foundation of the 
peace, which is treated of at prefent, and whiph it is hoped 
may be cemented more and more, for the repofe of fuch 
a number of countries, which have fa(:rificcd themfelves, 
as fo many victims, to oppofe the dangers, wherewith they 
thought themfelves threatened, that it was neceflary to 
eftablilh a kind of equality and equilibrium between the 
princes, who were in difpute, and to Separate for ever, in 
an irrevocable nianner, the. rights which they pretend to 
Jhave, and which they defended, fword in hand, with a re- 
ciprocal flaughter on each fide. 

That with intent to eftabUfli this equality, the Queen of 
Great Britain propofed, and upon her inftances, it has 
t>een 'agreed by the King, our moft honored Xx>rd and 
Dncle, and by the Catholic King, our mod dear nephew^ 
that for avoiding at any time whatfoever the union of the 
crowns of France and Spain^ reciprocal renunciations 
ihould be made, that is to fay, by the Catholic King Phi- 
lip V. our nephew, for himfelf and for. all his defccn- 
dants, of the fucce(&on to the crown of France ; as alfo 
by the Duke of Berry, our moft dear nephew, and by us,, 
for oui^felves, and for all our defcendants, of the crown, of 
Spain I on condition likewife, that neiiher the houfe of 
AuGj^m, nor any of the defcendants thereof, Ihall bie able 
tofucceed to the crown of Spain, bccaufe this houfe itfelfj^ 
without the union of the empire, would become formi-^ 
dable, if it fhould add a new po.wer to its ancient domi-. 
nions ; >and confequently this equilibrium, which isdefign- 
cd to be eftablilhed for the good of the princes and ftates 
of Europe, would ceafe. Now it is certain, that without 
this equilibrium, either tbe ftates fufferfrom the weight of 
their own greatnefs,^ or envy engages their neighbours to. 
m<^kc aUiancea to attack thcm;^ and to reduce them to fuch 

a point, 
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a pointy that tliefe great pov^rs mayinfptre lefs fear, and 
may not afpire to an univerfal monarchy. 

For attaining the, end which is propofed, and by reafon 
that bis Catholic Majefty has on his part made his re- 
nunciation, the 5th of tMs prefcnt month, we confent 
that^ in failure of Philip V. our nephew, and of hisdefcen- 
dants, the crown of Spain do pafs over to the houfe of 
the Duke of Savoy, wnofe rights are clear and known, 
, inafmuch ashe defcends from the infanta Catherina, daugh- 
ter of Philip II. and as he is called by the other kin^s his 
fucceflbrs ; fo that his right to the fucceffion of Spam, is 
indifputable. 

And we defiring on our fide to concur towards the glo- 
rious end, which is propofed for re^ftabliihing the pub- 
lic tranquility, land for ppeventing the fears which the 
rights of our birth, or all others, which plight appertain 
unto us, might occafion, have refolved, to make this re- 
linquifliment, this abdication, and this renunciation of all 
our rights, for ourfelves, and in the name of all our fuc- 
ceflbrs and defcendants ; and for the accomplilhing of this 
reiblution, which we have taken of our meer, free, and 
frank will, we declare 4nd hold ourfelves from this pre- 
fect, us, our children and defcendants, for excluded and 
difabled, abfolutely, and for ever, and without limitation 
or diftind:ion of perfons, of degrees, and of fexes, from 
every aft, and from all right of fucceeding to the crown 
of Spain. We will and confent, for iis and our defcen^ 
dants, that from this time, and for ever, we be held, we 
and ours, for excluded, difabled, and incapacitated, in 
whatever degree we may happen to be, and in what man* 
ner foever the fucceffion may fall to our line, and to all 
others, whether of the houfe of France, or of that of Au- 
Clria, and of all the defcendants both of the one and the 
other houfe, which, as it is faid and fuppofed, oi^ght like- 
wife to hold themfelves for cut off and excluded ; and that 
for this reafon the fucceffion to the faid crown of Spain 
be deemed to be devolved, and transferred to him to 
whom the fucceffion of Spain ought to be transferred, in 
iuch cafe, and at any time whatfoever ; fo that we^ do 
take and hohl him for true and lawful fucceflbr^* becaufc 
neither we, nor our defcendants, ought any more to.be

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c^nfidcred ns having any fo^ncKitlon of reprcfentation, 
«:div€orp;in'ivp, or making a couinuntion of a line effci- 
iiic, or cunicntivc of fubll*nce, hloo.i. or quality, nor 
oiig'K we to derive wr.y right frotn o ^ d.ccnt, or reckon 
the (icgrccs fro L Queen Anne of Ai ftr*'^, our moft ho- 
II ore J Lndy and Rrard.noJicr, nor fiom th^ glorious kings 
hcranceftors. (^a the contrary, we rati '^y uic renuncia- 
tion which the l::i'j lod, Queen Anne miuie, and all the 
claufes which the KinosPhilip IIL and Philip IV. inferted 
in their wills. We renounce: Ui like manii rail the right 
w'hich may appertain to us, and to our children and dc- 
fccndants, by virtue of the declaration nv.idc at Madrid, 
the 29th of October, 1703, by Philip Y, Kingof Sj>ai , 
our nephew ; and i-ny right which mi^ht i;>. titain to us, 
fjr us, and our ikfccnJants, we relinquifh the faaie, ami 
renounce it for us and for them ; we proaiile and et.gage 
lor us, our faid children and defcendants, prefent and to 
come, to employ ourfclves with all our might, in caufing 
ihi'Te prcfents to be obfcrved and fulfilled, without al'ow- 
ing, or fuffering that, dircftly or indiredly, the fame be 
violated, whether in the whole, or in part. And \vc rc- 
liiiquifh all means, ordinary or cxtraortlinary, vvliich by 
common ri^ht, or any fpecial privilege might appertjiin to 
i.s, our children and defcendants, which means we re- 
nounce abfolutely, and in particular that of evident, enor- 
mous, and molt enormous prejudice, whi« h may be four]d 
in the renunciation of the lucceSion to the faid crown of 
Spain ; aud we will that any of the faid means neither msv, 
nor can ferve, -or avail us* And if under this pretext, or 
aiy other colour whatever, we would poflel^ ourfelves pf 
fhe (aid kingdom of Spain by force of arms that the u^ar 
which we Ihould make, or ftir up, be held for unjuft, un- 
Jawful, r4nd unduly undertaken ; and that on the contrary, 
ilvjt which he ihould make upon ys, who by virtue of this 
renunciation lliould have right to fugcecd to the crovyn 
of Spain, be held for jufl: and allowable ; and that all the 
fubje&s and people of Spain do acknowledge him, obey 
him, defend hjm, do hornagc to him, and take the oafh 
of fealty to him, as to their Kin^^, and lawf^il Lord. 

And for the greater aCurance, and fecurity of 9II that 
.ve fay and promifc, for us^ai>d in the name of ourfucxef- 

fors 
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fbrs and defcendants, we fwear folemfiljr on the Holy Gof- 
pels, c'ontained in this mrflal, whereon we lay our right 
hand, that we will keep, maintain, and fulfil the fame 
wholly and entirely 5 and that we will at no time aik to have 
ourfelves relieved therefrom; and if any perfon afks it, or 
if it is granted us tnctu proprioj we will not make ufe, or 
^vail ourfelves thereof; but rather, in cafe it fliould' be 
granted us, we make another oath, that this Ihall fubfift 
and rertiain for ever, what difpenfation foever may be 
granted us. We further fwear and prom'ife, that we have 
not made, neither will we make, either in public, or in 
•fecret, any proteftatlon or reclamation to the contrary, 
which may hinder that which is contained in thefe pre- 
fcnts, or leffen the force thereof, and if we Ihould make 
any, what oath foever they may be attended with, they 
fliall not have either force or virtue, or produce any 
effea:. 

And for greater fecurity, we have pafled, and do pafs 
the prefent adl of renunciation^ abdication and relin- 
quilhment, before mailers Anthony le Moyne, and Alex- 
ander le Fevre, counfellors to the King, notaries, minute- 
keepers, and leal-keepers at the Chatelet of Paris, hereun- 
der written, in our palace royal at Paris, 1712, the 19th 
of November, before noon; and for caufing thefe pre- 
fents to he infinuated and regiftered in every place, where 
it Ihall appertain, we have conftituted the bearer to be our 
attorney, and wq have figned thefe prefents, and the mi. 
nute thereof remaining in the poiBeffion of the faid Le 
Fevre, notary.

the King's Letters -Patents bf the Month of Decern* 

her, 1700. 

LEWIS, by the grace of God, King of France and 
Navarre, to all prefent and to come, greeting. The 
profperity which it has pleafed God to heap upon us dur- 
ing the courfe of our reign, are fo many motives to us, to 
apply ourfelves, not only for the time prefent, but alfo 
for the future^ to the happinefs and tranquillity of the peo* 
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fie whereof Divtne Providence has cntrufted to us the 

fovefi^ment. His impenetrable judgments^ let vis only 
re^ that we ought not tp place pur confidence, neirher in 
our forces^ nor in the extent of our dominionsy nor in a 
st»merous pofterity^ and that thefe advantages, which we 
tective from his goodnefs alone, have no other folidity 
than what it pleafes bitn to give them. But as it is, how- 
ever,, his will chat the kings, whom he chufes to lead his 
people, ihould forefee afar off the events able to produce 
diforders, and the nioft bloody wars; that they ihould 
make nfe of the lights^ which his divine wtfdom pours 
vpon them; we fulfil, his defigns, when» in the midft 
of the univerfal rejoicings of our kingdom, we look 
upon, as a pcifible thing, a fad futurity^ which we 
, pray God to avert for evef. At the fame time tliat we 
accept the wtH of the late King of Spain ; that our moft 
diear and moft beloved ion the Dauphin renounces his 
lawful right to that crown, in favour of his fecond fon the 
Duke of Anjoif, our moil dear and moft beloved grand* 
fcoif inftituted by the late King of Spain, his univerfal 
keir •, that this Prince, known at prefent by the name of 
Fhilip V.^king of Spain, is ready to enter his kingdom, 
jHsd to anfwer the earneft wilhes of his new fubjefts ; this 
great event does not hinder us from carrying our views be- 
ycmd the time prefent, and when our fuccefSon appears 
the beft eftablilhed, we judge it to be equally the duty of 
9 King, and of a father^ to declare, for the future^ our will 
iconformably to the fentiments which thefe two qualities 
safpire in us. Wherefore, being perfuaded that the King 
of Spain,* our grandfon, will always preferve for us, for 
our houfe, for the kingdom wherem he is born, the fame 
tendernefs, and the fame fentiments, whereof he has given 
us fo many proofs, that bis example, uniting his new fub- 
jefts to ours, is going to form a perpetual amity, and 
the moft perfeft correlpondence between them; we ihould 
ihink like wife, that we do him an injaftice^ wheretrf We 
^re incapable, and occafion an irreparable.prejudice to our 
kingdom, if we Ihould hereafter look upon as a ftranger, 
a Prince, whom we grant to the urxaxiimous requefts of the 
Spanish nation* . ^ 

For 
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For thefe. caufes^ and other great confideratio&s U4 
hereunto moving, of our fpecial grace, full power, and 
royaJ authority, we have refolved, declared, aad ordained^ 
and by thefe prefents figned with our hand, we do refolve, 
declare, and ordain, we will, and it is our pleafure, that 
our moft dear and moft beloved grandfon tfte King of Spain, 
do preferye for ever the rights of his birth, in the fame 
manner as if he made his aaual refidence in our kingdom ; 
wherefore our moft dear and moft beloved only fon the 
Dauphin, being the true and lawful fucceflbr and heir of 
our crowi;!, and of our dominions, and after him our moft 
de^r and moft beloved grandfon the Duke of Burgundy, if 
it fhould happen (which God forbid) that our faid grandfon 
the Duke of Burgundy, fliould come to die withput mal^ 
chiidren, or that thofe which he fhould have in good and 
lawful n>arriage, Ihould die before him, or if the faid mal^ 
children Aould not leave any male children after them 
born in lawful marriage^in fuch cafe pur faid grandfon the 
King of Spain, making ufe of the rights of his birth, is to 
be the true and lawful fucceftbr to our crown, and to our 
(dominions, notwithftanding he ihould be at that time ab- 
fcFlt, and reading out of our faid kingdom ; and irnmedi^ 
ately after his deceafe, his heirs male begot in lawful mar- 
riage, ihall come into the faid fucceffion, notwithftanding 
that they may be born, or that they may dwell out of our 
kingdom ; we will that, for the abovefaid caufes, neither 
our faidgrandfont the King of Spain, nor his children be- 
ing males, be deemed and reputed lefs able and capable to 
enter upon the faid fucceffion, or upon others which may 
fall to them within our faid kingdom* Qn the contrary 
we intend* that all rights, and generally other things whatr 
ever, which may at prefent, or for the future, belong an4 
iippertain to them, be and remain preferved whole and 
intire, as if they did refide and dwell conftantly withi^v. 
piur kingdom to the time of their deceafe, and as if their 
heirs had been natives, and inhabitants of the kingdom^, 
having for this purpofe, as far as there is or Ihall be needj^ 
enabled and difpcnfed wi^h them, as we do enable and diC- 
penfe with them by thefe |frefents. And fo we give it ia 
command to oupbeloved and trufty Counfellors, the meav* 
bcrs of our Court of Parliament, and Chamber of our Ac-^ 
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counts at Paris/Prcfidf nts and Trcafurers General of France 
in the office of our Exchequer eftabliihcd in the fame 
place, and to all others our officers and juftices to whom 
It ihall appertain, that they caufe thefe prefcnts to be re- 
giftered, and our faid grandfon the King of Spain, his 
children and defcendants, being male, born in lawful 
marriage, to enjoy and ufe the contents thereof, fully and 
peaceably, anything to the contrary notwithftanding; to 
which, by our grace and authority, as abovefaid, we have 
derogated, and do derogate; for this is our pleafure. 
And that this may be a matter firm and lading for ever, 
we have caufed our feal to be put to tb' fe prefents. Given 
at Verfailles, in the month of December, in the year of 
our Lord, 1700, and of our reign the 58th. Signed 
LEWIS, and on the fold, by the king, Phelipe ux. And 
fealed with the great fcai on green wax, with firings of red 
and green filk. 

Regiftered", the King's Attorney General being heard and 
requiring the fame, in order to their being executed ac- 
cording to their form and tenor, purfuant to the ad of this 
day. At Paris in Parliament, the ift of February, 1701.

TjWTOW whereas it is provided and fettled by the j)rc- 
J[^^ ceding renunciation (which is always to have the 
force of a pragmatick, fundamental, and inviolable law) 
that at no time whatever either the Catholic Kinghimfelf, 
or any one of his lineage, Ihall feek to obtain the crown 
of France, or afcendthe throne thereof; and by recipro- 
cal renunciations on the part of France, and by fettlements 
of the heriditary fucceffion there, tending to the fame 
purpofe, the crowns of France and Spain are fo divided 
and feparated from each other, thaf the aforefaid renun- 
ciations, and the other tranfadtions relating thereto, re- 
maining in force, and being truly and faithfully obferved, 
they can never be joined in one. Wherefore the mod ferene 
Queen of Great Britain, and the moft fcrtne and the moft 
Chriftian King, engage to each other folemnly, and on 
their royal words, that nothing ever ihall be done by them, 
or their heirs and fueceffors, or allowed to be done by 
Others, whereby the rforefaid renunciations, and the other 
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tranfaftlons aforemenrtoned, may not have their full ef- 
fc£t : but rather on the contrary, their Royal Majefties, 
with joint councils and forces, will always fincerely take 
that care, and ufe thofe endeavours,- that the faid founda- 
tions of the public fafety may remain unfhakeh, and- be 
preferved untouched for ever. 

Moreover, the moft Chriftian King confents and en- 
gages, that he will not, for the intcrcft of his fubje£b^ 
hereafter endeavour to obtain, or accept of any other 
tifage of navigation and trade- to Spain, and the Spanifh 
Indies, than what was pradtifed there in the reign of the 
late King Charles II. of Spain, or than whatfliall likewilfe 
be fully g!\'en and granted, at the fame time, to other 
nations and people concerned in trade. 

Vil. That there be a free ufe of navigation arid 
commerce between the fubjefts of both their Royal Ma- 
jelHes, as it was formerly in the time of peace, and before 
the declaration of this laft war, and alfo as it is agreed and 
concluded by the treaty of commerce this day made bc^ 
tween the two natiolis* 

Vill. That the ordinary diftribution of juftice be re- 
vived, and open again, through the kingdoms and domi- 
ni-yns of each of their Royal Majcfties, fo that it may be 
free for all the fubjefts on both fides, to fue for, and ob* 
tain their tights, pretenfions, and adlions, according to 
the laws, conftitutions, and ftatuces of each kingdom. 

IX. The moft Chriflian King fliall take care that all 
the fort.fications of the city of Dunkirk be razed, that the 
harbour be filed up, and that the fluices or moles which 
ferve to cleanfe the harbour be levelled, and that at the 
faid King's own expence, within the fpace of five months 
after the conditions of peace -are concluded and figned ; 
that is to fay, the fortifications towards the fea;^ within the 
fpaceof two months, and thofc towards the land, together 
with the faid banks, within three months ; on this expre& 
condition alfo, that the faid fortifications, harbour, mole?, 
or fluices, be never repaired again. All which fhall not. 
however, be begun to be ruined, till after that every 
thing is put into his Chriftian Majefty*s hands, which is to 
be given him, inftead thereof, or as an equivalent. 

X. The 
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X. The iiiid tnoft Cbriftian King ihaU reftore to the 
kingdom and Queenof Great Britain, to be m^fled in 
full right for ever^ the bay and ftre^bts of Hudibn, to* 

S ether with all lands^ feas, iea-coafts, rivers, and places 
tuate in the faid bay, and freights, and which belong 
thereunto, no trads of land or of fea being excepted, 
which are at prefent poflefled by the fubjeds of France. 
^11 which, as well as any buildings there made, in the con- 
dition they now are, and likewife all fortrefles there eredr- 
<d, etcher before or fince the French feized the fame, ihall 
within fix months from the u nifi ca ti on of the prefent trea- 
'Cy, or {boner, if poffible, be well and truly delivered to 
the Britiih fubje^s, having commifficMi from the Queen of 
Great Britain, to demand and receive the fame, entire and 
tindemolilhed, together with all the caanon and cannon* 
ball which are therein, as alfo with a quantity Of powder, 
if it be there found, in, proportion to the cannonball, and 
with the other provifion of war ufually belonging to can- 
non. It is however provided, that it may be entirely free 
for the company of Quebec, and all other the fubjcds of 
the mod Chrifiian King whatfoevcr, to go by land; or by 
fea, whitherfoever they pleafe out of the lands of the faid 
•bay, together with all their goods, merchandizes, arms, 
and efieds, of what nature or condition I'oevef, except 
.fuch things as are above referved in this article. But it is 
agreed on both fides, to determine within a year, by com- 
:mifiraries to be forthwith named by each party, the limits' 
which are to be fixed between the faid Bay of Hudfon, 
and the places appertaining to the French ; which limits 
both the Qriciih and French fubjeds ihall be wholly forbid 
to pafs over, or thereby to go to each other by fea or by 
land* The fame, commififaries ihall alfo have orders to 
defcribe and fettle, in like manner, the boundaries between 
the other Britiih and French colonies in thofe parts* 

XL The abovemcntioned moft Chriftian King (hall 
take care that fatisfadtion be given, according to the rule 
of juftice and equity, to the Engliih company trading so 
the Bay of Hudibn, for all damages and fpoil done to 
their colonies, ihips, peribns, and goods, by the hoftile 
incurfions and depredations of the French, in time of 
peace, an eftimate being made thereof by commiflaries to 
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be named. at the fcquiEtion of eacb partf. The ikaM 
tcommiilatits Ihall mofeover inquire us well into the com* 
plaints of the Britifh fubjefts concernmg ihips taken by 
the French in time of peace, as. alfo codcernkig the <ia«'. 
mages fudained laft year in the jfland called Montferat^ 
and others, as i«to thafe thin^ of which the French lub« 
jci^s complain, rdating^to the capi^tulation in the i(had 
of Nevis^ and caftle of Gambia, alfo to Freneb fliips, if 
perchance any fuch have been taken by Britiih fujsjeii^ in 
time of peace. And ip like manner into all dtfputes of 
this kindy which ihali be found to have arifea between 
both nations, and which are not yet ended; anddyejuf* 
tice ihall be done on both fides without delay* 

XIL The mod ChrilUan King (hall take care to have 
delivered to the Queen of Great Britain, on the fame di^r 
that the satifications of this treaty ihall be exchanged, £»- 
iemn arid authemk letters, or inftruments, by virtiae 
whereof it fhall api>ear5 that the ifland of St. ChriAophert 
is to be poiTcired alone hereafter by Britiih fubje&s, libe« 
wile all Nova Scotia or Acadia, with its ancient bouoda* 
ties, as aifo the city of Port Royal, now called AnnapoEa 
Royal, and all oiher things in thofe parts^'Which depeai 
on the faid latxls and iflands, together with the domiDioo» 
propriety, and poffeflion of the faid iilands, lands, asid 
places, and all right wbatlbever, by treaties, or by aiij 
other way obtained, which the moft Chriftian King^ thk 
crovvn of France, or any the fubjefts thereofj^'have hither-' 
to had to the faid iflands, lands^ and places, and the inha^ 
bltants of the fame, are yielded aad made over.totlv^ 
Queen of Great Britain, and to her crown for ever, as the 
moft Chrifti^in King does at prefent yield and make oVcr 
all the particulars abovefaid ; and that in fuch ample main 
ner and forni, that the fubjedls of the mo&Chriitian Ku^ 
ihall hereafter be excluded from, all kind of filliin^ in tho 
faid feas^ bays, and other places, on the coails of Nova 
Scotia, that is to fay, on thofe which lie towards the £afl^ 
within 30 leagues, beginning from the iiland commonljr 
called sable, mclufively, and thence ftretchisg along la- 
wards the South weft. 

. XIIL The iiland called Newfpundland, with the adja^ 
cent iflands^ ihall from this ti$ne forward, belong o£ right 
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tv'liolly toferitahi ; and to that end the town and fortrefs of 
Placentia, and whatever other places in the fald iiland^ are 
in the pofleflion of the French, fliall be yielded and given 
up, within feven month* from the exchange of the rati- 
fications of this treaty,' or foonef if poflSble, by the moft 
Chriftian King, to thofe who have a commiffion from the 
Queen of Great Britain, for that purpofe. Nor (hall the 
hioft Chriftian King, his heirs slnd fucceflbrs^ or any of 
their fubjeds, at any time hereafter, lay claim to any right 
to the faid iiland and iflands, or to any part of it, or them* 
Moreover, it fliall not be lawful for the fubjeds of France, 
to fortify any place iri the faid ifland of Newfoundland, or 
to ereft any buildings there, bicfides ftages made of boards^ 
land huts necelTary and ufual for drying of filh ; or to re- 
fort to the faid ifland, beyond the time necsffary for fifli- 
ing, and drying of fiih. But it ihall be allowed to the fub- 
jefts of France, to catch fifh, and to dry them on land, in 
that part only, and in no other befides that, of the feid 
ifland of Newfoundland, which flretches from the place 
called cape Bonavifta, to the northern point of the faid 
ifland, and from thence running down by the weftern 
fide, reaches as far as the place called Point Riche. But 
the ifland called Cape Breton, as alfo all others, both in 
the mouth of the river of St. Lawrence, and in the gulph 
of the fame name, fliall hereafter belong of right to the 
French, and the moft Chriftian King fliall have all manner 
of liberty to fortify any place, or places there. 

XIV. It is exprefsly provided, that in all the faid places, 
and colonies to be yielded and reftored by the moft Chrif- 
tian King, in purfuance of this treaty, the fubjedts of the 
faid King may have liberty to remove themfclves within 
a year to any other place, as they fliall tbink fit, together 
with all their moveable cffeds. But thofe who are willing 
to' remain there, and tobefubjeft to the kingdom of Great 
Britain, are to enjoy the free cxcrcife of their religion, ac- 
cording to the ufage of the church of Rome, as far ^as the 
laws of Great Britain do allow the famie, 

XV. The fubjedls of France inhabiting Canada, and 
othei^s, fliall hereafter give no hindrance or moleftation to 
the five nations or canu>ns of Indians, fubjefl: to the do- 
minion of Great Britain, aor to the other natives of Ame- 
rica, 
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rica, who arc friends to the feme. In like manner, the 
fubjefts of Great Britain (hall behave themfclves peace- 
ably towards the Americans who are fubjefts or friends 
to France ; and on both fides they fliall enjoy full liberty 
of going and coming on account of trade. As alfo the 
natives of thofe countries (hall, with the feme liberty, re- 
fort, as they pleafe, to the Britifh and French colonies, 
for promoting trade on one fide, and the other, without 
any moleftation or hindrance, either on the part of the 
Britilh fubjefts, or of the French, But it is to be exaftly 
and diftinftly fettled by commiffaries, who are, and who 
ought to be accounted the fubjefts and friends of Britain 
or of France. 

XVI. That all letters, as well of reprifal, as of mark 
and counter-mark, which have hitherto on any account 
been granted on either fide, be and remain null, void, and 
of no efFeft ; and that no letters of this kind be hereafter 
granted by either of their faid Royal Majefties, againft the 
fubjefts of the other, unlefs there (hall have been plain 
proof beforehand of a denial, or wrongful delay of juftice; 
and unlefs the petition of him, who defires the grant of 
letters of reprifal, be exhibited and (hewn to the minifter, 
who refides there in the name of that Prince, againft 
whofe fnbjefts thofe letters arc demanded, that he within 
the fpace of four months, or fooner, may make enquiry 
to the contrary, or procure that fatisfaftion be forthwith 
given to the plaintiff by the party accufcd. But in cafe 
no minifter be refiding there from that Prince, againft 
whofe fubjefts repi"lfals arc demanded, that letters bf repri- 
fal be not granted till after the fpace of four months, to be 
computed from the day whereon the petition was exhibited 
and prefented to the Prince, againft whofe fubjefts reprifals 
arcdcfired, or to his Privy-council. 

XVII. Whereas it is cxprcfsly ftipulated among the 
conditions of the fufpcnfion of arms, made between the 
abovcmentioned contrafting parties the H day of Auguft 
laft paft, and. after wards prolonged for four months more,' 
in what cafes (hips, merchandizes, and other moveable 
efFcfts, taken on either fide, (hould either beconle prize 
to the captor, or be reftored to the former proprietor ; it 
is therefore agreed, that in thofe cafes the conditions of 
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the aforrfaid fufpenfion of arms (hall remain in full force, 
and that all things relating to fuch captures, made either 
In the Britifh and Northern feas, or in any other place, 
ihall be well and truly executed according to the tenor of 
the fame. 

XVlil. But in cafe it happens through inadvertency, or 
imprudence, or any other caufe whatfoever, that any fub- 
jeft of their aforefaid Royal Majefties do, or commit any 
thing by land, bv fea, or on fre(h waters, in any part of 
the world, whcreoy this prefent treaty be not obfcrvcd, or 
whereby any particular article of the fame hath not its 
cffeft, this peace and good correfpondence between the 
Queen of Great Brieain, and the mod Chriftian King, Ihall 
not be therefore interrupted or broken^ but (hall remain 
in its former ftrength, force, and vigour. But that fub- 
je£): alone ihall be anfwerable for h^s own fadt, and (hall 
Tuffer the punifhment which is inflidled by the rules and 
direftions of the law of nations. 

XIX. However, in cafe (which God Almighty forbid) 
the diffentions which have been laid afleep, (hould at any 
time be renewed, between their laid Royal Majefties, or 
their fuccefTors, and break out into open war, the (hips, 
merchandizes, and all the efFeAs both moveable and im- 
moveable, on both fides, which ftiall be fouund to be and 
remain in the ports, and in the dominions of the adverfe 
party, (hall not be confifcated, or any wife endamaged ; 
but the entire fpace of fix months, to be reckoned from 
the day of the rupture, (hall be allowed to the faid fub- 
jefts of each of their Royal Majefties, itt which jthey may 
fell the aforefaid things, or any part clfe of their cffecls, 
or carry and remove them from thence whither thq- picaie, 
without any moleftation, and retire from thence thcm- 
fclves. 

XX, Juft and reafonable fatlsfaftion (hall be given to 
all and fingular the allies of the Queen of Great Britain, in 
thofe matters which they have a right to demand from 
France. 

- XXI. The moft Chriftian King will, in confideration 
of the friendftiip of the Queen of Great Britain, grant, 
that in making the treaty with the Empire, all things con- 
cerning the ftate of religion in the aforefaid Empire, (hall 

be 
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be fettled conformable to the tenor of the treaties of Wcft- 
phalia, fo that it (haliplainly appear, that the moft Chri- 
ftian King neither will have, nor would Have had any al^ 
teration made in the faid treaties. 

XXII. Moreover, the moft Chriftian King engages, 
that he will forthwith, after the peace is made, caulc juf- 
tice to ht done to the family of Hamilton, concerning 
the dukedom of Chatelraut; to the Duke of Richmond,^ 
concerning fuch rcquefts as he has to make in France, as 
alfo to Charles Douglas,** concerning certain lands to be 
reclaimed by him, and to others. 

XXIII. By the mutual confent of the Queen of Great 
Britain, and of the moft Chriftian King, the fubjefts^of 
each party, who^Rrere taken prifoners during the war, (hall 
be fet at liberty, without any diftinftion or ranfom, paying 
fuch debts as they ftiali have contrafted during the time of 
their being prifoners. 

XXIV. It is mutually agreed, that all and fingular the 
conditions of the peace, made this day between his facred 
royal moft Chriftian Majefty, and his facred Royal Ma- 
jefty of Portugal, be confirmed by this treaty; and her fa- 
cred.Royal Majefty of Great Britain takes upon herfclf the 
guaranty of the fame, to the end that it may be mort? 
firmly and inviolably obferved. 

XXV. The treaty of peace made this day between his 
facred royal moft Chriftian Majefty, and his Royal High- 
nc fs the Duke of Savoy, is particularly included in this 
treaty, as an cflential part of it, and is confirmed by it, in 
the fame manner as if it were word for word infdrted 
therein ; her Royal Majefty of Great Britain declaring ex- 
prefsly, that ftie will be bound by the ftipulations of fecu- 
rity and guaranty promifed therein, as well as by thofc 
which ft)e has formerly taken up n herfelf,. 

XXVI. The moft ferenc King of Sweden, with his 
kingdoms, dominions, provinces, and rights, as alfo the 
Great Duke of Tufcany, the republic of Genoa, and the 
Duke of Parma, are in the bcft manner included in this 
treaty. 

XXVIL Their Majcftics have alfo been pleafcd to 

comprehend, in this treaty, the Hans-Towns, namely, Lu- 

beck, Bremen, and Han^burg, and .the city of Danrzick, 
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With this tffc&y that as foon as the general peace (hall be 
concluded, the Hans-Towns and the city of Dantzick may, 
for the fuwre, as common friends, enjoy the ancient ad- 
vantages which they hare heretofore had in the bulinefs of 
trade, either by treaties, or by old cuftom. 

XXVIII. Thofe Ihall be comprehended* in this prcfcnt 
treaty of peacfc, who (hall be named by common confent, 

, on the one part and on the other, before the exchange of 
the ratifications, or within fix months aften 

XXIX. Laftly, Solemn ratifications of this prefent 
treaty, and made in due form, (ball be exhibited on both 
fides at Utrecht, and mutually and duly exchanged within 
the fpace of four weeks, to be computed from the day of 
the figning, or fooner, if poflible. 

XXX. In witnefs whereof, we the underwritten Am* 
baffadort Extraordinary and Plenipotentiaries of the Queen 
of Great Britain, and of the moft Chriftian King, have 
put our feals to thefe prefent inftruments, fubfcribcd with 
our own hands, at Utrecht the -J-lth day of i!!i± in the

Moft Serene and Moft Potent Prince Lewis XIV, the Moft 
Chriftian King\ concluded at Utrecht the l^l^ Bay ofltl^

I. TT is agreed and concluded between the Mofl: Serene 
-■■ and Moft Potent Queen of Great Britain, and the 
Moft Serene and Moft Potent the Moft Chriftian King, that 
there fliall be a reciprocal and entirely pcrfcft liberty of 
navigation and commerce, between the fubjefts on each 
part, through all and every the kingdoms, ftates, domi- 
nions, and provinces of their Royal Majcfties in Europe, 

concerning 
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concerning all and fmgular kinds of goods, in thofe places, 
and on thofe conditions, and in fuch manner and form, 
as is fettled and adjufted in the following articles. 

II. But that the commerce and friendfliip between the 
fubjefts of the abovcfisiid parties may be hereafter fecure, 
and free from all trouble and moleftation, it is agreed and 
concluded, that if at any time any ill underftanding and 
breach of friendlhip, or rupture Ihould happen between 
the crowns of their Royal Majefties (which God forbid) in 
fuch cafe the term of fix months (hall be allowed, after the 
faid rupture, to the fubjefts and inhabitants on each part, 
rcfiding in the dominions of the other, in which they them- 
felves may retire, together with their families, goods, 
m^erchandizes, and efFefts, and carry them whitherfoever 
they (hall pleafe ; as likewife at the fame time the felling 
and difpofing of their goods, both moveable and immove- 
able, (hall be allowed them freely, and without any dif» 
turbance; and in the mean time their goods, effefts, wares, 
and merchandizes, and particularly their perfons, (hall 
not be detained or troubled by arreft or feizure: hut ra- 
ther, in the mean while, the fubjefts on each fide (hall 
have and enjoy good and fpcedy juftice,, fo that during 
the faid fpace of fix months, they may be able to recover 
their goods and efFedls cptrufted, as well to the public, as 
to private perfons. 

III. It is likewife agreed and concluded, that the fub- 
jedls and inhabitants of the kingdoms, provinces, and do- 
minions of each of their Royal Majefties, Chall exercife no 
afts of hoftility and violence againft each other, neither by 
fea, nor by land, nor in rivers, ftreams, ports, or havens, 
under any colour or pretence whatfoever, fo that the fub- 
jcfts of either party (hall receive no patent, commiffion, 
or inftrudtion, for arming and afting at fea as privateers, 
nor letters of reprifal, as they are caUed, from any princes 
or ftates, which are enemies to one fide or the other; 
nor by virtue, or under colour of fuch patents, commif- 
iions, or reprifals, (hall they difturb, infeft, or any way 
prejudice or damage the aforefaid fubjefts and inhabi- 
tants of the Queen of Great Britain, or of the moft Chri- 
ftian Kingi neither (hall they arm (hips in fuch manner as 
is abovefaid, or go out to fea therewith* To which end, 
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u often as it is required by cither fide, drift and exprefs 
prohibitions (hall be renewed and publifhed in all the re- 
gipns, dominions, and territories of each party whcrefocver, 
that no one (hall in any wife ufe fuch commiflions or let- 
ters of reprifal, under the fcverelt puni(hment that can be 
inflifted on the tranfgre(rors, bcfides reftitution and full 
fatisfaftion to be given to thofe, to whom they have done 
any damage; neither (hall any letters of reprifal be here- 
after granted on either fide by the faid confederates, to the 
detriment or difad vantage of the fubjefts of the other, ex- 
cept in fuch cafe only as juftice is denied or delayed ; 
to which denial or delay, credit (hall not be given, unlefs 
the petition of the perfon who defires the faid letters of re- 
prifal be communicated to the M-nifter refiding there on 
the part of the Prince, againft whofe fubjefts they are to 
be granted, that within the fpace of four months, or fooner, 
if it be po(rible, he may evince the contrary, or procure 
the performance of what is due to juftice. 

IV. The fubjtdls and inhabitants of each of the afore- 
faid confederates, (hall have liberty, freely and fecurely, 
without licence or pa(rport, general or fpecial, by land or 
by fea, or any other way, to go into the kingdoms, coun- 
tries, provinces, lands, iflands, cities, villages, towns, walled 
or unwalled, fortified or unfortified, ports, dominions, 
or territories whatfoever, of the other confederate in Eu- 
rope, there to enter, and to return from thence, to abide 
there, or to pafs through the fame, and in the mean time 
to buy and purchafe as they pleafe, all things neceflary for 
their fub(iftence and ufe, and they (hall be treated with all 

'mutual kindnefs and favour. Provided, however, that in 
all thefe matters they behave and comport themfelves con- 
formably to the laws and ftatutes, and live and converfe 
with each other friendly and peaceably, and keep up re- 
ciprocal concord by all manner of good underftand- 

V. The fubjefts of each of their Royal Majefties may 
have leave and licence to come with their (hips, as alfo 
with the merchandizes and goods on board the fame (the 
trade and importation whereof are not prohibited by the 
laws of either kingdoms) to the lands, countries, cities, 
ports, places, and rivers of either fide in Europe, to enter 

into 
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into- the fame» to rcfort thereto, to remain and refide there^ 
without any limitation of time-, alfo to hire houfes, or to 
lodge with other people, and to buy all lawful kinds of 
merchandizes, where they think fit, from the firft work- 
man or feller, or in any other manner, whether in the pub- 
lic market for the fale of things, in mart-towns, fairs, or 
ivherefoever thofe goods are manufaftured or fold ; th^y 
may likewife lay up and keep in their magazines and ware- 
houfes, and from thence expofe to fale merchandizes 
brought from other parts ; neither (hall they be in any wife 
obliged, unlefs willingly and of their own accord, to bring 
their faid merchandizes to the marts and .fairs, on this 
condition, however, that they (hall not fell the fame by 
retail in (hops, or any where elfe. But they are not to be 
loaded with any impofitions, or taxes, on account of the 
iaid freedom of trade, or for any other caufe whatfoevcr, 
except what are to be paid for their (hips and goods, ac- 
cording to the laws and cuftoms received in each kingdom. 
And moreover, they (hall have free leave, without any mo- 
kftation, to remove themfelves ; alfo if they (hall happen 
to be married, their wives, children, and fervants, toge- 
ther with their merchandizes, wares, goods, and efteds, 
cither bought or imported, whenfoeyer and whitherfoever 
they (hall think fit, out of the bounds of each kingdom, 
by land and by fca, on the rivers and frcfh waters, dif- 
charging the ufual duties, notwithftanding any law, privi- 
lege, grant, immunity, or cuftom, in any wife importing 
the contrary. But in the bufincfs of religion, there (hall 
be an entire liberty allowed to the fubjrfts of each of the 
confederates, as alfo, if they are married, to their wives 
and children, neither (hall they be compelled to go to the 
churches, or to be prefent at the religious wQr(hip in any 
other place. On the contrary, they may, without any kind 
of moleftation, perform their religious exerclfes after their 
own way, although it be forbid by the laws of the king- 
dom, privately and within their own walls, and without 
the admittance of any other petfons whatfoever. More- 
over, liberty (hall not be refufcd to bury the fubjeds of 
either party, who die in the territories of the other, in con- 
venient and decent places, to be appointed for that pur- 
pofC| ^s occafion fliall require-, neither (hall the dead 
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bodies of thofe -that arc buried be any ways molefted. 
The laws and flatutes of each kingdom ^(hali remain in 
full force, and Ihall be duly put in execution, whether 
they relate to commerce and navigation, or to any other 
right, thofe cafes only being excepted, concerning which 
it is otherwife determined in the articles of this prefent 
treaty. 

VI. The fubjefts of each party ihall pay the tolls, cuf- 
toms, and duties of import and export through all the do- 
minions and provinces of either party, as are due and ac- 
cuftomed. And, that it may be certainly known to every 
one what are all the faid tolls, cuftoms, and duties of im- 
port and export, it is likewife agreed, that tables (hewing 
the cuftoms, port-duties, and impofts, (hall be kept in 
public places, both at London, and in other towns within 
the dominions of the Queen of Great Britafn, and at Roan, 
and other towns of France, where trading is ufed, w here- 
unto rccourfe may be had, as often as any qucftion or dif- 
pute arifes concerning fuch port-duties, cuftoms, and im- 
pofts, which are to be demanded in fuch manner, and no 
otherwife, as (hall be agreeable to the plain words, and ge- 
nuine fenfe of the abovefaid tables. And if any officer, 
or other perfon in his name, (hall, under any pretence, 
publicly or privately, diredlly or indircdtly, a(k or take of 
a merchant, or of any other perfon, any fum of money, 
or any thing elfe on account of right, dues, ftipend, ex- 
hibition, or compenfation, although it be under the name 
of a free gift, or in any other manner, or under any other 
pretence, more, or otherwife, than what- is prefcribed 
above, in fuch cafe the faid officer, or his deputy, if he be 
found guilty,^ and convicted of the fame before a compe- 
tent judge, in the country where the crime was com- 
mitted, (hall give full fatisfaftion to the party that is 
wronged, and (halLlikewife be puni(hed according to the 
direftion of the laws. 

VII. Merchants, matters of (hips, owners, mariners, 
men of all kinds, (hips, |ind all merchandizes in general, 
and efFefts of one of the confederates, and of his fubjefts ^ 
and inhabitants, (hall on no public or private account, by 
virtue of any general or fpecial edift, be feized in any the 
lands^ ports^ havens, (hores, or dominions whatfocver of 
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the other confederate ' for pupiic ufe, for warlike expe- 
ditions, or for any other caufe, much lefs for the private 
ufe of any one, ftiall they be detained by arrefts, com- 
pellcd by violence, or under any colour thereof, or in any 
wife molefted or injured. Moreover, it (hall be unlawful 
for the fubjefts of both parties, to take any thing, or to 
extort it by force, except the perfon to whom it belongs 
confent, and it be paid for with ready money. Which, 
however is not to be underftood of that detention and 
feizure which fhall be made by the command and autho-* 
rity of juftice, and by the ordinary methods, on account 
of debt, or crimes, in refpedt whereof the proceeding muft 
be by way of law, according to the form of juftice. 

VIII. Furthermore, it is agreed and concluded as a 
general rule, that all and Angular the fubjedls of the moft 
fcrenc Queen of Great Britain, and of tfie moft ferene 
the moft Chriftian King, in all countries and places fub- 
jeft to' their power on each fide, as to all duties, impofi- 
tions, or cuftoms,whatfoever, concerning perfons, goods 
and merchandizes, ftiips, freights, feamen, navigation and 
commerce, (hall ufe and enjoy the fame privileges, li- 
berties, and immunities at leaft, and have the like favour 
in all things, as well in the courts of juftice, as in all fuch 
things as relate either to commerce, or to any other right 
whatevej-, with any foreign nation, the moft . favoured, 
has, ufes, and enjoys, or may hereafter have, ufe, and 
enjoy. 

IX. It is further agreed, that within the fpace of two 
months after a law (hall be made in Great Britain, where- 
by it (hall be fufficiently provided, that no more cuftoms 
or duties be paid for goods and merchandifes brought 
from France to Great Britain, than what are payable for 
goods and merchandizes of the like nature, imported into 
Great Britain, from any other country in Eurpe 5 and 
that all laws made in Great Britain fince the year 1664, 
for prohibiting the importation of any goods and mer- 
chandizes coming from France, which are not prohibit- 
ed before that time, be repealed, the general tari(f made 
in France the 18th day of September, in the year 1664, 
Ihall take place there again, ai\d the duties payable in 
France by the fubjeds of Great Britain, for goods im- 
ported 
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ported and exported, Ihall be paid according to the tenor of 
the tariff abovcmcntioned, and (hall not exceed the rule 
therein fettled, in the provinces whereof mention is there 
made, and in the other provinces the duty fhall not be 
^ payable, otherwife than according to the rule at that time 
' prefcribed i and all prohibitions, tariffs, edifts, declarati- 
ons or decrees, made in France fince the faid tariflF of 
the year 1664, and contrary thereto in refpeft to the 
goods and merchandizes of Great Britain, (hall be repeal- 
ed. But whereas it is urged on the part of France, that 
certain merchandizes, that is to fay, manufaftures of wool, 
fugar, faked fi(b, and the produ6k of whales, be excepted 
out of the rule of the abovcmcntioned tariff; and likewife 
other heads of matters belonging to this treaty remain, 
which having been propofed on the part of Great Britain, 
have not yet been mutually adjufted, a fpecification of all 
which is contained in afeperate inftrumcnt fubfcribcd by 
the Ambaffadors Extraordinary and Plenipotentiaries on 
both (ides ; it is hereby provided and agreed, that within 
two months from the exchange of the raiifications of this 
treaty, commiffaries on both (ides (hall mett at London, 
to confidcr of and remove the di(ficulties concerning the 
merchandizes to be excepted out of the tariff of jhc year 
1664, and concerning the other heads, which, as is above- 
faid, are not yet wholly adjufted. And at the fame time 
the faid Commiffaries (hall likewife endeavour, (which feems 
to be very much for the intereft of both nations) to have 
the methods of commerce on one parr, and of the other, 
more thoroughly examined, and to (ind out and eftabliSi 
juft and beneficial means on both fides for removing the 
difRcuhies in this matter, and for regulating the duties mu- 
tually. But it is always underftood and provided, that. all 
and (ingular the articles of this treaty, do in the mean 
while remain in their full force, and cfpeeially that nothing 
be deemed, under any pretence whatfoever, to hinder the 
benefit of the general tariff of the year 1664, from being 
granted to the fubjedts of her royal Majefty of Great Bri- 
tain, and the faid BritKh fubjefts, from having and enjoy- 
ing the fame, without any delay or tergiverfat ion, within 
the fpace of two months after a law is made in Great Bri- 
tain, as. abovefaid, in as ample manner and form as the 
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fubjefts of anv nation, the moft favoured might have 
and enjoy the benefit of the aforefaid tariff, any thing to 
be done or difcuflcd by the faid commiffioners, to the con- 
trary in any wife notwithftandrng. 

X. The duties on tobacco, imported into France, either 
in the leaf, or prepared, (hall be reduced hereafter to the 
fanfie moderate rate as the fame tobacco, of the growth of 
any country in Europe or America being brought into 
France, does or (hall pay. The fubjefts on both fides 
(hall alfo pay the fame duties in France for the faid^to- 
bacco ; there (hall be likewifc an equal liberty of felling 
it ; and the Britifh fubjefts (hall have the fame laws as the 
merchants of France themfelves have and enjoy, 

XL It is likewife concludefl, that the impofition or tax 
of 50 .Sols Tournois^ laid on Briti(h (hips in France for 
every tun, (hall wholly ceafe, and be from henceforward 
annulled. In like manner the tax of five (h'ilings fterling, 
laid on French Ihips in Great Britain for every tun, (hall 
ceafe •, neither (hall the fame, ^or any the like impofr- 
tions, be laid hereafter on the (hips of the fubjefts on 
either fide. 

XIL It is further agreed and concluded, that it (hall 
be wholly free for all merchants, commanders of (hips, 
and. other the fubjefts of the Queen of Great Britain, in 
all places of France, to manage their own Bufinefs them- 
felves, or to commit them to the management of whomfc- 
ever -^ihey pleafe, nor (hall they be obliged to make ufe of 
any interpreter, or broker, nor to pay them any falary, 
unlcfs theychu(e to make ufe of them. Moreover maf- 
ters of (liips (hall not be obliged, in loading or unloading 
their (hips, to make ufe of thofe workmen, either at 
Bourdeaux, or in any other places, as may be appointed 
by public authority for that purpofe; but it (hajl be en- 
tirely free for them to load or unload their (hips by them- 
felves, or to make ufe of fuch perfons in loading or un- 
loading the fame, as they (hall think fit, without the pay- 
ment of any falary to any other whomfoever j neither (hall 
they be forced to unload any fort of merchandizes, either 
into other (hips, or to receive them into their own, or 
to wait for their being loaded longer than they pleafe. 
And all and every the fubjcdls of the moft Chriftian King, 
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fliall reciprocally have and enjoy the fame privileges and 
liberty, in all places in Europe fubjtft to the dominion of 
Great Britain. 

XIII. It fliall be wholly lawful and free for merchants 
and others, being fubjefts either to the Queen of Great Bri- 
tain, or to the mcll Chriftizn King, by will, and any other 
•lifpofition made, either during the time of ficknefs, or at 
any other time before, or at the point of death, to dcvife 
or give away their merchandizes, cfFtfts, money, debts, 
beh.nging to them, and all moveable goods, which they 
B-ve, or ought to have at the time of their death, within 
tli^c dominions, and any other places belonging to the Queen 
of Great Britain, and to the moft Chriftian King. More- 
over, whether they die, having made their will, or imef- 
tate, their lawful heirs and executors, or adminiftrators, 
reliding in either of the kingdoms, or coming from any 
other part, although they be not naturalized, (hall freely 
and quietly receive and takepoflcflion of all thefaid goods 
and effcfts whatfocver, according to the laws of Great 
Britain and France refpeftively; in fuch manner however, 
that the wills and rights of entering upon the inheritances 
©t perfons inteftate, rauft be proved according to law, as 
well by the fubjedts of the Queen of Great Britain, as by 
the fubjefts of the moft Chriftian King, in thofe places 
where each perfon died, whether that may happen in Great 
Britain, or in France, any law, ftatute, edift, cuftom, 
or DtGit d'^Aubene whatever to the contrary not with- 
ftanding. 

XIV. A difpute arifing between any, commander of 
the ftiips on both fides, and his feamen in any port of the 
other party, concerning wages due to the faid feamen, or 
other civil caufes, the magiftrate oi the place (ball require 
no more from the perfon accufed, than that he give to the 
accufer a declaration in writing, witneffed by the magif- 
trate, whereby he ftiall be bound to anfwer that mat- 
ter before a competent judge in his own country, 
which being done, it fhall not be lawful either for the fea- 
men to defcrt their Ihip, or to hinder the commander 
from profecuting his voyage. It ftiall moreover be lawful 
for the merchants on both fides, in the places of their 
abode, or elfewhere, to keep books of their accounts, and 
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iffairs, as they fhall think fit, and to have an intefcGuffe 
)f letters, in fuch language or idiom, as they fhall pleafe/ 
without any moleftation or fearch whatfoever* But if it 
fhould happen to be neceffary for them to produce theif 
books of accounts for deciding any difpute or controvcr- 
fy, in fuch cafe they fhall be obliged to bring into court 
the entire books or writings, but fo as that the judge mayr 
not have liberty to infpeft any other articles in the faid 
books, than fuch as (hall relate to the teftimony or au- 
thority in queftion, or fuch as fliall be neceffary to give 
credit to the faid books*, neither fliall it be lawful, under 
any pretence, to take the faid books or writings forcibly 
out of the hands of the owners, or to retain them -, the 
cafe of bankruptcy only excepted : neither fliall the faid 
fubje<5ls of the Queen of Great Britain be obliged to 
write their accounts, copies of letters, a&s or inftrunients 
relating to trade, on ftamped paper, in French, Papier 
^imbre^ except their day-book, which, that it may be pro- 
^ duced as evidence in any law-fuit, ought, according to 
the laws, which all perfons trading in France are to ob- 
ferve, to be fubfcribed gratis by the judge, and figned 
with his own hand. 

XV. It fliall not be lawful for any foreign privateers, 
not being fubjedts of one or the other of the confederates, 
who have comm"ffions from any other prince or ftate, 
in enmity with either nation, to fit their fliips in the ports 
of one or the other of the aforefaid parties, to fell what 
they have taken, or in any other manner whatever to ex- 
change eitlur fliips, merchandizes, or any other ladings; 
neither fliall they be allowed even to purchafe viftuaK, 
except fuch as fliall be neceffary for their going to the 
next port of that prince from whom they have com- 
miflions. 

' XVI. The fliips of both parties being laden, failing a- 
long the coafls or fliores of the other, and being forced 
by ft'orm into the havens or ports, or coming to land ia 
any other manner, fliall not be obliged there ta unlade 
their goods, or any part thereof, or to pay any durr, 
unlefs they do, of their own accord, unlade their goods 
there, ordifpofe of any part of their lading: but it may 
be lawful to take out of the fliip, and to* fell, leave be n^^ 
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jfirft obtained from thofe who have tjie in(p<6):ion of (ea 
affairs, a fmall part of their lading, for this end only, that 
neceflaries, either for the refrcfhment or viftualing of the 
Ihip may be purchafed; and in that cafe the whole lading 
of the (hip fhall not be fubjeft to pay th« duties, but that 
fmall part only which has been taken out and fold* 

XVIL It (hall be lawful for all and fingular the fub- 
jefts of the Queen of Great Britain, and of the moft Chrif- 
tian King, to fail with^ their (hips with all manner of li- 
berty and fecurity, no diftihftion being made, who are 
the proprietors of the merchandizes laden thereon, from 
any port to the places of thofe who are now, or (hall be 
hereafter at enmity with the Qiieen of Great Brftain, or 
the moft Chriftian King; it (hall likewife be lawful for 
the fubjefts and inhabitants aforefaid, to fail with the fliips 
and merchandizes aforementioned, and to trade with the 
fame liberty and fecurity from the places, ports, and ha- 
vens of thofe who are enemies of both, or of cither par- 
ty, without any oppofition or difturbance whatfoever, not 
only direftly from the places of the enemy aforemention- 
ed to neutral places, but alfo from one place belonging to 
an enemy, to anothar place belonging ro an enemy, whe- 
ther they be under the jurifdidlion of the fame prince, or 
under feveral. . And it is now ftipulaied concerning (hips 
and goods,that free (hips Ihall alfo give a freedom to goods, 
and that every thing (liall be deemed to be free and ex- 
empt, which fliall be found on board the (hips belonging 
to the fubjefts of either of the confederates, although the 
whole lading, or any part thereof, (hould appertain to the 
enemies of either of their Majefties, contraband goods be- 
ing always excepted, on the difcovery whereof matters 
ihall be managed according to the fen(e of tha fubfequent 
articles. It is alfo agreed in like manner, that the fame 
liberty be extended to perfons who are on board a free 
(hip, with this efFca, that although they be Enemies to 
both, or either party, they are not to be taken out of 
that free (hip, unlefs they are foldiers, and in adual fer- 
vice of the enemies. . ^ 

XVni. The liberty of navigation and commerce (hall 
extend to all kinds of merchandizes, excepting thofe only 
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which follow in the next article, and which' arc fignified hf 
the name of contraband. 

XlX.-Under this name of contraband, or prohibited 
goods, fhall be comprehended arms, great gCins, bombs, 
with their fufees and other things belonging to them ; 
fire-balls, gunpowder, match, cannon-ball, pikes, fwords, 
lances, fpears, halberds, mortars, petards, granadoes, falc- 
petre, mufkets,.mufkcirball, helrnets, head-pieces, - breaft- 
plates, coats oif mail, and the like kinds of arms, proper 
for arming foldiers, muflcet-refts, belts, horfes with their 
furniture, and all other warlike inftruments whatever. 

XX. Thefe merchandizes which follow (hall not be 
reckoned among prohibited goods, that is to fay, all forts 
of clothes, and all other manufaftures woven of any 
wool, flax, filk, cotton, or any other materials whatever ; 
all kinds ot^ clothes and wearing apparel, together with the 
fpccies whereof they are ufed to be made; gold and filver, 
as well coined as uncoined, tin, iron, lead, copper, brafs, 
coals ; as alfo wheat and barley, and any other kind of 
corn, and pulfe ; tobacco, and likewife all manner of fpices, 
faked and fmoaked fiefti, faked fifh, cheefe and butter, 
beer, oils, wines, fugars, and all forts of fait, and, in ge- 
neral, all provifions which ferve for the nourilhment of 
mankind, and the fuftenance, of life. Furthermore, all 
kinds of cotton, hemp, flax, tar, pitch, ropes, cables, fails, 
faikloths, anchors, and any parts of anchors ; alfo (hip^ 
mafts, planks, boards and beams of what trees foever i 
and all other things proper either for building or repairing 
(hips ; and all other goods whatever, which have not been 
worked into the form of any inftrumenr, or thing pre- 
pared for war, by land or by fea, fliall not be reputed 
contraband, much lefs fuch as have been already wrought 
and made up for any other ufe ^ all which fliall wholly be 
reckoned among free goods, as likewife all other merchan- 
dizes and things which are not comprehended, and .par- 
ticularly mentioned in the preceding article, fo that they 
may be tranfported, and carried in the frecft manner by 
the fubjefts of both confederates, even to places belongs 
ing to an enemy, fuch towns or places being only except- 
ed, as are at that time beficged, blgcked up round abour, 
orinvefted. 

XXI. To 
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XXI. To the end that all manner of dflcntions and 
quarrels may be avoided and prevented on one fide, and 
the other, it is agreed, that in cafe either of their royal 
Majefties who are allied, (hould be engaged in war, the 
(hips and veflcls belonging to the fubjcfts of the other ally, 
muft be furnifticd with fea-letters or paiTports, exprefling 
the name, property, and bulk of the (hip, as alfo the 
name of the place of habitation of the mafter or command- 
er of the faid ihip, that it may appear thereby, that the 
(hip really and truly belongs to the fubjefts of one of the 
princes % which pafiports (hall be made out and granted, 
according to the form annexed to this treaty; they (hall 
likewifc be recalled every year, that is, if the (hip happens 
to return home within the fpace of a year. It is likewife 
agreed, that fuch (hips being laden, are to be provided, 
not only, with pa(rports, as abovementioned, but.al(b with 
certificates containing the feveral particulars of the cargo, 
the place whence the (hip failed, and whither (he is bound, 
that fo it may be known, whether any forbidden or contra- 
band goods, as are enumerated in the 19th article of this 
treaty, be on board the fame, which certificates (hall be 
made out by the officers of the place whence the (hip fct 
fail, in the accuftomed form. And if any one (hall think 
it fir, or advifable, to cxprcfs in the faid certificates, the 
perfon to whom they belong, he may freely do fo. 

* XXII. The (hips of the fubjefts and inhabitants of 
both their moft ferene royal Majefties, coming to any of 
the fea-coafts within the dominions of cither of the confe- 
derates, but not willing to enter into port, or being enter- 
ed, yet not being willing to (hew or to fell the cargoes 
of their (hips, (hall not be obliged to give an account of 
their lading, unlefs they are fufpefted upon fure evidence, 
of carrying to the enemies of the other confederate prohi- 
bited goods, called contraband. 

XXIII. And in cafe of the faid manifeft fufpicion, the 
faid fubjefts and inhabitants of the dominions of both their 
moft ferene royal Majefties, (hall be obliged to exhibit in 
the ports their pafljports and certificates, in the manner be- 
fore fpecified. 

XXIV. But in cafe the (hips of the fubjefts and inha- 
bitants of both their moft ferene royal Majefties, either on 
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the fea-coaft, or on the high feasj (hall meet with the riieit 
of war of the other, or with privateers j the faid men of 
war and privateers, for preventing any inconvehiehciesi 
are to remain out of cannon-fhot, and to fend a boat to 
the nierchant-lhipi which Kas been met with, and lliali 
cnt€r her with two or three men only, to whom the matter 
or commander of fuch fiiip or veffel fhall ftiew his paff- 
port, concerning the property thereof, made out according 
to the form annexed to this preferit treaty i ind the (hip 
which Ihall exhibit one, fliall have free paffage, Jihd ic 
fliall be wholly unlawful any way to iholeft her, fearchj 
or compel heir to quit her intended courfe* . 

XXV, But that merchant (hips of the 6ther pafty^ 
which intends to go to a port at enmity with the other 
confederate, or concerning whofe voyage, and the fort o£ 
goods on board, there may be juft fufpiciori, ihall h6 
obliged to exhibit, either oh the high feiiSi or in the ports 
and havens, not only her paflports, but her certificates^ 
exprefling that they afe not of the kind of goods prohi- 
bited, which are fpecified in the i9th article. 

X5CVI. But if OTie party, on the exhibiting the above- 
faid certificates, mentioning the particulars of the thingi 
on board, Ihould difcover any goods of that kind which 
are declared contraband Or prohibited by the 19th article 
of this treaty, defigned for a port fubjedt to the enemy o^ 
the other, it fhall be unlawful to break tip the hatches ot 
that fhip, wherein the fame fhall happen to be found, whe- 
ther fhe belong to the fubje6ts of Great Britain, ot o£ 
France, to open the chefts, packs, or cafks therein, or td 
remove even the fmalleft parcel of the goods, unlefs the 
lading be brought on fliore, in the prefence of the ofiiceral 
of the court of Admiralty, and an inventory thereof mtdei 
' but there fhall be no allowance to fell, exchange, of alie- 
nate the fame in any manner, unlefs after that due and 
lawful procefs fhall have been had againft fuch prohibited 
goods,' and the judges of the Admiralty refpedively fhall, 
by a fentence pronounded, have confifcated the fame, fav- 
ing always aiwell the Ihip itfelf, as the other goods found 
therein, which by this treaty are to be efteemed free> nei- 
ther may they be detained on pretence of their being, a^ 
it were, infeftcd by the prohibited goods, much lefs fhall 
you II. ^ E ihey 
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they be conBfcaced as lawful prize : but if not the whole 
dargo^ but only part thereof, mail confift of prohibited or 
contraband goods, and the commander of the fliip ihall 
be ready and willing to deliver them to the captor, who 
has difcovered them, in fuch cafe the captor having re- 
ceived thofc goods, Ihall forthwith difcharge the ihip, 
and not hinder her, by any means, freely to profecutc 
the voyage on which fhe was bound. 

XXVII. On the contrary it is agreed, that whatever 
Ihall be found to be laden by the fubjefts and inhabitants 
of either party, on any (hip belonging to the enemy of 
the other, and his fubje^s tne whole, although it be not 
6f the fort of prohibited goods, may be confifcated, in 
the fame mrnner as if it belonged to the enemy himfetf ; 
except thofe goods and merchandizes as were put on 
board fuch fhip before the declaration of war, or even af- 
ter fuch declaration, if fo be it were done within the time 
and limits following : that is to fay, if they were put on 
board fuch fhip, in any port and place within the fpace of 
fix weeks after fuch declaration, within the bounds Called 
the Naze in Norway, and the Soundings; of two months 
from the Soundings to the city of Gibraltar ; of ten weeks 
in the Mediterranean Sea 5 and, of eight months in any 
other country or place in the world; fo that the goods of 
the fubjefts of either prince, whether they be of the nature 
of fuch as are prohibited, or otherwife, which, as is afore- 
faidj were put on board any (hip belonging to an enemy 
before the war, or after the declaration of the fame, with- 
in the time and limits abovefaid, (hall no ways be liable 
to confifcation, but (hall well and truly be reftored, with- 
out delay, to the proprietors demanding the fame; but 
fo as that if the faid merchandizes be contraband, it Ihall 
not be any ways lawful to carry them afterwards to the 
ports belonging to the enemy. 

XXVIIL And that more abundant care may be taken 
for the fecurity of the fubjefts of both their moft ferene 
royal Majefties, that they lufFer no injury by the men of 
war or privateers of the other party, all the commanders 
of thQ Jhips of the Queen of Great Britain, and of the 
moft Chriftian King, and all their fubjefts, ftiall be forbid 
doing any injury or damage to the other fidcj and ifthey 
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aft- to tke caiitfary, they fliall W piiriifedi arjd fii^ 
moreover be bound to make fatisfaftion for all ciufe q( 
damage, and the intercft thereof, by i:eparatiori, under 
the bond and obligadon of their perfon and goods. - 

XXIX. For this caufe al) comnmander^ (^ privateers, 
before they receive their paitcM^, or fpecial commiffiohs^ 
Ihall hereafter be obliged to give, before a competent 
judgcy fiifficicij't fceurity by good baily who are men able 
tQ payi aiKif have no intereft in the faid fbipi ^d are each 
bound rn the whole, for the fum of 1500I. fterling, or 
16500 Uil^is TMrnois; or if fuch Ihip be provided with 
above one h^nnxkcd and fifty feamcn or foWiers^ for the 
furri of 3060!. ftcrling, er 33000 Livres Totirnms, tha| 
they vrilti make emigre faeisfaftion for any danuges and 
injuries whatfoevef, which they, or their officers^ or other* 
in their fervicCi commit during their courfe at fca, coi^- 
trary to this prefent treaty^ or the edifts of either of theil^ 
moft ferene royal Majcfties, publifhed by virtue therer* 
of ; under penally hkewJfe of having their fpecial coral-* 
miffions afid patents revoked and annulled; 

XXX, Both the abovenamed royal Majesties being; 
ivillin^ to flxew a mutual and equal favour in all their • 
dominiGlhs refpeftively, to thtj fubjefts of each otherj iii 
the fame manner as if tbcy were their own fubjeds, will 
give fuch orcjeri as ihall be heceffary aiid efieftua^ that 
juftice ht ad«>iriiftered concerning prizes in the court o£ 
Admiralty^ according to the rule of tquity and right, anci 
the articles of this treaty, by judges who are above all 
fufpiciojij and who have no manner of intercft in the 
caufe in difpute. . 

XXXI; Whenfoever the Ambaffadors of each of theiif 
royal Majeftie* abovenamed, and other their minifters> 
haying si public charader, and refiding in the court of 
the other Princej ftiall (:o;jtiplaixi of the unjuftneft of the . 
fentefiees tvhich hiv^ becii given, their Majefties on eich 
fideiball take. care', that the famie be rcvifed and re-cxaf 
mi^ed in thei* rdpedive councils,* that it may appear 
whether the direftion^ atnd provifions prefcribed in this , 
treaty have baen obferved, 4nd have had their due effed: 
they Ihall likewife take carc^ that this nfiiatter be cffedtu- 
ally provided for, and that right be done to every com- 
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plainant within the fpace of three months. However, 
oefore or after judgment given^ the revifion thereof ftill 
depending^ for the avoiding of all damage, it fhall not 
be lawful to fell th^ goods in difpute, or to unlade them, 
vnlefs with the confent of the perfons concerned. 

XXXI). A fuit being commenced between the captors 
of prizes on one part, and the reclaimers of the fame on 
the other, and a lentence or decree being given in favour 
of the reclaimer, that fame fentence or decree, fccurity 
l>cing given, fhall be put in execution, the appeal of the 
captor to a fuperior judge in any wife notwithftanding ; 
which, however, is not to be obferved when judgment has 
been given againft the reclaimer. 

XXXIII. In cafe that either fhips of war, or merchant^ 
men, forced by ftorm, or other misfortune, be driven on 
rocksr or (helves on the coafts of one or the other party, 
and are there broken to pieces and ihip-wrecked> what- 
ever part of the fhips, or tackling thereof, as alfo of the 
goods and merchandizes (hall be favcd, or the produce 
thereof, (hall be faithfully reftored to the proprietors, re- 
claimers, or their faAors, paying only the expencea of 
preferving the fame, in fuch manner as it may be fettled 
on both (ides concerning the rate of falvage : faving, at 
the fame time, the rights and cuftoms of each nation : 
and both their moft ferene royal Majefties will interpo(e 
their authority, that fuch of their fubjefts may be feverely 
punifhed, who in the like accident (hall be found guilty 
of inhumanity. 

XXXIV. It (hall be free for the fubjefts of each partj^, 
to employ fuch advocates, attornies, notaries, folicitors, 
and fadors, as they (hall think fit ; to which end the faid 
advocates, and others abovementioned, may be appointed 
by the ordinary judges, if it be needful, and the judges 
be required thereunto. 

XXXV. And that commerce and navigation may be 
more fecurely and freely followed, it is further agreed, 
that neither the Queen of Great Britain, nor the moft 
Chri(lian King, (hall receive any pirates and robbers, into 
any of their ports, havens, cities or towns, neither (hall 
they peninit them to be received into their ports to be 
protefted or afTifted, by any manner of harpQuring, or 
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fupport, by any the fubjefts or inhabitants of either of 
them i but they ihall rather caufc all fuch pirates and fea- 
robbers, or whoever fhall receive, conceal, or affift them, 
to be apprehended and puniflied as they deferve, for a* 
terror and example to others. And all the (hips, goods, 
or merchandizes, being piratically taken by them, and 
brought into the ports of the kingdom of either, a$ 
much as can be found, although they have by fale been 
conveyed to others, ftiall be reftored to the lawful owners, 
or their deputies, having inftruments of delegation, and 
an authority of procuration for reclaiming the fame j and 
indemnifation fhall be made, proper evidence being firft 
given in the court of Admiralty, for proving the property. 
And all fhips and merchandizes, of what nature foever, 
which can be refcued out of their hands on the high feas, 
fliall be brought into Ibme port of either kingdom,* and 
(hall be delivered to the cuftody of the officers of that 
port, with this intention, that they be delivered entire to 
the true proprietor,^ as foon as due and fufficient probf 
(hall have been made concerning the property thereof. 

XXX VL It (hali be lawful, as well for rhe fhips of war 
of both their moft ferene royal Majefties, as for priva- 
teers, to carry whitherfoever they pleafe, the fhips and 
goods taken from their enemies, neither fhall they be 
obliged to pay any thing to the officers of the Admiralty, 
or to any other judges, nor fhall the. aforementioned 
prizes, when they come to and enter the ports of either of 
their moft ferene royal Majefties, be detained by arreft, 
neither fhall fearchers, or other officers of thofe places, 
make examination concerning them^ or the validity there- 
of; but rather they fhall have liberty to hoift fail at any 
time, to depart, and to carry their prizes to that place, 
which is mentioned in tlieir commiffion of patent, which 
the Commanders of fuch fhips of war fhall be obliged ta 
(hew : on the contrary, no fnelter or refuge fhall be given 
in their ports to fuch as have made a prizd upon the fub- 
jefts of either of their Royal Majefties. And if perchance 
fuch fhips fhall come in, being forced by ftrefs of weather, 
or the danger of the fea, particular care (hall be taken, 
as far as it is not repugnant to former treaties made with 
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6dicr Kings znd Stai:e$) that they go from thencci and 
mire clfewhcrc, as foon as poffible. 

XXXVII. Neither of their moft' ferene royal Majef* 
ties fliall permit that the fhips or goods of the other be 
taken upon the coafts, or in the ^rts, or rivers of their 
dominions, by (hips of war, or others h^viog commiffion 
from any prince, common<wealth, of town whatfoever^ 
. And in cafe fuch a thing fhould happen, both parties fball 
tifc their authority and united force, that die damage 
4one be made good. 

XXXVIIL If hereafter ic fhall happen through inad- 
vertency, or otherwife, that any contraventions, or incon- 
veniencics on either fide arife concerning the obfervation of 
this treaty, the friendfhip and goo^ intelligence (hall not 
immediately thereupon be brok£ off; but this treaty fhall 
fubfifl: in all its force, and a proper remedy for renu>ving 
the inconvcniencies fliali be procured, as likewife repara- 
tion of the contraventions i and if the/ubje£ts of the one 
or the other be found in fault, they only fli^l be fevercly 
punilhed and chaftized. 

XXXIX. But if it fliall appear that a captor niade ufc 
p( any kind of torture upon the matter of the (hip, the 
ihip's'crcw, or others who fhall be on board any Aip be- 
longing to the fubjefts of the. other party; in fuch cafe, 
iiot only the Ihip itfelf, together with the perfons, mer- 
chandizes, and goods whatfocver, fhall be forthwith.rcleaf- 
fd without any further delay, and fet entirely free, byt alio 
fuch as ihall be found guilty of fo great a cri^nej^ as alfo 
%hc acceffaries thereunto, fhall fufFcr the moft fevere pu- 
uifliment, fuitable to their crime ; this the (^ecn of 
Great Britain, and the moft Chriftian King, do mutually 
engage fhall be done, without any refpeft of perfons.

T^E it known unto all men, th^t whereas in the 9th ar- 
J3 ^iclc of the treaty of commerce, concluded this day^ 
between the moftferene Queen of Great Britain, and the 
mofl? ferene the mofl: Chriftian King, by their Majefties 
ambafladors extraordinary, and plenipotentiaries, men- 
tion is made of fome heads of matters, which being pro-, 
pofed on the part of Great Britain, have not as yet been 
mutually adjufl:ed 5 and therefore it was thought fit to 
refer them to be difcufled and determined by commif- 
fioners : we therefore the underwritten ambafladors, that 
it may certainly appear what are thofe heads of mattery 
which are to be referred to commiffioncrs, h^vc refolved 
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CO give a particular defer iption of them in this writing; 
declaring thai: they are the famcj and no other than what 
follow : 

J, T\TO manufaftarcs of either kingdqm, and the dorni- 
J^\( nions belonging thereunto, Ihall hereafter be fub- 
jeft to be infpefted and confifcatcd, under any pretence 
of fraud or defcd in making or working them, or becauie 
of any other impcrfedion therein \ but abfolute freedom 
ihall be allowed to the buyer and feller to bargain and 
agree for the fame as they (hall fee good \ any lawj fla- 
cute, edid, arreft, privilege, grant, or cuftom, to the con- 
frary notwithftand ng, 

H. And forafmuch as a certain ufagc, not confirmed 
by any law, has obtained in feveral towns of Great Bri- 
tain and France ; that is to fay, that every one for com- 
ing in, and going out, (hall pay a kind of tax, called in 
jF^ngiifh Head'Money^ and in French, J)u Cbef^ it is con- 
cluded, that neither the fame, nor any other duty on that 
account, ihall any more be exa^ed. 

IIL And the Britiih merchants (hall not hereafter be 
ibrbidden to fell the faid. tobacco to any buyer whom they 
|)leaie, for which purpofe, the letting out the duties on the 
faid tobacco to farmers, which has been hitherto pra6kifed, 
(hall ceafe, neither Ihall fuch farming be ufcd again here- 
after. 

IV. The following cafe only being excepted, that is to 
fay where Briiilh (hips (hall take up merchandizes in one 
|3iort, and carry then; to another port of France, in which 
caie, and in no other, the Britilh fubjeds (hall be obliged 
40 pay the duties abrogated and aboli(hed by this article, 
only in proportion to the goods which they take in, and 
jmt according to the bulk of the (hip. 

V. Whereas feveral kinds of goods, contained in ca(ks, 
^efts, or other ca(cs, for which the duties are paid by 
weight, will be exported from, and imported into France 
hy Briti(h fubjefts, it is therefore agreed, that in fuch cafe 
the aforefaid duties (hall be payable only according to the 
^weight of the goods themfelves ; .but the weight of the 
i(a(kS| chefts^ and other. cafe$ wh^ever^ (hall be deduced

in &ch manner^ and m fijch proportion, as hu been hU 
thcrto in ufe in England, and is ftill pradilcd, 

yi. It is further agreed, that if any miftake or error 
(hall on cither fide be committed by any -matter of a Ihip^ 
his interpreter, or faftor, or by others employed by him, 
in making the entry or declaration of the goods on board 
his fttip, for fuch defeft, if fo be fome fraud does not evi- 
dently appear, neither the fliinnorthe lading thereof ftiall 
be fubjedt to b^ confifcated, put it fhall be free for the 
proprietors to take back again fuch goods as were omitted 
in the entry pr declaration of the matter of the (hip, pay- 
ing only the accufl:omed duties according to the rates fct- 
tied in the books j neither fhall the merchants, or the 
matter of the Ihip, lofe the faid goods, or fuffer any other 
punifliment, if fo be that the faid goods, fo omitted, were 
not brought on fliore, before the declaration made, and 
the cuftoms paid for the fame. ^ 

VII. And whereas the quality of the (hip, matter, and 
goodsy will fufficiently appear from fuch pattports and 
frertificates, it fliall not be lawful for the commanders of 
fnen of war to exafl: any other verification under any title 
whatfoever. But- if any merchant ftiip. ihall want fuch 
paiTports pr certificates, then it may be examined by 4 
proper judge, bpt in fuch manner, as if it fliall be found 
from other proofs and documents, that it does truly be-, 
long to the lubjefts of eithejr of the confederates, and does 
not contain any prohibited goods, defigned to be carried 
to^the eocmy of the other, it ihall not be liable to confif- 
cation, but fliall he relea&d, together with its cargo, ill 
order to proceed on its Voyag?» fioce it may often happe© 
that fuch papers covld not come to the fliip-whcn flic waa 
fetting fail from any port, or that they have been loft by 
fome chance or other, or that they hayc been taken away 
from the ftiip. And if, bef)dc§ the paffports and certifi- 
cates made according to the form of their treaty, other 
paflports' and certificates happen tp he found in the fliip, 
in another form, and perhaps according to the prefcriptiou 
of trcatic« made with others, no pretence ftiall be taken 
from thence, of detaining, or in any wife moletting, either 
thefliip, or men, or goods. If the matter of the fliip 
named in the paffport? be removed by death, or any other 
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caufe, and another be put in his place, the paflports (hall 
neverthelcfs retain their force, and the Ihips, and goods 
laden thereon, fhall be fecure. 

VIII. It is further provided on both fides, and fliall be 
taken for a general rule, that a (hip and goods, although 
they have reniained in the enemies power for four and 
twenty hours, fhall not therefore be efteenned as capture, 
and be imnnediately made prize ; but, if on other accounts 
they otight to be reftored, they may be reclaimed, and 
fliall be given again to the proprietors. 

IX. It (hall be free for both their royal Majefties, for 
the advantage of their fubjefts, trading to the kingdoms 
and dominions of the other, to cpnftitute national confuls 
of their own fubjefts, who fhall enjoy that right and li- 
berty which belongs to them by reafon of the exercife of 
their fundkion ; but as to the places where fuch confuls 
are to be appointed, both fides fhall afterwards agree be- 
tween thcmfelves. 

In witnefs whereof, we the AmbafTadors Extraordinary 
and Plenipotentiaries of her Sacred Royal Majefty of 
Great Britain, and of his Sacred Royal Moft Chriflian 
Majefty, have fubfcribed this prefent inftrument with our 
hands, and fet our feals thereunto.

BE it known unto all men, that whereas in the 9th ar- 
ticle of the treaty of navigation and commerce, con^ 
eluded the 44 day of Ml!± 17131 between the Moft Serene 

Queen of Great Britain, and the Moft Serene the Moft 
Chriftian King, by. the AmbaflTadprs Ejttraordin^ry'and 
plenipotentiaries of their Majcflics, certain merchandizes, 
namely, woollen manujf^^ures, fugar, fait filh,.. and what 
is produced froip whaip^, are excepted in general word* 
from the rule of the 1l!*ariff made th? \ 8th day of the month 
of September, in the year 1664, in order to be afterwards' 
referred to the difcuflion of commiflaries 5 to prevent there- 
fpre ^11 mifl^kes and arnbigxjity, which might perhaps arife 
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from fuch general terms, and to make it more evidently 
appear what particular forts of goods are to come tinder 
the confideration of the aforefaid commiflarics. . We the 
underwritten Ambafladors Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiaries, have declared by thefe prcfents, and do declare, 
that the exception of the abovementioned merchandizes, 
is to be underftood in the manner following : 

I. TTT THalebone cut and prepared, fins and oils of 
VV whales, fhall pay at all places of importation ia 
the kingdom, the duties appointed by the T^ariff of the 
7 th of December 1699. 

II. Cloths, ratines, and ferges, ihall be likewiie fub- 
je£t to the fame duties of the Tariff of the 7 th of Decem- 
ber 1699, and in order to facilitate the trade thereof, it 
Ihall be allowed to import them by St. Valery upon -the 
Sorxime, by Rouen, and by Bourdeaux, where thefe goods 
Ihall be fubjcdt to vifitation in the fame manner as thofc 
which are made in the kingdom. 

III. Salt fifli in barrels only is to be imported into the 
kingdom, and at all places of entrance in the kingdom, 
countries, and territories under the dominion of the King^ 
even at all free port«, the duties of landing and of con- 
fumption fliall be paid, which were appointed before the 
TarifF of 1664, and befides 40 livres per laft, confifting of 
12 barrels, weighing, each 300 lb. for the duty of entry, 
which entry fhall not be permitted but by St. Valery upon 
the Somme, Rouen, Nantz, Li bourne, and Bourdeaux, 
and fliall remain prohibited at all other harbours or ports, 
as well in the Ocean as in the Mediterranean. 

IV. Refined fugar, in loaf or in powder, white and 
brown fugar candy, Hiall.pay the duties appointed by the 
Tariff of 1699. 

In confirmation of which, we the underwritten AmbaC- 
fsfcdors Extraordinary, and Plenipotentiaries of herMajefty 
the Queen of Great Britain, and the Mod Chriftian King, 
have figned and fealed thefe prefents at Utrecht, the V 
day of ^Piii in the year 17 13.

L fTpH AT there be a Chriftian universal peace^ ind 
X ^ perpeeual and trut friendlkip, between the 
Moil Serene and Moft Mighty Princefs Anne, Queen of 
Great Britain^ and the Moft Serene ahd Moft Mighty 
Prince Philip V. the Catholic King of Spain, and their 
beirs and fucceiibrs, and alfo the kingdoms, ftates, do-^ 
tninions, and provinces of both parties, wherefbevejr 
fituated, and their fiibje^ts; and that the fame be fof 
fincerely preferved and cukivated, that neither party do^ 
uiidef any colour whatever, endeavour to attempt any 
thing to the deftmftion or detriment of the other, pr yield 
aaay aid, by what name foever ft be dallcdi to thofe who 
a:ttenript the fame^ or who endeavour to do any damage^, 
f^ither may or ought they to help them by any means* 
On the contrary, tbchr Royal Majefties Ihall be obliged, 
the one to promote the advantage, honour, and intcrefl 
erf* the other, and to diredt their councils to that end with 
all caYe, that, by mutual proof of friendihip, the peace 
which is now made, may daily receive new additions of 
ftrength. . ^ 

II. But whepeas the war, which is fo happily ended by 
thi« peace, was at the beginning undertaken, and was 
carried oh for fo nnany years with the utmoft forcej at im- 
menfe charge, and with almoft infinite flaughter, becaufe 
of the great danger which threatcMed the liberty and fafe- 
ty of all Eufrbpe, from the too clofe conjundion of th« 
kingdoms of Spain and France. And whereas^ to take 
away all uncafinefs and fufpicion, concerning fuch eon* 
junftion, out of the minds of i)eoplcj and to fettle and 
cftablilh the peace and tran^uijlity of Chriftendom, by an 
equalbalance of power (which is the beft and moft folid 
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foundation ofa mutual fricndfhip, and of a coiircofd iKrhlc^ 
will be laftingon all fides) as well the Catholic King, as 
the Moft Chrirtfan King, ha:ve confchtcd, that carelhould 
be taken In^ fufficicnt precautions, that the kingdoms of 
Spain and France fhotiW never come and be onited under 
the fame dominidn, and that one and the fame perfott 
Ihould never becorhe king of both kingdom*. And tor 
this end his Catholic Majefty has, for himfelf, his heirs, 
and fucceifors, moft folemnly renounced all manner of 
right, title, and pretenfion to the crown of France, in the 
form and words foUowiag ; 

[Tbe inftrtttnemts of renundation^, are e^aSTy the fame mti 

tbofe already inferted in the treaty with France of this date^ • 

His faid Catholic Majefty hereby renews and confirnra 

the moft fokmn renuncration abovementioned, madeoit 

his part \ and as it has obtained the force of a general aind 

. fundamental law, he engages again in the moft facred 

manner pofllble, that he w 11 obferve and take; care that 

the fame be obferved inviolably, and he will likewifc ufe 

his urmoft d ligence, and providewith the grea;reft eameft'- 

nefs, that the aforefaid renanciations may be irrevocably 

obferved, and put in execution, as well on the part of 

Spain, as on the part of France, foralmuch as while they 

fubfift in their full force, and are faithfully kept on both 

fide&,u as alfo the other tranfaftions relating rherelo, the 

crowns of Spain and France will be fo feparated and di* 

vided from each other^ that they can never hereafter be 

tinired in one. . 

III. That there be a perpetual amnefty on both fides, 
and oblivion of all things which have been in an hoftile 
manner committed in any place, or by any way, on one 
fide and the other, during the late war. So thsit nei- 
ther on account thereof, nor by reaibn or under pretence 
of any other matter, fhall the one any way do, or fufffef 
to be done, any enmfty to the other, or giVe any^ molef- 
tation, direflily or indiredtly, under colour of right, or by 
wayoffaft. - ' 

IV. AH and fingular the prifoners on each fide, of 
v;hat ftate or condition foever they be, fhall immediately 
after the ratification of this prefent treaty, be reftored to 
their former libercy,: vrithoiit any ranfom, paying only 
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juch debts as they may have cootra6led^ during their be« 
ing priibners. 

V. Moreover, for giving a greater and more lading 
ftrength to the peace which is reftored, and to this, friend- 
ihip, which is never to be violated, and for cutting off all 
occafions of diftruft, which may at any time arife from the 
eftablilhed right and order of the hereditary fucccflion 
to the crown of Great Britain, and the limitation thereof 
by the laws of Great Britain, (made and enaded in the 
reign of the late King William III. of glorious memory, 
and in the reign of the prcfcnt Queen) to the ifluc of the 
abovenamed Queen, and in failure thereof to the Moft Se- 
rene Princefs Sophia, Eleftrcfs Dowager of Brunfwick, and 
her heirs, in the Protcftant line of Hanover. That there- 
fore the faid fucceflion may be well and fecurely prcfcrved, 
according to the laws of Great Britain, the Catholic King 
fincerely and folemnly acknowleges the abovemcntioned 
limitation of the fucceflion to the kingdom of Great Bri- 
tain I and declares and engages, on the faith and' word of 
a King, and on the pledge of his and his fucceflbrs ho- 
nour, that the fame is, and (hall for ever be, approved and 
accepted by him, and his heirs and fucceflbrs -, and, under 
the fame tie of the word of a King and his honour, the 
Catholic King does promife, that no perfon befides the 
faid Queen, and her lucceflbrs, according to the order of 
limitation eftablilhed by the laws and ftatutes of Great 
Britain, fliall ever be acknowledged, or reputed by him, 
or by his heirs and fucceflbrs, to be King or Queen of 
Great Britain. 

VI. The Catholic King doth further promife, as well 
in his own name, as in that of his heirs and fucceflfors, 
that they will not at any time difturb or molcft the faid 
Queen of Great Britain, her heirs and fucceflfors, of the 
Proteftant line, as aforcfaid, being in pofleflion of the 
crown of Gre^t Britain, and the dominions fubjeft there- 
unto i neither will the aforefaid Catholic King, or any 
of his fucceflfors, ^ive at any time any aid, fuccour^ fa- 
vour, or counfel, direftly or indireftly, by land or by fea, 
in money, arms, ammunition, warlike inftruments, fhips, 
foldiers, feamen, or in any other manner whatever, to any 
perfon or perfons, whofocver they be, who on any caufe 

or 
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Of pretence ihould hereafter endeavour to oppofethe faid 
fucceffion, either by open war, or by encouraging fcdi- 
tion, and forming confptracies againft fuch prince and prin- 
ces, who are in pofleflion of the throiie of Great Britain, 
by virtue of the adls of parliament there ma(Jc> or againit 
that prince or princefs to whom the fucceflSon to the crowa 
of Great Britain Ihall belong, according to the a&^of par- 
liament, ds abovefaid. 

VIL That the ordinary diftribution of juftice be re* 
ftored, and open again through the kingdoms and domi-^ 
nions of each of their royal majefties, fo that it may be free 
for all the fubjeds on both fides, to profecute and obtain 
their rights, pretenfions and aftions, according to th6 
laws, conftirutions and ftatutes of each kingdom. And 
cfpecially if chere be any complaints concerning injuries of 
grievances, which have been done contrary to thetenqrof 
the treaties, either In time of peace, or at the beginning of 
the war lately ended, cate fliali be taken that the damages 
be forthwith made good, according to the rule of juftice* 
VIII. That there be a free ufe of navigation and com- 
merce between the fubjeds of each kingdom, as it was 
heretofore, in time of i)ea<:e, and before the declaration 
of this late >var, in the reign of Charles 11. of glorious 
memory. Catholic King of Spain, according to the trea*- 
ties of frlcndlhip, contcderation, and commerce, which 
were formerly made between both tiatioqs, according to 
•ancient coftoms, letters patents, cedulas, and other par- 
ticular afts ; and alfo according to the treaty or treaties of 
commerce which afe now, or will forthwith be made at 
Madrid. And whereas, among other conditions of the 
general peace, it is by common confent eftablilhed as a 
chief ana fundamental rU*e, that the cxercife of naviga* 
tion and commerce to the Spanifli Weft-Indies, Ihould re- 
^nain in the fame ftatfe as it was in the tiix>e of the afotefaid 
l^ing Charles II. That therefore this tule may hneafrer 
be obferved with inviolable faith, and in a manner never 
to be broken, and thereby all caufes of diftruft and fufpi- 
<^^on, concerning that matter may be prevented ,and re* 
niovcd, it is cfpecially agreed and concluded, that no li* 
cence, nor any permiffion at ?11, Ihall at any time be givcOt 
either to the French, or to any nation whatever, in any

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hamCi or under any pretence, direftly or indireAIy, w 
fail, to trafFick in, or ifttroduce negroes, goods, merchan- 
^izesy or any things whatfoever into the dominions fub- 
jeA to the crown of Spain in America, except what may 
be agreed by the treaty or treaties of commerce above- 
faid, aftd xht rights and privileges granted in a certaiii 
Convention, commonly called el Ajiento de NegroSy where- 
of mention is made in the twelfth article; except alfo 
tvhatfoever the fa id Catholic King, or his heirs or fuc- 
ceflbrs, fliaH promife by any contraift or contrails for the 
introdudiion of negros into the SpaRifh WeR-Indies to 
be made afier that the convention, or the AJiento de Ne- 

fmabovementioned ihall be determined. And that more 
trong and full precautions may be taken on all Gdes, as 
abpvefaid, concerning the navigation and comiuerce to tfie 

.Weft-Indies, it ia heteby further agreed and concluded, 
that neither the Catholic Kingj nor any of his heirs and 
fucceiTors whatfoever, fliall fell, yield, paw^ii, transfer, or 

. by any meani, or under any name, alienate from them 
and the crown of Spain, to the French, or to any other 
nations whatever, any lands, dominions, or territories, o? | 
any part thereof belonging to Spain in Amerrca* On the | 
Contrary, that the Spaniih dominions in the Weft-Idies j 
may be prefertred whole and entire, the Queen of Great i 
Britain engages, that flic will endeavour, and give afliit- 1 
ancc to the Spaniards, that the ancient limits ot their do- 1 
minions in the We^ Indies be reftored^ and fettled as they [

IX. It is further agreed sind concluded as a general 
TulCt that all and Angular the fubjefts of each kingdom 
ihall, in all countries and places on both fides, have andj 
enjoy at leafl; the fame privileges, liberties and immunities^ 
as to all duties, impol\tions, or cuftoms whatfoever^ rela- 
ting to perfons, goods, and pierchandizes, Ihips, frcigbf; 
feamen, navigation, and commerce; and Ihall have rhc 
like favour in all things, a^ the fubjefts of France, or an; 
other foreign nation, the moft favotwed, have, pato 
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abet enjoy, or at any tinie hereafter may have, poflcfs, or 
enjoy. - 

X, The Catholic King does hereby, for himfelf, his 
heirs and fncceffors, yield to the crown of Great Britain 
the full atfd entire propriety of the town and caftle of Gib- 
raltar; together with the port, fortifications, and forts 
thereunto belonging; and he gives up the faid propriety 
to be held and enjoyed abfolutely with all manner of right 
for ever, without any exception-or impediment whatfoever. 
But that abu(cs and frauds may be avoided by importing 
any kinds of goods, the Catholic King wills, and takti ic 
to be underftood, that the abovenamed propriety be yield- 
ed to Great Britain, without any territorial jurifdiftion^ 
and without any open communication by land with the 
country round about. Yet whereas the communication 
by fea with the coaft of Spain, may not at all times be fafe 
or open, and thereby it may happen that the garrifon, and 
other inhabitants of Gibraltar, may be brought to great 
ftraits ; and as it is the intention of the Catholic King, on- 
ly that fraudulent importations of goods Ihould, as is above* 
faid, be hindered by an inland communication, it is there- 
fore provided, that in fuch cafes it may be lawful to pur- 
.chafe, for ready money, in the neighbouring territories of 
Spain, provifions, and other things neceflary for the ufe of 
the garrifon, the inhabitants, and the fliips which l^e in the 
harbour. But if any goods be found imported by Gibral* 
tar, either by way of barter for purchafing provifions, or 
under any other pretence, the fame fhall be confifcated, 
and complaint being made thereof,.thofe perfons who have 
acted contrary to the faith of this treaty, fliall be feverely 
puniflied. And her Britannic Mnjefty, at the requefl of 
the Catho'ic King, does confent and agree, that no leave 
fhall be giyen, under any pretence wJiatfoever, either to 
Jews or Mobrs, to refide, or have their dwellings, in the 
faid town of Gibraltar; and that no refuge or (belter ihall 
be allowed to any Moorifla fliips of war in thfe harbour of 
the faid town, whereby the communication between Spain 
and Cedta may be obftrudled, or the coafts of Spain be in- 
felled by the excurfions of the Moors. But whereas trea- 
ties of friendihip, and a liberty and intercourfe of com- 
merce, are between the Britilh and certain territories,

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Stuate on the coaft of Africa, it is always to be underftobc), 
that the Briciih fubjeds cannot refufe the Moors, and tbtir 
fliips, entry into the port of Gibraltar, purely upon the ac- 
count of merchandizing. Her lilajefty the Queen of Great 
Britain does further proitiifc, that the free ex'ercife of their 
i^ligion (hall be indulged to the Roman Catholic inhabU 
tants of the aforefaid town. And' in cafb it ihall hereafter 
fecm meet to the crown of Great Britain, to grant, fell, 
6r by any means to alienate therefrom the propriety of the 
feid town of Gibraltar, it is hereby agrecfd; and concluded, 
that the preference of having the feme, (hall always be 
given to the crown of Spain before any other*. 

XI. Moreover, the Catholic King doth in like manner 
for hinrfelf^^his heirs and fticceflbts, yield to' the crown of 
Great Britain, the whole ifland of Minorca, and doth 
transfer theretintd for every all right, ahd the ntoft abfolutc 
^dominion over the faid ifland, and in' particular over the 
town^ caftl'ey htirbouf, and fortifieations df the bay of M- 
rtorca, commonly called Port Mahon, tr^ether With the 
other ports, places, and towns, (itwatcd in the aforefaid 
ifland. But it is provided, a Jin cht above-written article, 
Aat no refuge or fliefter Ihall be opert te any (hips of war 
df the Moors in Port Mahon-, or in any other port of th© 
laid ifland of Minorca, whereby the S^panilh coafts may be 
itifeffed by their cxcurfions : and the Moors and thek' 
"fliips fliall oti\f be allowed to* enter the ifland aforefaid, on 
account of trafEck, according to the agreement^ of treaties.' 
'The Queen of Great Britain pronaifes alfoon her part, that 
li at any time it Ihall happen, that the ifland 6f Minorca^ 
and the ports, towns, and places therein fituated, be by any 
'means hereafter alienated fifom the erown of her kiogdom^y 
the preference ftall be given to- the crown of Spain, be- 
fore any other nation whatever, of redeeming the pofleflion 
and propriety of the aforefaid ifland. Her royal ]^ajefty 
of Great Britain moreover engages, that flie will take care, 
that all the inhabitants of the faid ifland, both ecdeGafti- 
eal and fecular, fliall fafely and peaceably enjoy all their 
eftates and honours, and the free ufe of the Roman C^a- 
thoUc religion fliaH be permitted ^ and mcafures fliali be 
taken for preferving the aforefaid religion in that ifland, 
provided the fame be confident with the civil go^xrnmcnt 

and 
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;»ia laws of Great Britain. * Thofe Hkewife who are now 
in the fervlce of his datholic Majeftjr, fliall enjoy their 
honours and eftatcs, though they continue in the faid fer- 
vice; and itihall be lawful for any perfon who is defirous 
to leave the faid iiland, to fell his eltate^ and pafs freely 
with the value thereof into Spain^ 

XXL TheOtholic King doth furthermore hereby give 
«nd grant to her Britannic Majefty, and t« the company 
*of her fubje£ts appointed for that purpofe, as wdl the fub- 
je<fls of Spain, as all others, being excluded, the contradk 
for introducing neeroesnnto feyeralparts of the dominioos 
of his Catholic Majefty in America, comnjonly called d 
JPa8o do elJJfiento de.Negvos, for the fpaceof thirty year^ 
•iucceffively, beginning from the firft day of the month of 
May, in the year 1713, with the fame conditions on which 
the French enjoyed ii,.or^t any time might or ought to 
enjoy the fanie, together with a trad or tra<£fes of land to 
ht allotted -by th^ faid Xllat hoi ic -King, and to be granted 
to the company, aforefaid, commonly called la Compania de 
.el JJfiento^ in fonie x:onvenieat place oa the river of Plata^ 
(no duties or revenues being , pay able by the faid company 
on that account, during the 'time of the abovementioned 
contraft, and no longer) and this fettlement of theiaid fo- 
'.ciety,.©r thofe tradts of land^ fliall be prooer and fufficieat 
for planting, -^^and fowing, and for ^feeding cattle for the . 
iiibiiftence crf^hofe who are in thefervice of the faid com- 
pany^ and qf their negroes.; and that tjie faid negroes 
.may be there keptin fafety tifl they are fold ; and more- 
over, that the Ihips belonging to the £aid company may 
•come clofe to laijd, and be iecure from any danger. But 
itihall always be lawful for the Catholic King, to appoini: 
=^n, officer in the faid, place or fettlement, who may take 
>icarc that nothing be done or pradlifed contrary to his royal 
interefts. And all who manage the aiFairs of the faid 
company there, or belong to it, (hall be fubjedt to the in-^ 
fpeftion of the aforefaid officer, as to all matters relating to 
vthe trads of land abovementioned.

vantages, which are more fully and amply explained in 
the contrail of the AflTiento, which was made and conclud- 
ed at Madrid, the 26th day of the month of March, of 
this prefent year 1713. Which contrad, ox AJfiertto de 
Negrosy and all the claufcs, conditions, privileges and im- 
munities contained therein, and which are not contrary to 
this article, arc and Ihall be deemed, and taken to be, part 
of this treaty, in the fame manner as if they had been here 
infcrted word for word. 

XIII. Whereas the Queen of Great Britain has conti- 
rually prefled, and infilled with the grcateft earneftnefs, 
that a 1 the inhabitants of the principality of Catalonia, 
of whatever ftate or condition they may l5c, ihould not 
only obtain a full and perpetual oblivion of all that was 
done in Ihe late war, and enjoy the entire pofleflion of all 
their eftates and honours, bun Ihould alfo have thtir an- 
cient privileges prefcrved fafe and untouched ; the Catho- 
lic King, in compliance with the faid Queen of Great 
Britain, hereby grants and confirms to all the inhabitants of 
Catalonia whatfoever, not only the amnefty defired, to-r 
gether with the full polTcflion of all their eftates and ho- 
pours, bur alfo gives and grants to them* all the privileges 
which the inhabitants of both Caftilcs, who, of all the Spa- 
niards, arc the moft dear to the Catholic King, have and 
enjoy, or may hereafter have and enjoy, 

XIV. And whereas the Catholic King, at the requeft 
of her royal Britannic Majefty, has been pleafed to yield 
the kingdom of Sicily to his royal highneft Vidtor Ama- 
deus, Duke of Savoy, and by the treaty this day entered 
into between his royal Catholic Majefty, and his royal 
highnefs of Savoy, does make a ceflSon of the faid kifig- 
dom, her royal Majefty of Great Britain aforefaid, pro* 
niifcs and engages, that £he will take great care, that in de- 
fault of the heirs male of the houfe of Savoy, the poffef- 
iion of the aforefaid kingdom of Sicily, fti^ll revert again 
to the crown of Spain ; and her abovefaid royal Britan- 
nic Majefty, doth further confent, that the kindom of 
Sicily may not^^ under any pretence, or in any manner 
whatever, be alienated or given to any prince or ftate, unlefs 
to the Catholic King of Spain, and to his heirs aad fuccef- 

farsi. 
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Ibrs. And whereas the Catholic King hath made known 
to her royal Britannic Majefty, that it would be both re^- 
fbnable in itfelf, and acceptable to him, that not only the 
ibbjefls of the kingdom of Sicily, although they may re- 
iide in the dominions of Spain, and be in the fervice,of 
his faid Catholic Majefty, but alfo the Spaniards and 
other fubjefts of Spain, who may perhaps have^eftates 
and honours in the aforefaid kingdom of Sicily, Ihould 
without any diminution^ entirely enjoy their faid eftates 
and honours, aud Ihould in no wife, under pretence of 
perfbnal abfence out of the faid kingdom, be troubled or 
^iifquieted. And whereas the abovefaid Catholic King 
freely promifes likewife on his part, that he will confent, 
that tlie fubjefts of the faid kingdom of Sicily, and other 
fubjedts of his faid Royal Highnefs, if they fliould chapce 
to have eftates and honours in Spain, or other the domi- 
nions belonging to Spain, Ihall in like manner, without 
any diminution, intirely enjoy th« fame, and that they 
Ihall in no wife be troubled or 4ifturbed under pretence 
of perfonaj abfence ; therefore her royal Britannic Ma-? > 
jefty promifes, that Ihe will endeavour, and will give in- 
ftruftions to her Amb^fladors extraordinary, and Plenipo- 
tentiaries at Utrecht, that they interpofe the moft efFeftu'al 
good offices, that the Catholic King and his Royal Highr 
nefs may mutually agree concerning this matter, and may 
take care and provide for the fame, in fuch manner as 
ihall be moft commodious on both fides-, 

Xy. Their royal Majefties oii both pstrts ren^w an4 
confirm all treaties of peace, friendftiip, confederation, and 
commerce, made heretofore, and concluded between the 
crowns of Great Britain and Spain, and the faid treaties 
are hereby renewed and confirmed in as full and ample 
manner, as if they vyerc now particularly here inferted ; 
th^c is to fay, as far as they are not found to be contrary 
to the treaties of peace and commerce which were the laft 
-made apd figned, -And efpecially by this treaty tbofe 
agreements, treaties, and conventions are confirmed and 
' ftrengthewd, which relate as well to the exercife of com- 
merce and navigation in Europe, and elfewhere, as to thfe 
introdudlion of negroes into the Spanilh Weft Indies, and 
vbich cither are already made, or. will forthwith be mac^e 

F4. betwe^a 
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bctweeft both nations at Madrid. And whereas it is in- 
fixed on the part of Spain, that certain rights of (ilhing 
dt the ifland of Newfoundland belong to the Gruipuicoans, 
or other fubjeds of the Catholic King, her Briunnic 
Majcfty confents and agrees^ that all fuch privilcg.-s as 
the Guipufcoans ffnd other people of Spain are able to 
make claim to by right, ihall be allowed and prefer ved to 
them. 

XVI. Whereas, in the convention fdr making a fufpen* 
fion of arms, from the 4| day of the month of Auguft laft 
paft, for four months, between the Queen of Great Britain, 
and the moftChriftian King ; which the Catholic King aU 
fo approved by his confent, and does hereby further ap' 
prove; and which by another convention was prolonged 
to the ii of the month of April of ihis prefent year, amoog 
other conditions it is exprefsly Itipulated, in what cales the 
fliips, merchandizes, and other moveables taken on one 
^de and the other, Ihould either become prize to the cap- 
tor, or be reftorcd to the former owner ; it is therefore a* 
greed, that in thofe cafes the conditions of the aforefaid 
fufpenfibn of arms Ihall remain in full force, and all things 
relating to fuch captures, made either in the Britifh and 
Northern fcas, or clfevvhcrc, fliall be well and truly exe* 
cuted according to the tenor thereof. 

XVII. But if it happen through inadvertency, or im- 
prudence, or any other caufe, that any fubjeft of either of 
their aforefaid royal Majefties, do or commit any thing by 
land, fea, or on frefla waters, in any part of the world, 
whereby this prefent treaty be not obferved* or whereby 
Uny pafticuldr article of the fame hath not its effed, this 
peace and good correfpondence between the Queen (rf 
Great Britain and the Catholic King, fliall not therefore 
be interrupted or broken, but Ihall remain in its former 
ftr^ngth, forcCj and vigour. And that fubjeft -only Ihall 
be anfwerable for bis own fa^, and ihall fafferfuch puniiho 
ment as is inflided by law, and according to theprefcrip- 
tion of the law of nations. \ 

' XVIII. But if (which God forbid) the dilutes which 
are compofed, fliould at any time be renewed between 
their faid royal Majefties, and break out into open war, the 
Ihips, mecchandsaes;^ and goods^ botU moveable and im- 
moveable, 
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moveable, of the fubjcfts on both fixic?, Which mall be - 
found to be and remain in the ports and dominions of the 
adverfe party^ fhall ttdt bfe confifeated, or fuffer any da- 
mage ; but the fpacc of fix months, on the one part, and on 
the other, Ihall be granted to the faid fubjcfts of each of 
their faid 'royal Majefties, in order to their felling the 
sifordlaid things, or any othier their effcds, or carrying 
away and transporting the fame from thence, whitherfoever 
they pleafe, without any moleflation. 

XIX. The Kings, Princes, and States, mentioned in the 
following article^?, and all others who Ihall be nominated 
on either fide, by eommofi confcnt, before the ratifications 
are exchanged, or within'fix months after, ihall, for a mark 
of mutual friendihip, be included and comprehended in 
this treaty, their royal Majetties aforenamed being pcr- 
fuaded, that they will approve all thie fcttlements iQadc 
and eftablilhed by it, 

XX, Whatfoever Ihall be contained in the treaty of 
peace next entered into between his facred royal Majelty 
of Spain, and his facred royal Majefty of Portugal, with 
the previous approbation of .her royal Majefty . of Great 
Britain, Ihall be deemed an efTential part of this treaty, in 
the fame manner as if it was transcribed here :word for 
word. Moreover, her facred royal Majefty of Great 
Britain, offers herfeif to be a furety, or guarantee of the 
aforefaid agreement of peace, which fhc promifes to ful- 
fil according to the fubftancc and words thereof, to the 
end that it may be obferved the more facred and in- 
violable. 

XXI. The treaty of peace this day entered into be- 
tween bis royal Catholic Majefty, and his royal highnefs 
the Duke of Savoy, is fpecially included in, and confirmed 
by this treaty, as an eflcntial part thereof,' as fully as if it 
was inferred therein word for word, her royal Majefty of 
Great Britai>n exprefsly declaring, thatflie will be obliged 
by the terms of the promife and guarantee therein made. 

XXII. The moft ferene King of Sweden, together with 
hisrealms, domintons, provinces, and rights, and the moft 
ferene princes the Great Duke of Tufcany, and the Duke 
of Parma, together with their people and fubjedts, and the 
liberties and advantages of their fubjeds in matters of trade, 

ihall 
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ftall be included in this treaty in the moil efiedua 
manner* 

XXIII. The moft ferene republic of Venice, for the feke 
of the neutrality, which during the war they exadkly ob% 
ferved between the parties in hoftility, and for the fake of 
many adts of humanity performed by it,(the dignity, power, 
and fecurity of the eftates and dominions thereof, remain^ 
ing ever inviolable) Ihall be particularly comprehended 
and included in this treaty, in the beft manner poffible as 
a common friend, and one to whom their royal Majefties, 
at all times, defirc to repay the offices of a faithful friend' 
ihip, according to the exigencies of the faid republic. 

XXIV, It has been thought good to comprehend in the 
prefcnt treaty, the moft ferene Republic of Genoa, which 
by a conftant neutrality, during the war, hath cultivated 
the .ancient friendfhip with the crowns of Great Britain and 
Spain, that the benefit of this peace may be extended to 
every thing that concerns that republic, and the fubjcds 
thereof, may in all things, and every where, fuHy enjoy 
the fame liberty of commerce hereafter, as they enjoyed 
formerly, and during the life of Charles II. the Catholic 
King of Spain. 

XXV, The city of Geneva is likewife included in this 
agreement, to the end that it may, for the future, enjoy all 
the advantages in trade, which it has heretofore enjoyed in 
cither kingdom, either by treaties or ancient cuftom. 

XXVI. Solemn ratifications of this treaty, and drawn 
up in the proper form, fliall be duly and reciprocally ex-r 
changed on both fides,' within fix weeks, to be computed 
from the time of figning, or fooner, if pofllible. 

In witnefs whereof the Ambaffadors Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiaries abovenamed, having on each fide exhi« 
bited and duly exchanged their lettersof full powers, figned 
and fealed this prefent treaty at Utrecht, the 4 day of the 
month of July, in the year of our Lord 17 13.

C)f offices, the cufto^T^, entries, fubfidies, iilipofitions, and 
other rights, exprefled, and not exprefled, the defence df 
the country, and the tranqufllity of the people, the raifing 
the revenues of the fi^id duchy, and its dependencies; alt 
which rights and revenues the faid Princefiof Urfini ftiatt 
commence to enjoy from the day of thefe pfefenfs, from 
the reckotiingt)f which, the agents, receivers, clerks^ or 
iHhers appqinted to receive the faid revenues, Ihall be ac- 
countable, and remk the produce into the hands of the 
bearers of the powers of the faid Princefs, and in fo doing 
they Ihall be duly acquitted and difcharged thereof towards 
us, at by thefe prefents we difcharge them thereof; and 
confequently the faid Princefs of Urfim, ffiall remain un- 
alterable proprietor of the dochy of Limboqrg, and itsi 
dependencies, as well far the fovereignty, as for all the 
revenues, as the whole belonging to her, in full, free, and 
. entire property, with power to difpofe thereof^ by dona- 
tion between perfons alive, or legacy to fuch perfon, and 
with fuch claufesand conditions, as Ihe fhall think fit, and 
even to treat thereof by exchange or otherwife, and the 
fame rights and powers fliall belong fuccefllvely, after her, 
to her neareft heir, in cafe Ihe has not otherwife difpofed 
thereof* To which end we have difcharged, abfolved, and 
freed, as by thefe prefents we difcharge, abfolve, and free 
the inhabitants of the faid duchy of Limbourg, and its de- 
pendencies, of what ftate, quality, or dignity they are, as 
Well ecclefiaftical as fecular^ political, military, and of 
what other ranks and conditions they are, or may be, and 
eachof them in general and in particular, of the oaths of 
fidelity, faith, and obedience, promifes, obligations, and 
'duties they owed us, as their Lord and Sovereign Prince : 

ordc.- 
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ordering atid enjoining them mod exprefsly^ tbat by virtue j 
of thefe prefentSj they do own and acknowledge the faid 
Princcfs of Urfini, and after her, her heirs, fucceflbrs, ot 
fuch as have a right thereto, fucccffively for their Princes 
and fovereign Lords; that they take and fwear to her the 
oaths of fidelity and obedience in the ufual maAner, and 
morcQver, that they pay all homage, reverence, affe^ion, 
obedience, fidelity, and fervices, as good and loyal fubjefts 
«re obliged to do to their fovereign Lord, and as they havfe 
done hitherto to the Kings our predeceflbrs, and to us* 
And farther, our intention being, that the (aid duchy of 
Limbourg, and its dependencies, ihould produce at leaft 
the effc&ual and real revenue yearly to the profit of the 
faid Princcfs bf Urfini, her heirs, fucceflbrs, and afEgns, 
thirty thoufand crowns, each crown of eight filver reals, 
old double money of Caftile, deduftion being macte of 
local employments, maintenance of places, and officers 
that ufed to be paid and maintained put of the revenues of 
the faid duchy* Our will and plcafure is, that during the 
firft year of enjoyment by the faid Princefs of Urfini, after 
her having taken poffeflion of the faid duchy of Limbourg, 
and after the publication of the peace, a ftate be made of 
the revenues and employments of the duchy of Limbourgj 
and its dependencies, in the prefence of perfons appointed 
for thatpjurpofe, as well on our part, as on that ot the faid 
Princefs of Urfini, and in cafe, after deduction is made for 
theiaid employments, the revenues for the neat remain* 
^der to the profit of the faid Princefs of Urfini, do not a- 
- mount to the find thirty thoufand crowns per annum, whe* 
ther by reafon of the alienations that might have been made 
of Cme part of that duchy, pr whether becaufe any of 
the faid rights, revenues, and appurtenances, fhould have 
been fold, engaged, or charged with fome rents, even 
fome debts for fums, taken by loan, or anticipation, in thi^ 
« cafe, we ordain, and our will and pleafure is, that the 
whole be redeemed and difengaged, and the purchafers^ 
mortgagers^ tenants, and other creditors, reimburfed, paid, 
and Satisfied out of the produce of the moft liquid re- 
venues of the other provinces of the Spanilh Netherlands, 
fo as that the faid Princefs enjoy, fully, really, and without 
any charge, the faid thirty thoufand crowns yearly ; to 

which 
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which end, and until the ftill reimburfemcnt for the re- 
deeming the faid alienations orcngagements,conftitution$ 
of rcht;s, anticipations, or other loans whatever they may 
^be, .the purchasers of the funds alienated, or mortgagers^ 
tenants, and all other creditors, fhall be^ and remain af- 
figned, as from this time we. affign them to receive their 
arrears, or interefts of their capitals, out of the faid reve- 
nues of the other provinces of the Spapilh Netherlands; 
and confequently, we have from this time yielded and 
transferred, as we do yield and transfer all and fuch of our 
revenues as Ihall be requifite to the mortgagers and crc- 
ditors^ and until the concurrence of what is dOe to them 
for principal interefts, to take, have, and receive out o^ 
the moft liquid and effedive part of the faid revenues x>t 
the faid Spanilh Netherlands, except thofe of the faid duchy 
of Limbourg, to enjoy the fame themfelves, until they 
fliall be fully reimburfed. And if it fhould happen, that 
notwithftanding the faid redemption and reimburfemcnt 
being made or afligned, the revenue of the faid dUchy of" 
Limbourg (hould not amount to the faid fum of thirty 
thoufand crowns yearly, all charges'dedufted, we willj that 
there be difmembered, as from this time we difmember^ 
from the other countries belonging to us, adjacent, or ly-^. 
ing convenient to the faid duchy of Limhourg, fuch 
other towns, boroughs, villages and territories, Ss Ihall be 
requifite to make up by their yearly produce and reve-» 
nue, what Ihall be wanting of the faid .thirty thoOfand 
crowns yearly in the duchy of Limbourg, whidh towns^. 
boroughs, villages and territories, together with the reve- 
nue and appurtenances, fhall remain difmembered from 
our other lordftiips, and (hall be united and joined for the 
future, and for ever, to the faid duchy of Limbourg^ to 
be pofleffed by the faid Princefs of Urfini, with the fame 
title of fovereignty, jurifdi6lion> and prerogative before 
mentioned, and as making part of the faid duchy of Lim- 
bourg. And whereas, by the feveral propofals that are 
from time to time made to us, to attain the peace fo much, 
defired by us, and other princes and ftates of Europe en- 
gaged in the prefent war, fome of them tend to certain 
dlfmemberings of the faid Spanifli Netherlands, frond the 
other dominions that jnakc up our monarchy, we declare, 
yoL^II. G that 
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tliat our intention is, that thefe prcfcnts IhalLnot be prr- 
jodiced by the treaties of peace that fhall be made, and 
that all the princes and potentates interefted in the faid 
propofals, do ratify the difmembering we make by thefe 
prefcnts of the faid duchy of Limbourg, and the crefting 
of that in fovereignty, in favour of tne Frincefs tJrfini, 
fo as that flie^be put, and remain in full pofleffion, and 
peaceable enjoymertt thereof, within the ful> extent of 
thefe prefents, according to their form and tenor, and 
without any rcferve or feftriftion whatfoever j it being- 
our wilt, that the prefent donation be one of the condi- 
' tions of the treaties that may be made, in* what Ihrall con- 
(iern the faid Spanilh Netherlands, to the end the faid 
Princefs of Uffini', her heirs, fucceflbrs and affigns, may 
enjoy the faid duchy of Limbourg and its appurtenances, 
fully, peaceably, perpetually, and for ever, with the title* 
df lovcreignty, without any trouble and hindrance ; on 
the contrary, to effeft the fame, and to con ftraiii thereto* 
^11 thofe whom it (hall concern, or thlt are therefore ta 
be conftrained, we have, out of our fuH pt)wer and royal 
Authority, fupplied, as ^e do hereby ftipply all defefts or 
6miffi^S of rrght or faft, that might be fotmd or happen 
in this dortrftioTJy ceflion, and conveyance, either bj^ the 
fault of expreflion, of the value of the revenues, and of 
the employments of the faid duchy of Limbourg, -that are 
hot therein fpecified cr dechrcd, and that mrght be fcqui- 
fite by former ordinances^ to which, and the dcfogatories 
of the derogatorics therein contained,- we have exprefsly 
derogated, ^s we derogate by thefe prefents j for fuch is 
6ur will and good plearurre : willing tbatthefe prefent let-' 
tfers pateitts be deJivcred to the fard Princefs of Urfinr, 
that fhe may caufe the fame to be regfftered and publifhed 
^here it fhall be neceflary, and even to caufe them to be 
Inferted, with the donation an'd ceflion therern contained^ 
in the treaty of peace to be negotiated,, therein tt) be in- 
duded and acknowledged inthequality of fovereign prin- 
cfefs of the duchy of £imbourg, and in that quality ta 
cxercife the righ4 thereof, and there to make treaties and 
dliances with the princes and foverelgns that (hall inter- 
vene, enjoining the minillers and ambafTadors who (hall 
be tljere on our party ta acknowledge her as fuch, and alf 
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our ofEcers of the faid duchy of Limbourg, to obey thcfe 
prefents from the moment they fhall be notified to themi 
and to the end this prefent donation be firm and lading 
for ever, we have figned thefe- prefent letters with our owa 
hand, and caufed our great feal to be affixed to them, 
willing- and ordaining that they be regiftered in all and 
every one of our councils, and chambers of account where 
it fhall belong. Given at our city of Corclla, in our king- 
dom of Navarre, the. 28th day of September, in the year 
of our Lord, 17 11, and of our reign the eleventh. 

And her faid Majefly of Great Britain promifcs, that flic 
Villi maintain the faid Lady Priricefs of Urfini, or her af- 
figns, in the real, adual, and peaceable pofTeflion of the 
faid fovere'gnty and territory, againfl all and every one, at 
any time, and for ever, and that fhe will not permit, that 
the. faid Lady Princefs be diflurbed or molefled in the faid 
pofTefTion by any body, by right or fad. And whereas, 
the real pofTeffion of the fovereignty of the faid duchy of 
Limbourg, or of the territories as aforefaid to be fubro- 
gated, ought, by virtue of the before^mcntioned conven- 
tion, concluded the 27th of March lafl pafl, to have been 
already given to the faid Lady Princefs, although it is not 
yet given : therefore her* faid royal Majefty of Great Bri- 
tain, as a farther furety, promifes, and engages her royaj 
word, that fhe will not yield or remit, nor fufFer to be 
yielded or remitted to any body, the faid Span'fh Nether- 
lands, but will keep, or caufe the fame to be kept, not only 
until the faid Lady Princefs of tJrfini be put in adtual and 
peaceable pofTefTion of the faid fovereignty, but alfo, that 
thcTaid Lady Princefs of Urfini be, as aforefaid, acknow- 
ledged fovereign Lady of the faid fovereignty, and put ii\ 
poffeflion thereof by the Prince to whom the faid Spanifh 
Netherlands are to be yielded and remitted. 

This prefent Article fhall be ratified, and the exchange, 
of the ratifications fhall be made at Utrecht within fix 
weeks, or fooner, if pofTible.

Great Britain have fubfcribcd this prefent article, and

ANNE, by the grace of God, Queen of Great Britain, 
France, and Ireland, defender of the faith, &c. to 
all and fingular to whom thcfc prcfents (hall come, greet- 
ing. Whereas the right reverend father in God, our 
right truiiy and well-heloved couiifellor, John, biftiop of 
Briftol,our ambaflador extraordinary and plenipotentiary, 
dean of AVindfor, and regi^er of our moil noble order of 
the garter, did oa. our part, together with the plenipo- 
tentiaries qf his Catholic Majefty, conclude and fign at 

Utcecht, on the ^^* day of 221^^ 171 3> a treaty of corn-

merce between the fubjefts of Great Britain and Spain^ as 
follows: 

A Good and firm peace, and a true and fincere friend- 
fhip having, by the merciful afliftance of God, been 
happily eftablifhed between the moft ferene and potent 
Prince and Lady, Anne, by the grace of God, Queen of 
Great Britain, Frj^nce, and Ireland, &c. and the moft fe- 
leneand potent Prince and Lord, Philip V. by the grace 
of God Catholic King of Spain, &c,. and their heirs and 
fucceflbrs, kingdpm^s and fubjefts, by a treaty- of paci- 
fication, cohcWded at Utrecht the ^t ^7 oT the month 
of July laft pft, their Majefties before aH things made re 
^eitcare, diat the mutual a^vismtagc of their fobjefl^sii^

matters of trade, might be provided for after thebeft man- 
ner; and therefore they moft gracioufly gavie inftfuftioni 
to their ambaffadors extraordiitary and plenipotentiaries, 
(by whofe means the peace had been happily concluded) 
to draw up into a fblen^n treaty of comitierce, whatfoever^ 
after all things had been thoroughly confidered at the con-* 
fercncesheld for that purpofe at Madrid, ftiould.fc^m to 
conduce moft to this good cndj the faid aiTibaiTadora 
therefore, by virtue of their full powers, (copies whereof 
are infcrted word for word at the end of this inftrument)^ 
agreed upon articles of commerce for the explanation of 
former treaties, and greater eafe and convenience of tfade^ 
in the manner and form following: 

I. rr^HE treaty of peace, commerce, and alliance, con^ 
Jl eluded at Madrid, between the crowns of Greae 
Britain and Spain, the 44 day of May, 1.667, ^^ ratified 
and confirmed by this treaty, and for the greater ftrengthn 
ening and confirmation of the fame, it has been thoJUght 
proper to inferc it word for word in this place, togethw 
with the royal fcheduks or ordinations annexed to itj vm 
follows; 

The treaty of peace and friendfiiip between the crowns 
of Great Britain and Spain, concluded at Madrid the i^ 
day of May, in the year of our Lord, 1667, entered ihtq 
and concluded by the moft excellent Lord Edward, Eari of 
Sandwich, privy-counfelior to the moft ferenc and potent 
King of Gfeat Britain^ and his ambafiador extraordinary 
to Spain, in the name of the moft fei'ene King his mafter j 
and the moft excellent Lords Doa John Eberardo Nidah^ 
do, confeffor to the moft ferene Catholic Queen, inqui* 
fitor general and counfellor of ftate, Don Ramiro PHcli- 
pez Nunez de Guzman, duke of San Lucar Mayor, and 
of Medina de las Torres, counfellor of ftate, and prefidcnt 
of IcaJy^ and Don Gafpar of Bracamonti and Guzaiani 
<^ount of Penaranda, counfellor of ftate, and prefident of 
the'Indies, in the name of the moft ferene. and pdtent 
King and Queen irf" Spain, at Madrid the U day of May, 
i.66j. 
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In the name of the moji Hofy Trinity ^ Father^ Sony and Hcfy 
Cbofti three diftinSt Perfons, and One cnfy true God. 

ARTICLE I- 

J THIRST, it is agreed and concluded^ that from this day 
^ forward there (hall be, between the two crowns of 
reat Britain and Spain, a general, good, finccre, true, 
firm, and perfcft amity, confederation and peace, which 
Ihall endure for ever, and be obferved inviolably, as well 
by land, as by fea, and frefli-waters ; and alfo between 
the lands, countries, kingdoms, dominions, and terri- 
tories, belonging unto, or under the obedience of either of 
them. And that their fubjefts, people, and inhabitants 
refpeftivcly, of what condition, degree, or quality focver, 
'from henceforth reciprocally, (hall help, affifl-, and fhew 
to one another ail manner of love, good offices, ^nd friend- 
Ihip. 

II. That neither of the faid Kings, nor their refpedtivc 
people, fubje<!ls, or inhabitants, within their dominions, 
«pon any pretence, may in public or fccret, do, or pro- 
cure to be done, any thing againft the other, in any place, 
by fea or land, nor in the ports or rivers of the one or the 
ether, but (hall treat one another with all love and friend- 
ftiipi and may, by water and by land, freely and fccurely 
pafs into^thc confines, countries, lands, kingdoms, iflands, 
dominions, cities, towns, villages, walled or without wall, 
fortified or unfortified, their havens and ports (where hi- 
therto trade and commerce hath been accuft6med) and 
there trade, buy and fell, as well of and to the inhabitants 
of the refpeftive places, as thofe of their own nation, or 
any other nation that (hall be or come there. 

III. That the faid Kings of Great Britain and Spain, 
fhall take care that their refpeftive people and fubjefts, 
from henceforward, do abftain from all force, violence, 
or wrong ; and if any injury (hall be done by either of 
the faid Kings, or by the people or fubjefts of either of 
them, tb the people or fubjefts of the other, againft the 
articles of this alliance, or againft common right, there 
fliall not therefore be given letters of reprifal, marque, 
or counter-marque, by any of the confederates, until fuch 
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time as jufticc is fought^ and followed in the ordinary 
^ourfe of law. But if juftice be denied or delayed, then 
^he King whofe people or inhabitants have received harm, 
/hall alkit of th€ other, by whom (as is faid) the juftice 
ihall have been denied ©r delayed, or of the comoiiffion- 
•ers that fliail be, by the one King or the other^^ appointed 
to receive and hear fu<?h demands, to the end that all fuch 
^lifferences may be compounded an friendlhip, or accord- 
ing to law. But if there flaould be yet a delay, or juC- 
4:ice (hould not be done, nor fatisfa<aioa given within fix, 
4iior>ths after having the fame fo demanded, then «iay be 
given letters of peprifal, marque or counter-marque, 

IV; That between the King of Great Britain, and the 
King of Spain, and their refpeftive people, fubjedfcsand in- 
habitanta, as well apan fea as upon land, and frefe-waters, 
in aU aod every their kingdoms, lands, countries, domi- 
Jiions, confines, territories, provinces, iflands, plantations, 
cities, villages, towns, ports, rivers, creeks, bays, ftreights, 
and currents, where hitherto trade and commerce hat^ 
J^een accuftomed, there fhaM be trade and commerce^ 
in fuch way and manner, that without fafe conduft, and 
without general or partioular iiccftc^, tl>e people and fi*b- 
jc6ls of each other may freely, as well by land as by fea, 
and freih-waters, navigate and go into their faid countries, 
kingdoms, donainions, and all the cities, ports, currents, 
bays^ diftri^bs, and other places thereof; and may enter 
into any pott with their ihips laden or empty, carriage or 
carriage, wherein to bring their mefchandize, mnd.thcre 
buy and fdt w4iat, and how m^ch they pjcafcj and alfo at 
juft and reafonable rates provide themfclves with provi-^ 
fions, and other neceffary things, for their fubfiftence and 
voyage; and aifo may repair their ihips and carriages, and 
from thence again freely depart with their Ihips, carriages, 
goods, uierchandi^e and eftate, and return to their own 
countries, ^r^to fuch other places as they fhall think fit, 
without any moleftation or impediment^ fo that they pay 
the duties and cuftoms which fhall be due, and faving to ^ 
either fide the laws and ordinances of their country* 

V, I/em^ It is likewife agreed, that for the merchan- 
dizes which the fubjefts of the King of Great Britain fliali 
buy in Spain, or ojbcr the kingdoms or dominions of the 
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King of Spain, and (hall carry in their own (hips, or In (hipa 
hired or lent unto them, no new cuftoms, toll, tenths, fub- 
fidies, or other rights or duties whatfoever, (hall be taken 
or increafed, other than thofe which in the like cafe the 
natives thcmfelve s, and all other ftrangers are obliged to 
pay i and the fubje£ts aforefaid buying, felling and con- 
trafting for their merchandizes, as well in re^ft of the 
prices, as of all duties to be paid, (hall enjoy the fame i>ri- 
vileges which are allowed to the natural fubjefts of Spain j 
and may buy, and lade their (hips with luch goods and 
ii\erchandizes i which faid (hips being laden, and cuftoms 
paid for the goods, (hall not be detained in port upon any 

J)rctencc whatfoever; nor (hall the laders, merchants, or 
aftors, who bougfit and loaded the goods aforefaid, be 
queitioned after the departure of the laid (hips, for any 
jmatter or thing whatfoever concerning the fame. 

VI. And to the end that the officers and minifters of all 
cities, i»wns, and villages belonging to either, may nei- 
ther demand nor take from the refpe£tive merchants and 
people, greater taxes, duties, ftipends, rccompences, gifts, 
or any other charges, than what ought to be taken by vir- 
tue of this treaty j and that the faid merchants and people 
may know and undcrftand with certainty what is ordained 
in all things touching this, it is agreed ^nd concluded, 
that tables and lifts (hall be put up at the doors of the cuf- 
tom-houfes and regiftrics of all the cities, villages, and 
towns ofj or pertaining to one or the other King, where 
fqch rights and cxcifes, or cuftoms, arc ufually paid j in 
-which, how much, and of what quality, fuch rights, cuf- 
toms, fubfidies, and payments, either to the Kings, or any 
the aforefaid officers are allowed, (hall be put down in wrir 
ting, declaring as well the fpecies of what is imported, as 
what is carried out. And if any officer, or any other in 
^1$ name, upon any pretence whatfoever, in public or 
fccret, dircftly or indirc6tly, (hall alk or receive of any 
tnerchant, or other perfon refpeflively, any fum of mo- 
Bcy or other thing, oy the name of right, ducji ftipend, 
^illowaace, or recompence, (though it be by the way of 
voluntary donative) more or otherwifc thac^ aforefaid, the 
faid officer or his deputy being in fuch manner guilty^ and 
CQnviflicd t>€fp(c a coippetent judge in the country where 
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the criipe is committed, (hdl be put in prifojn /or thKp 
months, and fhall pay thrice the value of the thing io rcr 
ceived -, of which, the half fhall be for the King of the 
country where the crime is committed^ and the other hajtf 
for the denunciator, for the which he may fue. his right 
before any competent judge of the country wheje itjtt^all

VII. That fhall be lawful for the fubjefts of the King 
of Great Britain, to bring out and carry into Spain, and all 
or any lands and dominions of the King of Spain,' (wher^ 
heretofore they have ufed trade and commerce) and trade 
there with all kind of merchandize, clothes, maqufaftvii-e^, 
and things of die kingdom of Great Britain,, and the ma- 
nufaftures, goods, fruits, and kinds of the iflands, towns, 
and plantations to him appertaining, and what fhall have 
been bought by Eijglilh fa(5tors on this fide, or farther oi^ 
the other fide of the cape of Buena Efperanca, without

or any goods, eftates, and merchandize, to any of the 
territories, iflands, dominions, and countries. of the King 
of England, or to- any other place, paying the rights and 
tributes mentioned in the antecedent chapters j a(id the reft 
of all their lading which is not brought to land^.they m^y 
detain, keep and carry away in their faid fhip or fhips^, vef-. 
fcl or veflels, again, without paying any right qr in)pofi-v 
tion whatfoever for ^t, as if therewith they had neyejr.bcea 
within any bay or port of the Catholic Kipg.. And aH 
the goods, eftates, merchandize, fhips, -or other yefTelsj^^ 
with any things introduced into the dominion? or peaces o£ 
the crown- of Great Uritain^s prizes, and judged for fucl^ 
in the faid dorriinipns and places, fhall be taken for goods^ 
and merchandize bf Great Britain^ coniprejiendfd, {q by* 
the intention of this article- 

VIII . Th^t the rubjcfts and vaffcls of the naofl ferencf 
King of Great Britain, may. bring and carry to all and fin-, 
gular the dominions of the King of Spain, any fruits and! 
QO|i[^mq^itie§ of the Igaftindi^s^ it appe^in§ by teflimbnyi 
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of ^c dcpxnies of the EaftJndia Company in London^ 
that they are of, or have come from the Englifh conquefts, 
plantations or fafloj-iesj with like privilege, and according 
to what is allowed to tire fiibjcfts of the United Provinces, 
by the royal cedulas of Contravando, bearing date the 
aythof June, and the 3d of July, 1663, and publilhcd on 
the 30th of June, and 4th of July, the fame year* And 
for what may concern both the Indies, and any other parts 
whatfoever, the crow« of Spain doth grant to the King of 
Great Britain and his fub)e6):s» )dl that is granted to 
the United States of the Low Countries, and their iiib- 
jefts, in their treaty of Munftcr, 1648, point for pointy 
in as full and ample manner as if the fame were hereia 
particularly infertcd, tJie fame rules being to. be oiDferved, 
whereunto the fobjefb of tlie faid United States are 
obliged^ and mutual offices of friendlhip to be performed 
from one fide to the other, 

IX. That die fvibje<5bs «f the King of Great Britain, 
trading, buying, and felling in any of the kingdoms, go- 
vernments, iflands, ports, or territories, of the faid King 
^f Spain, (hall have, ufe^ and enjoy all the privileges and 
immunities, which the faid King hath granted ajwi con- 
firmed to the Englilh irverchants that refide in Andal-uzia, 
by his royal cedulas or orders, dated the 19th day of 
March, tlie ^6th day of Jiine, and the 9th day of No' 
vember, 1645, his Catholic Majefty, by thefe prefents, re* 
confirming the fame as a part of this treaty between the 
two crowns. And to the end that it may be Koanifeft to 
all, it is confentedj that the faid fchcdules (as to the whole 
fubftance thereof) be pafled. and transferred to the body of 
the prefcnt articles, in the name and favour of ali and (in* 
gular the fubje(5is of the Xing of Great Britain, refiding 
and trading in any places wjmfoeyer, within Jus Catholic 
jMajefty's dominions. , . , 

X. That the fbips, or any other veffels that fliall be- 
long to' the King or Great Britain, or his fubjefts, navi-» 
gating into the King of Spain^s dominions, or any of hii 
ports, Ihall not be vifited by the judges of counterband, or 
by any othier officer or perfon, by his own, or by any other 
authority -, nor Ihall any foldiers, armed men, or other of* 
ficers or perfoHS^ be put on board any of the faid ftiips or 
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veflcls; nor fliall the officers of the cuftom-houfe of the 
one or the other party, fearch in any veflels or Ihips be- 
longing to the people of the one or the other, which fliall 
enter into their regions, dominions, or refpedlive ports, 
until their faid fliips or veflels are unladen, or until they 
have carried on fhore all the lading and merchandize 
which they declare they refolve to difembark in the faid 
port J nor fliall the captain, mafter, or any other of the 
company of the faid fliips, be imprifoned, or they or their 
boats detained on fliore ; but in the interim, officers of the 
cuftom-houfe may be put on board the faid veflTels or 
fliips, fo th^y exceed not the number of three for each 
fliip, to fee that no goods or merchandize be landed out of 
the faid fliips and veflels, without paying fuch duties as by 
thefe articles either party is obliged to pay ; which faid of- 
ficers are to be without anv^ charge to the fliip or fliips, 
veflTel or veflels, their commanders, mariners, company, 
merchants, faftors, or proprietors. And when it happens 
that the mafter or owner of any fliip fliall declare the 
whole lading of his faid fliip is to be difcharged in any 
port, the entry of the faid lading fliall be made in the cuf- 
tom-houfe, after the ufual manner; and if, after the entry 
made, any other goods be found in the faid fliip or fliips, 
more than what are contained in the faid entry, eight 
working days fliall be allowed them, on which they may 
work, (which fliall be reckoned from the day they began 
to unlade) to the end that the concealed goods may be en- 
tered, and the confifcation of them prevented : and in cafe 
that in the time limited, the entry or manifcftatiori* of 
them, fliall not have been made, then fuch particular 
goods only, which fliall be found, as afortfaid, though the 
unlading be not finiflied, fliall be confifcated, and not 
any other, nor fliall other trouble be given, or punifliment 
inflifted on the merchant or owner of the fliip j and when 
the fliips or veflels are reladen, they may have freedom to' 
go out again. 

XL That the fliip or fliips appertaining to the one or 
the other King, or to their refpeftive people and fubjefts 
that fliall enter into any ports, lands, or dominions of the 
one or the other, and fliall difcharge any part of their goods 
and merchandizes in any port or haven, being configned 
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v;ich the reft to other places, within or without the faid do- 
minions, ihall not be obliged to rcgifter or pay the rights 
of ariy other goods or merchandizes, than of that which 
they ihall unlade in the faid port or haven, nor be con-- 
ftrained to give bond for the goods they fhall carry to 
other places, nor any caher fecurity, if it be not in cafe 
of felony, debt, treafon, or other capital crime. 

XII. Whereas, the one moiety of the cuftom of all fo- 
reign goods and merchandizes imported into England, is 
allowed and returned back to the importer, if the faid 
goods be exported out of the faid kingdom within twelve 
months afrtr the firft landing, upon oath made that, thejr 
are the fame goods which paid cuftom inwards, and that if 
they be not reihip'd within the faid twelve months, yet 
they may at all times be exported without paying any cuf- 
tom or duty outwards ; it is therefore agreed, that if any 
the fubjetts of the King of Great Britain, (hall hereafter 
land any goods or merchandized, of what growth or nature 
focver they be, in any c^ the ports of his Catholic Majefly, 
and having entered them, and paid the cuftom which by 
this treaty ought to be paid, and (hall afterwards defire to 
tranfport them, or any part of them, to any other place 
whatfoever, for a better market, it ihall and may be law- 
ful, for him or them,, fo to do freely, without paying, or 
being demanded any other cuftom or duty at all for the 
fame, he or they making oath, if required thereunto, that 
they are the fame goods for which cuftom was paid at the 
landing : and in cafe that the fubjeds, people, and inha^ 
bitants of the dominions of either part ftiall unlade, or 
^ave in any cjty, town, or village refpeftivply, any 
goods, merchandizes, fruiis, or eftates, and have paid the 
Jcuftoms due, according to what hath been declared, jtncj 
^ftcr that, ^ot bejng a^le to put them off, fhall refolve to 
remit them to fome other city, town, or village of the faidi 
/dominions, they may not only do it without difficulty or 
impedimeat, and without paying other rights than wha{ 
were due at their entry, but Ukewife the cuftom or rights 
ihall not be paid again in any otfeer part of the faid do- 
minions, bringing certifica'^^s from the officers of the cuf- 
tom-houfe, that they were paid before in the due form^ 
Aud. tbe chief f^mers and Qoipmifliooer* of the King. of 
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Spain*s rents in all places, or fome other oilicer or officer* 
to be appointed for that purpole, fhall at all tinnes permit 
and fuffer the tranfportation of all fuch goods and mer- 
c handizes from place to place, and give fufficient certifi- 
cate to the owners thereof, or their affigns, of their hav- 
ing paid their cuftom at their firft landing whereby they 
may be carried to,» and landed at any other port or place* 
of the faid jurildiftion, free from all dutes or impcdhnents- 
whatfoevcr, as aforefaid, faving always the right of any 
third pcrfon. - 

XIII. That it Ihall be lawful For the fhips belonging ta 
the fubjefts of the one or the other King, to anchor in the 
roads or bays of" either, without being conftrained to enter 
into port; and in cafe they be neccffitated to enter there- 
into, cither by diftrefs of weather, fear of enemies, pi- 
rates, or any other accident, in cafe the faid fliips be nor 
bound to an enemy's port, and carrying thither contra- 
band goods, (whereof without fome clear proof they flialf 
not be queftioned) it fhall be lawful for the faid fubjedls to 
return to fea freely when they pleafe, with their (hips and 
goods, fo as they do not break bulk, or expofe any thing 
to fak; and that when they caft anchor, or enter the ports 
aforefaid, they be not molefted or vifited j and it fhall 
fufEce, that in this cafe they fhew their paffports, or lea- 
papers, which being fcen by the. refpeftive officers of 
either King, the faid fhips fliall return freely to fea with- 
out any moleftation. 

XIV. And if any Ihip or fhips belonging to the fubjeds 
and merchants of the one or the other, entering into bays, 
or in the open fe^a, fhall be encountered by the fhips of 
the faid -Kings, or of privateers their fubje&s, the faid 
fhips, to prevent all dilorders, fhall not come within can- 
non fliot, but fhall fend their long-boat, or pinnace, to 
the merchant-fhip, and only two or three men on board, 
to whom the n^iafter or owner fhall fhew his paffports and 
fea-letters, according to the form which fhall be inferted 
at the end of this treaty, whereby not only the fhip's lading, 
but the place to which fhe belongs, and as well the mafter 
and owner's name, as the name of the fhip, may appear ; 
by which means the quality of the fhip, and her mafler or 
owner, will be fufficrcntjy known,, ^s alfo thccomoiodities 
^ Ihe

(he carries, whether they be contraband^ or not ; to the 
which paflports and fea^'lctrers, entire faith and credit (hall 
be given, fo much the rather, for that as well on the part 
of the Kin^ ofEngland, as of the King of Spain, fome 
countcr-figns Ihall be given, if it Ihall be found neceflary, 
whereby their authenticalnefs may the better appear, and 
that they may not be in any ways falfified* 

XV. If any prohibited merchantlize or goods fliall be 
exported from the kingdoms, dominions, and territories of 
either of the faid Kings, by the refpeftive people or fub- 
jefls of the one or the other, in fuch cafe the prohibited 
goods (hall be only confifcated, and not the other goods ; 
ticither (hall the delinquent incur any other puni(hmenr, 
cncept the faid delinquent (liall carry out from the refpec- 
tive Kingdoms or dominions of the King of Great Britain, 
the proper coin> wool, or fullers-earth of the faid king- 
doms ; or Ihall carry out of the refpcftive kingdoms, or 
dominions of the faid King of Spain, any gold or filver, 
wrought or unwrought; in either of which cafes, the laws 
of the rcfpeftive countries are to take place. 

XVI. That it fhall be lawful for the people and fub- 
jefts of both Kings, to have accefs to the relpe6tive ports 
of the one and the other, and there remain, and depart 
again with the fame freedom, not only with their (hips, and 
other velTcls for trade and commerce, but alfo with their 
other (hips fitted for war, armed, and drfpofed to re(jft and 
eno-age the enemy, and arriving by ftrefs of weather to re- 
pair their (hips, or furnilh themfelves with provifions ; {o 
that entering willingly, they be not fo numerous, that they 
give juft occafion of fufpicion, to which end they are not 
to exceed the number ot eight, nor continue in their ha- 
vens, nor about their ports, longer time than they (hall 
have juft caufe for the repair of their (hips, to take in 
provifions, or other neceflfary things, much lefs be. the oc- 
cafion of interrupting the free commerce, and coming in 
of other (hips, of nations in amity with either King} and 
when an unufiial number of men of war by accident fliall 
come unto any port, it (hall not be lawful for' them to 
come into the fai^ ports or havens, not having firft ob- 
tained permi(fion of the King unto whom the faid ports do 
belopgi or the governor of the faid ports, if they be not 
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forced thereinto by ftrefs of weather, or other necelHtfjf 
to avoid the danger of the fea; and in fuch cafe they (hall 
prefently acquaint the governor, or chief magiftrate of t)ie 
place, with the caufe of their coming^; nor (hall they re- 
inain there any longer tinTe than the faid governor or ma- 
giftrate fhall think convenient, or do any aft of hoftility 
in fuch ports, that may prove of prejudice to the one or 
the other of the faid Kings. 

XVII. That neither the faid King of Great Britafn, 
nor the King of Spain, by arry mandate general, nor par- 
ticular, nor for any caufc what^ever, Ihalt embark or 
detain, hinder or take, for his refpeftive fervice, any mer- 
chant, mafter of a fhip, pilot, or mariner, their Ihips, 
merchandize, cloaths, or other godds belonging' unto the 
One or the other> in their ports or waters, if it be not that 
either of the faid Kings, or the perlbns to whom the fhips 
belong, be firl! advertifed thereof and do agree thereun- 
to : provided that this fhall not beconftrued to hinder or 
interrupt the ordinary courfe of juftice and law ia either 
country^ 

XVIIL That the merchants and iubjefts of the one 
and the other King, their faftors and fervants, as alfo 
their (hips, mafters, or mariners, may as well going as 
coming, upon fea and other waters, as in the havens and 
ports of the one and the other refpeftively> carry and ufe 
all kind of arms, deferrfive and offenfive, without bcino^ 
obliged to regifter them, as alfb upon land to carry and 
life them for their defence, according to the cuftom of the 
place. 

XIX. That the captains, officers, and mariners, of the 
fliips belonging to the people and fubjefts of either party, 
may not commence an aflion, nor hinder or bring trouble' 
ppon their own fhips, their captains, ofRcers, or mariners, 
in the refpeftive kingdoms, dominions, lands, countries, 
or places of the other, for their wages or falaries, or un- 
der any other pretence. Nor may they put themfelves, or 
be received, by what pretext or colour foeyer into the 
fervice or protcftion of the King of England^ or King of 
Spain, or their arms j but if any controverfy happen be- 
tween nherchants and mafters of fhips, or between mafters 
^nd mariners, the compofing thereof Ihall be left to the 
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ronful of the nation^ but after fuch manner^ as he who 
fhall not fubmit to the arbitrement, may appeal to the or- 
dinary jufticc of the place where he is fubjcft. 

XK. And to the end that all impediments be taken 
away, and that the merchants and adventurers of the king- 
doms of Great Britain^ be permitted to return to Brabant, 
Flanders, and other the provinces of the Low Countries, 
under the jurifdtction of the King of Spain ; forafmuch as 
it hath been thought convenient, that all, and any the 
laws, edi^s, and a£b, by which the importation of cloth, 
or any cloth, or any other woollen manufaAure, of what 
kind foevcr, dyed or undycd, milled or unmilled, into 
Flanders, or the other provinces, hath been prohibited, 
be revoked and difannuUed -, and that if any right, tri- 
bute, impofition, charge, or money, hath been, with pcr- 
milBon, or otherwifc, put upon cloths, or any of the aforc- 
faid woollen manufafturcs lo imported, (except the ancient 
tribute upon every piece of cloth, and proportionably upon 
<very otner woollen manufafture, agreeable to thd an- 
cient treaties and agreements between thi then Kings of 
England, and the Dukes of Burgundy, and Governors of 
the Low Countries) the fame fhould be altogether void, 
and no fuch tribute or impofition from henceforth impofcd, 
6r put upon the faid cloths or manufafltures, for any cauk 
or pretext whatfoever ; and that all the Englifh merchants, 
trading in any of the (aid provinces, their faftors, ferv^nts, 
or commiffioners, fhonjd enjoy from henceforward, all the 
privileges, exemptions, immunities, and benefits, which 
formerly have been agreed and given by the aforefaid an- 
cient treaties and agreements, between the then Kings of 
England, and the Dukes of Burgundy, and Governors of 
the Low-Countries ; it is therefore agreed, that deputies 
ftiall be named by the King of Great Britain, who meet- 
ing with the Marquis of Caftel-Rodrigo, or the governor 
of thofe provinces for the time being, or any other minif- 
ters of the King of Spain, fufficiently authorifed in this bc- 
halfi (hall friendly treat and conclude hereupon; and 
alfo fuch further privileges, immunities, and neceffary ex- 
emptions, fuitablQ to the prefent ftate of affairs, Ihall be 
granted for th^ encouragement of the faid merchants and 
adventurers, and for the fccurity of their trade and com- 
* " " X merce, 
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inefce, as fiiall be Agreed upon in a fpecill treaty, tkat 
Ihall be-made between both the kbgs> touching this parti* 
cular* 

XXL The fubjefts arid inhabitants of the kingdoms 
and dominions of the mod ferene King of Great Britain 
and Spain refpedively, fliall with all fecurity and liberty, 
fail to, and traffic in all the kingdoms^ eftates, or coun- 
tries, whith are or fliall be in peace^ amity> or neutrality,' 
with the one or the other* . 

XXII. And they {hall not be difturbed or difquieted 
in that liberty, by the ihips or fubjeds of the faid kings 
refpeSively, by rcafon of the hoftilities which are, or may- 
be hereafter^ between either of the faid kings, and the 
aforefaid kingdoms, countries, and dates, oranyof them^ 
which Ihall be in frieiidlhip olr neutrality with the other. • 

XXIII. And in cafe that withiq* the faid ihips refpec- 
tively, be found by the abovefaid means, any merchan- 
dize hereunder mentioned, being of contraband and pro- 
hibited, they Ihall be taken out and confifcated, before 
the Admiralty, or other competent judges; but for thia 
teafon the Ihip, and the other free and allowed commodi-- 
ties which ihall be found therein, ihall in no wife be either 
feized or confifcated. 

XXIV* Moreover, for better prevention of the dif* 
ferences which might arife torching the meaning of for- 
bidden merchandize and of contraband; it is declared 
and agreed, that under this name ihall be comprehended 
all fire-arms, as ordnancie^ muikets, mortar-pieces, pe- 
tards, bombs, granadoes, fire-crancels, fire-balls, muiket- 
refls, bandelicrs, gunpowder, match, falt-petre, and bul* 
lets ; likewife under the name of forbidden merchandize^ 
are underitood all other arms, as pikes, fwords, pots^ 
helmets, backs and breails, halberds, javelins^ and fucli 
like armour; under this name is likewife forbidden the 
tranfportation of foldiers, horfes, the*ir harnefles, cafes of 
piftols, holilers, belts, and other furniture, formed and 
compofed for the ufe of war* 

XXV. Xikewife, to prevent all manner of difpute and 
contention, it is agreed, that under the name of forbid* 
den merchandize, and of contraband, ihall not be com- 
prehended wheat, rye^ barley, or other grain, or pulfe, 

VoL.IL H falt^ 
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felt, wine, oil, and generally whatfoever belongs to tlic 
ftjftaining and nourilhing of life, but they fliall remain free, 
as likewife all other merchandises not comprehended in 
the preceding articles; and the tranfportation of them 
ftall be free and permitted, although it be to the towns and 
places of enemies, unlefs fuch towns and places be befieged^ 
and blocked up, or furroundtd. 

• . XXVI. It is alfo agreed, that whatfoever ihall be found 
laden by the fubjcAs or inhabitants* of the kingdomis and 
dominions of cither of the faid Kings of England and Spain, 
aboard the fhips of the enemies of the other, though it be 
not forbidden merchandize, fliall be confifcatcd^ with all 
things elfe which fliall be found within the faid fliipsj with- 
out exception or referve^ 

XXVII. That the confiil which hereafter fliall reffde m 
any of the dominions ofthc King of Spain, for the help and 
protetStion of the fubjcfts of the King of Great Britain,. 
fhall be named hj the King of Great Britain, and he fo 

. named, fliaH have and exercife the fame power and autho* 
rity in the execution of his cb3rge, as any other conful 
h^th formerly had in the dominions of the faid King of 
Sj^ain : and in like manner the Spsnifti conful refiding in 
Englandjfliall enjoy as much authority as the confuls of any 
Other nation have hitherto enjoyed in that kingdom* 

XXVIII. And that the laws of commerce that are ob* 
tained by peace, may not remain unfruitful, as would fall 
out if the fubjedsof the King' of Great Britain, when they 
go to, come from, or remain in the don>ink)ns or lordftiips- 
of the King of Spain, by reafon of their commerce or 
other bu&nefi, fliould be molefted for cafe of confcience; 
therefor?, that the commerce be fecure, and without dan- 
ger, as weH \i[x>n land as fea, the faid King of Spain fliall 
provide, that the fubjeds of the faid King of Great Bri- 
tain, fliall not be aggrieved contrary to tb« laws of com^ 
merce, and that none of them fliall be molcfted or dif- 
ttrrbed for their confcience, fo long a& they give no pub- 
lic fcandal or offence; and the {aid King of Great Britain 
fliall Kkewife provide, for the fame reasons, that the fub* 
jedsof the King of Spain Ihall not be molefted ordifturbed 
for their confcietice, againfl th-e laws of commerce, fo long 
as they give no public feandal or offence. 

XXIX.^ That the people and fubjefts refpe^ftivdy of one. 

kingdom 
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krngdomi in the dominions, territories, regions, or colo- 
nies of the Others flfiall not be compelled to fell their mer- 
chandize for brafs-metal coin, or exchange them for other 
coin or things, agai'nft tTleir will ; or having fold them, to 
teceive the payment jn other fpecies thah what they bar- 
gained for, dotwithftanding any law, or other cuftom, 
tontrary to this article. 

XXX. That the mercTiahts of both nations, and their 
fadtors, fervants^ and families, commiffioners, or otheri 
by theta emplo;^ed j as alfo rriaflers of Ihips, pilots, and 
mariners, may remain freely and fectirely in the faid do- 
minion, kingdoms, and territories, of either of the faid 
kings, and alfo in their ports atid rivers; and the people 
and fubjefts of the one king, may have, and with ali free- 
dom and fecurity enjoy, in all the lands and dominions 
ivhatfoever of the cither, their proper houfes to live in; 
their warehoofes and magazines for their goods and mer- 
chandize, which they Ihall poffefs during the time for which 
ihey Ihall have taken, hired, and agreed for them; with* 
but any impediment. 

. XXXI. The inhabitants and fubjcdl^ off the faid confe- 
derate kings, in all the lands ahd places under -the obedi- 
ence of the one or the other, fliaill ufe and employ thofe 
advocates, prodprs, fcriveners, agents, and folicitors, 
tvhdm tbey think fit, the Which Ihaill be left to theit choice, 
and confehted to by the ordinary judges^ as often as there 
fliall be occafioni and they Ihall not be conftrained to. 
fliew their tooks and papers of account to any perfon, if 
k be no't to give evidence for the avoiding law-fuits and 
fcontroVerfies ; rieithef fliall they be embarked, detained,' 
Or fakeri otit of their hands, upon any pretence Whatfo- 
fcver. And it fhall be permitted to the people and fub- 
je€ti of either king, in thejtefpedtive places where they 
fliail refide, to keep their books' of account, traffick and 
correfpo'ndencei m what language they pleaife, in Englifh, 
Spanifli, Dutch, or any other, the which fliall not be mo- 
lefted, or fubjeft to any inquifition. And whatfoever 
clfe hath Been granted by either party, concerning this par- 
ticular, to any other nation^ fliall be undefrfood likewifc 
to be granted here; 

. XXXII. That in cafe tile eltate of an)r perfon or peU 
fonV fliair be fequelteiTed, or feized on by any court of 

H z juftice 
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Juftlcc or tribuDal whatfoeveri within the kingdoms and 
dominions of either party^ and any eftate or debt happen 
to lie in the hands of the delinquents belonging bona fide 
to the people and fubjeds of the other^ the faid ellate or 
debts diall not be confifcated by any of the faid tribunals^ 
but fliall be reftorcd to the true owners in fpecie^ if they 
yet remain, and if not, the value of them, (according to 
the cont;raA and agreement which was made between the 
parties fliall be reflored within three months after the faid 
lequeftration. 

XXXIIL That the goods and eflates of the people and 

fubjedts of the one king, that fliall die in the countries, 

- lands, and dominions of the other, fliall be preferved for 

the lawful heirs and fucceflfors of the deceafed ; the right 

of any third perfon always referved, 

XXXIV. That the goods and eftates of the fubjeds of 
the King of Great Britain^ that fliall die without making a 
Tvijl in the dominions of the King of Spain, fliall be put in- 
to inventory, with their papers, writings, and books of ac- 
count, by the conful, or other public minifter of the King 
of Great Britain, and depofited in the hands of two or 
three merchants, that fliall be named by the faid conful 
or public minifter, to be kept for the proprietors and 
creditors; and neither the Cruzada, nor any other judica- 
tory whatfoever, fliall intermeddle therein \ which alfo, 
in the like cafe, fliall be obferved in England, towards the 
fubjedls of the King of Spain, 

XXXV. That a decent and convenient burial-place 
Ihall be granted and appointed to bury the bodies of the 
fubjefts of the King of Great Britain, who fliall die within 
the dominions of the King of Spain* 

XXXVI. If it fliall hiippen hereafter that any diffe-. 
rence .fall our, (which God forbid) between the King of 
Great Britain and the King of Spain, whereby the mutual 
commerce and good correfpondence may be endangered, 
the refpeftive fubjedls and people of each party fliall have 
notice thereof given them in time, that is to fay, the fpacc 
of fix months, to tranfport their merchandize and efFeds, 
without giving them in that time any mole^ation or trouble, 
or retaining or embarking their goods or perfons- 

XXXVTi. AH goods and rights concealed or embark- 
ed, 
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•ed, moveables, immoveables, rents, deeds, debts, crcdtts, 
a^id the like, which have not, with a formal notice' of the 
caufe, and by a legal condemnation, according to the or- 
dinary juffice, been, brought into the royal exchequer at- 
the time of <:oncluding this treaty, fliall remain at the full 
and free difpofal of the proprietors, their heirs, or of thofe 
who fliall have their right, with all the fruits, rents, and 
emoluments thereof, and neither thofe who have conceal^ 
ed the faid goods, nor their heirs, fliall be molefted for 
this caufe, by the exchequers refpedively ; but the pro- 
prietors, their heirs, or thofe who fliall have their right, 
ihall have, for the faid goods and rights, their adtion at 
iaw, as for their own proper goods and eftate. 

XXXVIIL It is agreed and concluded, that the peo- 
ple and fubjedts of the King of Great Britain, and of the 
King of Spain, fliall have and enjoy in the refpedive lands, 
feas, ports, havens, roads, and territories of the one or the 
other, and in all places whatfoever, the fame privileges^' 
fecurit;cs, liberties, and injmunities, whether they con* 
cern their f erfons or trade, with all the beneficial claufes 
and circumftances which have been granted, or fliall be 
hereafter granted by either of the faid kings, to the moft 
Chriftian King, the States General of the United Provin- 
ces, the Hans- Towns, or any other kingdom or ftate what- 
foever, in as full, ample, and beneficial manner, as if 
the fame were particularly mentioned and inferted in thi3 
treaty. 

XXXIX. In cafe any difference or difpute fliall happen 
on either fide concerning thefe articles of trade and com- 
merce, by either the ofiicers of the Admiralty, or other 
perfon whatfoever, in the one or the other ktngdom*; the 
complaint being prefented by the party concerned, to 
their Majefties, or to any of their council, their faid Ma- 
jefties fliall caufe the da^mages forthwith to be repaired, 
and all things, as they are above agreed, to be duly exe- 
cuted ; and in cafe, that in progrefs of time any frauds or 
inconveniencies be difcovered in the navigation and com- 
merce between both kingdoms, againft. which fufficient 
prevention hath not been made in thefe articles, other pro- 
vifions may be hereafter mutually agreed on, as fliall be 
judged convenient, the prefcnt treaty remaining, ftill in full 
force and vigouri XL, It; 
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XL. It is likewife accorded and concluded| that the 
moft ferene and renowned Kings of Great Britain and 
Spain^ ihall fincerely and faithfully obferve and keep, and 

Erocurc to be obferved and kept, by their fubjeds and in- 
abitants refpeftively, all and fingijlar the capitulations in 
this prefent treaty agreed and concluded, neither ihall 
they, cliredly or indireftly, infringe the fame, or confcnt 
that the fame fliall be Infringed by any of their fubjefts or 
inhabitants. And they (hall ratify and confirm ail and 
fingular the conventions before accorded by letters patents 
reciprocally, in fufficient, full, and efFeftual form, and 
the fame fo formed and made, fliall interchangeably deli- 
ver, or caufe to be delivered, faithfully and really, within 
four months after the date of thefc prefents ; and they feaU 
then, as foon as conveniently may be, caufe this prefent 
treaty of peace and amity to be publiflied in all places, and 
in the manner accuftomcd. 

In witnefs whereof, we the abovementioned Ambaflado^ 
Extraordinary of the moft fcrene King of Great Britain, 
jin3 the Commiflaries of the moft ferene King and Queen 
of Spain, have put our feals to this prefent treaty, fub-

the 29th day of the month of December, in the year 1677,

fide and commerce in Andaluzia, principally in the city 
oi Sevilla, San Lucar, Cadiz, and Malaga, humbly entreat 
me, that I would be pleafed to confirm to you the privi- 
ieges, exemptions, and liberties which appertain to you, as 
well by the articles of the faid peace, as by the confirma- 
tion§ of them, and other favours and indultos, which the 
King my Lord and father (now in glory) grjinted you, and 
all others whatfoever, that have been granted by my crowns 
of thefe-my kingdoms of Caftile and of Portugal, com- 
manding that tbey be obf^rve^ a^id accoixipliflied in ail, 
and through all, without any limitation^ and that they may 
be of more force, to grant them anew, with the qualiticsj^ 
ampliScations, conditions, dnd declarations, which may 
l>e moft convenient for you, impofing puni&n^nts ijpoa 
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whom ihall contradid them, and not obferve them ; and 
that it may be known what they are, that there be givea 
copies of them, of what favour I have granted them, hav- 
ing a due regard to the aforefaid, and becaufe that for the 
occafions which I have of wafs, you have offered to affift 
me with two thoufand five hundred ducats of filver, pay- 
ing one thoufend down, and the other thoufand five hun« 
drcd remaining, in the month of April, of this prefect 
year, for which Don Francifco Moreno^ with the inter- 
vention of Don Antonio de Can\po^Redondoy Rio^ Knight 
of the order of St. James, of my privy council, and of my 
exchequer, in your name, and by virtue of your power, 
pafled a writing or obligation in form, before John Cortez 
de la Cruz, my notary, I have thought fit, and by thefe 
prcfents, of my own proper motive, certain knowledge, 
and royal and abfolute power, which in this part I will 
life, and do ufe, as King and natural Lord^ not acknow- 
ledging any fuperior in temporals, I confirm and approve 
the faid privileges of exemptions, and liberties which ap- 
pertain to you, as well by the articles of the faid peace, 
^ by the confirmations of them, and the reft of the fa- 
vours, indultos, which the King my Lord arid father 
granted you, and any others whatfoever, which have been 
granted by my crowns of Caftilc and Portugal^ to the faid 
vaflals in all, and through all, as therein, and in every 
thing, and in part thereof is fpecified, contained, and 
declared, that they may be firm, ftable, and valid to youi 
and be obferved to you, kept and fulfilled, becaufe that 
tny intention aqd deliberate will is, that all thofe of the faid 
nation may enjoy, and do enjoy them without any limi- 
tation, with condition, that during the time they ftiall refidc 
in Andaluzia, the faid Englifli may not be put upon any 
office, or in any public poft, nor made guardians, truf- 
tees, nor coUeftors, although they may be of the duties of 
Alcavalus, and Millones, or other duties which relate to 
my royal treafury ; nor flaall they demand from you loans, 
or donatives, nor oblige you to farm any rents, nor take 
your horfes or Haves* 

And to do you further favour, in conformity of what 
is capitulated in the faid peace, I will and permit that you 
ffistyf and do trade and commerce freely, and fell youc 
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merchandizes and goods, and buy thofe of my kingdom^^ 
and carry them thence, obferving what is ordained by the 
laws and decrees that treat thereof, paying into my royal 
treafury the duties that ought to be paid, prohibiting as I 
do prohibt and command, that they do not take from you 
by force, any merchandizes, as wheat or barley, although 
it be for difpatch of my armadas, fleets, or galloons, nei- 
ther for the Aflentiftas, nor Eftranqucros, and the faid 
privileges fliall be as to wheat and barley, accordhig to the 
tax ; and as to other things and merchandizes, as youlhall 
covenant and agree for, without taking them from you till 
they have paid you for them, and that they fliall not, upon 
the account aforefaid, give you any manner of trouble or 
vexation. 

And becaufe that many of you trade in bringing to the 
ports of Andaluzia, city of Sevilla^and other parts, a great 
quantity of bacallao, and other kinds of fifli dry and fait* 
ed, which being the moft neceflary provtfions that can be, 
and creates you a great de«l of coft and trouble, I will 
and command that you enjoy the cuftom of the city of 
Sevilla, in which it is ordered, that thofe which arrive 
with any filh dry and faked there, may not be impofed 
any rate, but that they fell at the price they will, without 
that it be neceflary that they manifefl: it to more than to 
the minifters which recovers my royal revenues, and that 
if the fliips in which they bring the faid bacallao be great^ 
that they cannot come up the river, and fliall unload them 
in barks, the Judge of the Admiralty, or any other, may 
not put in the faid barks any guards at the coft of the 
owners of them* In like fort I command, that in cafe it 
appears that the faid fifti is rotten, and cannot be fpent, it 
be burnt or caft into the fea, without that by reafon there- 
of there may be made any procefs againft the owners, 
or perfons that fold it^ or be imprifoned or informed 
againfl:. 

And becaufe that the adminiftrator of the Almonari- 
fargos, and divers other duties, which are recovered on 
goods and merchandizes, have been ufed, upon informa- 
tion given, to feize the perfbn they fufpeft, which, to 
men of trade, occafions much difcredit, cofts, and vexa- 
tions ; my will is, and I command, that upon the faid in- 

for-

ibrmations^ they" only proceed againft the 'merchandizes^ 
and not againft the perfons, permitting them, as I do 

ermit them, that they may make, and do make their de- 
ices againft the laid vexations. 

And whereas, according to one article of the faid peace, 
vhich treats in roc tier of religion, notvvithftanding that in 
ibnie law-fuif, it haih been endeavoured that they declare 
tihether they be Roman-catholics, or not, excufing giv- 
ing crcJit to the oa:h which they make, as being parties, 
or as witr-cfFcs, I comn.and, thefefore, that in thofe mat- 
ters they fliall not mctiJIe with the natives of the faid 
kingdom ; but that the faid condition be fully obfervcd^ 
without making them any fuch queftions j and to the oath 
you fiiail tender them in court, the fame faith and credit 
fiiall be given, as if they were natural Spaniards, without 
that upon this account they are molefted, or troubled, or 
receive any grievance. . . 

And by reafon that for juftification 6f foine caufes, the 
judges and juftices pretend that the merchants fhoul(i ex- 
hibit their books of trade, and thereupon they receive 
vexation and trouble, I command and will, that the books 
of the merchants of the faid nation be not taken from them,' 
but that they produce them in their own houfes, to take out 
the article which fhall be appointed, without demanding 
others ; nor may be taken from them any other papers, 
upon punifluiient of him that fliall contravene hetein, to 
be chaftiled according to law. 

And becaufe likewife the merchants enter their goods 
In the cuftom-houfe of the city of Sevilla, of all the duties,' 
which, becaufe they arc .many, is made upon onefheet of 
paper, and firmed and figned by all the officers, and re- 
mains in pofleflion of the warehoufe- keeper of the cuftom- 
houfe, that by virtue thereof, he may deliver fuch goods 
as go in bales, packs, trunks, and chcfts; and after they. 
have taken them out, and put them in their houfes and 
warehouies, the head waiter of the cuftom-houfe, and the 
officers of the half per cent, ffiall not fearch your houfes, 
nor gpods, caufing you trouble and vexation, afking of 
you uie difpatches, it being manifeft that you cannot have 
them, having left them in the power of the faid head waiter.' 
1 prohibit therefore and command, that the houfes of the 
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faid merchants fiiall not be vifitcd, nor tc afted of thtiri 
the difpatches of their goods, which doth not remain ib 
their cuftody, fo that this is to be underftood, and is under-* 
flood of the houfcs which are. within the walls of the faid 
city* And that it may be known, thofc who are of the faid 
nation, let copies be given of the faid privileges, and ex- 
emptions which concerns you, and were granted you, a» 
well by the articles of the (aid peace, as in any other man- 
net whatfoever ; and for the execution and accomplifliing 
of all the aforefaid, I command thofe of my privy council^ 
and the refl of my counfellors, juntas, and tribunals of mjf 
court, and the prefidents, and juftices of my courts, as al^ 
fo the judges, and juftices of the peace belonging tx) my 
bouie, court, and chancery, and the regent, and judge* 
of my court de Grades, in the city of Sevilla, and the chief 
magiftrate of the court thtreof, and all mayors^ governors^ 
magiftrates, and other inferior officers, as well of the faid 
cities of Sevilla, Cadiz, and Malaga, and San Lucar de 
Barrameda, as of all- otbet cities, towns, and places' of 
thefe my kingdoms, and dominions, and judges, and juf- 
tices thereof, of whatever quality and condition they may 
be, to whom principally or accidentally it fliall conc^ro ia 
any manner whatfoever, the acconiplilhing of all that is 
contained in this my letter, that as foon as they Ihall have 
been required herewith., or with a copy thereof ffgncd by 
a public notary, (to which ihall be giveft as much credit 
as to theoriginal) each one for that part which fliall concern 
him, obferve and accomplifh, caufe to be obferted and 
accomplilhed, in all, and through all, as is contained there- 
in, without that in the whole, or in parr, there be put any, 
impediment, or other doubt, or difficulty that ihall oppofe 
or contsavene its tenor, and form,, nor eonfent, or allow 
that it be interpreted, limited, or fufpended in whole, or 
in part, contrary to the cedulas, provifions, or other or- 
ders for obfervance thereof, in that pan which Ihall relate 
to each of yooB, and that they provide, and give the necef- 
lary orders for the greater fecarrty of the favour, which by 
this pay letter I grant you, and tbat at all times, this fcb» 
vour may be certain and fecure to you, that you may 
hare a judge confervator for Aijdaluzia, principally for the 
fyid cities of SeviUa^ Malaga, Cadiz, zvd Saa* Lucar de 
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Barramcda^ t6 whom I fliall give fufficient cbmmiffion fbf 
the prefervation and accomplilhing of the faid privileges, 
liberties and exemptions, (which may oblige and compel 
all and every perlbn whatfoever, of wbatfoever condition, 
or quality foever they be) as ihall concern the faid nation, 
as well in thofe in which they ihall be defendants, as in 
tkofe in which they ihall be plaintiffs, although the perfon 
which ihall fue them, and of whom they Ihall be fued, may 
have any other fpecial judges whatfoever, as well by co- 
venant or contract which they may have made, as by the 
precminencies or immunities which they may have, becaufe 
that of the faid caufes only the faid judge confervator may 
take cognizance, and no other judge or tribunal whatfo- 
ever, although it be for any excefs or notorious crimes^ 
or in any other manner and form whatfoever ; and the 
feid judge confervator for the prefcnt, ihall be dodtor Don 
Francifco de Vergara, judge of my court of degrees of 
the city of Sevilla, during the time that he ihalt aQ: therein, 
and, in his abfence, doctor Don Francifco de Medrano, 
judge of the fame court, who, for matters and law-fuits 
which ihall offer in the faid cities of Cadiz, Malaga, and 
San Lucar, may fubilitute his confervatorihip in the per- 
fon that ihall be propofed bv the faid nation, that they 
iray be laid before, and remitted to him, for the deter- 
mination thereof; and of that which ihall be fo deter- 
mined by him, they may appeal to my council, and not to 
any other tribunal, and becaufe that my will is, that-each 
one in his time may have jurifdidion and fpecial commif- 
fion, to protect and defend you in all that is contained rn 
this my letter, and that all of it may be obfervcd, and ac- 
compliihed, in the form that it is offered to you ; I have 
thought iit to give charge, as by thefe prefents I give 
them charge of the protcftion and defence thereof, and 
command them, that they fee this my letter, and the qua-

the qogpizanpe and ^cttcrminatipn of all that is contained 
in this fpccial letter, . {hall concern them, and doth Con- 
cern thcoi, that they proceed againft thofe that (hall be 
guilty,, exepuiing on diem fuqh penalties as the law requires, 
refcrv-ing, as I, do referve to my council, the appeak, 
which by their a<5ts and fcentences they (hall intcrpofe, and 
not for any^other tribunal,. without that any of the reft of 
my councils, tribunals, courts, or chanceries, or any other 
judges or juftlces qf thcfe my kingdoms and dominions, of 
whatfoeyer qgality xhey be, may intermeddle, or 'do inter- 
meddle theriein, npitbier in the practice nor exercife of the 
fpeci^l jurifdidtion, by vvhich this my cedula I grant them, 
flie it by way. pf excefs, appeal, or any other recour(iB 
whatfoeyer-,. to whom and to each of them I inhibit, and 
hold for inl^ibited their cQgnizance, and declare tjiem for 
judges ipcpmpjetent thereof, for the whole, and in each 
thing arid part ther;eof, granting them as full and com- 
pleat power,, apdv moft ample commifTion as in law ii re- 
quired, and is necefTary, with their incidencics, dependen- 
cies,* annexi ties, and connfxities -, and that, after them,. the 
faid Englifh nation of the faid city of Sevilla^ may name 
in the faid conimilTion, one of the judges of the faid court^ 
whom the f^id ^nation ihall think fitj and I command the 
prefidcnt, ^nd jthpfe of py privy council, that prefenting 
before them his name, in cafe. the faid commiflion be Va- 
cant by promotion, or vacation. of the faid Don Francif- 
co de Vergara, or Don Francifco de Medrano, or in any 
other manner, they (tall be difpatched by him that (hall be 
named, in ,the form accordingly, and as by this my letter 
is ordaiqed : . and for the better performance hereof, for 
time to come^ I grant them power, licence, and authority, 
th^ ghey may fubftitute, and do fubftltute this commifTion 
for matters and law-fuits, which (hall offer in the faid ci- 
ties of Cadiz and Malaga, and San Lucar de Barramcda^ 
in the perfon which by you (hall be propofed to them, 
that they may examine matters, and bring them to a conclu- 
VoL.

. counts, ,baron$,' knights, efquires^ governors of caftlcs, for- 
trefles and plains, and thofe of my councfl, prefident and

chancery, and all mayors, governorF, deputy-governors, 
juftices of the peace, aind other whatfoever juftices and 
judges of my kingdoms and dominions, that they obfefves 
to you and accompliih, and c^ufe to be obferved and aC' 
complifhed, this my letter and favour, which I do grant 
you, and againft the tenor and form thereof, not to go^ 
nor aft now, nor at any time, nor by any manner per- 

. petually, for ever, nor confcnt, nor allow that they be limit- 
ed to you, or fulpcndcd in the whole, or in part, all its con-' 

. tents, whatfoever laws, or orders of thcfe my kingdoms^ 
and dominions, ordinances, ftile, ufe and cuftom of the 
faid cities of Scvilla, Cadiz, Malaga, and San L.ucar, and 
all others which they have or may have to the contrary 
fiotwithffanding, forafmuch as doth concern thcfe prcfcniSj 
accounting it to be here inferted and incorporated, as if il 
liad been word for word, and of this my kttcr Geronimd 
de Canencia, my chief treafurer and accountant, and nfi) 
fecrctary de la Media Anata, is to lake cognizance, tc 
whofe charge is commuted the account of the faid dutyi 
and I declare^ that of this favour you have payed thi 
duty of Media Anata^ which imports thirty and five thou^ 
land, one hutidred, fifty and five maravedis in Giver, wbicl 
YOU are to pay every fifteen years perpetually, and thai 
being complied with, you fliall not have the power to uli 
this favour, without that it firft appears that you have fatis- 
fied this duty, and alfo that you pay the judge ^ conferva- 
tor you ihall^name, the falary which he (hall enjoy by tb< 
faid occupation, which is to be manifelied by ccrtificat( 
from the office of this duty. Given in Zaragoza, the 19th 
day of March, 1645.

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Second cedula^ amplifying and confirming the privileges granted 
to the Englijh nation. 

TO doftor Don Francifco de Medrano, judge of my 
court of degrees^ of the city of Sevilla; know ye, thac 
by one of my letters and degrees of the 19th of March, of ' 
this prefent year, I did grant (to Richard Anthony, con- 
ful of the Englifh nation, and to the fubjecfts of the king- 
dom of England, which refide and trade in Andaluzia,' 
principally in this city, and in that of Cadiz, and in that of 
San Lucar de Barrameda) the privileges, exemptions and 
licences, which appertain to them, as well as by the articles 
of the peace, as by the confirmation, and other favours 
and indultos, which the King my Lord and Father (now ia 
glory) granted them, and with the other qualities, condi- 
tions, preeminences,. and amplifications in the faid decree 
declared, for having ofl^ered to ferve me with two thoufand 
five hundred ducats of filver, according as more largely 
thereby doth appear, to which I refer myfelf, and one of 
the conditions which I did grant them, was, that I would 
name and allow them ajudge^confervator for Andaluaia^ 
principally for the faid two cities, and San Lucar de Bar- 
rameda, to whom (hould be given fufikient comniiffion, 
for the obfcrvance and accomplilhment of the faid privile- 
ges, liberties and exemptions, who fhould take cognizance 
of all caufcs, both civil and criminal, which (hould be 
brought againft them, in which they were made defendants, 
that before him fliould come all kw-fuits, ahd caufes what- 
foever, which fliould concern the fiiid Engli(h, or any other 
perfons whatfoever, of whatfoever quality they may be, as 
well thofc in which they fhall be defendants, as in thofe 
in which they (hall be plaintiffs, although the perfons thac 
fhall fue them may have fpecial judges, as well by agree-^ 
mcnt or contraft, which they may hav£ made, by the pre- 
emiflcnce or immunity which they may have, becaufe of 
the faid caufes, only Ihall take fpecial cognizance the faid 
judge confervator, and no other Judge, or tribunal, al- 
though it may be by way of excels, or in any och^r man- 
ner Qr form whatfoever, and that for the caufes and fuits 
that Ihall offer in the faid cities of Cadiz and Malaga, anc^ 
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San Lvcar/tnay be fubfticmed (heir comoiiffion m tk 
pcrfoiii which by the laid nation (hall be propoled, that he 
tnay bring things to a conclufion^ and that they be remitted 
to him to determine^ and of that which the faid judge 
Iball fo decermine, they may appeal to my council^ and 
not to any other, tribunali- and that the time you (hall aft 
in the faid court, you (hall be efleemed as fuch, and in 
your abfencf) and after you, he whom the faid* nation, in 
the faid city of Sevilla fliall appoint, and becaufe that my 
. will is, that all this be obferved and accomplilhed in the 
form as is exprefled, I have thought fit to give charge to 
you, and by thi? prefent do give charge of the "protec- 
tion and defence hereof, and command you that you fee 
the faid decree, and the conditions, preeminences, and am- 
plifications therein contained, and all of it to be obferved, 
and accompliihed in form accordingly, and after the man- 
ner that in the faid decree, and in this my cedula is de* 
clared, without confencing, or allowing that in the whole 
or in part, may put or be put, any doubt or difiiculty, 
'■ and before you, and not before any other judge, at the 
firft inftance ihall be brought and followed, all caufes and 
law-fuits, which thereupon, 6r any other thing or part 
thereof, (hall be made, and caufe cognizance to be taken 
'of all caufes, civil and criminal, in which they (hall be 
; pro(ecutfd, or againft them (hall be attempted, and be- 
f!5rc you (hall be brougHt whatfoever law-fuits and caufes 
which fliall concern the faid £ngli(h, between whatfoever 
perfons, or whatfoever quality they may be, and the exe- 
cution, and chaftifement of tho(e that (hall difobey ; be- 
caufe that my will is, that the cognizance and determina- 
rion of all that is contained in the faid provifion, and in 
this my cedula of amplification, fpecially (ball Stnd do con- 
cern you, proceeding fully againft tho(e that (hall be guilty, 
executing upon them the puni(hment you (hall find byjuf- 
tice due to them, without that any of the tribunals, courts 
ot chancery, or any other judges, or juftices of my king- 
doms and dominions of Caftile, of whatfoever quality they 
may be, may intermeddle, or do intermeddle herein, nei- 
ther in the ufc nor cxercife of the fpecial jurifdidlion in the 
faid firft inftance, which by this my cedula I grant you, 
be it by way of excefs, appeal, or any other recourfe or 
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. manner, to whom, and to each of you, I jnhibilt, and hql4^ 
for inhibited their cognizance, declaring you forjudges in- 
competent thereof, as for the whole, and every thing, and 
part thereof, and I grant you themoft fuU arid compleat 
power, and moft ampje commiflion, as by law required 
arid ncceffary, with their ingidcncies, dependencies, an-' 
nexities and connexities, and that after you, the faid Eng- . 
llih nation of the faid city of Sevjlla, may have power to 
name in the faid commiflion, one of the judges of thii^ 
court, whom the faid nation ftiall, think fir, and I command- 
thofe of my privy council, that prcfenting before them his 
name, the faid commiflion being vacant by promotion or 
otherwife, him who (hall be named, fhlall have his difpatches * 
in due form, according as in this my cedula is ordained, 
and that it may be better accomplifhed all that is con-; 
tained in the faid decree, and in this my cedula, I grant 
you licence, power, and authority, that you may fubftitute, 
and do fubftitute this commiflion for matters, and law-fuits' 
that fliall offer in the faid cities of Cadiz, Malaga, and' 
San Lucar, in the perfon that by the faid nation fhall be 
poropofed to you, that you may conclude matters, you re- 
mitlng to him the termination thereof, in the form you 
Ihall think fit, fuch as may be for the iecurity of the faid 
decree,' and that all may be obferved in the form, which 
by it is ordained and commanded, any laws and pragma- 
ticas of my faid kidgdoms, and dominions^, ordonanccs, 
ftile, ufe and cuftom, or any thing whatfo^ver, to the con-, 
trary notwithftanding : All which, and forafmuch as re- 
lates to thefe prefents, I*difpenfe with, abrogate, and dero- 
gate, make void and annul, count for nothing, and of no 
value and force, and that thefe prefents remain in full 
force and vigour for the future. Done in Zaragbza, the 
26th of June, in the year 1645.

Forafmuch as by my letter and decree of the 19th of 
March, of this prcfent year, I did grant to you, the fub^ 
jefts of the King of Great Biitain, who refidc in Andaluzia, 
a confirmation and approbat'on of the privileges, cedulas, 
and franchiies which were granted you by the crown of 
Caftile and Portugal, and commanded that they (hould be 
kept and obferyed to you the faid articles of peace, made 
between my crowns and that of England, and that by my 
other cedula, of the 26th of June of the fame year, you may 
name a jidge confcrvator, that (hall take cognizance of all 
your caufis civil and criminal, as well in thofe in which 
)0J ihall be plant: fFs as in thofe in which you (hall be de- 
fendants, with other conditions, amplifications, and pre- 
eminences in the faid decree and cedula contained, re- 
ferring myfelf to the tenor thereof. 

And now on your part relation having been made to 
me, that having prcfentcd thfe laft cedula in the affembly 
, of the court ordegrees of the city of Sevilla, a copy there- 
of was ordered to be given to Don Juan de Villalva, my 
Fifcal of the faid court, who kept it in his ppfleflion from 
the 15th of July, without havings anfwered it till now, 
which had hindered ^nd deprived you of the benefit and 
performance of the faid decree and cedula, to your great 
prejudice and detriment, although by what is ordained 
thereby, the judge confervator ought to take cognizance 
of all caufes, civil and criminal, as well being plaintiffs as 
defendants, with any pcrfon whatfoever you fhould trade 
with, your intent being only to enjoy the faid peivilegea 
and judge, confervator, when there ftiould be any law-fuits 
between thofe of your nation, whether you be plaintiffs or 
defendants, and whether the caufes be civil, or whether 
they be criminal, and when the fuits fball be with Spinni- 
ards, or with other perfons of different nations, the con- 
fervator is to take cognizance fo far only of the caufes in 



which you (hall he civilly or criminally profecut^d as de^ 
fendants, andnot in which you ftiall be plaintiffs, humbly 
intreatjng me, that whereas in this particular you have 
waved and defifted from the faid privilege before Alonfo 
de Alarcon, that I would be pleafcd to declare it, with the 
conditions, amplifications^ and preeminences, as may be 
moft convenient for you, and (hall be mod; neceflary for 
the greater force of what is infifted, of what my pleafiirc 
(hall be -, and bccaufc that for the fervicc of the wars,you have 
offered to affift me with one tboufand five hundred ducats in * 
filver, payable at certain fixed days, I have thought 
fit, and by thefc pfefcnts I will and declare, that when the 
fuits fhall be between thofe of your nation, whether you be 
pLaintififs or defendants, or the caufes Ihall be civil or 
criminal, you (hall enjoy the fame privilege and its condi- 
tions z and when the faid fuits ftiall be with Spaniards, of 
with other perfons of divers nations, then the judge conr 
fervator fhall take cognizance, and do take cognizance 
only of the caufes in which you ftiall be civilly or crimi- 
nally defendants, and not when you ftiall be plaintiffs. 

And becaufe that the duties of excife of millones, which 
are impofed on bacallao dry and frefli, pilchards, herrings, 
and falmon and other kinds of fifti, frefti and faked, ic 
was ordered that it ftiould be recovered of thofe which , 
confume it; and by reafon the farmers of thefe duties, 
and judges which take cognizance of thefe caules, do oc- 
cafion you great grievances, and oblige you to pay two . 
hundred marvedis for each quintail of bacallao, and ac- 
cordingly on other forts as are permitted, and upon the 
arrival of the fliips at the ports of Malaga, Cadiz and San 
Lucar, they oblige you to declare the quantity of fifti you 
bring, charging you by. the great for the whole, oblig- 
ing you to the payment thereof, as Money due to me,^ 
and oblige you to the payment thereof in four months of 
what it amounts to, which. is unjuft, becaufe that thofe 
who buy thefe kinds, are clergymen, fryars, monks, and 
other perfons which have privileges and habits, mayors, 
aldermen, and common-councilmen, for which caufe the 
farmers of thefe duties will not recover them of fuch, but 
recover thpm of you for the whole, without confidcring 
the quantity they ileal from you, that which is rotten, and 

I 4 . what 
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vhat you fpend in your own famillei, and if you infift on 
the recovery thereof of fuch pcrfbns, they treat yotr ill, 
and do not pay you ^ therefore I will and command, chit 
this duty be 'recovered of tlic buyers and confumers, and 

that the farmers put aperfon for their account, that' niay 
recover the fanne, as is done in the r^cnues of alcarvala and 
almoxarifazgo, with this condition; that ydu bedbliged, 
as I oblige you, that you (ball regiftcr all the faid kinds 
of fifli aforcfaid, as you are obliged* to do,according to 
the general difpatchcs, without that thls^ may be- in af»y 
manner avoided. 

And becaufe from the vifits which the/fartners of duties 
xnakc you, there refults a great deal of tniubie> I Will 
arid command, that in the cities of Malaga, San JLuCar 
ipd Cadiz, be obferved to you, and kept the privilege, 
that they may not examine the merchandizes which are 
in your houfes, according to what is ordered and com- 
manded by the faid decree, of the nincfleeiith' of March 
of this prefent year, being the fame iitrhich'is^' granted to 
thofe who refide in the city of Sevilla-: and Itkcmfe I 
command that the faid fearch may not be made by any 
farmer, if in the Cuftom-houfe you have paid all the duties, 
and* that this be obferved to you, and accompKfiied in- 
violably. 

And becaufe that all (hips that come to th^fc my faid 
klngdonls, from thofe of England, Ii^land- and Scotland, 
the miniftcr of the contrabands, and of the almoxarifezgo 
upon fearching them as they enter the ports; caufffr- great 
vexations and trouble to the makers of thenfi, and (hut 
oip the holes and hatches of the faid ftiips, diftrrwg the 
vifiting them eight or fifteen days, putting waiters ab<)ard 
at the coft of the maftcrs, who they wrll have ta maintiain 
theni, and make them prefents, I command the faid rni- 
nifters, as well of the contraband, asthofe of the aflmoxarifaz-- 
go, and every of them, that within three days they fliall 
and do make the faid vifit, without putting waiters aboard 
t)icm, or taking any duties by reafon thereof, and if they 
fiiall put them, it (hall be at the coft of the chief atmoxati- 
fazgo, and the Admiralty, (incci you owe- nothrng: iMt 
when there (hall come into the feid ports of Malaga, Ca- 
diz, and San Lucar, any (hip witb provifions or Aidr- 

chandizet. 
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chandizes^i neither at the time of the viflt, and of the un- 
loading^ nor at any other, as aforefaid,. I order that the 
judges, aijid officers of the contraband, nor AdmiraUyt 
nor any others, may not put, of do put in »them waiters 
at the coft'of the mafters or owners,. nor do give you any 
trouble^ either the ont or the- other, upon that account 
according' to what is ordered irt the fourth article of the 
inftitution of the faid Admiralty, by which it is expreflv 
relating thereunto, for the fatisfad^ion of the waiters and 
other officers, in the eighth article (^ the peace, in^which 
it is ordered,' That the vafials of the one King in tha 
leYritory ct the other, Ihall be treated as the natives them^ 
felves, in whofe' ibips n^ver are put waiters at the coil of 
the mailers or owners thereof. 

And becaufe alfo that the officers of the. contraband 

in the faid ports^ as foon as the fhips caft anchor, demand 

of the mailers their manifeft, and ^ if they do not find in 

its the merchandizes that come configned to* you, they 

give you trouble, although you have the bills pf lading 

that the maftcrs have figned for them; to deliver them 

according to their conjBgnment, in which you receive a 

great deal of damage, becaufe that the beil inftrumenc 

you can have is the bills of lading, becaufe that by them, 

you may oblige them by juftice to deliver you your goods^ 

. and if the mafters, by negle£l or malice, do not.write them 

in the faid< manifeil, it is not juft that they execute the 

punifhment upon the owners of the goods, but upon the 

mafters^ and (hips, and in fo doing, the manifeft (hall be 

always juftifiable. Wherefore it is my will, and I declare, ^ 

that thd mafters do comply with exhibiting their manifeft, 

within three days after their arrival in the faid ports, and 

I command; that by reafon hereof,, the owner of the goods 

(hewing the bill of lading, you may not give him any 

treKjble^ or moieftation whatfocvcr. " • 

And becaufe likewife the judges for exportation, and 
cither ofikers, caufe you much trouble and vexation if 
they gnd in the (hip any money, and it being, necefiary 
that the mafters have a funi according to the tonnage, to 
btry fail^^ cables, anchors> and other necefiary ftores, I 
give licence and permiffion, that having firft made a re- 
gifter^ a» » nfuaV e^ery fbip moy hare three piecta of eight 

for 
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for tvery ton^ for tEe faid purpoie, and not for any cdier^ 
without therefore that upon that account they be put to 

any >trouble. 

And becaufe, that alfo they of the ezcife office 
of the faid city of Sevilla, occafion you trouble, vexation, 
and }aw-4uits, faying^ that there is an order that you 
Iball manifeft the butter, leather, and other merchan- 
dkzes and provifions, and that you declare the price you 
fell them at, and to what perfons, by which means it is 
tvro years fmce, that you have not brought any butter to 
the iaid city, and the order doth not relate to the ftrangers 
that bring thefe goods and provifions by fea, but only 
with the retailers ^at go to buy them in the ports, and 
bring them to the faid city to gain by them, I declare,

The Treaty of Utrecht. 

THEIR royal Majefties do mutually prbmife, that 
they wilj faithfully perform and fulfil all and every 
one of the articles of the foregoing treaty, and all privileges, 
conceffions, agreements, or other advantages whatfoever, 
arifing to the fubjedls on either fide, which are contained 
in them, or in the annexed fchedules •, and that they will 
at all times caufe the fame to be performed and fulfilled 
by their minifters, officers, or other fubjefts, fo that the 
fubje6b on each fide may enjoy the full cfiedt of all and: 
CTery one of them, (thofe only excepted, concerning 

which 
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which fomethiog elle (hall be eftabliflied in the follow^ 
tng articles^ to the mutual falisfadion of each party) and 
cfall thofe IJcewife which are contained ia the foUowing 
articles. Moreover^ the treaty of 16^0, m^e between the 
crowns of Great Britain and Spain, for preventing all dif- 
ferences, reftraining depredations, and eftablifhing peace 
i)Ciween the faid crowns in America, is again ratified and 
co&firnied, without any prejudice, however, to any contraft 
or other privilege or leave granted by his Catholic Majefty 
to the Queen of Great Britain, or her fubje£b, in the late 
treaty of peace, or in the contraft of AIHento, as likewifc 
without prejudice to any liberty or po>yer, which the fub- 
jcdls of Great Britain enjoyed before, either through right, 
fuffcrance, or indulgence. 

IL The fubjefts of their Majcftics, trading refpcftively 
in the dominions of their iaid Majefties, (hall not be bound 
to pay greater duties, or other imports whatfocver, for 
their imports or exports, than (hall be exaAed of, and paid 
by the fubje^ of the moll favoured nation ^ and if it (hall 
happen in time to come, that any diminutions of duties, or 
other advantages, (hall be granted by either (ide, to any 
foreign nation, the fubjcfts of each crown (hall recipro- 
cally and fully enjoy the fame. And as it has been agreed, 
as is abovementioned, concerning the rates of duties, (b it 
]» ordained aa a general rule between their Majefties, that 
aii and every one of their fubjeAs (hall, in all lands and 
placesfubjeA to the command of their refpedtive Majefties, 
ufe and enjoy at leaft the fame privileges, liberties, and 
immunities, concerning all impofts or duties whatfocver, 
^hich relate to perfons, wares, merchandize, (hips, freight- 
ing, mariners, navigation, and commerce^ and enjoy the 
iame favour in all things (as well in the courts of jufticC) aa. 
in all thofe things which relate 10 trade, or any other right 
whatfocrer) as the moft favoured nation ulcs and enjoys, 
or may ufe and enjoy for the future, as is explained more 
at large in the 38th article of the treaty of 1667, which is 
fpccially inierted in the foregoing article, 

III. Whereas by the treaty of peace lately concluded 
between their royal Majefties, it was laid as the bafis and 
ibundatioa of the faid treaty, that the fubjedks of Great; Bri- 
tain ihottld \^ aad enjoy ttie fame privileges and liberty 

of 
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of trade throughout all the dk>tnii\ion$ of Spain^ which thcj 
enjoyed in the time of Charles IL and therefore, the. faine 
rule is likcwife, arid ought to be, the bafis and foundatioii 
of thcf prefent treaty of commerce, (which is underftood 
to cfetfend rcciprocaUy to the fubjeiftsof Spaiatrading. in 
Great Britain, in regard to whatfoevcr, by agreement^ be- 
longs' to them :) and whereas a certain, clear, and expe- 
dicious method of paj^ing the duties, is of the greateft ufe 
in fettling trade upon a good foot, and to the mutual ad- 
vantage of each nation; it is therefore agreed and con- 
cluded, that within the (pace of three months from the ra- 
tification of this treaty, commiflirits appointed for that 
purpofe by their refpeftive Majcfties, Ihall meet. on the 
part of each of -their royal Majeftics, either at Madrid or 
Cadiz ; bywhorri a new book of rates (hall, without any 
delay of time, be made, which book of rates (hall be pub- 
iifhed in every port, and ihall contain and icverally ex- 
prefs the duties which are hereafter to be paid for wares 
brought into, or carried out of Caftile, Arragon, Valencia, 
and Catalonia, and (hall fettle them in fuch a manner, 
that all the different impofts which in the time of the late 
King Charles IL were paid under ieveral names, and ia 
different cuftom-houfes, for wares entering into, or going 
out of the ports of Spain, (the kingdoms of Arragon and 
Valencia, and the principality of Catalonia -being compre- 
hended therein, Guipufcoa and Bifcaya, of which mcntioa 
(hall be made hereafter, only excepted) (hall be put to- 
^ gether, and be contained in one duty, and payable only ia 
one fumi. 

But whereas the Britifh Amba(rador made preffing'ia- 
ftances, that it might be given as a rule to the faid com- 
miflfarief, that no greater duties, or other impofts whatfo- 
ever, fhould be made payable in any port, wet or dry, ia 
his faid Catholic Majefty's dominions, by the faid new 
book of rates, than what were paid in the cuftom-houfes 
of the port of St. Mary's, or Cadiz, in the reign of the 
late King of Spain, Charles IL the Amba(radors of Spain 
have confented, and it is agreed and ftipulated, that that 
rule (hall he obfcr.ved in thofe very ports of Cadiz and St. 
Mary's-, f f that all augmentations of duties which were in- 
tcoduccd in the faid ports after the time of Charles IL 

on 



'• on occafion'of the war^ or under the title of habiUtatm, 
or any other whatfoever^ ceafiAfl; and being taken away, 
the Britifli fubjedb (hall not, before or afttr the faid book 
of rates is fettled, be bound to pajr any greater dutieS) of 
what fort foevcr, or under what name foevcr, for their im- 
ports or exports in the ports of St. Mary's and Cadiz, than 
what were paid there in the time of King Charles II. 

Moreover, in regard to the ports of St. Mary's and 
Cadiz, the faid commiflaries (hall be (Iridlly enjoined not 
to make the new book of rates according to the old indexes 
of duties, which, by reafon of the exorbitant rights that 
were appointed to be paid by them, ceafed to be in ufe in 
the time of Charles II. but (ball follow the tenor of thofe 
indexes only (which, whether they were commonly calkd 
arancel or regifters) (hall be found to have fubfifted in the 
time of King Charles II. and to have been the rule by 
which the duties were then paid. 

And it is further agreed, that the fubjecls of Great Bri- 
tain, having paid thefe duties for their wares in the faid 
ports, to wit, thofe, until the new indexes are made, which 
were paid in the time of Charles II. or elie fuch as (ball 
be made payable by the faid^new book of rates, (hall have 
liberty to tranfport the faid wares, either by fca or land, 
into any other port or place of the aforefaid dominions of 
Spain, nor (hall the duties which were paid before, be re- 
exafted on that occafion. 

Moreover, for preventing all difputes, which (notwith- 
ftandingthe exaft adminiftration of ju(tice in Spain in all 
other refpefts) have formerly arifen conccrjiing other du- 
ties, which, to the great prejudice of trade and traders, 
have been exafted formerly, it is agreed, that wares whick 
have paid the duties in the manner aforefaid at Cadiz, or 
the port of St. Mary's, and arc tranfported in order to be 
fold by wholcfale, (hall be free and clear from any other 
duty whatfoever, throughout all Spain, provided however, 
that the proprietor of the faid wares or faftors bring cer- 
tificates, that the duties were duly paid in the manner afore- 
faid, otherwifc fuch wares (hall be looked upon as fraudu- 
lently tranfported. But as to the payment of the rights 
commonly called de Jkavalos^ Cientosy and Millones^ it ifr 
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fLgte^6j that It thall be regulated accdrding to the Hfdi anJ 

eighth article of this treaty. 

Butbecaufe the Spanifh Ambafladoi% are perfuaded that 

the duties in crery port of Spain cannot be reduced to the 

iame rule with thofe which are or may becQme cvifiomary 

in Cadiz, or the port of St. Mary'», without violating 'the 
. laws of Spain, and feveral privileges there; which have 

the force of laws, nor without ihe too great prejudice of 

their King and nrvafter; it is therefore thought proper to 
• leave this matter to the determination of the commif- 

faries who fball be appointed to fettle the new book of 

rates. 

But his Catholic Majefty promifes, that he will imnae* 

diately take off all augmentations of duties in the faki 
ports, which have been introduced there fin.ce the time of 
Charles II. on occafion of the war, or under the title of 
habilitations^ or any other whatfoever, and that either the 
fame rule (ball be obferved in thofe ports, which is agreed 
to in the ports of St. Mary's and Cadiz, or elfe at leaft: 
that the fame rule (hall be obferved, as well before as 
after the faid new book of rates ihall be made, which had 
obtained in each rcfpeftive port in the time of King 
Charles II. fo that hereafter no greater duties (hall be ex- 
acted there, or in any other place of pa(rage, tha;i what 
were paid in the faid places in the time of Charles IL 
In the fame places (hall be likewife obferved, what has 
been above appointed in this article concerning the rights 

-de JlcavdifSj Gentos, and Milhnes. 

As to the ports of Guipufcoa and Bifeaya, and others, 
not fubjed: to the laws of Caftile, in which lefs duties 
were paid in the time of Charles II. than at Cadi2, or in 
the port of St. Mary's, his Catholic Majefty promifcs^ 
that thofe duties (hall not be augmented in the faid places 
by the new book ot rates, but (hall, in the mean time, re- 
main as they were in the time of Charles II. All wares, 
however, brought into the ports of Bifcaya and Gcipufcoa, 
which (hall afterwards be carried by land into the king- 
doms of Caftile or Arragon, (hall be bound to pay fucJi 
duties in the port where they firft enter the faid kingdctfr.?, 
as were paid there in the time of Charles II. or elfe fuch 
as ihall be eftablifhed by the new book oi rates.

IV. The:^Catholic>K.ing cwifc«ts aifd pixmiics, tbat 
for the futufe, it (ball always be lawful for the fubjedts of 
Great Britain,' living in the provinces of fiifcaya and Gux- 
pufcoa, CO hive houfes or warehoufes fit for che preferva- 
tioDpf tteir merchandlve; andbisMajefty will, by re- 
newing his orders to that purpofe, take ef&dual care that 

^ it (hall be in their power to do this in the like manner, 
and with the-fame privileges, with which the fakl Bridfli 
fubjefts^ by virtue of the aforcfaid treaty of 1667, or, of 
any diploma or ordinance granted by their Catholic Ma- 
jetties, did enjoy^ or ought to- have enjoyed, that liberty 
in Andahfia^ or in any other ports and places of Spain 

* whatfecven The fobjed^ of Spain fhall enjoy the lame 
liberty in any ports and places of Great Britain, with 
all the privileges belonging to them by the afbrefaid 
treaty. 

V. 'To prevent abufes in collecting the rights called 
de Alcavalds and Cientos^ his Githolic Majeftv confents that 
the fubjefts of Great Britain, who (hall bring their wares 
into any port of Spain; wet or dry, in orticr to fell them 
by wholesale, (hall have cheir choice whether they will pay 
the faid rights J^ Alcavulos and Cientos^ in the firil place or 
port that they arrive at, or elfe according to the laws of 
CafHle, at the place. where, and at the time when they 
are fold ; which faid rights (hall be the fame as were paid 
in the time of King Charles II. And it is further agreed, 
that the fubjefts of Great Britain may fend or carry the 
wares, for which the - faid rights dc Akavalos have once 
been paid, into any port or place whatfoever, belonging 
to his Catholic Majefty's dominions in Europe, (in order 
to fell them there by wholcfale) without any moleftation 
or repetition of the faid duties, or exa^ftion of any othefii 
for the firft fale; provided, however, that they who carry 
the faid wares, (hall bring receipts or certificates from the 
farmers, or commiflioncrs of the cuftom-houfcs, from 
whence it may appear, that the faid rights have been paid 
for thofe wares, and likewife other certificates, proying 
that the faid wares have not yet been Ibid ; but if any mer- 

. chant fells his wares by retail, he (hall be bound utider 
fuch penalties as arc infliAed by law, to pay all. the local 
and municipal duties which are due and cuftomary at the 

fale 
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iale of them, together with the rights JeJtIcavaUs Cs? Cienfos^ 
and all others whatfoever. 

His Cacholic Majefty farther confents, that if after the 
certificates abovementioned have been (Hewn, any officer, 
or gatherer of duties, Ihall exaft the faid rights again, or 
fhall give ^y trouble, or ftop the paffage of the wares oa 
that account, the officer guilty of the faid fatult, Ihall in- 
cur the penalty of 2000 ducats, payable to the ufe of his 
M^ajefty's chamber, or of the general hofpital at Madrid'5 
the notaries of the cuftom-houfes, or the contraband, Ihall 
not receive above 15 Ryals Villon^ for difpatching the faid 
certificates, unlefs it fliall be othcrwife agreed in fettling 
the new book of rates. 

VI. And as the fubjedls of their Majefties are to enjoy 
on both fides an entire, fecure, and unmolefted ufe and 
liberty of navigation and commerce, as long as the peace 
and fricndfbip, entered into by their Majefties, and their 
crowns, fliali continue, fo likewife their Majefties have 
provided, that the faid fubjefts fhall not be deprived of 
that fecurity for any little difference, which may poffibly 
arile, but that they fhall, on the contrary, enjoy all the* 
benefits of peace, until war be declared between the two 
crowns. 

And it is ftirther agreed, that if it ftiould .happen, 
(which God prevent) that war fliould arife, and be de- 
clared between their Majefties and their kingdoms, thea 
according to the contents of the 36th article of the afore-! 
tTiCntioned treaty of 1667, after the declaration of fuch a 
rupture, the fpace of fix months fhall be kllowed to the fub- 
je6ts of each party, !-efiding in the dominions of the other, , 
in which tlicy fhall be permitted to withdraw with their fa- 
milies, goods, merchandises, effeAs, and fhips, and to 
tranfport them, after having paid the due and accuftomed 
impofls, either by f ea or land, to whatfoever place, they 
pl^afeiaithey fhall alfo be fuffered to fell and alienate their 
moveable and immoveable goods, and freely, and without 
any difturbance, to carry away the price of them, nor Ihall 
their goods, wealth, merchandizes, or effcfts, much lefs 
their perfons, be in the mean time detained or moJefted, 
by any feizure or arreft. Moreover, the fubjefts of each 
fide fhall, in the mean time, enjoy and obtain quick and 
V#L. II. K impartial 
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impartial juftice, by means of which they may, before 
the expiration of the fix months, recover the goods and 
cfFefts which they have lent, either to the pirblic, or to 
private perfons. 

VII. And it is further agreed, that ail the loflfes which 
the fubjedls of either crown (hall duly prove, that they 
have fuftained in the beginning of the late war, (contrary 
to the tenor of the 36th article of the abovementioned 
treaty) whether they confided of moveable or immoveable 
goods, (hall be reciprocally made good, without any delay 
to them, their lawful procurators, heirs, or thofe to whom 
their caufe is intrufted, and rdlitution (hall be made of 
thofe goods, whether lands, buildings, or inheritance, or 
of what fort foever they are, which remain and were con- 
fifcated, and the juft and lawful price of thofe goods which 
cannot be recovered, whether moveable or immoveable, 
fhall be paid ; and their Majeftics have articled and agreed, 
that the faid payments, the pretenfions to them being, as 
is aforefaid, fully proved, fliall faithfully be performed, 
and made by their treafurers on each part. 

VII I. It is agreed, and his Catholic Majefty will give 
«fFcftual orders to that pgrp.ofe, that the duties upon fifh, 
and other provifion, called Mtllofty fliall not be demanded 
in the place where the faid wares firft arrive, but the faid 
duties fliall be paid according to the ancient cuftiom efta- 
bliflied by law, only in the place of confumption, and 
when the wares are fold, and not before. 

IX. His Catholic Majefl:y promifes that thofe mer- 
chandizes, which are not particulurly mentioned in the ca- 
talogue of rates, which is to be made according to the 
third article of this treaty, fliall be charged with the fame 
duties in proportion to their value, and no greater than 
thofe which are laid upon merchandizes named in thg^faid 
catalogue of rates. And if any difference arifes between 
the farmers of the cufl:om-houfcs or commiflaries, and 
any merchant,.cortcerning the value of any wares, it fliall 
be in the choice of the merchant to fell his wares to the 

. farmer or commiflfary, at the price the farmer of the cuf- 

. tom-houfe valued them (which price fliall be immediately 

paid in ready money, the duties only dedufted) or elfe to 

give part of his merchandizes at the rate kt upon them, 

. , as 
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as hath been mentioned, to the farmer or commiflary, in- 
ftead of the duty, and retain the reft. 

X. It is agreed, that in cafe the Britilh fubjefts (halt 
bring any wares from any part of the coalis of Africa, in- 
to Spain, and the fame fhallbe admitted to pay the dutieSj^^ 
thofe being duly paid, the faid wares fliall nclt afterwards 
be charged^ either by the captains-general of the coafts^ 
or commanders of the harbours, or any body elfe, with 
any other duties, under what pame or title foever, except- 
ing fuch as are payable in general, for all wares of the 
fame Ibrt^ at the time of their fale. 
l XI. The matters of mercliant-fhips, who fliall enter 
into any, port of Spain with their ftiips, fliall be obliged, 
Avithin wventy-four hours after their arrival, to deliver two 
declarations or inventories of their wares, or of that pare 
of thei^' which they are to unlade there, viz. one declarar 
tion 16 the farmer of the cuftom-houfes or commiflTary^ 
and 'another to thejud^e of the contraband, nor fliall they 
optti the hatches of their fliips, till they either have fearch- 
ers with theifi, or have leave given them by the farmer of 
the cuftom-houfes to do it. No wares fliall be unladed 
with any other view than that of being imrhediately'car- 
ried to the cuftom-houfes, according to a permiflion whicR 
fliall be given in writing for that end. It fliall not be law^ 
ful however for any of the judges of contraband, or other 
ofiicers of the cuftom-houfes, under any pretence whatfo- 
ever, to open any bags, chefts, hogflieads, or other covers 
of any wares whatfoevcr, belonging to the fubjefts of ^ 
Great JBritain, while they are carrying to thecuftom-houfe>. ' 
and before they are brought thither, and the proprietor of 
them, or his faftor, is.alfo come, who may difcharge the: 
duties, and take the goods into his own cuftody. But thd 
faid judges of contraband, or their deputies, may be pre- 
' fent when the wares are taken out of the fliips, and alfd 
when they ire declared and laid open in the cuttom-houfc^ 
and if there be fiifpicion of deceit, as that it is defighed tp 
lay open one merchandize inftcad of another, it fliall be 
lawful for him to oper) stll the bags, chefts, and hogflieads, 
ib this be done in the cuftom-houfe^ and no other place, 
and in the prefence of the merchant, or his fadlor, and 
not otherwife^ But when the goods have been expofed^, 



And carried away from the cuftom-houfe, and the chcftj, 
hogiheads, or other covers containing them, have been 
marked with the fign or feal of the proper officer, no 
judge of the contraband, or other officer, fhall prcfumc 
to open them again7 or to hinder them from being carried 
to the merchant's houfe. Neither ftiall it be lawful for 
, them, under any pretence whatfoever, to hinder the faid 
goods from being carried from one houfe or warehouft to 
another, within the walls oc compafs of the faid city or 
place ; provided that be done between the hours of eight 
jn the morning, and five in the evening, and previous 
i)otice be given to the farmers of the rights deAlcavaks & 
Gentds^ of the intent with which thofe goods arc removed, 
to wit, whether it be that they (hould be fold, that in 
that cafe thofe duties, if not paid before, may be paid 
there, or at the place of fale ; or, if they arc not to be 
fold, then a certificate may be given, after the ufual man- 
ii6r> to the merchant. Furthermore, it (hall be lawful to 
carry wares from any port or place within the King of 
Spain's dominions, to any other port or place, either by 
!fea or land, under fuch conditions as arc expreiled in the 
Wth article of this treaty. 

XII. The duties upon merchandize brought into the 
Canary iflands, exp6rted from thence by Britifh fubjefts, 
Ihall not be greater than thofe that were paid in the reign 
of the late King Charles II. or fuch as fhall become 
payable by the new book of rates. 

Xin. The fubjefts of each of their Majefties, who are 
in debt to the fubjefts of the other, whether the debts 
were cdntradcd before the beginning of the faid war, or 
within the fpace of fix fnonths after it was begun, or du- 
ring the war, under the proteftion of letters of fafe con- 
duft, or laftly, after a truce was made between the two 
crowns, fhall be bound and obliged faithfully to pay the 
fame, in the fame manner as if war had never arofe be- 
tween the two crowns, nor fhall they be permitted to raife 
any exceptions againft the juft demands of their creditors, 
on pretence of the war. 

XIV. His Catholic Majefly gives leave to the fubjefts 
of Qx^9X Britain to fettle themfelves, and dwell ia tjae town 

called 
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calkd St. Aader, upon the terms that are cxpreffed in 
the J9th article of the treaty of 1667. 

XV. As to the judge confervacor, and others to bf 
fubftitutcd by him, if this privilege be granted to any- 
other foreign nation whatfoever, the fubjefts of Great 
Britain fliall likewife enjoy it. In the mean time, how- 
ever, and until fometbing certain Ihall be determined in 
this matter, his Catholic Majefty will give exprefs orders 
to all and everyone of the judges of his kingdom, and to 
all others whomfoever, who are any ways concerned in the 
adnniniftration or execution of juftice, and fhall enjoin the 
fame under the ftri€tcft penalties, to do juftice, aod caufe 
it to be executed, without any delay, partiality, favour, 
or ^ffedion, in all caufes relating to the fubje6ls,of Great 
Britain. 

The Catholic King confents, that appeals from fen- 
t^ces in caufes concerning the Britifh fubjefts, may be 
brought before the tribun5 of the council of war at Ma- 
drid^ and no where elfe. 

. XVI. if any minifter, or other fubjcft of her Majcfty- 
of Great Britain, or of his Catholic Majefty, ftiall violate 
this treaty, or any article of it, he Ihall be refponfible for 
all the damage occafioned by it; and if he be placed in 
any public office, he fhall, bcfides making faclsfaftion to 
the injured party, (as is aforefaid) be deprived of his of- 
fice alfo. 

XVII. The fubjefts of Great Britain having brought 
by fea from any other port in Spain, wine, brandy, oil,- 
foap, dried grapes, or other merchandizes, and producing 
certificates that the duties were paid at the place whence 
they fet fail, Ihall be fuffcred to put the fame into their 
fliips lying at Cadiz, or there to remove them from one 
fliip to another (with the confent of the infpeftors of the 
maritime affairs, , and in the prefence of them, or their 
deputies, if they have a mind to be there, and at a fea- 
fonable time to be appointed by the faid infpeftors, within 
four and twenty hour«, in order to prevent all frauds 
whatfoever) and to carry away from thence j with this li- 
berty, thatthcy ihall iiot pay the duty called Hend^axe^ or 
*ny other of entrance^ or going out.

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The prefcnt treaty (hall be ratified by the moft ferene 
Queen of Great Britain, and the mott ferenfe Catholic 
King, and the ratifications (hall be' exchanged at Utrecht, 
ivithin two months, or fooner, if poflible.

WE having feen and confidcred the above- written 
treaty, have approved, ratified, and confirmed the 
fame, as we do by thcfe prefents, for ourfelves, our heirs 
and fucceflbrfi, approve, ratify, and confirm it, excepting 
only three articles thereof, viz. the third, fifth, and eighth, 
concluded at Utrecht, which are to be obferved and un- 
derftood in the manner and form following : 

III. Til 7 HEREAS, by the late treaty of peace it is 
y V agreed and cftablilhcd as a bafis and founda- 
tion, that the fubjefts of Great Britain, in what regards 
commerce, fhall enjoy the fame liberties and privileges 
which they enjoyed in the reign of King Charles II. in all 
parts of the King of Spain's dominions, which rule is what 
is alfo to fcrve for a bafis and foundation of the prcfent 
treaty of commerce, and is to be underftood reciprocally 
in favour of the King of Spain's fubjefts trading in the 
dominions of Great Britain. And as nothing can contri- 
bute more to eftablifh the commerce to a mutual benefit 
than a fixed, clear, and eafy rule in paying the* duties, 
efpecially on a moderate footing, and proportionable to 
the value of the merchandize, in order to prevent the 
frauds that otherwife would be praftifed, to the prejudice 
of the revenues of either crown, which has been often ex- 
•^erienped in Spain, where the eftablifihed duties by the 
Ancient books of rates are exceffive j in corifideratiofl 
y/hercof his Catholic Majefty, being defirous to avoid 

the 
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the like confcquences, and to favour, augment, and faci- 
litate, in sfU that depends upon him, the commerce, in as 
ample a manner, as her Britannic Majefty defircs, hath 
confented, on his part, to fupprcfs and make void the dif- 
ferent duties payable upon importation and exportation, 
contained in the ancient books of rates, as alfo thofe that 
have been impofed fince, under any name or pretence 
whatfoever, and content himfelf with one only duty to be 
paid on importation of all goods and merchandize, after 
the rate of lo-per cent, of their value ; and the like duty 
upon all goods and merchandize, which fliali be exported 
out of his dominions, whether the valuation made by 
weight, meafure, piece, or ad valorem^ and the fame duty 
fliall be coUedked in all the ports of entry in Spain, com- 
prehending -thofe of Arragon, Valencia,, and Catalonia, 
excepting out of this general rule, Bifcaya and Guipufcoa, 
whofe duties of importation and exportation are to re- 
main as they were in the time of Charles II. Arid thiv^ the 
faid lo per cent, being once paid, the farmers or officers 
of the cuftom-houfes where thofe goods fhall be entered, 
Ihall be obliged to mark the fame with the proper feak 
and marks of their office, and alfo give the requifite dif- 
patchesj by virtue of which, the proprietors of the goods 
may freely tranfport them to all the other parts of Spain 
where they pleafe, without being liable to pay any other 
duty, impofition, or charges, to the ufe or benefit of his 
Catholic Majefty, in any ports or parts of Spain whatfot^ 
ever, in refpeft of tranfporting the fa'd merchandize, over 
and above what they have paid, in purfuance of th's new 
arancel, provided the receipts and marks are produced ; 
in default of which, they fhall be efteemed to be fraudu- 
lently tranfported. -But itis to beunderftood, that this 
is not to extend to the Alcavalas, Cientos, and Millones, 
in relation to which, provifion is made in the fifth and 
eighth articles of this tVeaty. 

And forafmuch as the AmbaflTador of England hath re- 
prefcnted, that to avoid all differences and difputes for the 
. future, it is abfolutely neceflary to eftablifli a cecta n va- 
luation or rate of the fcveral forts of merchandize, by 
which the faid duty of lo per cent, fhall always be paid, 
4nd not altered, cither by means of the augmentation or 

K 4 diminution 
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diminution of the price of the faid mer€hMdi2e» which 
may hereafter happen in the comnfierce, in any tiitie, or in 
any part of the kingdom ; it is agreed by their Catholic 
and Britannic Majefties, by their Aftibaffadors, that in the 
term of three months, from the ratification of this treaty, 
or fooncr, if poffible, commiffaries named and authoriied 
by both their Majcfties in due form, fliall meet at Madrid^ 
or in Cadiz, who, without lofs of time, (hall proceed to 
the forming a new book of rates, in fuch a manner, as to 
fix and limit what (hall be paid for the futore, on all forts 
of merchandize, as well upon importation as exportation; 
and fo as that all the different duties which were payable, 
either befptc or in the time of Charles II. or fince, under 
whatfocvcr name or pretence, or coUcfted in different 
cuftom-houfcs. or offices, (hall be comprehended io this 
only duty; payable in one fum, whether upon importation 
or exportation, in all the ports of Spain, and (hall extend 
to the kingdoms of Arragon, Valencia, and principality of 
Catalonia, and their dependencies, excepting only the pro- 
vinces of Guipufcoa and Bifcaya, of which mention has 
been already made. And whereas great inftances h ave 
been made by the Ambaffador of Great Britain, that di- 
reftions be given to the faid commiffaries, that they take 
care, and above all do obfcrve, as a fixed rule, that this 
duty be laid equally and generally iti the porrs and cuftom- 
h<^ufes of Spain, upon the importation and exportation of 
: 11 joods and merchandize, after the rate of lo per cent, 
of the value which fuch goods and merchandize bear in the 
courfe of trade, between the merchants of Cadiz and port 
St, Mary's, to which the Ambaffadors of Spain have con- 
fented ; always provided, that rhe goods and commodities 
which Ihall be imported into the kingdom of Spain, by 
the ports of Bifcaya and Guipufcoa, and afterwards tran- 
fported into the other provinces depending on the kif^g- 
doms of .Caftile and Arragon, (hall be^obiiged to pay at 
the firft cuftom-houfe of entry into the faid kingdoms, the 
duties which (hall be cftablifhcd in this new book of ratesy 
V. To prevent the ahufes that may be committed in 
collefting the duties cailtd ^Icavalas &Cientos^ his Catho- 
lic Majcfty ccnfents, that the fubjcfts of her Britannic 
Majcfty fliali not be obliged to pay thefe duties, during 

. fuch . 
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fuch time as they chink fit to let their merchandize remaia 
in the magazines of the cuftom-houfes appointed for thac 
purpofci but when they fhall think fit to take out thefkid 
goods^ either to be tranfported farther into the cobntry^ 
fell them in the fame place, or carry them to their owa 
houfes, it fliall be permitted them fo to do, upon giving 
his bond^ with fufficient fecurity, to pay the feid duties of 
AUa^alas i^ Cientos^ for the firft fale, in two months after 
the date of his bond, upon which he (hall have receipts 
given him for the faid goods, and the goods fhall be mark-* 
ed with the proper rhark and feal of the farmers of the faid 
Akavalas and Cientos^ where fuch bond and fecurity fhall 
be given for the firft fale, after which the faid merchandize 
may be tranfported, and ibid by wholefale, in any port or 
place belonging to the King of Spain in Europe ^ and that 
no obflru&iod or hindrance fhall be made upon account 
of the faid duties, nor the proprietor liable to pay a fecond 
time in refpeft of the firft fale, provided thofe who carry 
the faid merchandizes produce the receipts and marks of 
the farmer, or proper officer, concerned in the collcftion 
of thefe duties, or making fufficient proof of their not be- 
ing fold before. But if, on the contrary, any merchant 
do fell his goods^ by retal, he fhall be obliged to pay the 
faid duties of Alcavalas and denies a fecond time, under 
the pains eftabl fhed by the laws. And his Catholic Ma* 
jefty declares, that if any officer of the Alcavalas and Gentos 
fhall exaft a fecond time the faid duties on the famemer-- 
chandize, when the faid receipts and marks have been 
produced, or fhould obftruft iheir paffage, or tranfporta- 
tion, or occafion the leaft impediment, fuch officer fhall 
be fined aooo crowns, to the benefit of his Majefty's re- 
venues. And the officers of the cuftom-houfes fhalj not 
demand, or take, for making fuch receipts or certificates, 
more than 15 reals vellon, unlcfs it be otherwife fettled in 
the new book of rates. 

VIII. His Catholic Majefly confents, that the duties 
commonly called Mllomsy which are payable upon fifh, 
and other forts of domeflic provifions, fhall not be de- 
manded in the firfl ports or cuflom-houfes of entry in 
Spain, during fuch time as the proprietors will let them re-^ 
s^ain in the warehoufes appointed for that purpofe. But in 
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cafe the owner (hall defire to take them out, either to fend 
into the country, fell them on the place, or carry them 
to their own houfes, they are then to give bond, with good 
&curicy, to pay the faid duty of MiUones in two months 
after date of the faid bond, upon which the neceflary 
difpatches are to be given them. And the faid mer- 
chandze fhall be marked with the feals or marks of the 
farmers of the MiUones where the faid duties were fccurcd, 
jiftcr which the faid goods may be tranfportcd to, and fold 
in the places where they are to be confumed, without pay- 
ing^ any new duties ofMilhnes. His Majefty alfo declares, 
that if after the receipts are produced, any officer belong- 
ing to the farmers of the MiUones^ Ihould exaft a fecond 
time the fame duties on the fame goods, or fhould oppofe 
their paflage, tranfport or fale, or occafion the leaft im- 
pediment, the faid officer fhall be fined 2000 crowns, for 
the benefit of his Majefty -s revenue. 

Therefore, by virtue of thefe prcfcnts, we do approve 
and ratify the treaty above written, as likewifc the three 
articles, viz, the third, fifth, ancf eighth, as they are fet 
forth in this inftrument of ratification, and are to be taken 
as part of the faid treaty, and to have the fame force and 
cffed, as if they had been inferted" therein : promifing and 
engaging our royal word, that we will faithfully and reH- 
gioufly perform and obferve, all and Angular the things 
agreed upon in this treaty, and that we will not fuffer the 
fame to be violated by any one, as far as lies in our power,. 
For the greatef teftimony and validity whereof, we have 
caufed our great fcal to be affixed to thefe prefents, which 
we figned with our royal hand. Given at our caftle of 
Windfor, the 7th day of February, 17I4, in the twelfth 
year of our reign, 

ANNE, by the grace of God, C^een of Great Britain^ 
France, and Ireland, defender of the faith, &c. to 
all and Angular' to whom thefe prefents fhall come, greetv 
ing.

Ihall be infcparable from the eftates of the houfe of Auftria 
in Germany^ to be enjoyed by his Imperial and Cotholic 
Majefty, his heirs and fucccflbrs, in the full and irrcvokable 
fovereignty and propriety ; that is to fay, with refpefl: to 
the former^ as they were enjoyed, or ought to have been 
enjoyed by the late King Charles II. of glorious memory, 
purfuant to the treaty of Ryfwick j and with refpe6t to 
the latter, in the fame manner, and upon the fame condi^ 
tions as they were furrendered up, and remitted to the 
Lords the States General^ by the late moft Chriftian King, 
of glorious memory, in favour of the moft auguft houfe of 
Auftria, and without any other charges, mortgages or en- 
gagements, which may have been conftituted on the part 
of che States Generali and to their profit. 

II. His 
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^ II. His Imperial and Catholic Majefty promifei and 
engages, that no province^ city, place, tortrefs or territory 
of.thefaid Netherlands, (hall be furrendered, transferred, 
granted, or defcended to the crown of France, nor to any 
prince or princes of the houfe and line of France, nor to 
any other who (hall not be the fuccefllbr, heir and poflfef- 
for of the dominions of the houfe of Auftria in Germany, 
cither by donation, fale, exchange, marriage-contraft, in- 
heritance, teftamentary fucceflion, Or ab intejlato^ or upon 
any other title or pretext whatfoever. So that not any 
province, city, place, fortrefs or territory of the faid Ne- 
therlands, (hall ever be fubjeft to any other prince, than 
the fucce(rt)rs of the faid houfe of Auftria ; only excepting 
what was formerly yielded to the King of Pru(ria> and what 
Ihall be given up by the prefent treaty to the faid Loids the 
States General. 

III. Whereas the fafety of the Auftrian Netherlands 
will chiefly depend upon the number of troops that may 
be kept in the (aid Netherlands, and places that are to form 
the barrier which has been promifed to the Lords the States 
General by the grand alliance, his Imperial and Catholic 
Majcfty, and their high MightineflTes, have agreed con- 
ftantly to maintain therein, at their own cxpence, a body 
of from 30 to 35000, whereof his Imperial and Catholic 
Majefty (hall provide three fifths, and the States General 
two fifths. Provided always, that if his Imperial and Ca- 
tholic Majefly (hall dimirtilh his quota, it (hall be in the 
power of the faid States General, to Icffen theirs in pro- 
portion : and when there is any appearance of war or at- 
tack, the faid body (hall be augmented to 40,cxdo men, ac- 
cording to the fame proportion ; and, in cafe of aiflual 
war, a ifarther force (hall be agreed upon, according as 
(hall be found nece(rary. The repartition of the faid troops 
in time of peace, for as. much as concerns the places com- 
mitted to the guard of the troops of their High Mighti- 
neflcs, (hall be made by them only, and the repartition of 
the re(t by the governor of the Netherlands, by imp^ing 
reciprocally to each other the difpofitions they (hall have 
made. 

IV. His Imperial and Catholic Majefty grants to the. 
States General, a privative or fepatate garrif^n of their own 

/ L 2 ^ troops. 
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ffoops, in the towns and cafUes of Namur and Tournijr; 
and in the towns of Menin^ Furnes, Warncton^ Ypres^ 
and Fore Knoque ; and the States General engage them- 
felvcS) not to employ any troops in the faid places, which 
although in their own pay, belong to any prbce or nation 
that nuiy be at war with, or fufpeAed to be in engagements 
contrary to the interefts of his Imperial and Catholic Ma- 
icfty. 

\. It is agreedi that tn the town of Dendermonde there 
&all be a common garrifon^ which fhall be compofed, for 
the prefent, of one batallton of Imperial troops, and one 
batallion of the troops of the States General •, and that if 
hereafter it ihould be neceflary to augment the faid gar- 
fifon, fuch augmentation fliall be made equally by the 
troops of both parties, and by mutual concert. The go- 
vetnor (hall be put in by his Imperial and Catholic Ma* 
jelly, and, together with the fubaltern officers, fliall take 
an oath to the States General, never to do, or fuffcr any 
thing to be done in the faid town, which may be prejudicial 
to their fervicc, with refped to the prefervation of the . 
town aod garrifon : and he (hall be obliged, by the faid 
oath, to grant fxtt paflage to their troops always, and as 
often as they (hall defire ; provided it be demanded before- 
hand, and that it be for a moderate number at a time. 

VI. His Imperial and Catholic Majcfty confents alfoi 
that in the places hettby granted to the States General, 
to hold their fcparate garrifons in-, they may place fuch 
governors^ commanders, and other officers that compofe 
the ftate major as they (ball think fir, on condition that 
they fliall be no charge to his imperial and Catholic Ma- 
jefty, nor to the provinces and towns, unlefs it be for con* 
venient lading, and the emoluments accruing from the 
fortifications, and that they be not perfons who may be 
difagrceablc or fufpe^fted to his Majefty, for particular rca* 
ions that may be given. 

VlL Which governors^ commanders and officers, Ihall 
be entirely .and feparatcly dependent on, and fgbjeia: to 
the fole orders and juriftiiaion of the States General, for 
all that concerns the defence, guard, fecurity, and all other 
military affairs of theit places. But the faid governors, as 
well ai their fubalterns, ihall be obliged to take on oath to 
^ his 



his Imperial and Catholic Majefly,to keep the laid pl*^ 
CCS true to the fovercignty of the houfe of Auftria, and not 
to intermeddle yi any other affairs, according to the 
form that is agreed upon and inferted at the end of this 
treaty. 

VIII. The generals (hall give to one another recipro- 
cally, as well in the towns where bis Imperial and Catho- 
lic Majefty has a garrifon, as in thofe intrufted to the 
guard of the troops of their High Mightinefles the States 
General, the honours ufually paid according to their cha- 
rafter, and the nature of their fervice; and in cafe' the goi. 
vernor-general of the Netherlands come into places com- 
mitted to the guard of their High Mightinefles, the fame 
honours Ihall be paid to him which he ufually receives in 
the places garrifoned by the troops of his Imperial and 
Catholic Majefty; and he (hall even give the word there : 
but all this without prejudice to the 6th article. And 
the governors, or in their abfence the commanders^ Ihall 
give notice to the faid governor-general of the difpofitions 
by them made for the fecurity and guard of the places 
comitted to their care; and they (hall have a due regard 
for the changes which the faid governor-general (hall judge 
proper to make. 

IX. His Imperial Catholic Majefty grants to the troops 
of the States General, wherever they are in garrifon, the 
free exercife of their religion, fo as to be in particular pla- 
ces convenient and proportionable to the pumber of the 
garrifon, which the magiftrates (hall aflign and maintain in 
every town and place where there has been none afligned 
already, and to which places no external mark of a church 
fhall be given : and it (hall be ftriftly enjoined by both par* 
ties^ to the civil and military ofiiccrs, as al(b to eccleliaf^ 
tics, and all others concerned, to hinder all occa(ion of 
fcandal and *controver(ies that may arife upon the fubje(3: 
of religion; and when any difpute or difficulty (hall hap- 
pen, both parties (hall amicably accommodate it. And as 
for religion, with regard to the inhabitants of the Auftriaa 
Netherlands, all things (hall continue and remain on the 
fame foot they were during the reiga of Charles II. o£ 
gloiipus memory, 

L3^ XAll 
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X. All the ammunition, artillery, and arms of the 
States General, as alfo materials for the forciBcations, corn 
in time of rcarcity,^provifions to- put into the magazines, 
when there is an appearance of war j and moreover, the 
cloth and furniture for cloathing the foldiers, which (hall 
be certified to be defigned for 3iat ufe, (hall pafs freely, 
and without paying any cuftoms or tolls^ by virtue of paff- 
ports which (hall be demanded and granted, upon the fpe- 
cification figned'; on condition ncverthelefs, that at the 
firft cuftom-houfe of his Imperial^ and Catholic Majefty, 
where the faid provifions, materials, arms and mountings 
fcall enter, and at the place where they are to be unladen, 
the boats and other carriages may be duly virited,to hin- 
der the mixture of other merchandize therewith, and to 
prevent fraud and abufe, againft which it (hall be always 
lawful to take fuch precautions, as length of time and ex- 
perience (hall (hew to be nectiTary •, and the governors and 
their fubalterns (hall not be permitted in any manner whac- 
foever, to hinder the efFedt of this article. 

XI. The States General may change their garrifons, and 
the difpofition of the troops in the towns and places com- 
mitted to their particular guard, according as they (hall 
judge proper, and no body fhall on any pretence whatfo- 
cver, hinder or (lop the pKiflTage of the troops, which they 
Ihall from time to time fend thither, or draw from thence. 
And the faid troops may even, in cafe it be required, pafs 
thro* all the towns of Brabant and Flanders, and thro* all 
the opep country, and make bridges as well over the ca- 
nal betwixt Bruges and Ghent, as overall other canals and 
rivers which they (hall find in their road ^ on condition 
neverthelefs, that they (hall be the troops of a prince or 
nation not in war with his Imperial and Cathalic Majefty, 
nor fufpedted to be in any engagement or league contrary 
to his interefts, as is faid above in the fourth article, and 
that notice (hall be given of it beforehand, and requcd: 
made to the governor-general of the Netherlands, with 
whom the routs and other aflfairs (hall be regulated, by 
ibme perfon who (ball have their High Mightineflfes com- 
miflion. The regulation niade by the States General 
for the pa(rage of the troops, (hall be obferved here, 
as it is obferved in thei^ own country : and the States 

General 
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General fliall obferve 'to make the faid change of garrih 
fens, as well as the difpofitions neceflary to it, with as 
little cliarge and- inconveniency as pofiible to the inha- 
bitants. 

XII. For as nnioch as the common fafety demands in 
time of war, or in imminent danger of war, that the States 
Gerieral (ho^Id fend their troops to places that are moft ex- 
pofed to the danger of being attacked or furprized, it is 
agreed between his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, and 
the States General, that their troops (hall be received into 
th.e faid places, as far.as (hall be necefTary for their de^ 
fence, when it (hall be evidently the cafe ; always provided, 
that this be done by agreement and concert with the gover- 
nor-general of the Netherlands, 

XIII. The States General may, at their own coft and 
expence, caufe the faid towns and places to be fortified, 
either by new works, or by cauling the old to be repaired, 
and maintain them, and generally provide ^11 that they 
Ihall find neccifary for the fccurity and defence of the faid 
towns and places, excepting that they (hall not caufe new 
fortifications to be built, without giving notice of it before- 
hand, to the governor-general of the Netherlands, and 
having his opinion and advice thereupon, nor bring the 
charges thereof to the account of his Imperial and Ca- 
tholic Majefty, or the country, without his faid JMajcfty't 
confent. 

XIV. For the fecurity of the communication between 
the United Provinces, and the places of the barrier, his Im- 
perial and Catholic Majefty, (hall take Care fo to order it, 
that the letters and meflengers, as well ordinary as extra- 
ordinarj^ piay pafs freely to and from the towns and pla- 
ces of the barrier, and thofe of other countries 5 on condi-^ 
tion that the faid Me(rcngers carry no letters or packets for 
merchants, or other private pcrfons, which as well for the 
places. of the barrier, as for all other Countries, (hall be 
put in at the ppft-officcs of his Imperial and Catholic 
Majefty. 

• XV. As for the artillery, magazines and military pro»^ 
vi(ions which their High Mightineffcs have in the towns 
and places which they remit to his Imperial and Catho- 
lic Majefty, they (hall be allowed to ci^rry them out with- 
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but any hmdrance, and without paying any cuftoms^r tcXls^ 
as well thofe which they brought thither themfdves, as the 
artillery marked with their arms, and loft in the lace war, 
or otherwife belonging to them, and found in the faid pla^ 
oes when taken ; unlefs his Imperial and Catholic Ma- 
jefty defire to take the faid artillery and ammunition up- 
on his own account, and agree with their High Mighti* 
nefles for the price, before the places are furrendered. And 
as for the artillery and ammunition at that time in the places 
committed to the guard of the troops of the States Ge^ 
neral, they (hall be left to their keeping and diredion, ac- 
cording to the inventories that (hall be drawn up and Hgn- 
cd on both (ides, before the exchange jof the ratifications 
of the prefent treaty ; but they (hall not be tranfported 
elfewhere without common confent, and the property fhall 
remain to his Imperial and Catholic Majeily, for as much 
as they are found in the faid places at the time of their cef-* 
fion or furrender. 

XVI. In cafe the provinces of the Auftrian Netherlands 
be attacked, and it happen (which God forbid) that the 
enemy's forces (hould enter Brabant, to aA there, and lay 
liege to any place in the faid province, or any of thofe 
that form the barrier, their High Mightine(&s (hall be 
permitted to caufe their troops to enter and take poft in 
rhe towns and places on the Demer, from the Schelde td 
the Maefe, as alfo to make retrenchments, lines and inun- 
dations there, as much as the ctrcumdances of the war (hall 
require,, to hinder the farther progrefs of the enemy-, pro^* 
yidcd the whole be done in concert with the governor-ge- 
ncral of the Netherlands. 

XVII. As it appears by the experience of the laft war^ 
that for fecuring the frontier! of the States General in Fliain- 
(ler3f it was neceffary to leave (o. many confiderable bodiei 
pf troops there, that the army was thereby very much 
weakened : to prevent this inconvenience, and the better 
to fecure the faid frontiers for thefuture,1iis Imperial and 
Catholic Majefty yields to the States General fuch fort% 
and as much of the territory of the Auftrian Flahders bor- 
dering upon the faid frontiers, as they (hall want to iriaki 
the necefiary inundations, and for covering them from the 
iSchelde to the fea,' in places where they are not already 

fuf- 
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lufficiendy fccurcdj and where they cannot be fecurcd l?f 
making inundations upon thofe lands only that already bc^ 
Ions to the States General. 

For this purpofe his Imperial and Catholic Majeftjc 
agrees and approves, that the limits of the States General 
in Flanders, (hall hereafter begin at the fea between filaiiU 
kenbcrg and Heyft, at the place where there are no downs ; 
provided they do not caufe or permit any villages or houfcs 
to be built near that poft, nor fufFer filhermen to fettle 
there^ nor make any fluices to the fea there. 

And their High Mightincffes promife moreover, that if 
they think fit to caufe any fortificatioQs to be built at the 
head of their new limits, they will take care not to weaken 
the dyke j and they will not only defray the extraordinary 
cxpences that may be incurred on account of the faid for- 
tifications, but will alfo indemnify the inhabitants of the 
Auftrian Netherlands from all loffes they may fiiftain, in 
cafe the -fea comes to make inundations through the faid 
fortifications. 

There fhall be drawn from the, poft abovenamed, a di- 
re£t line to Grootewcge, from whence the line fhall be 
continued towards Heyft, and fromHeyft it Ihall go to the 
Dric-hoeck and Swarte-fluice, from thence to Fort St. Do- 
nas, which his Imperial and Catholic Majefty yields in 
full propriety and fovereignty'to their High Mightinefles, 
(provided the gates of the fluices of the faid fort be left 
open in time of peace -,) and in like manner he gives up 
the land fituatc on the north fide of the above-nxrntionird 
line. 

Grom fort St. Donas, the new limits of the States Ge- 
neral (hall extend to fort St. Job, from whence they fhall 
fall in with the old ones near the town of Middleburg; 
which limits (hall be continued along the Zydclings Dyke, 
as far as the place where the Eckelofe Watercourfe and 
the Water-loop meet at a flu ice. 
. After this the limits fliall run from the Graaf-Jaans Dyke 
to the village of Bouchout, (the proprietors'of whofc fluiccis 
are permitted to place them where they were before) and 
from Bouchout the line (hall be continued ftrait forward 
|o the antient limits of the States General, 
'^' " -^ ■ '" ■ " ■" Hii 
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His Imperial and Catholic Majefty gives up alio, iii 
full and entire fovereignty to the States General^ the ter< 
ritory (ituate on the north fide of the line. 

And in regard it is neccffary for their entire fccurity, 
that the inundation be continued from Bouchout, as far as 
the canal, of Sas van Ghent, along the Graaf-Jaans Dyke, 
their High Mightinefies (hall be permitted, in time of war, 
to take poflcilion of, and fortify all the fluices that they 
ihall find in the Graaf-Jaans Dyke, and the Zydelings 
Dyke, , 

As for the town of Sas van Ghent, the limits (hall 
be extended to the diftance of two thoufand geometri- 
cal paces •, provided that no villages be included in that 
fpace. 

And for the prcfervation of the lower Scbe'lde, and the 
communication between Brabant and Dutch Flanders, his 
Jxfiperial and Catholic Majcfty gives up to the States Ge- 
neral, the full and entire property and fovereignty of the 
village and Polder' of Doel, together with the Polders of 
St. Anne and Ketenifle, 

And whereas, in time of war it will be neceflfary, for the 
better fccurity, to make inundations through the fluices, 
between the forts of the Mecr and the Perle, his Imperial 
and Catholic Majcfty (hall, as foon as the barrier is at- 
'tacked, or a war begun, remit the guard of the Perle fort, 
and tiie fluices, to their High Mightinefies ; provided 
that as foon as the war is over their High Mighiinefles 
fball reftore the faid fluices and fort to his Imperial and 
Catholic Majefty, together with thofe which they fliall, ia 
that time have taken pofTeflion of on the Graaf-Jaans 
dyke, and Zydelings dyke. The States General ftiall not 
make any inundation in time of peace, and when they find 
themfelves obliged to make any in time of war, they ftiail 
give previous notice of it to the governor-general of the 
Netherlands, and concert the afi^air with the generals that 
command the armies in the Netherlands-, promifing nwre-t 
over, that if upon occafion of the giving up to them feme 
fluices (whereof the inhabitants of the i\uftrian Flanders 
fhall retain the free ufe in time of peace) they flxould hap^ 
pen to fpfier any .damage or prejudice, cither from the 
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commanders, cr other military officers of the States Gene-' 
ral (hall r>ot only remedy it immediately, but fhall alfa 
give fatisfaftion to thofe concerned. 

And becaufe by this new fituatibn of the limits, it will 
be neceflary to alter the toU-houfes, for preventing frauds, 
which is a cafe wherein his Imperial and Catholic Ma- 
jefty, and their High Mightineffes, are equally concerned, 
the places fhall be agreed on for eftablilbing the great offi- 
ces, and for fuch farther precautions as it ffiall be thought 
convenient to take. 

It is moreover ftipulated by this article, that a juft va- 
luation fhall be made before the ratification of the prefent 
treaty of the revenues -arifing to the fovereign, from the 
lands which fhall be yielded to th^ir High Mightineffes 
by this article, as alfo of what profit accrued to the fove- 
reign, by the renewing of grants on the foot that they 
were agreed to for thirty years laft pafl,to be deduded and 
fee off from the annual fubfidy of 500,000 crowns* 

And the Roman*catholic religion fhall be preferved 
and maintained in the places given up as above, on the 
fame footing as it is now, and was exerciled in the reign of 
King Charles II. of glorious memory; and all the priyi* 
leges of the inhabitants fhall be preferved and maintained 
in like manner. 

The fort of Rodenhuyfen .fhall be razed, and the difFc- 
rences touching the canal of Bruges fhall be referred to 
the dtfcifion of neutral arbitrators chofe by both parties; 
provided, that by the giving up of the fort of St. Donas, 
the people of the town of Sluys ^fhall not have more right 
upon that canal, than they had before that place was 
yielded up, , - 

XVIII. His Imperial and Catholic Majefly yields to 
their. High Might nefTcs the States .General for ever, in 
full fovereignty and propriety, the town of Venlo in the 
upper part of Guelderland, wjth its precinft and jurif* 
diftion, and the fort of St. Michael, and moreover the fort 
of Stevenfwaert, with its territory or jurifdidtion j as alfo* 
as much land as fhall be necefTary to augment their forti- 
fications on this jfide the Maefe-: And his faid Majefly pro- 
mifes, that he will never caufe to be builr, or permit any 
pthcr to build any fortification, of "what name foever, 
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Within the diftancc of half a league from the faid fortrcfs. 
Moreover, his Imperial and Catholic Majcfty gives up to 
the States General, the ammanie of Montfort, confifting 
(with exception to the villages of Swalmt and Elmt, which 
Ic rcfcrves to himfelf ) of the little towns of Nieuftadt and 
Echfj with the following villages, viz. Ohe and Lack» 
Roouern, Braght, Bcefel, Belfen, Vlodorp, Poftert, Berg, 
lin and Montfort, to be poflefled by the faid Stares Ge- 
neral, in the manner as they were enjoyed by his Majefly 
King Charles II. of glorious memory, with the pcrfec- 
lurcs, burghs, fiefs, lands, funds, quit-rents, revenues, tolls, 
of what nature foever, fubfidies, contributions and col- 
le£tions, fealties, demefncs, and others whatfoever, be- 
longing to the faid places given up as aforefaid. The whole 
Irowever, without prejudice to, and faving all the rights 
which may belong to the King of JPruffia, &c. and not- 
withftanding all exceptions, pretentions, or cavils already 
mad^ or that may hereafter be formed to difturb the States 
General in the peaceable poflcffion of the places yielded 
urp by the prefent article ; all iompafts, conventions, or 
difpofitions, contrary to the prefent article, being deemed 
null and void. * 

Provided, and be it wnderftood, that this furrender is 
made with this exprqfs claufe, that the ftatutes, antient 
cuftoms, and in general, all privileges civil and ecclefi- 
affical, as well with regard to the magiftrates and private 
jperfons, as to the churches, convents, monafteries, fchools, 
Icminaries, hofpitals, and other public places, with all 
their apfpurtenancies and dependencies, as alfo the dioccfan 
light of bifbop of the Ruremonde, and in general every 
riling that concerns the rights, liberties, immunities, func- 
tions, ufagtfs, ceremonies, and the exercife of the Catho- 
lic religion, (hall be preferved and fubfift without any 
charge or innovation, either direftly or indireftly, in all 
the places yielded as above, in the fame manner as in the 
time of King Charles II. of glorious memory, and as it 
Ihall be explained on both fides more fully,) in cafe any 
difpute happens on that account ; ^d the officers of the ma- 
£iftracy and the police, (hall be given to none but perfons 
©f the Catholic religioft. 
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*rhc right of collation to benefices, which has £«feo K-' 
therto in the fovercign,<hall hereafter belong to the bifliopi 
of Ruremonde ; on condition that the faid benefices ihail 
not be given to perfons. dilagreeable to the States Genera!^ 
for particular reafons that may be alledged« 

It is alfo ftipuiated^ that the States General fiiall not 
pretend to have acquired by the ceffion of the town of Ech^ 
any rijght of judicature or appeal, with refpeft to the chap- 
ter orThorn, or other lands of the Empire; and it fiiall 
be free for his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, to no- 
minate fuch place as he fhaU think fit for the faid judica- 
ture or appeal. 

And becaufe the inhabitants of that part of the upper 
quarter which is hereby furrendered, can no longer cany 
their procefs, iti cafe of appeal, to the Court of Rurem^^ide^' 
it (hall be free for their High Mightincfles to eftablifli a 
co^rt of appeal for their fubjeds, in what part of the pro^ 
vince they think fit. 

It is moreover agreed, that all the duties on import andi 
export, which ate levied along the Maefe, (hall not be en- 
creafcd or leflened, in the whole or in part but by com- 
mon confent j of which duties his Imperial and Catholic 
Majefty (hall receive to his own profit, thofe which are cd- 
Icdlcd at Ruremonde and Navaigne, and the Lords tte 
States General thofe which are paid at Venlo j and for as 
much as the faid duties upon the Maefe in general^ as alfa 
thofe upon the Scheldc by way of fubfidy, are appropri- 
ated to the payment of two difliltinft annuities, viz. one of 
80,000 florins a vear, and another of 70,000, by virtue of 
a tranfaiftion pafled and "concluded the 26th of December, 
1687, with his late Majefty of Great Britain King Wil- 
liam III. it i^ agreed that their High Mightinefles, by rea- 
fon of the ceffion abovementioned, Ihall give a yearly fup- 
ply to his Imperial and Catholic Majefty in the payment 
of the faid annuities and other debts, which may be there 
mortgaged, m proportion to the produce of the duties 
of import and export which they Ihall receive, the whole 
according to the very conftitution of the faid annuities. 

And as for the. debts contracted and cohftitutcd upon 
the generality of the upper quarter of Guelderland, the 
5tatc;5 General Ihall concur in the payment thereof for {9 
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Ihuch as IS their quota, according to the proportion fet 
forth in the matricula of all the faid upper quarter. All 
fhc documents and papers which concern the upper quar- 
ter of Guelderland, (hall remain as heretofore in the ar- 
chives- of Ruremonde. But it is agreed, that an inven- 
tory, or Regifter of them fliall be formed at the meeting of 
commiifaries from his Imperial and Catholic Majelly, his 
Majefty of Pruflia, and the Lords the States General ; and 
an authentic copy of the faid inventory (hall be given to 
each of thofc three powers, that they may always have free 
accefs to all the papers and documents, whereof they may 
have occafion, tor the part which they feverally poflcfs 
in the faid upper quarter of Guelderland ; and an authen- 
tic copy of fuch papers (hall be delivered to them on the 
firfl demand. 

XIX. In con(ideration of the great charge and extraordi- 
nary cxpence which the States General are unavoidably 
obliged to be at, as well for maintaining the great number 
of troops which they are engaged l^y the prcfcnt treaty to 
keep in the towns above named, as for fupplying the great 
fums abfolutely neceflfary for the maintenance and repair 
of the fortifications of the faid places, and for furnifhing 
them with ammunition and provifions, his Imperial and 
Catholic Majefty engages and promifes to caufe to be an- 
nually paid to the States General,' the Sum of 500,000 
crowns, or 1,250,000 florins Dutch money ovel^and above 
the revenue of the part of the upper quarter of Guel- 
derland, given up by his Imperial and Catholic Majefty in 
propriety to the States General, by the i8th artlde of the 
J>refent treaty, as alfo over and above the coft of lodging 
the ttoops, according to the regulation made in the year 
1698, in the manner as (hall be particularly agreed upon: 
which fum of 500,000 crowns, or 1,250,000 florins ll)utch 
money, (hall be fecured and mortgaged, as it is-by this ar- 
ticle fecured and mortgaged upon all the revenues of the 
Auftrian Netherlands in general, including therein the 
countries yielded up byFrance;.and in particular, upon 
the clear neat revenues, of the provinces of Brabant and 
Flanders, and of the countries, towns, chatcllanies and de- 
pendencies yielded up by France, according as it is trtore 
particularly Ipecified -by a feparatc article^ as well for the 
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%\d mortgagf^ as for the means and terms of receiving 
the faid fums. 

And the faid payment of the fubfidy of 500,000 crowns, 
or 1,250,000 florins Dutch money, (hall commence from 
the day of the figning the prefent trtaty, from whidi Ihall 
be dcdufted the revenues of the towns, . chatellanies, 
and dependencies yielded by France, in proportion to 
the term elapfed froni the fame day, till the day on which, 
the faid countries fhall be remitted to his Imperial and 
Catholic Majefty, in proportion to what the States Gene* 
ral fhall receive* 

XX. His Imperial and Catholic Majefty, by this article,' 
confirms and ratifies the capitulations granted to the 
provinces and towns of the Netherlands, heretofore called 
Spanifli, at the time of their redudtion to the obedience 
of his laid Majefty^ together with the general ad miniflra* 
tion df the faid country therein, cxercifed by Great Bri* 
tain, and the States General of the United Provinces, the 
lawful fovereign having been reprefented by their mini- 
fters who refided at Bruflcls, and by the council of ftate 
commlffioncd to the general government of the faid Ne- 
therlands, in purfuance of the power and inftruftions that 
were given them, and of the rcquefts that were made on 
the part of the two powers, as well^in matters of reo'ale 
juftice and police, as of the finances ; as alfo the particu- 
lar ad minift ration of the ftates, provinces, colleges, towns 
and communities in the open country, as alfo in the fove- 
reign courts of juftice, and the other fubaltern courts and 
judges* 

Which a£ts of police, regale, juftice, and the finances; 
Ihall fubfift and have their full and entire efFedt, according 
to the tenw of the faid afts and fcntences paffedt-the 
whole in the fame manner, as if they had been done by 
the lawful fovereign of the country, and under his go- 
vernment. 

XXL Every thing that is comprifed. in the foregoing ar- 
ticle (hall alfo be obferyed, ratified and maintained, on the 
part of his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, with refpcft to 
th« upper quarter of Gueldcrland, and the countries con- 
quered from France, (pf which King Charles 11. of glorious 
|nc4»ry, was not in poflcffion at his dcceafc) for all the 
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dBfpofitions made in the name, and on tKe part <^ tbe 
States General of the United Provinces. 

And as for what concerns ecclefiaffical benefices and 
dignities, thofe who have been preferred to them, and are 
BOW in poflcfliony (hall not be difplaced; and thofe who 
are not yet in poflcflion^ (hall be admitted to them with- 
out any oppoficion, but by the ways, and in the order 
of juftice, according to the laws and cuftoms of the 
country. 

XXIL His Imperial and Catholic Majefty acknow-* 
ledges, and promifes to fatisfy the obligations entered into 
by his Catholic Majefty Charles IL of glorious memory, 
^or the levies of nK)ney which their High Mightineiies 
caufed to be negociated for his faid Majefty, a lift whereof 
is fubjoined to this article: and, as they have not yet 
been remitted to the States General the obligations of the 
Spanilh Netherlands, for the fum of 200,000 florins a year, 
for payment of the intereft, and reimburfin^ the principal 
of 1,400,000 florins, taken up at incereft in the year 
1698, to be employed on the neceflary occafions of the 
frontiers of the faid Spanifh Netherlands, and four years 
intereft, amounting to the fum of 224,000 florins where- 
with the faid capital of 1,400,000 florins, is encreafed ;

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1,250,000 florins Dutch money, granted annually, and 
ftipulated by the faid article, has particularly charged the 
fum of 610,000 florhis Duch money annually, upon the 
countries, towns, chatellanies, and dependencies, yielded by 
France, according to the'follovving repartition, viz. Upon 
the city of Tournay 55,000 florins ; upon the chatellany 
of Tournay called the Tournefis, 25,000 florins; upon 
the city and verge of Menin 90,000 florins ; and upon 
that part of Weft Flanders which was yielded by France, 
ihare and fliare alike among the towns, chatellanies, and 
dependencies, 44,000 florins ; and the refidue thus, viz* 
One-third upon the fubfidies of the province of Brabant, 
amounting to the fum of 213,333}- florins ; and upon thofe 
of the province of Flanders, two-thirds, amounting to the 
fum of 42 6,666y florins, making all together the faid total 
fum of 500,000 crowns, or 1,250,000 florinsDutch money.

And the quota of the province of Flanders, upon the 
contingent of the country of Waes, including therein Be- 
veren, the county of Oudenburg, the frank of Bruges, 
country of Aloft, and the tov^rn and country o£ Dender- 
mondc, in the fubfidies of that province. And for the 
better fccuring the regular payment of the faid refpeftive 
fums, his Imperial and Catholic Majcfty promifes and 
engages that it ftiall be made quarterly, viz, at the, end of 
every three months from the day of the figningof thepre- 
fent treaty : and "on failure of payment at the end of tlie 
faid thrfee months, his Imperial and Catholic Majefty from 
this time, and by this treaty, orders the ftatcs of the pro- 
vinces and jurifdidlions, and the receivers of the fubfidies, 
both ordinary and extraordinary, together with thofe of 
his rights and demefnes, by,\vhom the pa)ment ought to

The whole without pre- 
judice to the right of their High Mightinefles to the other 
revenues of the fovereign, over and above the fubfidy of 
the provinces, fuch as the duties of import and export, 
taxes, taillers, tolls, and other domains. 

Moreover, it is agreed that the payment of the f^id 
fubfiy fliall nor be retarded, much lefs refufed on pre- 
tence of compenfation, liquidation, or any other claims, 
of what name or naturtj foever they be. 

And this feparate article ihall have the fame force as the 
faid treaty of barrier, altogether as much as if it was there- 
in infertd verbatim, and it fhall be ratified at the fame 
time as this treaty.

eluded at Madrid, the i^tb of December 17 15. 

WHEREAS fince the treaties of peace and conamerce, " 
lately concluded aj: Utrecht, the 13th of July and 
the- 9th of December 17 13, between his Catholic Ma- 

jefty 
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jefty and her late Majcfty the Queen of Great Britain of 
glorious memory, there remained ftill fonic differences 
^bout trade and the courfe thereof; and his Catholic 
Majefty and the King of Great Britain, being inclined to 
maintain and cultivate a firm and inviolable peace and 
friendfhip, in order to attain to this good end they have 
by theic two minifters underwritten, mutually and duly 
Qualified, caused the following articles to be concluded and 
ngned. 

I. The Britiih fubjefts ihall not be obliged to pay higher 
or other duties, for goods coming in or going out of the 
icvcral ports of his Catholic Majefty, than thofe they paid 
for the fame goods in King Charles the Second's time, fet- 
tled by cedules and ordonances of the faid King or his 
predeccflbrs : and although the Gratias commonly called 
Pic del fardo, be not grounded on any royal ordtonance, 
neverthelefs his Catholic Majefty declares, wills and or* 
dains, that itbeobferved now and hereafter as an invio- 
lable law ; which duties Ihall be exaAed and raifed now 
and for the future, with the fame advantages and favours 
to the faid fubje^s, 

II. His Majefty confirms the treaty made by the Britiih 
fubjeds with the magiftratcs of St. Aadero, in the year 
1700. 

IIL His Catholic Majefty i>crmits the faid fubjedts to 
gather fait in the ifleof Toftugas, they having enjoyed this 
liberty in the reign of King Charles II. without interrup- 
tion. 

IV. The faid fubjcds (hall pay nowhere any higher or 
^ other duties than thofe paid by the fubje^ts of his Catho- 
lic Majefty in the fame places. 

v., The faid fubjeifls fliall enjoy all the rights, privileges, 
franchifes, exemptions, and immunities whatever, which 
they enjoyed before the laft war, by virtue of the royal 
cedules or ordonances, and by the articles of the treaty 
of peace and commerce made at Madrid in 1667, which is 
hereby fully confirmed; andthe famefubjedlsihallbeufcdin 
Spain in the fame manner as the moft favoured nation, atid 
confequently all nations Ihall pay the fame duties on wool 
and other merchandizes coming in and going out by fea : 
and all the rights, privileges, fra^chifes^exeiftptionsjandim- 

muniiies 
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LDunittes that fhall be granted and allowed to the faid fub- 
jcfts, the like fliall be granted, obferved and permitted to 
the fubjefls of Spain, ,the kingdoms of his Majefty the 
King of Great Britain, 

VI, And as innovations may have been made in 
tradcy his Catholic Majefty promifes on his part to ufe 
his utmoft endeavours to abolilh them, and for the future 
to caufe them to be avoided : in like manner the King of 
Great Britain promifes to ufe all poffible endeavours to 
sibolifh all innovations on bis part, and for the future to 
caufe them by all means to be avoided, 

VII. The treaty of commerce made at Utrecht, the 
9th of December 1713^ ihall continue in force, except thp 
articles that fliall be found contrary to what is this day con- 
cluded and figned, which Ihall be abolifhed and rendered 
of no force, and elpecially the three articles commonly 
called explanatory : and thefe prefents Ihall be approved, 
ratified and exchanged on each fide, within the fpace of 
fix weeks, or fooncr, if poffible. In witnefs whereof, and 
by virtue of our full powers, we have figned thefe prefents 
at Madrid, the 14th of December, in the year 1715.

BE It known to all and every one whom it may con- 
cern. The augufl: EmperoF of the Romans, Charles 
VI. King of Spain, Hungary and Bohemia, Archduke of 
Auftria, Duke of Burgundy, &c. and the mofl: ferene and 
moft potent Prince George, by the Grace of God, King 
of Great Britain, France and Ireland, Duke of Brunfwick 
aad Lunenburgh^EleSor of the Holy Roman Empire, &c. 

having 
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having reflcAed on the eminent advantages which were 
derived from the fincere and conftant union of their 
predeceflbrs, and therefore confidering the more attentively 
the circumftances of the prefcnt time, they applied their 
minds to the renewing of the fame for the common good. 

Whereupon, by the blelling of God, concerting coun- 
fels, they have agreed in form upon a treaty and mutual 
alliance confifling of the following articles* 

I. That there be between his abovementioned Imperial 
and royal Catholic Mijcfty, and his facred royal Ma- 
jefty of Great Britain, a fincere friendfhip and union of 
coLinfcls, and perfeik alliance, that each of them look up- 
on the other's interefts as his own, and earneftly endeavour 
to promote them, and prevent by the beft means he is able, 
all damages. 

II. T hat the defign and end of this defenfive alliance be 
no other than mutually to defend each other, and to pre- 
fervethemfclves inthe poflcflion of thekingdoms, provinces 
and rights, in the condition they now are, which either of 
tljem actually has and enjoys ; if therefore it fliall hap- 
pen, that the one or tjie other of thefe allies fhall be hoftile- 
Jy invaded or molefted by any power, it is agreed, that the 
honour, dignity, as alfo the kingdoms, provinces, and 
rights abovementioned, which that ally poffefles in any part 
of Europe at the time of this alliance, or which during the 
fame they fhall by mutual confent acquire, Ihall with com- 
mon aid and afliftance by land and by fea, be preferved, 
defended and maintained inviolable, againft all aggreflbrs 
whatfoever ; and likewife that a juft fatisfaftion Ihall be 
procured for any injury which fhall happen to be done. 

III. For obtaining this wholefome end, in the aforefaid 
cafe of any hoitile invafion, the party attacked ihall notify 
the fame to his ally, who fhall ufe all his endeavours with 
the aggreflbr, to induce him to abftain without delay from 
farther hoflility, to make due fatisfadtion for the damage 
done, and fhall take care for the future fecurity of his 

ally. 

IV. If this fair means do not fucceed within the fpaee 
of two months, afliftance fhall immediately be fent by the 
ally to the party attacked, nor fhall the fame be recalled till 
\yhat is exprefied in t tic foregoing fecofid article be obtained^ 

V. The 
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V. The faccour&j which when this cafe happens, are to 
be furnilhed by the allies, fliall be as follows : On the 
part of his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, twelve thou- 
fand rtien, that is to fay, eight thoufand foot, and four thou- 
fand horfe. And 09 the part of his facred royal Majefty of 
Great Britain, as many thoufand. men ; that is to 
fay, eight thoufand foot, and four thoufand horfe. 
But if the nature of the war fliould require rather 
maritiriie fuccours, in whole or in part, the ally fliall be 
obliged to furnifli, inftead of the faid land forces, fo many 
fliips of war as ihall be equal in expence to the faid num- 
ber of men : So likewife in cafe greater fuccours, either of 
land or fea forces, fhould be neceflary, the allies fliall with- 
out delay come to an agreement about them, and /how aa 
amicable difpofition oh both fides. 

VL It is agreed, that no other prince or power fliall be 
invited or admitted into this alliance, unlefs by the unani- 
mous and mutual confent of the allies, and in fuch manner 
as fliall be ftipulated and agreed between them. 

VII. But whereas nothing is more defired by either all}^ 
than, this treaty being made, to fecure by mutual afliftance 
the common, fafety, and preferve inviolable the public 
peace ; and there beings no doubt but the mighty States 
General of the United rroviiK:es of the Netherlands are 
difpofed moft readily to aflift and promote, by their ac- 
ceflion, fo ufcful and fo necclTary a work, it is therefore 
. now thought fit not only willingly to admit the faid States 
General into this prefent alliance, but to invite them ami- 
cably without delay, to enter into it. 

In witnefs whereof the Plenipotetitiaries as well t)f his 
facred Imperial and Catholic Majefty, as of his facred 
royal Majefty of Great Britain, have figned thefe pre- 
fents with their hands, tind fet their feals thereto.

TT IS farther agreed, that if in procefs of time war ihould 
X break out between his facred Imperial and Catholic 
Majcfty, and the Ottoman Empire, the treaty of alliance / 
concluded this day with his facred royal M^efty of Great 
Britain, Ihall not be deemed in any wife to relate or extend 
thereto ; nor Ihall war with the Turks, (reafon of ftate fo 
requiring) be undcrftood to be a cafe intended by this trea- 
ty, ^hisfep^trate article is dated andftgnedas the treaty. 

Adiitional Separate and Secret Article. 

WHEREAS it is the principal fcopeand intention of 
the treaty of alliance concluded the laft year be- 
tween his facred Imperial and royal Catholic Majefty 
and his royal Majefty of Great Britain, that the union 
and friendftiip betwixt their faid Majefties rtiay be bound 
in the clofeft engagements that are poffible, and that oh 
every occafion that offers they may mutually promote each 
other's incerefts, and may faithfully and fincerely fecure 
themfelves againft all enemies whatfoever : and whereas, 
fmce the conclufion of the faid alliance, many of his Bri- 
tannic Majefty's rebel fubjedts have come into feveral 
of the hereditary provinces of his Imperial and Catholic 
Mnjefty, whereby they found means and opportunity of 
carrying on a pernicious correfpondence with other ill-af- 
fe<5ted and feditious inhabitants of Great Britain, arid ufe 
all their endeavours to ftir up a new rebellion in the faid 
kingdom ; whence both the government of his Britannic 
Majefty, and the tranquillity and repofe of his faithful fub- 
jefts may be continually difturbed by thefe fecret faftions 
and confpiracies, to their very great detriment. It is 
therefore declared by thefe prefcnts on the part of his im- 
perial and. royal Catholic Majefty, that he will grant no 
entertainment, refuge, or palfage, under any pretext what- 
foever 
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foe ver within his hereditary provinces fituated in Germany 
and the Auftrian Netherlands, to his Britannic Majefty's 
rebel fubjedts, who are or Ihall be declared fuch, nor to the 
pcrfon commonly called the Pretender* As likewife his 
royal Majefty of Great Britain doth promife, that he ne- 
ver will grant any paflage, entertainment, or refuge, to the 
rebel fubjedts of his Imperial and royal Catholic Ma- 
jefty, who are or Ihall be declared fuch within his king- 
doms of Great Britain and Provinces of the Roman Em- 
pire. Wherefore it is on both fides provided that they 
will mutually compel the aforefaid rebel fobjedts to de- 
part out of the faid kingdoms and provinces within the 
ipace of eight days, from the time that the minifter of 
him, whofe fubjedls thofe rebels are reputed, Ihall have 
made fuch application to his faid Imperial Majefty, or 
his royal Majefty, in the name of his matter. In wit- 
nefs whereof we the CommifEoners and Plenipotentiaries 
of his facred Imperial and royal Catholic Majefty, and 
of his facred royal Majefty oif Great Britain, by virtue 
of our full powers refpeftively (the copies whereof are ad- 
ded at the end of this article) have iigned this inflrument 
with our hands.

Convention for explaining the articles of the Affiento, or 
contract for Negroes, between the mofi ferene and mojl 
potent Prince George, by the Grace of God, King of 
Great Britain, France, and Ireland, Defender of the 
Faith J fef^. and the mofi frene and mofl potent Prince 
Philip V. the Catholic King of Spain. Concluded at 
Madrid, the ^ of Mzy, it i^. 

GEORGE, by the Grace of God, King.of Great Bri- 
tain, France, aad Ireland, Defender of the Faith* 
&c. To all and Angular to whom thefe prefent letters Ihall 
come, greeting : whereas a certain convention, for explain- 
ing the articles of the treaty commonly called El Affiento 
de ios Negros, the Contraft for Negcoes, between ur and 
eiir good brother Philip V, the Catholic King of Spain 
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and the Indies, was concluded and (igned by Minifters Ple- 
nipotentiaries impowercd with fnfEcient Authority ofi both 
fides, at Madrid on the-?-* day of the month-^of Mfty laft, 
in the form and words following : 

After a long war, which had afflided almoft all Europe, 
and had produced difmal effedls, it appearing that the con- 
tinuance of it would create yet n)ore, it was agreed with 
the Queen of Great Britain of glorious memory, to put a 
flop to it, b^ a good and fincere peace 5 and in order to 
render it firm and folid, and to maintain the union be- 
tween the two nations, it was* determined that the AflSento 
i'or furnifliing our Weft Indies with Negroes, Ihould for the 
fuaire, and during the time expreflcd in^ the treaty of Affi- 
ento, be on the accompt of the royal company of Eng- 
land ; which fiiid company having thereupon made feve- 
ral rcprcfentations to us by the Minifter of Great Britain, 
after they had made the fame to the King their matter, 
concerning fonie difficulties which related to certain arti- 
cles of the faid treaty ; and we being defirous, not only to 
-maintain the peace eftablifhcd wiih the Englifh nation, but 
to prefcrve and augment it by a perfcA good underftand- 
ing, have commanded our minifters to confer on the faid 
aft'air of the Affiento with the Minifter Plenipotentiary of 
the King of Great Britain, to the end that, as equity re- 
q^uires, feme agreement might be made on the faid articles, 
as has actually been done by the following declarations. 

In the treaty of Affiento made between their Britannic 
and Catholic Majefties on March 26, 1713, for the car- 
rying of Negroes to the Indies by the company of England, 
and tor the term of thirty years, which were to commence 
from May i, 1713, his Catholic Majefty was pleafed to 
grant to the faid Company the favour of fending to the 
Indies every year (during the faid Affiento) a fliip of 500 
t6n, as is mentioned in the faid treaty : on condition that 
the goods with which the faid annual fhip ihould be laden, 
fliould not be allowed to be fold but in the. time of the 
fair ; and that if the Ihip arrived in the Indies before, the 
Ihips from Spain, the fadors employed by the faid com* 
pany Ihould be obliged to land all the goods, and depofit 
them in truft in the Catholic King's warehoufes, to be 
kept under two keys, and with other circumftances fpeci- 
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Bed in the fald treaty, till they could be fold at the time 
of the fair. 

Ic has been reprefented on the part of hi$ Britannic 
Majefly and of the faid company^ that the Taid favour was 
granted by the Catholic King to make good (he lofles 
which the company might fuffcr by the Afliento -, fo that 
if the condition, not to difpoie of the goods but in the 
time of the fair, were to be oblerved, and the fair noc 
being held regularly everv year, as experience has flicwn 
heretofore, and as ma^ happen hereafter, the company 
inftead of gaining prom, would lofe the prime coft of the 
cargo i it being very well known that goods will not keep 
Jong in that country, and particularly at Porto Bello* 
For this reafion the company dciires an afTurance that the 
fair (hall be held every year, either at Carchagena, Porto** 
Bello; or F^era Cruz ; and that notice may be given them 
at which of thofe three ports it is intended to keep the 
fair, that they may know where to (end out their A>ip % 
which arriving at the faid ports, if no fair be there held^ 
the company may vend the goods after a certain limited ' 
time^ to be reckoned from me day of the arrival of the 
faid fhip at fuch port. 

His Majefty being willing to*give the King of Great 
Britain new proofs othis friendfliip, and to corroborate the 
union arid ffood correfpondence between the two nations, 
has declareo, and declares, that the fair (hall be held re-* 
gularly every ye^r, .cither in Peru, or in New Spain, and 
that notice Ihali be given to the court of England of the 
cxjift time when the Flota or Galleons will fail for the In- 
dies, to the end the company (nay at the fame time difr 
patch the (hip granted by his Catholic Majefty; and in 
cafe the Flot'a and Galleons Ihall not depart from Cadiz 
before the month of June expires, the f^id company fhall 
be allowed to fend away their fhip, giving notice of the 
day of her failing to the court of Madrid^ or to the mi- 
minfter of his Catholic j^lajefty w.ho Ihall be at London i 
and when Ihe Ihall arrive at one of the three ports of Car- 
thagcna, Porto-BeUo, or Vera Cruz, (be Ihall be obliged 
to'wait there for the Plota or Galleons four months, to^ 
be reckoned from the dav of the arrival of the faid fliip i 
which term being expired, the. company fhall be allowed 
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to fell their goods without any hindrance; but it is to tc 
ufidfcrftood, that if this Ihip of the company's be bound 
for Peru, (he Ihall go diredtly to Carthagena and Porto- 
BtUOi without paflihg into the South-Sea* 

The faid compitny has alfo rcprclented, that the num-» 
ber and price of Negroes to be bought in Africa being 
toicertdin s and as they muft be purchafcd with goods^ 
not with money, the quantity of rherchandizc to be car- 
l^i^d to that country cannot be ex aftfy fettled} dnd it be- 
ing improper *fo run any hazard of havirig too few goods 
for that tradtfj it may happen that there win be ah overplus i 
wherefore the faid companjr defife that the go6ds whicli 
Ihall remiirt irfidifpolcd of in exchange for the Negroes^ 
taay be carried to the Indies, otherWife they fhoold be ob- 
liged to caft them into the fea ; fof obtslining this the faid 
cortipany ofFfcr, for the grcatef fecurity, to depofit the faid 
goods which Ihall remain orerplus, in the firft port belong- 
ing to his Catholic Majcfty which their (hip fliall reach, 
and ih the King's warehoufcs, to take the fame on board 
again when the fhip (hall be on her return to Europe. 

As to the article, importing that the overplus goods 
which fliall not be difoofed of in purchafing Negroes, and 
for want q( warehoufcs in Africa, are propofed to be car-^ 
ricfd to the Indies, to be laid up in his Catholic Majefty's 
pcffts, under two keys, one to be kept by the King's of- 
ficers, arid the other by the faftors of the faid company^ 
his Catholic Majefty will grant it to be doac only at the 
port of Buenos Ayres ; betaufe between Africa and the 
faid port of Buenos Ayres, there is not any ifland or place 
tinder the dominion of the King of Great Britain, where 
the (hips belonging to the Afflento for Negroes can put 
in I but it ii quite the contrary with refoeft to the navi- 
gation between Africa and the ports of Caracas, Cartha- 
gena, Potto-Bello, Vera Cruz, Havanna, Porto-Rico, and 
Sr; Domingo : for his Britannic Majefty isN amorfg the 
windward iflands pofTeflfcd of the iflands of Barbadoes, Ja- 
maica, and feve^al othetsj at which the faid AlRento (hips 
may touch, and leave the faid overplus goods, which (hall 
not have been exchanged for the Negroes, and take thern 
in again when they returji to Europe. By this means all 
manner of fufpicion is taken away, and the proceedings in 
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tlie'affair of the Afficnto Ihall be with good faith, which . 
ought to be defired on both fides, and is moft convenient. 
The faftors of the faid company fhall be obliged, as foon 
as the (hip (hall arrive in the port of Buenos Ayres, to 
give a declaration of all the laid goods to liis Catholic 
M^jefty's officers, oA condition that all the goods whlqh ' 
Ihall not be declared, fhall be immediately -confifcated ^ 
and adjudged to his: Catholic Majefty. 

The faid company has likey^ifc reprefented to his Ca- 
tholic Majefty fome difficulty that has rifcn about the pay* 
meat of the duties of the year 17 13, ftrpuJated and agi^eed . 
on by the treaty of ABiento, in which it is faid, that the 
AAiento was to begin on the ift day of May in the faid ; 
year : but the company baying at the fame time purchafed * 
thfe whole number of Negroes, to keep them under hra^ 
Catholic Majefty's proteftion till the figrting of the treaty, '^ 
the importing thofe Negroes into the Indies was not per- * 
mitted, by reafon of the cladfe which was infcrtcd in the 
1 8th article, namely, that the execution of the treaty 
Ihould not take place till the peace fhould be proclaimed; 
fothat the company Was obliged to caufe them to be fold 
to the Britifh Colonies at confiderable lofs. iAnd though 
the company have fiot received any profit, but ftiifered 
lofe, by reafon of the faid article, and of* the- faid claufe 
infexted in the faid treaty by his Catholic Majefty's mi-^ 
nifters ; yet the faid company are willing to give proofs ' 
of their moft humble refpeft to his Catholic Majefty, and 
pr6pofe to pay for the year 1714, that is to fay, from the 
I ft of May, that year forwards, fubmitting intirely to the 
prctenfion for two years, on condition his Catholic Ma- 
jefty will be pkafed to grant to the faid company the per- 
miflion of fending the Ihip on the terms above exprefled, 
in which his Majefty is intefefted for the fourth part of 
the gain, with 'five per cent, .on the other three parts ; fo 
that the faid company oblige themfelves to pay to his Ca- 
tholic Majefty's order, as foon as they lh\ill have a fa- 
vorable anfwer, not only the 200,000 pieces of eight by 
way of anticipation, but alfo the money due for the two 
years : which two fuitis together amount to 466^666 pieces 
of eight and two-thirds. 
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Hk CatHolic Majefty having confidered the faid repre<» 
fentation> has been plea£rd to grant, as he does grant to 
the faid company^ that the (aid Afljento fhall commence 
from May i, 1714; and confequently that the faid com-* 
pany IhaU be ooliged to pay the duties of the two years, 
vrhich began on May i^ 1714, and ended on May i, 
1716, as well as the 200,000 pieces of eight, by way of 
anticipation J which fum the faid company are obliged to 
pay at Amfterdam> Paris, London, or Madrid, all in one 
p'.ymcnt, or divided into feveral, as his Catholic Majcfly 
Ihall think fit; and in the like manner (hall the payments 
be made for the future, as long as the faid Afllento lafts ^ 
fer which payments the effeAs of the faid company Ihall 
be. anfwcrable* 

As to the yearly (hip which his Majefty has granted to the 
coh)pany, and which they have not ient to the Indies in the 
three years 1714, 17151 and 1716; the company having 
obliged themielves to pay his Catholic Majefty the duties 
and revenues of the aforeiaid three years, his Majefty is 
pleafed to make the faid company amends, by allowing 
them to divide the 1,500 tuns into ten annual parts, to be- 
gin the enfuing year 17 17, and end in the year 1727 ; fo 
that the fliip granted bv the treaty of Affiento, inftead of 
bei^g but of 500 tun, fhall be of 650 tun, (each tun being 
to be computed at two pipes of Malaga in meafure, and at 
CO quintals in weight, as is the ordinary computation be-

Forafmuch as the moft ferene and mofl: mighty Prince 
XiCwis XV. by the grace of God, moft Chriftian King of 
JFrance and Navarre, the moft ferene and moft mighty 
Prince George, by the grace of God King of Great Bri- 
tain, Duke of Brunfw\ck and Lupenberg, Elcftor pf the 
Tioly Roman Empire, &c. and the hj^h and mighty 
Lords the States General of the United Provinces of the 
J^Ietherlands, being defirous to corroborate more and more 
the peace that is eftabli(hed between their kingdoms and 
*ilates refpeflively to remove entirely on every fide, all 
caufe of jealoufy, which might in any manner whatfbever 
difturb the tranquillity of their dominions, and to bind 
yet more ftrongly by new ties, that friendftiip which is bo- 
twcen them, in order to attain fo falutary an end, they have 
thought it ncceflary to come to an agreement between 
themfelves ; and to that purpofe their. Majeftiesaforefai4 
and the faid Lords the States General have named, viz. 

The moft Chriftian King, his Ambaira(;iors Extraordi- 

jizxy and Plenipotentiaries, the Sieur William du Boia, 

'Abbot of St. JPeter d' Airvault, of St. Juft, apd of No- 

gent, formerly preceptor to his royal highnefs the Duke of 

Orleans, regent of the kingdom of France, counfellor of 

ilate in ordinary ; and the Sieurs Peter Anthony dc Chaf- 

teauncuf, Marquifs de Caftagnere, honorary counfellor 

to the parliament of Paris, and ambaffador from hi^ moft 

- Chriftian Majefty to the lLord§ the States General of the 

United Provinces. 

The King of Great Britain has named his ambaflador 
extraordinary and plenipotentiary, the J^ord William Ca- 
dogan, baron of B.eadingj, knight of the ordef of St. Aar 
drew, mafter of the robes to the King of G^eat Britain, 
lieutenant general of his armies^ colonel of the fecond re- 
giment of his guards, and governor of the Ifle of Wight. 
And the Lords the States. General have .named their 
deputies and plenipotentiaries, the Sieurs John v^n Effen, 
burgomafterof the town of Zutphen, curator of the uni^ 
Vcrficy at Harder wick } Wigbold VandctDaes^ Lord of 
" ^ * Nortwick^ 
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Nortwick, of the order of the nobility of Holland and 
Wcftfricfland, grand baily and dykegray? of Rhynland ; 
Anthoqy Heinfius, counfcUor, penfionary keeper of the 
great feal, and fuperintcndant of the fiefs of the province 
of Holland and Weftfriefland ; Samuel Coninck, fenator 
of the town of Vecre ; Frederick Adrran, baron.de Rheede, 
lord of Renfwoyde, Emminckhuyfen .and MocrkerkejQ, 
&c. prefident qf the nobility of the province of Utrecht^ 
Ulbe Aylvj^ van Burmania, baily of the nobility of Le^ 
warden : Anthony Eckhout, burgoniaftcr of the town of 
Campen ; and Wicher Wichers, burgomafter of the towa 
of Groningen, all deputies in their aflembly, on the part 
of the ftates of Guelderland^ Holland, and Weftfriefland, 
'Zealand, Utrecht, Friefland, Overylfelji Gioningen, and 
the OmiTjeJands, 

Whp after having communicated their full powers to 
one another, «nd after having exchanged the fame ac- 
cording to cuftom, agreed upon a treaty of dcfenfive aU 
liance, bet^fe^n the mofl: Chriftian King, the' King of 
Great Britain, and the lords the. States General of the 
United Provinces, their kingdoms, dominions, and fub* 
jefts on the following conditions* 

I. That from this day forth and for ever, there Ihall be 
a true, firri), and inviolable peace, a mofl: fincere and in- 
timate fricndlhip, ^nd a moft ftrift alliance and union be- 
tween the faid moft ferene Kings, their heirs and fuccef- 
fors, and the lords the States General, their lands, coun- 
tries, and towns refpedively, and their fubjedls and inha^ 
bitants,^^s well within a$ ouj of Europe : and that the 
fame be preferved and cultivated in fuch manner, tha? 
the contrading^ parties may faithfully and reciprocally 
reap their profit and advantage thereby ; and that by thc^ 
moft convenient meafures all lofles and damages which 
might befal them^ may be averted ^nd prevented, 

II. And forafmuch as it is known by experience, that 
the near abode of the perfon, who in the life-time of King 
James ri. did take upon him the title of Friacc of 
Walesa and fince the death of the faid King has taken the 
titk of King of Great Britain, may excite commotions 
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tnd troubles, m Great Britain^ and the dominions dc^ 
pending thereon, it is agreed uoon and determined, that 
nis moft fereneMajefty the moft Chriftian King do oblige 
himfelfj by the prcurnt treaty, to engage the faidperfon to 
depart out of the country of Avignon, and to go and take 
tip his refidence on the other fide of the Alp$, immedi-* 
atrly after the figning of the treaty, and before the ex*- 
ehange of the ratifications. And the moltChriftian King, 
yet farther to teftify his fincere dcfire, not only to obferve 
all the engagements which the crown of France has for- 
tnerly entered into concerning the faid perfon, religioufly 
and inviolably, but alfoto prevent all manner of fulpicion 
and^diffidence for the future; does again promife and en- 
gage for himfelf, his heirs and fuccelTors, not to give, or 
.furnifli at any time whatever, direftly or indircftly, cither 
by fca or by land, an^ advice, aid, or alfiftance, by mo- 
ney, arms, ammunition, military ftores, Ihips, foldiers, 
ieamen, or any other manner of help whatfoever, to the 
faid perfon, who takes upon himfelf the title before men- 
cloned, or to any other perfons whatever, who having 
commiffion from him may in confequence thereof diftiirb 
the tranquillity of Great Britain by open war, or by fecret 
confpiracies, or infurre£Hons and rebellions, and make op« 
pofition to the government of his Britannic Majefty. 

Moreover, the moft Chriftian King promifes and en- 
gages, not to permit the perfon above defigned to return 
at any titne hereafter to Avignon, or to pafs through the 
lands depending oh the crown of France; oh pretence of 
returning either to Avignon or to Lorrain, or lb mucli a^ 
to fct foot on any part of his moft Chriftian Majefty '$ do- 
minions, much le/s to refide there under any name or ap^ 
pearance whatfoever. 

III. The faid moft ferene Kings and the faid Lords the 
States General do alfo promife and engage themfelves, re- 
ciprocally to refufe all kind of refuge and protedkion to 
the fubjefts of either of them, who have been, or ihall be 
declared rebels, whenever it (hall be requefted by the con- 
crafting party, whofe fubjefts thofe rebels ihall be known 
to be, and likewife to compel the faid rebels to depart out; 
of the dominions ynder their obcd^encq, in a wcck^s time 
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aftrer-ilie mmiCberof the faid flUj JbiU^lftvereqtiiic^ 
his mafter's name. 

IV. And the moft Chriftian King being iincerdjrdefir* 

ous, that every thing henetofore agrficd on wkh the 

crown, of Francct concerning the town of \Don]drk, matf 

be fully executed, and that nothing be omitted wfaidi the 

King of Great Britain may think neoefiary for tJie entiw

5. The demolition of the jettees or piers on both fides 
of the old canal er port of Dunkirk, fhall be entirely 
fiaifhed ^nd made level with the ground, all the way from 
the loweft ebb, as far as within the town of Dunkirk; antl 
if there (hall remain any pieces of Fort Blanc, Chateau 
Verd, and Bonne Efperance, they Ihall be totally laid flat 
to the ground. 

When this treaty fhall be ratified, the King of Great 
Britaiii, and the Lords the States General of the United 
Provinces may fend commiffioners to the fpot, to be eye- 
witncfies of the execution of this article. 

We have figned this article provifionally, and upon con- 
dition that it be approved by his moft Chriftian Mijefty, 
his Britannic Majefty, and the Lords the States General 
of the United Provinces.

V. It beifig the true end and purpofe of .this alliance, 
between the faid moft ferene Kings, and the Lords the 
States General, to preferye and maintain reciprocally the. 
peace and tranquillity of their kingdoms, dominions, and. 
provinces, eftabliftied by the late treaties of peace, coa- 
eluded and figned at Utrecht the x ith of April, 17 13, be- 
tween their moft ferene Majefties the moft Chriftian King^ 
the Qu^en of Great Britain^ and the faid high and mighty 
Lords the States Qeneral of the United Provinces : it is 
agreed upon and concluded, that all and fingular the ar- 
ticles of the fliid treaties of peace, as far a^ they relate to 
the intereft of the fajd three powers refpeftively, and of 
each of them in particular, and likewife the fuccffions t^ 
Tikli cfQWR of Qrwt Britain ijx the-frotcftsint line, and to

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0ke crawii of Fraice» according to the faid treades^ (hall 
tcmaitt in their fuU^force and vigour; and that the faid 
moft iierene Kjngs and the laid Ix>rds the States General 
do promiie their reciprocal guarantee for the executioa of 
aU the conventions contained in the faid articles, (6 far as 
they regard the fucceifions and tnterefts of the faid king* 
doias and ftates as Aovt faid) and likewife for the rhaiii^

But if fuch good offices have not the expected tSxGt^ 
to reconcile the two parties, and to obtain a fatisfa&ion 
and reparation of damages within two months,. then thofe 
of the allies who have not been attacked^ fh^l be obliged 
wifbout delay to aflift their ally, and ta furnifluhimthe 
foccoors hereafter mentioned, vi2* 

The moft Chriftian King, 8>ooo foot and fiyooo horfa 
TheEling of Great Britain, 8,000 foot and a>ooo har(e« 
The States General, 4,000 foot and 1,000 horfe. 

But if the ally who fhall be engaged in a war, as afore* 
feid, chufe rather to have fuccours by fea, or even prefers 
Sidney to either fea or land forces, the fame flxall be left 
to bis difcretion, provided a proportion be always obierved 
between the fums given, and the number of troops above 
Ipecificd. 

And to the end that there may be no dilpute about this 
point, it is ftipulated, that .1000 foot foldiers fliall be.var 
lucd at the Turn of 1 0^000 livrcs per month, and xooohorfc 
at the fum of 30,000 livers per.month, Dutch money, rcq- 
koning 12 months in the year^ and fuccours by fea Bia^ 
be valued at the fsime.proportion.

Note^ This treaty is com* 
xnonly called The Quadruple Ali^koe. 

In the name of the Mofi Holy and UniRvided Trinity. 

BE it known to all whom it doth concern^ or may any 
way concern. 
Whereas the moft fcrene and moft potent prince, 
George, of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, king, 
duke of Brunfwicit:: and Lunenburgh, eledtbr of the holy 
Roman Empire, &c. and the moft ferene and moft potent 
prince Lewis XV. the moft Chriftian Kling, &c. as like- 
wife the High and Mighty States General of the United 
provinces of the Netherjands; being continually intent on 
preferving the bleifing of peace, have duly confidered, 
chat bowcver by the triple alliance concluded, by them on 
ibc ^k day of January^ 17 17, their own kin^oms and 

O % pro- 
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provinces were provided for, yet that the provlfion v^ak 
neither fo general nor fo folid, as that the pubJick tran- 
quillity could long flourifh and laft, unlefsatthe fame time 
the jealoufics which were ftill increaiing between fome of 
the princes of Europe as perpetual occaiions of varience 
could be removed ; and being convinced by experience 
from the war kindled the laft year in Italy, for the timely 
cxtinguifliing whereof by a treaty made the i8th day of 
July, N. S, in the year 1718, they agreed among them- 
felves upon certain articles of pacification according to 
which a peace might be brought about and eftablilhed be- 
tween his facred Imperial Majefly and the king of Spain; as 
likewife between his faid Imperial Majefty and the king 
of Sicily, and farther gave a friendly invitation to his Im- 
perial Majefty, that out of his love for the public peace 
and quiet, he would receive and approve the faid articles 
of convention in his own name, and accordingly that he 
himfelf would accede to the treaty made \>y tl^em, the tCf 
nor of which is as followeth : ' ' . 

Conditio', s of Peace between his Imperial Majejly and his roy^ 
CathoUck Madefy. 

Art. I. For quieting the dillnrbances lately raifed con- 
trary to the peace of Baden, concluded the ^tb day of Sfep-? 
tember, 17 14, as likewife to the neutrality eftablilhed for 
Italy by the treaty of the 14th day of March, 171J, the 
jnoft ferene and moft potent King of Spain obliges himfelf 
to reftorc to his Imperial Majefty, and accordingly Ihall 
immediately, or at the fartheft after two months to be 
reckoned from the exchange of the ratifications of this 
prefent treaty, a^ually reftore to his faid Impefial Majefty 
the ifland and kingdom of Sardinia in the condition 
wherein he fcized it, and ftiall renounce in favour of his 
Imperial Majefty all rights, pretenfiops, interefts, and 
claims upon the faid kingdom ; fo that his Imperial Ma- 
jefty fully and freely^ ana in the manner which he judges 
beft, out of his love to the publick good, piay difpofe of 
it as of his own property. 

• II. Whereas the only method which could be found 

out for fixing a durable balance in Eutope was judged tq 

^ - . ' be 
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W tills, that it fhould be an eftabliflied rUle that* the king- 
doms of France and Spain ihould never go together, or be 
tinited in one and the fame perfon, or in one and the fame 
line, and that thofe two monarchies fhbuld henceforward 
for ever remain f^parate; and whereas for confirming this 
rule fo neeeffary for the public tranquillity, thofe Princes, 
to whom the prerogative of birth might have given a right 
of fucceeding in Uoth kingdoms, have fblemnly renounced 
one of thofe two kingdoms for themfelves and all their pos- 
terity ; fo that this feparation of the two monarchies has 
pafled into a fundamental law in the general affembly 
commonly called L:^i Kortes^ which was received at Madrid 
the 9th day of November, 17 12, and confofidated by the 
treaties of Utrecht, the i ith day of April, 17 13. his Im- 
perial Majefty being willing to give the utmoft perfedtioa 
to fo neeeffary and wholefome a law, to take away all ground . 
of fufpicion, and to promote the public tranquillity, doth 
accept and agree to. thofe things which were done, ratified, 
and eftabliflied in the treaty of Utrecht, with regard to the 
right and order of fucceffion to the kingdoms of France 
and Spain, and. doth renounce as well for himfelf, as for 
his heirs, defcendants, and fucceffors, male and female, 
all rights, and all and every pretenfion whatfoever, not 
one in the leaft excepted, on any kingdoms whatfoever, 
domiiiioDS and provinces of the Spariifli lii >narchy, whcre-^ 
of the Catholic King was acknowledged to be the rightful 
poffeflfor by the treaty of Utrecht, and will caufe to be 
made out in due form accordingly folemn afts of renun* 
ciation, which he will caufe to be publifhed and regifter- 
ed in the proper courts, and promifes that he will exhibit 
the ufual inftruments thereupon to hisCatholicMajefty and 
to the contrading powers. 

JII. By virtue of the faid renunciation, which his Im- 
perial Majefty has made out of regard to the fecurity of all 
Europe; and in conlideration likewife that the Duke of 
Orleans has for himfelf and for his defcendants renounc(^d 
all his rights and claims upon the kingdom of Spain, oa 
condition that neither the Emperor, nor any of his de- 
fcendants, fliall ever fucceed to the faid kingdom ; his Im- 
perial Majefty doth acknowledge Philip V. to be lawful 
king of Spain and of the Indies, and doth promife to give 
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hitn the tides and prerogatives belonging to his Sgpttj an^ 
his kingdoms ; and moreover, he will allow hinu his^ 
deiccndentSy heirs and (uceefibrs^ male and female, peace* 
ably to enjoy all thofe dominions of the Spanifh monarchy 
in Europe, the Indies^ and elfewherej the pofleffion 
whereof was allowed him by the treaties of Utrecht, nor 
wilt he diref^ly or indiredly difturb him in the faid pnf- 
feffion at any time, nor will he claim tahimfelf any tight 
to the faid kingdoms and provinces^ 

lY. In return for the renunciation and acknowledgment 
made by his Imperial Majefty in the two forgoing articles^ 
the Catholick King as well as in his own, as in the name 
of bis heirs, defcendents, and fucceflbrs, male and femate^ 
doth renounce in favour of his Imperial Majefty, his foe-* 
ccflors, heirs and defcendents mate and female, all rigbts 
and claims whatfoever, none in the lead being excepted^ 
vpcm all and every the kingdoms, provinces, and domi* 
Bions, which his Imperial Majefty doth pc^efs in Italy or 
the Netherlands! or may accrue to him by virtue of this 
prefent treaty ; and he doth wholly abdicate all rights^ 
kingdoms, and provinces in Italy, which heretofore be- 
longed to the Spanifti monarchy, among which the mar* 
quifat of Final yielded by his Imperial Majefty to the re- 
public of Genoa in the year 1713, is underftood to be 
exprefsly comprehended, and he will caufc to be made out 
accordingly folemn ads of renunciation in due form, which 
he will caufe tobc publifhed and regiftered in theproper courts 
and prortf^ifcs that he will exhibit the ufualinflrumcnts there- 
upon to his Imperial Majefty and the contraAing powers^ 
His Catholic Majefty doih in the like manner renounce 
i^e fight of reverfion of the kingdom of Sicily to the crown 
of Spain, which he had referved for himfelf, and all other 
efaims and pretenfions ninder pretext whereof he might 
difturb his Impeiial Majefty, his heirs and fucceftbrs, du 
richly or indiredly, as well in the forefaid kingdoms and 
provinces, as in all other dominions, which he actually 
poflefles in the Netherlands or'elfewhere- 

V. Whereas in cafe the grand duke of Tufcany, or the 
duke of Parma and Placentia, or their fucceffors, ihould'die 
without male iffue, the pretentions of fuccelSon to the do- 
minions 
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ttiiiiioii» ^B^efled by them might kindle a new wtf in Itaifi 
on account of the different rights of fuccei&on^ whereby^ 
after the deceafe of the next heirs before her, the prefcnt 
Queen of Spain born Dutchefs of Parma, claims the fai4 
dukedoms, to herfelf on the dnepart^ and the emperor and 
empire on the other parr. To the end that the great did 
putes, and the evils arifing from them, may be timely ob- 
viated;;, it is agreed that the ftates and duchies at prefent 
pofleiTcd by the grand. Duke of Tufcany, and Duke of 
Pairma and Placentia aforefaid, fliall in time to come be 
held and acknowledged by all the contracting powers aa 
undoubted male fiefs of the Ho^y Roman Empire. Hi$ 
Imperial Majefty on his part doth confent by himfelf af 
h^ad of the empire, that whenever it fhall happen that the 
Jaid duchies fhall lie open for want of heirs male, the 
firft-bora fon of the faid queen of Spain, and his defcen^ 
dents, being males, born in lawful matrimony ; and in de-» 
fault of them the fecond born, or other the younger foos 
of the faid queen, if any fhall be born, together with their 
male defcendents, born in lawful marriage, fhall in likp 
manner fucceed to all the provinces aforefaid. To which 
eod it being necefTary that the con/entof the empire be 
alfo given, bis Imperial Majefly will ufe all his endeavours 
to obtain it ; and having obtained it, he will caufe tli^ 
letters of expedlative, containing the eventual invefliturc 
for the fon of the faid queen, or her fons, and their legiti^ 
raate male defcendents, to be expedited in due form ; and 
he will caufe the faid letters.xo be delivered to the Cathor 
lie King immediately, or at lead after two months frori^i 
the exchange of the ratifications : without apy damage 
neverthelefs, or prejudice, to the princels who now have 
pofTeffion of the faid dachica^ which polTcffion is to re- 
main entirely fafe to them. 

It is further agreed, between his facred Imperial M^J* 
jeftyji and the Gatholick King, that the town of Leghorn 
may, and ought, perpetually to remain a free port, in the 
fame manner as it; now is. 

By virtue of the renunciation made by the king of 

Spain, of all the dominions, kingdoms, and provinces In 

Italy, which heretofore belonged tp the Kings of Spaii\, 

that king' Ihall yield to the aforefaid prince his» fon, the 
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town of Porto-Longone, together with that part of' tli< 
ifland Elba, which he adJually poffeflcs therein ; and Ihall 
deliver the fame up to him, as foon as that prince, on the 
cxtindion of the male pofteritjr of the grand Duke of 
Tufcany, ihall be admitted into the adual pofleffion of 
his territories. 

It is moreover agreed to, and provided by folemn con- 
traft, that none of the aforcfaid duchies Or dominions, 
at any time, or in any cafe, may or ought to be poffeft by 
a prince, who at the fame time holds the kingdom of Spain ; 
and that no king of Spain can ever take upon him the 
guardianlhip of that prince, or may be allowed to exercifc 
the fame. 

Laftly it is agreed, and thereto all and Angular the parties 
contradking have equally bound themfelves, that it never 
fliall be allowed during the lives of theprcfent poflcflbrs of 
the duchies of Tufcany and Parma, or of their male fuc- 
ceffors, that any forces of any country whatfoever, whether 
their own or hired, Ihall either by the emperor, the king 
of Spain and France, or even by the prince appointed, as 
above, to the fuccefEon, be introduced into the provinces 
' and lands of the fajd duchies ; nor fliall any of them place 
any garrifon in the cities, i>orts, towns, or fortreflfes there- 
in fituated. 

But the faid fon of the queen of Spain, appointed by 
this treaty to the fucceflion of the great duke of Tufcany 
and the duke of Parma and Placentia, may be more 
fully fecured againft all events, and may more certainly 
depend on the execution of the fucceflion promifed him : 
and likewife that the fief, conflitut^d as above, may remain 
inviolable to the Emperor and empire ; it is agreed on both 
iides, that garrifons, not exceeding however the number 
of 6,000 men, which fliall be put into the principal towns 
thereof, viz. Leghorn, Porto Ferraro, Parma, and Pla- 
centia, betaken from among the Swifs Cantons, which 
Cantons are for this purpofe to be payed by the three con- 
tracting powers, who have taken upon them the part of 
mediators. And the faid garrifons are therein to be con- 
tinued till the cafe of The faid fucceflion fliall happen, when 
•they fliall be obliged to deliver the towns to the faid prince 
appointed t^ the fucceflion, Nevcrthelefs without any 
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trouble or charge to the prefent pofleffors, and their {\xc* 
ceflbrs be males, to whom likcwife thefaid garriions are to 
take an oath of fidelity, and are to affume to themfelves 
no other authority than only the guard of the cities con> 
tnitted to their charge. 

But whereas this beneficial work may be longer delayed 
than is convenient, before an agreement can be made With 
the Swifs Cantons about the number, pay, and manner of 
cflabliihing fuch a force; his facred royal Britannic Ma- 
jefty out of his Angular zeal for the faid work, and the 
public tranquillity, and for the earlier obtaining the end 
propofed, will not in the mean time refufe to lend his owa 
forces for the ufe abovementioncd, if the reft of the con* 
tiadling powers think good, till the forces to be raifed in 
the Swifs Cantons can take upon them the guard and cuf- 
todv of the faid cities. 

Vl. His Catholic Mycfty, to teftify his fincere incli- 
nation for the public tranquillity, doth confent to all thingl 
hereafter mentioned, with regard to what is fettled. about 
the kingdom of Sicily for the advantage of his Imperial 
Majefty, and doth renounce for himfelf, his heirs and fuc- 
ceffors male and female, the right of reverfion of that 
kingdom to the crown of Spain, which he exprefsly re* 
ferved to himfelf by the inftrumcnt of celfion dated the 
loth of June 1713. Out of love to the public good he 
moreover departs from the faid aft of the toth of June 
17 13, as far as is neceflary, as likewife from the fixth 
article of the treaty of Utrecht betwixt himfelf and his. 
royal highnefs the Duke of Savoy, as likewife in general 
fjom every thing that may oppofe the retroceffion, dif? 
pofition and* permutation of the above-mentioned king- 
dom of Sicily by this prefent treaty cftablilhed. On con- 
dition neverthelefs that the right of reverfion of the ifland 
and kingdom of Sardinia to the (aid crown may be yielded 
and allowed to him, as hereafter in the fecond article of the 
conventions between his facred Imperial Majefty and the 
King of Sicily is farther explained, 

VII. The Emperor and the Catholic King mutually 
promife and bind themfelves to a itciprocal defence and 
guaranty of all the kingdoms and provinces which they 
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iAiidly j^attsA, or the pofleflkm whereof ought: to beioog 
to rhem by virtue erf the prefent treaty* 

VIII. His Imperial Majefty and his royal Catholic 
Majefty Ihall itmnediately after exchange of the ratifica*' 
ttons of thefe prefect conventions^ put in execution all 
tnd every the conditions therein comprehended, and that 
wkfain the fpaceof two months at the fartheft, and the in- 
iftronacnts ci the ratifications of the &id conventions fhaU 
be exchMged at London within the fyace of two months, 
to be comnuicd from the day of figning, or fooocr if pof- 
itble. Which execution of the cooditii»s being previouf^ 
If performed, their Minifters and Ple)>»potentiaries, by 
them to be named, fiiall in the place of Congrefs, which 
rhey fliaU agree upon, with all fpeed feverally fettle and 
detei^tnine the other points of their particular peace> nuk* 
der the mediation of the three cohtrading powers* 

It is farther agreed, that in the treaty of peace patticu- 
ltx\)f to be made between the Emperor and the King ci 
Sf)atn, a general amncfty ihall be granted to all perfons 
ei any ftate, dignity, degree, or fex whatibeverj whether 
ecclefiafticai or military, political or civil, who followed 
the pany of the one or the other prince dtiring the late 
war; in virtue whereof all and fingular the faid period^ 
ihall be permitted to receive, and they may receive ftiU 
pcficffion and ufe of their goods, rights, privUeges, ho** 
nours, dignities, and immunities, and ihall uh and enjoy 
the fame as freely as they did enjoy them at the beginning 
of the laft war, or at the time when they begun to join 
rhemfelves to the one or the other party, all confifcations, 
arrefis, and &ntenees made, pailed, or proncmnced, d^ 
ring the-war to the contrary nocwithilanding, which ihall 
be held as null and of noeffe& In virtue moreover of 
rhe aforefaid amnefty, it ihall be lawful and free for all and 
iingular the faid perfons, who followed one or the other 
party, to return to their country, and to enjoy their goods 
in the fatne manner as if no war bad happened fand a full 
licence is given them to take care of the faid eieAs, either 
by themfclves if they ihould be prefont, or by their at- 
torn ies, if they ihoul<t choofe rather to abfent themfeWes 
from their country, and they may eitheir fell, or any other 
way, according to their pleafure, difpofe of them entkely 
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fffter the fame manmr they might have done before iht 
beginning of the war. 

CanMtitms ef thi treaty to be compleated between bis tmpiridt 
Majefiy and the King of Sicily* 

At. I# Whereas the ceffion of Sicily, by the treatic« 
of Utrecht to the houTe of SaToy, being folely made foe 
tendering that peace folid^ and not on the account of any 
tight the King of Sicily had thereto, has been fo far from 
bringing abcmt the end propofed, that, as all Europe carl 
wittiefe, it has farher proved the great obftacle which hin- 
dered the Einperor from acceding to the faid treaties, in* 
afniuch as the reparation of the kindcms of Naples and 
Sicily, fo long ufcd to remain under the fame dominion 
and to be called by the name of Both the Sicilies, has not 
only been found oppofite to the common intcrefts and mu* 
tual prcfenration of both kingdoms, but likewife to thd 
tepo(e of all Italy, being conftdntly produdive of nevir 
commotions, while neither the ancient intercourfe and 
nnitual relation between the two nations can be deftroyed, 
nor the interefts of the diiferent princes can be eafily re* 
conciled : for this i-eafon it is that the princes, who firft 
made the Utrecht treaties, have thought it lawful for them 
cvcnavithout the confent of the parties concerned, to abro- 
gate that one article of thofe treaties which regards the 
kingdom of Sicily, and is not any principal part of 
the faid treaty, founding themfelves chiefly upon thefe 
reaibns \ that the prefent treaty will receive its increafe and 
completion from the Emperor's renunciation ; and that by. 
the exchange of Sicily for Sardinia, the wars which threaten 
Italy may be prevented, inafmuch as the Emperor might 
rightfully attack Sicily, which he ne^er yet renounced, and 
wnieh finee the infradion of the neutrality of Italy by the 
fei£ure oi Sardinia, he m^y rightfully recover by force of 
arms : befides ihat the King of Sicily may becom6 poffcffed 
of- a certain and durable dominion by the benefit of fo 
iblemn a treaty with his Imperial Majefty, and guarantied 
by the chief princes of Euroi)e. Being moved therefore 
by fo great reafons they have agreed that the King of Sici- 
ly fiiall reftore to his Imperial Majefty the iHand aad 
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kingdom of Sicily with all its dependencies and appcir* 
dagcs in the (late wherein they iiow. are, immediately, at 
in two months at the farthcft from the exchange of the ra- 
tificatien*} of the prefent treaty. And he fhall in favour 
of the Emperor, his heirs, and fucc^ors of both fexes, 
renounce all rights and pretenfions whatfoever to the faid 
kingdom^ as well for himfelf as his heirs and Tucceffor^, 
itialc and female ; the reverfion thereof to the crown of 
Spain being entirely taken away. y 

II. In return his Imperial Majefty Ihall yield to the 
King of Sicily the ifland and kingdom of Sardinia, in the 
fanie condition wherein he Ihall receive it frdm the Ca* 
tholic King, and ihall renounce all rights and interefts 
in the faid kingdom for himfelf, his heirs and fucceffors 
of both fexes, in favour of the King of Sicily, his heirs and 
fucceffors, that he may hereafter perpetually poffcls the 
fame with a title of a kingdom, and all other honours an^ 
nexed to the royal dignity in the fame manner as he paf» 
feffed the kingdom of Sicily ; on condition nevcrthelefs 
that the reverfion of the faid kingdom of Sardinia Ihall be 
referved to the crown of Spain, whenevet it may happen 
that the King of Sicily Ihall be without heirs male, aadall 
the houfe of Savoy Iha 1 likewife be deltitute of heirs male* 
But in the fame manner altogether as the faid reverfion 
was fettled and ordained for the kingdom of Sicily by 
the treaties of Utrecht, and by the aft of ceffion in pur- 
fuan:e thereof made by the King of Spain^ 

HI. His Imperial Mnjefty fliall confirm to the King of 
Sicily all the ccffions made to him by the treaty figned at 
Turin the 8th day of November 1703, as weU of that 
part of the liuchy of Montferrat, as of the provinces, 
cities, towns, caftles, lands, places, rights, and revenues 
of the itate of Milan, which he now doth poffefs, tn the 
manner wherein he a(ftually doth poffefs them; and he 
will ftipulate for himfelf, his dcfcendents, and fucceffcws, 
that he never will difturb him, his heirs, or fucceffors, in 
the poffeffion aforefaid : on condition neverthelcfs that all 
other claims and pretenfions which he may poflibly make 
in virtue of the faid treaty Ihall be and remain void. 

. IV. His Imperial Majefty {hall acknowledge the right 
of the King of Sicily, and his houfe to fucceed immediately 
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to the kingdom of Spam and of the Indies, in cafe of the 
failure of King Philip V, and his pofterity, in manner as is^ 
fettled by the renunciations of the Catholic King, the 
Duke of Berrj', and the Duke of Orleans, and by the 
treaties of Utrecht ; and his Imperial Majefty ihall pro-^ 
mife as well for himfelf as for his fucceflbrs and defcen-^ 
dents, that at no time he will direftly or indireftly oppbfe^ 
or any way aO; contrary to the fame. It is declared ne* 
verthelcfs that no prince of the houfe of Savoy who fhall 
fucceed to the ^rown of Spain, may poflefs at the fame 
time any province or dominion on the continent of Italy, 
and that in fuch cafe thofe provinces (liall devolve to the 
collateral princes of that houfe who fhall fucceed therein 
one after another according to the proximity of blood, 

V. His Imperial Majefty and the King of Sicily IhalL 
give mutual guaranties for all the kingdoms and provinces 
which they aftually poflefs in Italy, or which ihall accrue 
to them by virfue of this prefent treaty. 
" VI. His Imperial Majefty and the King of Sicily immc* 
diately after the exchange of the ratifications of thefe con- 
ventions ihaU put in execution all and every the conditions 
therein contained, and that within the fpace of two month? 
^t the fartheft ; and the inftruments of the ratifications of 
the faid conventions Ihall be exchanged at London within 
two months from the day of figning, or fooner if poflible.. 
And immediately after the' previous execution of the fai4 
.conditions, their ^inifters and Plenipotentiaries^ by them 
to be named, ihall, in the place of congrefs they ihall 
^gree upon, with all fpeed feverally fettle the other points 
of their particular peace, under the mediation of the three 
cpntrading powers, 

His abovenamed Imperial -and Catholic Majefty be- 
ing extremely inclined to promote the peace {Jropofed^ 
and to avert the dreadful calamities of war, aqd out of his 
fincere deiSre to fettle an uniyerfal pacificiition,' hath ac- 
cepted the afore-mentioned conventiorw, and all and iia- 
gular the articles thereof, and hereby dpth accept the fame, 
and accordingly has entered into a particular treaty with 
the three powers abpvefaid on the following conditions. 

Art. I. That there be and remain between his facred 
Imperial Gathoiic Majefty, his facred Roya^ Majefty ci 
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Great BritaiQ, his facred royal and moft Chrldtsn Ma-^ 
jcfty, and the High and Mighty Lords the States General 
of the United Netherlands^ and their heirs and fucccfibrs, 
a moft firiffc alliance^, in virtue whereof each of them arc 
bound to preferve the dominions and fubjeifts of the others^ 
as likewife to maintain peace, to promote mutually the in*-^ 
terefts of the others as their own, and to prevent and re- 
pel all damages and injuries whatfoever. 

IL T he trea ies made at Utrecht and Baden ihall remain 
in then* full llrength and force, and fhall be a part of this 
treaty, thofc . articles excepted, from which it has hcea 
judged' for the public good to depart ; as likewife tho& 
Articles of the Utrecht treaties excepted, which were abo^- 
lifted by the treaty of Baden. 7 he treaty of alliance made 
at Weftminfter the a^th day of May 17 16, between his fa* 
cred Iniperial and Catholic Majefty, and his facred Royal 
Majefty of Great Britain, as likewife the treaty made at 
the Hague the 4th day of January 17 17, between thekit^ 
of Great Britain and the moft Chriftian King, and the 
States General of the United Provinces, ihall neverthekfc 
remain in full force in every particular. 

III. His facred Britannic Majefty, as likewife his ik- 
cred moft Chriftian Majefty, and the Lords the States Ge- 
neral of the UnitedNetherlapds, do covenantfor themfelves 
their heirs and fucceflors, that they never will direftly or 
indirectly difturb his facred Imperial and Catholic Ma.- 
jefty, his heirs and fuccefflbrs, in any of his kingdoms, do- 
minions, and provinces, which he pofleffes by virtue of th^ 
treaties of Utrecht and Baden, or which he fliall gain pof- 
feflion of by virtue of this prefeiit treaty. On the contrary 
they both will and ought to defend and guarantee the pto.- 
vinces, kingdoms, and jurifdidioas, which he now poffefes, 
or which (hall accrue to him in virtue of this treaty, as wcU 
}n Germany as in the Netherlands and in Italy, and they 
promife uhat they Ihall defend the faid kingdoms and pro- 
viaccs of his In^perial and Catholic Majefty againil all 
and fingular who may attempt to invade the fame in aboe 
ftile manner : and that they both will and ought, when the 
iafe happens, to furnilh him with fuch fuccours as he (halj 
need, according to the conditions and repartition, which 
they have ^ecd upon ash?reaftejr s»eiiitiQn«d, In lik^ 

manner

manner tbcir roy^l Brltanntc and moft Chriftian Ma^ 
jellies and the States Geneial exprcfsly bind themfelves, 
that they will not at any time give or grant any protcaion 
or refuge in any part of their dominions to the fubjeftsof 
his Imperial and Catholic Majefiy, who aAually are^ or 
hereafter ihail be by him declared rebels, and in cafe anf 
fuch ihall be found in their kingdoms, provinces, or donu* 
nions, they fincerely promife that they will take eflfeftual 
care to expel them out of their territories within eight days 
after application made by ^is Imperial Majefty, 

IV, On the other hand his facred Imperial and Catho- 
lic Majefty, his facred royal Britannic Majefty, and 
the States General of the United Provinces, promife for 
themfelvcs, their heirs and fucceflbrs, that they never will, 
diredtiy or indiredly, difturb his facred eioft Chriftian Ma« 
jefty in any of his dominions to the crown of France aow 
belongings On the contrary they will and ought to guard 
and defend the fame againft all and Angular who may at* 
tempt to invade them in a hoflile manner, and in that cafe 
they will and ought to furniih fuch fuccours as his moft 
Chrifiian M^jefly ^^U want^ as according as bexeafter is 
agreed upon. 

His facred Imperial and Catholic Majefty, his facred 
royal Majefty of Great Britain, and the Lords the States 
General* do likewife promife and oblige themfelves that 
they will and ought to maintain^ guarantee, and defend 
the right of fuccefBon in the kingdom of France, accord* 
ing to the tenor of the treaties made at Utrecht the nth 
day of April 1 7 13, obliging themfelves to ftand'^by the 
faid fucceffion plainly according to the form of the re- 
nunciation made by the king of Spain the 5th day of No» 
Vember 17 12, and by a folemn ad accepted in the gene- 
ral affembly of the ftates of Spain the 9th day ot the 
month and year aforefaid, which thereupon pafled into a 
law the 1 8th of March 171 3, and laftly was eftabliflied 
and fettled by the treaties of Uuecht : and this they fhaU 
perform againft all perfons whatfoever who may prefumc 
to difturb the order of the faid fucceffion in contradidlion 
to the previous ads and treaties fubfequent thereon* 
To which end they ihall furniih the fuccours, according t^ 
Ihe.rcjpartition ag^reed on bdlgw. Farther, when the mat- 
let 
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ter may require it, they Ihall defend the faid order of fuc* 
ceflion with all their forces, by Hkewifc declaring war 
againft him who may attempt to infringe or impugn the 
fame. 

Moreover his Imperial royal Catholic Majefty, and 
liis royal Britannic Majefty, and the States General, 
do likewife promifc that they will not at any time give 
or grant any proteftion or refuge in their dominions to 
the fubjefts or his royal moft Chriftian Majefty, who ac- 
tually are, or hereafter ihall be declared rebels ; and in 
cafe any fiich fhall be found in their kingdoms, provinces^ 
and dominions, they fhall command them to depart the 
fame within the fpaqe of eight days after application made 
by the faid king. 

V. His facrcd Imperial royal and Catholic Majefty, 
asalfo his royal moft Chriftian Majefty^ and the States 
General of the United Provinces do bind themfelves, their 
hHrs, and fuaceflbrs, to maintain and guarantee the fuc- 
cefEon in the kingdom of Great Britain, as eftabliflied by 
the laws of that kingdom in the houfe of his Britannic 
Majefty now reigning, as likewife to defend all the do- 
minions, and provinces poffefled by his Majefty. And 
they fliall not give or grant any proteftion or refuge in 
any part of their dominions to the perfon, or his depen- 
dents, if he ftiould have any, who- during the life of 
James IL took on him the title of Prince ot Wales, and 
fince the death of that king, aflumed the royal' title of 
King of Great Britain. Promifing alike for themfelves, 
their heirs, and fucceflbrs, that they will not give to the 
faid perfon or his defcendents, diredtly or indiredly, by 
feaor by land, any fuccour, council or afliftance whatfoever, 
either in money, arms, military ftores, fliips, foldiers, 
mariners, or any other manner whatfoever. The. fame 
they fliall obferve with regard to thofe who may be ordered 
or commiffioned by the faid perfon or his defcendents, to 
difturb the government of his Britannic Majefty, or the 
tranquilli^ty of his kingdom, whether by open war or clan* 
deftihe confpiracies, by raifing feditions and rebellions, or 
by^exercifing piracy on , his Britannic Majefty's fubjeds, 
In w^hich laft cafe his Imperial and royal Catholic Ma- 
jcfly dqth proiirife'; that he. will in no wife allow that' there 
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he any receptacle granted to fuch pirates in his ports id 
the Netherlands, The fame do his facred mod Chriftiaa 
Majefty and the States General of* the United Provinces 
ftipulate, with regard to the ports in their refpeftive do- 
minions ) as on the other hand his Britannic Majefly doth 
proniife, that he will refufe any refuge in the ports of his 
kingdoms to pirates infeftingthe fuWeftsof his facred Im- 
perial and royal Catholic Majefty, of his facred royal mod 
Chriftian Majefly, or of the Lords the States GeneraU 
Laftly, .his Imperial and royal Catholic Majefty, his fa- 
cred royal moft Chriftian Majefty, and the Lords thcStatci 
General oblige theiilfelyes, that they never will give any 
refuge. or protefition, in any part of their dominions, tq 
fuch of his Britannic Majefty's fubjefts as adtually are, . 
or hereafter (hall be declared rebels ; and in cafe any fuch 
fhall be found in any of their kingdoms provinces, or do- 
minions, they (hall command them, within eight days 
after application made by the faid King, .to depart out o£ 
their territories. And if it ihould happen that his facred 
Britannic Majefty fhould be invaded in any part ih a hot 
tile manner, his Imperial and royal Catholic Majefty, as 
Ukewife his royal moft Chriftian Majefty, and the States 
General of the United Provinces, do oblige themfelves^ 
in that cafe, to furnifh the fuccours Hereafter fpecified. 
The fame they are to do in favour of his dcfcendents, if 
ever it fliould happen that they Ihould be difturbed in the 
fucccfljon of the kingdom of Great Britain* 

VI. His Imperial and royal Catholic Majefty, and- 
their royal Britannic and moft Chriftian Majefties do bind 
themfelves, their heirs, and fucceflbrs, t(J proteft and 
guarantee all the dominions, jurifdiftions, ^nd provinces, 
which the Lords the State's General of the United Pro- 
vinces aftually poffefs, againft all perfons whatfoever who 
may difturb or invade them, promifing to furn^fti them 
in fuch cafe with the fuccours hereafter mentioned* His 
Imperial and royal Catholic Majefty, and their royal Bri- 
t:annic and moft Chriftian Majefties, likewife oblige them- 
felves, that they will give no refuge or proteftion in any 
of their kingdoms to the fubjedls of the States General, 
who are, or hereafter ftiall be declared rebels; and if any 
luch ftiall be found in any of their kingdoms, dominions, 
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6r provinces, they will take care to fend them otJt of their 
dominions within the fpace of eight days after application 
made by the Republic. 

VII. When it (hall happen that any one of the four con- 
trafting powers flxaH be invaded by any other prince or 
ftate, or dffturbed in the pofleffion of their kingdoms or 
dominions, by the violent detention of their fubj efts, (hips, 
goods, or merchandize^ by fea or by land, then the three 
remaining powers (liall, as foon as they are required there- 
to, ufe their jgood offices that the party fufFering may have 
fatisfaftion for the damage and injury received, and that 
the aggre(ror may abftain from the profecutien of his ho- 
ftility. But when thcfe friendly, offices for reconciliation 
and procuring fatisfaftion and, reparation to the injured 
party (hall have proved infufficient, in that cafe the high 
allies, within two months after application made, (hall 
furnifli the party invaded with the following fuccours, 
jointly or feparately, viz. 

His Imperial and royal Catholic Majefty, 8,000 foot, 
and 4,000 horfe. * 

His Britannic Majefty, 8,000 foot, and 4,000 horfe. 

His moll Chriftian Majefty, 8,000 foot, and 4,000 
horfe. 

And the Lords the States General, 4,000 foot, and 2,000 
horfe. 

But if the prince or party injured, inftead of foldiers, 
chufes rather (hips of war, or tranfports, or fubfidics in 
money, which is left to his difcrction, in that cafe, the 
fhips or money defired (hall be granted him in proportion 
to the charge of the foldiers to be furnifhed. And that all 
ambiguity with regard to the calculation and charge of 
fuch fums may be taken away, it is agreed, that 1,000 foot 
by the month, (hall be reckoned at 10,000 florins of Hol- 
land, and 1,000 horfe (hall be reckoned at 30,000 florins 
of Holland by the month ; the fame proportion being ob- 
ferved w;th refpeft- to the (hips. 

When the above-named fuccours fhall be found infuf- 
ficient for the neceflity impending, the contrafting powers 
fhall without'delay agree on contributing more ample fup- 
plies. And farter, in cafe of exigency, they Ihall afTift 
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their injured ally with all their forces, and declare .war 
again ft the aggrcflor. 

VIII, The princes and dates upon whom the contrac-v. 
ting powers fhall unanimoufly agree, may accede to this 
treaty ; and the King of Portugal by name. 

This treaty fhall be approved and rat fied bv thf^ir Inn- 
perial, Britanaic, and moft- Chr.flian Majeft'es, and by 
the high and mighty Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces, and the inftruments of ratification fhall 
be exchanged at London, and reciprocally del:vered>/ith- 
in two months, or fooner, if poffible. 

In witnefs whereof we the underwritten (being furnifhed 
with full powers, which have been mutually communicate 
ed, and the copies whereof having been in due form by 
us collated and examined with the originals, are word for 
word infcrted at the end of this ihftrument) have fub- 
fcribed this prefent treaty^ and thereto putourfeals. Done

'jtrt. I. T X 7 HERE AS the fnoft fercnc and moft potrnf 
VV King of Great Britain, and the moll feren6 
and Aioft potent the moft Chriftian King, as likewise the 
high and mighty Lords the States General of the Urrited 
Netherlands, by virtue of the treaty between them this 
day concluded and figned, have agreed on certain con- 
ditions, whereby a peace may bt made between the moft 
'ferenc and moft potent Emperor of the Romans^ and the 
moft ferene and moft potent King of Spain, as alfo between 
his facred Imperial Majefty aforefaid, and the King of 
Sicily, (whom hereafter it is thought fit to call the King of 
Sardinia) which conditions they have commonicated to the 
three Princes aforefaid, as a bafis of the peace to be cfta- 
blifhed between them. His facred Imperial Majefty, be- 
ing moved by the moft werghty reasons which induced the 
King of Great Britain^ the moft Chriftian Kii>g, and the 
States General aforefaid, to take upon themfefves fb great 
and fo wholcfome a y^ork, and, yielding to their circum-* 
fpeft and urgent counfcls and perfuafions, decfajrcs that he 
doth accept the faid conditions or articles, none of them 
excepted, as fixed and tmmutabk conditions, according 
to which he agrees to conclude a perpetual peace with the 
King of Spain, and the King of Sardinia. 

IL BiH becaufe the King of Spain and the King of Sar- 
dinia have not yet confented to the faid conditions, his 
Imperial Majefty, as likewife their royal Britannic and 
moft Chriftian Majeftles, and the States General aforefaid, 
have agreed to allow them for Consenting theireto, the fpace 
g( three months, to be computed from the day of Agning 
ithis prcfent treaty, as pdging this interval of time fufficient 
for them duly to weigh the faid conditions,, and finally de* 
tcrmine and declare themfelves whether they arc willing to 
accept them as fixed and immutable conditions of their 
pacification with his Imperial Majefty, as from their piety 
^ and 
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atid prudence it may be hoped they will do, and, folio w-r 
tng the example of his Imperial Majefty, th^ they will b^ 
induced to moderate their paflions, and out of regard to 
humanity, that they will prefer the public tranquillity ta 
their own private opinions ; and at the fame time noc only 
fpare the efFufion of their own people's blood, but aver^ 
the calamities of war from the other nations of Europe : 
to. which end their Britannic andmoftChriftian Majefties, 
and the States General of the United Netherlands, will 
jointly and feparately contribute their moft effedual offi- 
ces, for inclining the faid Princes to fuch an acceptation, 

III. But if, contrary to a41 expeftation of the parties 
above contrading, and the wiflies of ail Europe i the King 
of Spain and the King of Sardinia, after the term of three 
months elapfed, fhould decline to accept the faid conditions 
of pacification propofed betwixt them and his Imperial^ 
Majefty, fince it is not reafonablc that the tranquillity of 
Europe (hbuld depend upon their refufal, or private dc- 
figns, their Bri tan nip and jixoft Chriftian Majefties, an4 
the States General, do promife that they wili join thei^ 
forces with thofe of hie Imperial Majefty, in order to com- 
pel them to the acceptance and execution of the aforefaid 
conditions. .To which end they will furnilh his Imperial 
Majefty, jointly and feparately, with the felf-fame fuccours 
which ihey have agreed upon*^for their reciprocal defence 
by the fcventh article of the treaty figned th s day, unani- 
moufly confenting that- the moft Chriftian King (hall, in- 
ftead of foldiers contribute his quota in money. And if 
the fuccours fpecified in the faid feventh article fhall not 
be fufficient for compaffing the end propofed, then the 
four contracting parties (hall, without delay^agreeof more 
ample fuccours to be furniflicd to his Imperial Majefty^ 
and ftiall continue the fame till his Imperial Majefty fhall 
have reduced the kingdom of Sicily, and till his kingdoms 
and provinces in Italy (hall enjoy full f^curity. It is far- 
ther agreed, and that in exprefs words, that ifi by reafon 
of the fuccours which their Britannic and mo(t Chriftian 
Majefties, and the Ldrds the States General (hall furni(h to 
his Imperial Majefty, by virtue, and in execution of the 
prefent treaty, the Kings of Spain and Sardinia, or either 
of theiPi Chall declare and wage war againft any one of the 
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faid contraftors, either bv attacking them in their domi- 
nions, or by violent!' detaining their fubje(5)s or fhips, 
their goods and merchandizes by lea or land, in that cafe 
the two other of the contracting powers fhall immediately 
declare war againft the faid Kings of Spain and Sardinia, 
or againft h'm of the two Kings who fliall have denounc- 
ed or waged war againft any one of the faid contrading 
powers; nor fhall they la down their arms before the 
Emperor Ihall be poffefled of Sicily, and made fccure with 
regard to his kingdoms and provinces in Italy, and like- 
wife juft fatisfaftion (hall be given to him of the three 
contracting powers, who fhall have been invaded or fuf- 
ftred damage' by reafon of the prefent treaty. 

IV. Wher only one of the two Kings aforefaid who have 
not vet conlented to the conditions of peace to be made 
with his Imperial Majcfty fliall accept the.m, he lik'ewJc, 
fhall join himfelf with the four contrafling powers, to 
compel him that fhall lefufe the fa d conditions, and fhall 
furnifh his quota of fuccours according to the diftribution 
to be made- thereupon. 

V. If the Ca:liolic King out of regard to the public 
good, and a perfuafion that an exchange of the kingdoms 
of Sicily and Sardinia is ncceflary for the maintenance of 
the general peace, fliall agree thereto, and em.brace the 
conditions of peace to be made wath the Emperor as above; 
and on the other hand, if the King of Sardinia fhall rejeft 
fuch an exchange, and perfjft in retaining Sicily; in that 
cafe the King of Spain fhall reftore Sardinia to tiie Em- 
peror, who (faving his fupreme dominion over it) fhall 
put the fame into the cuftody of the rrroft fercne King of 
Great Britain ,and of the Lords the States General, for fo 
long time, till Sicily being reduced, the King of Sardinia 
Ihall fign the above-mentioned conditions of a treaty with 
the Emperor, and fhall agree to accept the kingdom of 
Sardinia as an equivalent for the kiagdom of Sicily ; which 
being done, he mall be admitted into the pofTeflion there- 
of by the King of Great Britai^n and the States General. 
But if his Imperial Majefty fhould not be able to conquer 
Sicily, and reduce it under his power, in that cafe the 
King of Great Britain and the States General fhall reftore 
to him the kingdom of Sardin'.aj and in the tntan time

his Imperial MTajefty fhall enjoy the revenues of the faid- 
kingdom, which fhall exceed the charge of keeping it. 

VI. But in cafe the King of Sardinia Ihall confent to 
the faid exchange, and the King of Spain (hall refufe, in 
this cafe the Emperor, being aided by the fuccours of the 
reft of the contraftors, fhall attack Sardinia, with which, 
fuccours they on their part promife to furnifh him ; as the 
Emperor promifes on his part, that he will not lay down 
his arms till he fhall have pofTelTed himfelf of the whole 
kingdom of Sardiaia, which immediately after fuch pof- 
fefEon he fhall give up to the King of Sardinia. 

VII. But if both the Kings of Spain and Sardinia fhall 
oppofe the exchange of Sicily and Sardinia, the Emperor, 
together with the fuccours of the allies, fhall, in the firft 
place attack Sicily, and having reduced it, he fhall turn 
his arms againft Sardinia with fuch a number of forces^ 
befides the fuccours of the allies, as he fhall judge necef-i 
fary for both expeditions: and, having likewife reduced 
Sardinia, his Imperial Majefty fliall commit the cuftody 
thereof to the King of Great Britain, and to the Lords the 
States General, till the King of Sardinia fhall have figned 
the conditions of peace to be made with the Emperor, and 
Ihall confent to "accept the kingdom of Sardinia as an equi- 
valent for the kingdom of Sicily, which then is to be de- 
livered up to him by his Britannic Majefty and the States 
General, and in the mean time his Imperial Majefty fhall 
enjoy the revenues of that kingdom, which fhall exceed 
the charge of keeping it. 

VIII. la cafe the Catholic King and the King of Sar- 
dinia, or either of them, fhall refufe to accept and execute 
the abovcfaid conditions of peace to them propofed, and 
for that reafon the four contrafting powers fhould be com- 
pelled to proceed againft them, or either of them, by open 
fbrcci it is exprefsly covenanted, that the Emperor (what 
progrefs foever his arms may make againft the faid two 
Kings, or either of them,) fhall be content and ought to ^ 
acquiefce in the advantages, by mutual confent allotted to 
him in the faid conditions, power neverthelefs being re- 
ferved to his Imperial Majefty, of recovering the rights 
which he pretends to have over that part of the duchy of 
Milan, which the King of Sardinia now pofTcfTcs^ cither 
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by war, or by a treaty of peace fubfcquent open fuch war; 
power being Hkewife referved to the other three allies, in 
cfafc fuch a war Ihould be undertaken againft the Kings of 
Spain and Sardinia, to agree with his Imperial Majefty in 
appointing fonic other Prince, in whofc favour his Imp?-* 
rial Majefty may difpofe of that part of the duchy of 
Montferrat, now poffefTed by the King of Sardinia, in ex- 
clufion of the faid King; and to what other Prince or 
Princes he may, with the confcnt of the Empire, grant the 
letters of expedtative, containing the eventual inveftiture 
of the ftates now poffeffcd by the Grand Duke of Tufcany, 
and by the Duke of Parma and Placcntia, in exclufion of 
the fons of the prefent Queen of Spain. This declaration 
being added, that in no time or cafe whatfoever, either 
his Imperial Majefty, of any Prince of the houfe of Aui 
ftria, who J(hall polTefs the kingdoms, dominions, and pro-. 
vince^ of Italy, may aflert or gain to himfelf the faid 
duchies of Tufcany and Parma. 

IX. But if his Imperial Majefty, after his efforts by ^ 
fufficient nunnber of forces, and the fuccours and other 
means of the allies, arid by ufing all convenient diligence, 
Ihould not be able by arms to fubdue, or to eftablifh 
himfelf in the poffeffion of Sicilv, the contrafting powers 
do agree and declare, that his Iinperial Majefty is, and 

'ihall be in that cafe, altogether free and difcharged from 
*very obligation entered into by this treaty, of agreeing 
to make a peace with the Kings of Spain and Sardinia, on 
the conditions abovementioned. All other the articles of 
this treaty neverchelefs to remain good, which mutually 
xegard his Imperial Majefty, their Britannic and moft 
Chriftian Majefties, and the Lords the States General of 
the United Netherlands, 

X. However, as the fecurity and tranquillity of Europe 
is the end and fcope of the renunciations to be made by.his 
Imperial Majefty, and by his Catholic Majefty, for them- 
fclves, their defcendants and fucceffors, of all pretenfions 
to the kingdom of Spain, and the Indies on the one parti 
and on the kingdoms, dominions, and provinces of Italv, 
and the Auf jj . 'x Netherlands, on the other part : the faicj 
renunciations fnall be made on the one and the other part, 
in manner and forni as in the fecond md fourtl\ articles 
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of the conditions of a peace to be made between his Tin- ' 
perial Majefty and his Royal Catholic Majcfty has beea 
agreed. And though the Catholic King flhould refufc to 
accept the aforefaid conditions, the Emperor nererthelefs 
fhall caiife the inftruments of his renunciation to be dis- 
patched, the publication whereof Ihall however be defer- 
red till the day of figning the peace with the Catholit 
King. And if the Catholic King (hould conftantly perfift 
in rejefting the faid peace, his Imperial Majefty neverthe- 
kfs, at the time when the ratifications of this treaty ihall 
be exchanged, (hall deliver to the King of Great Britain a 
folemn aft of the faid renunciations, which his Britannic 
Majefty, purfuant to the common agreement of the ton- 
trad:ing powers, doth .promife fhall not be exhibited to 
the moft Chriftian King before his Imperial Majefty ftiall 
come into the poflefTion of Sicily. But that being ob- 
tained,^ then the exhibition, as wdl as publication of the 
faid aft of his Imperial Majefty's renunciations, Ihall be 
performed upon the firft demand of the moft Chriftian 
King. And thofe renunciations fliall take place, whether 
the Catholic King Ihall fign the peace with the Emperor 
or no 5 by reafpn that, in this laft cafe, the guarantee of 
the contradling parties ftiall be to the Emperor in lieu of 
that fecurity which otherwife the renunciations of the Ca- 
tholic King would have given to his Imperial Majefty for 
Sicily, the other ftates of Italy, and the provinces of the 
Netherlands, 

XL His Imperial Majefty doth promife that he will not. 
attempt or entcrprife any thing againft the Catholic King^i 
or the King of Sardinia, or in general, againft the neutra- 
lity of Italy, in that fpace of three months allowed them 
for accepting the conditions of their peace with the Em- 
peror. But, if within the fpace of three months, the Ca- 
tholic King, inftead of accepting the faid conditions^ Ihall 
rather pernft in the profecuting of his hoftilities againft hia 
Imperial Majefty; or if the King of Sardinia ihould with 
arms attack the provinces which the Emperor poffeffcs ia 
Italy 5 in that cafe their *Britannic ^nd nioft Chriftiaa 
Majefties, and the Lords the States General, oblige them- 
felves inftantly to furnifti his Imperial Majefty for his 
^fcncc^ with the f^c^cours^ which^ in virtue of the treaty 
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Als day figncd, they have mutually agreed to lend one 
another for their reciprocal defence : and that jointly or 
fcparately, and without waiting the expiration of ihe two 
months otherwife prefixed in the faid treaty, for the em- 
ploying of fricndl\ offices. And if the fuccours fpecified 
by the faid treaty fhoukl not be fufficient for the end pro- 
pofed, the four con tra6lin<^ parties fliall immediately agree 
^mongft theaifelves to fend more powerful a/TiIlance to his 
Imperial Majefty. 

XII. 1 lie eleven foregoing articles are to be kept fe- 
crer by his Imperial Majefty, their Britannic and moft 
Chriitian Majefties, and the States General, for'the fpacd 
of three months, from the day of the figning, unlefs it 
ihall be unanimoufly agreed by them to flior:c-.- or pro- 
lono; the faid term: and thouprh the faid cltvf/^,. r' ic> be 
leparatc from the treaty of alliance, this day iigncd i)y I'le 
four contrafting parties aforefaid> they jhall neverthelefs 
fcave the fame pov/cr ahd force, as if they had been word 
for word infer ted therein, fmce they are deemed co be an 
cffential part thereof. 

The ratifications thereof (hall moreover be exchanged 
at the fame time, as the other articles of the faid treaty.

of certain difficulties that have occurred ; and his Majefty 
the King of Great Britain, and their High Mightinefles, be- 
ing alike defirous to remove thofe difficulties by the moft 
agreeable methods, in order to attain to the view propofed 
by the faid treaty, and the better to eftablifti the founda- 
tions of a folid friendftiip and a good underftanding, io 
which all the parties are inclined, his Imperial and Catho- 
lic 
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Ifc Majefty, his Majefty the King of Great Britain, and 
their High Mightineflts have nominated and appoinu^d to 
treat thereof, • viz. his Imperial and Catholic M^jcfty, 
the Sieur Hercules Jofeph Lewis Turenetti, Marqirs de 
Prie & de Pancalicr, Count de Mittelevurg & de Caftil- 
lon. Lord de St. Servolo *& Caftelndvo in Carniola, of Fri- 
daw & Rabonftein in Auftria, of Schiurge Belvar & St. 
Miclos in Hungary, a Grandee of Spain, Knight of the or- 
der of the Annunciadi, Privy Counfellor of his Imperial 
and Catholic Majefty, his Minifter Plenipotentiary for the 
government of the Netherlands, and his Ambaflador Pleni- 
potentiary, for concluding and figning this prefent treaty,

ter having held ieveral conferences togetlier, have agreed 
as follows : 

1. Whereas feveral difficulties 'have arifen with refpe^l 
to the 17th article of the faid treaty of Barrier, which 
relates to the fecurity of the frontiers, add the extending 
of the limits of their High Mightideffes in Flanders, from 
whence inoonveniencies may arife> which all the parties are 
defirous to prevent, it \% agreed to fubilicute the prefcnt 
article in the place of the faid 1 7th artxle. 

His Imperial* and Catholic Majefty agrees and ap- 
j)roves, that for the future the boundaries of the States 
General in Flanders fhall begin at the fea to the N. W. of 
*the fort of St. Paul, how demolilhed, which his Majefty 
yields to them together with ten rods of land, each roa 
confiding of 14 feet round the ditch of the coqnterfcarp, 
to the weft atid fouth (ides ; and a ftraight line fhall be drawn 
from the dyke which is to the fouth of the faid fort^ marked 
by the letter A on the map which has been formed and 
figned by all the parties, through the polder called Hafe- 
gras, as far as where it joins to the dyke of Crommendyke, 
marked B, pafling along by a ditch on the weft'fide of the 
faid demolilhed dyke, and from thence to the canal called 
Neeuwgedhelft marked C, and from thence to the Neeuw^ 
^gedhclft Drfhoeck rriarked Cj from \schence the new li- 
mits Ihall tun along a, watercourfe.and ditch, marked E, 
as far as tb the line marked F, which watercourfe and 
ditch {hall remain to his Majefty. From the letter F they 
fliall be continued along the faid line beyond the toU-houI'e 
of his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, marked G, in an 
angle where it fhall enter the dyke again, and run through 
the lirtle.polder level with a ditch as far as the waterfall of 
the black fluice, and continued on the top of a redoubt 
or travcrfe, which is upon the dyke beyond the two canals 
of Saute and Soute, marked H, near the fort of St. Do- 
nat, which his Imperial and Catholic Majefty yields in 
full fbvereignty and propriety to the States General, toge- 
ther with the fovereignty of the land fituate to the north of 
the line, marked as above ; provided that the gates of the 
fluices of the faid fort be, and continue taken down in 
time of peace, and that the proprietors be permitted to fink 
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tlie threftiolds level with ihtt of the black fluke, and to in- 
fpe<5k them as often as they think neceffary, to the end that 
in time of peace the water may always have a free current 
to the lea. 

From the faid poft the new limits (hall return back 
along the foot of the dyke, towards the polder, called the 
World^s End, and fronr) thence along the fca dyke, as it is 
fet down in the map, as far as the ahtient boundaries, to 
the cut in the dyke, which clofes the creek of Lapfchure, 
marked I ; and the land on the north fide of the line Ihall 
belong to their High Mightineffes in fovereigntjr. 

From thence the old limits (hall be continued as far as 
the Barbara polder, at which place the new limits (hall 
enter and begin at the foot of the dyke running along 
that polder, and the Lauraine polder, to the long ftreci 
marked K; and from thence in a ftraight line along the faid 
ftreet to the dyke which goes from Bouckhoute, to the 
harbour of Bouckhoute, marked L; and from thenoe^ 
they (hall enter into the Chapel polder, and continue in 
a llraight line to an angle of the Grafjanfdyke, marked 
M ; and from thence along the dyke as far as the Red 
polden 

His Imperial and Catholic MajefVy yields to their High 
Mightinelies in full fovereignty the Barbary polder, Lau- 
raine polder. Chapel polder, and the Red polder, except 
what is refervcd by the line above drawn in the Chapel 
,and the Lauraind polders, which (hall remain to his Impe- 
rial and Catholic Majefty. 

Their High Mightlne(rcs permit, the owners of the 
fluices of Bouckhoute to replace them where they were 
before, and that the faid fluices may have their currents 
direfllyto the fea, as they had before the late war. 

Their High Mightine(res fliall be permitted in time of 
war, when it is neceflary for the defence and fecurity of 
their frontiers, to occupy and fortify the necelTary pofl:s in 
the Gra^anfdyke and Zydlingfdyke. 

As to the towns of Sas van Ghent, the limits (hall be ex- 
tended to the diflrance of two-thirds of two geometrical 
miles round the town, beginning at the angles of the baf- 
tions^ which (hall terminate on the fide towards Zclfate, 
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at the point of the antieot limits on the bank of the tanai 
of the Sas. 

. And for the prcfervation of the lower Schelde, and for 
the fake of the communication between Dutch Brabant 
and Flanders^ his Imperial and Catholic Majefty gives up 
CO the States General the full and entire fovereignty of the 
village and polder of Doel, as alfo of the polders of St. 
Anne and Kcteniflfe i provided neverthekfs that the ter* 
rjtory of their High Migbtlnefics ihall not extend between 
the forts of, the Pearl and Lief kenflioeck, farther than the 
midway between the two forts. 

His Imperial and Catholic Majefly^ as foon as the bar- 
rier (hall be attacked, or a war begun, ihall deliver up the 
guard of fort Pearl to their High Mightihefles ; on con- 
^lition n^vertbeleiS) that as foon as fuch war is at an end, 
they (hall, reftore the faid fort Pearl to his Imperial and 
Catholic Majefty^ together with the-pofts they fhall have 
in that time taken pciTcflion of, on the Graijanfdyke and 
Zydlingfdyke. . 

Their High Mightinefles promife moreover, that if upon 
occaiton of giving up to them fomc fluices, (whereof the in- 
habitants orthc Aullrian Flanders Ihali retain the free ufe in 
tirneof peace) they fliould fuflfer any damage or prejudice, 
either from the commanders or other military officers, the 
States General will not only remedy it immediately, but 
likewife make fatisfa^ion to thofe concerned^ 
• And becauic, from this new fituatton of the limits, 
there will be a nccelTity of changing the toU-houfes to pre- 
•vent frauds, wherein his Imperial and Catholic Majefty 
and their High Mightinefles are eqaallyinterefted ; other 
places for eftabiifhing the faid toli-houles (ball be agreed 
on, as well as the farther precautions that it fhall be thought 
convenient to take. . . ^ 

It (halt moreover be ftrpulated, that a juft valuation 
jfcall be made, in three months time, of the revenues which 
the fovereign receives from the lands that fliall be yielded 
up to their High Mightinefles by this article; as alfo what 
have arifcn to the fovereign by the renewing of the grants on 
the foot they have been agreed to for thirty years paft, to be 
dedufted and fl:ruck off from the annual fubfidy of 500,000 
crowns-, but the payment of the faid fubfidy (hall not be re- 
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tardcd by reafon of the fald valuation, which lands fliall 
not be charged witt any taxes more than what they now 
contribute in the public afftflTmcnts, according to the rate 
they are valued at. 

The Roman Catholic religion (hall be prefcrvcd and 
maintained in the places abovcmentioncd, in the fame 
manner and with the fame freedom of public cxcrcife as 
now; and to the fame extent as this freedom was ftipulated 
by the i8th article of the barrier treaty. 

The proprietors of the lands and other eftates fituatc 
within the limits of the faid cefllon, (hall retain the enjoy- 
ment of the fame, in full poflTeiTion and propriety, with all 
the prerogatives and rights thereunto annexed, none refervcd 
nor excepted ; and (hall moreover be continued particular 
lords of the faid lands and e(lates, and maintained in the 
peaceful. propriety and po(re(rion of thejurifdiftions apper- 
taining to them, in all the degrees of high, mean, and low 
jurifdiftion as they have enjoyed the fame hitherto. 

The fort of Rodenhuyfen fliall be demolifhed, a4id. th^ 
difputes touching the canal of Bruges (hall be referred to 
the decifion of neutral arbitrators, to be chofen on both 
fides ; provided neverthelefs, that by giving up of the fort 
of St. Donat, thofe of the town of Sluys (hall not have 
more right upon that canal than they had before this ce(rion; 

In conlequence of the celTions included in this article^ 
their High Mightine(rcs dcfift their pretentions to all other 
lands and places which were yielded to them by the 17th 
article of the barrier treaty, ^h'lch (hall remain as they 
did before under the dominion of his Imperial and Catho- 
lic Majedy. ' 

II. Whereas his Imperial and Catholic Majefty pro- 
mifed by the 19th article of the barrier treaty, to caufe.to 
be paid to the States General the Sum of 500,000 crowns 
a year, amounting to 1,250,000 florins of Holland, at the 
terms fpecified by the faid treaty, in confideraticn of the 
great charges and extraordinary expcnces to which the 
Lords the States General are indilpcnfably obliged as well 
for maintaining the great number of troops which they 
are obliged by the faid treaty to ke^p in the towns and 
places of the faid barrier, as for fupporting the great charge 
abfoluiely necclTary for the maintenance and reparation of 
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the fortification of the faid places, and for fupplying them 
with ammunition and provifions. 

And his Majefty dtfires that his promife may be punc- 
tually executed according to the tenor of the faid 19th ar- 
ticle, having for that end (hewn their HighMightineffes the 
difficulties and inconveniences that might arile in the per- 
formance of the faid article, as alio of the feparate article 
of the faid treaty, with regard to the aflignment made upon 
the fubfidies of the province of Brabant and Flanders, and 
the quatters> diftrifls and chateilanies therein mentioned, 
for the fum of 640,000 florins of Holland. 

His Imperial and Catholic Majefty and the Lords tlie 
States General have agreed upon another reparation, and 
upon another fpecial mortgage, which (hall be fubftitutcd 
in the place of the faid mortgages and aflTignments, upon 
the fubfidies of the provinces of Brabant aad Flanders, 
over and above the general mortgage upon all the reve- 
nues of the Auftrian Netherlands ftipuUted by the faid 
treaty. 

Namely, that his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, for 
the better fccuring and facilitating the payment of the faid 
fubfidy of 500,000 crowns, or 1,250,00 fl<>rins Dutch 
money per annum, affigns a fum ot 700,000 florins, or 
290,000 crowns, in lieu of the fum of 610,000 florins af- 
/eflcd upon the countries, cities, chateilanies, and depen- 
dencies, made over again by France, the revenues of which 
confifl:s in the aids and fubfidies payable by the faid towns 
and chateilanies, in the duties of the four members, of Flan- 
ders, and other duties of domains, in that called the four 
Patars par Bonnier, and other taxes: for the fortijfications, 
the ranfom of thofe called ConUnes Militaries^ nnd in the 
emoluments and other gratuities, which were paid at the 
time that the faid towns and chateilanies were in the power 
of France, to the iritcndants, governors, and other oiBcers 
on the eftabliftiment fn the places : and that he docs this 
for all the duties and impofti in general, which their High 
Mightineflcs have enjoyed hitherto in the whole or in parr, 
without any exception whatfcever. 

On condition that no diminution or alteration* be made 
in them to the prejudice of the faid Mortgage. 
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The awarding of the farm of the faid duties of tfaefoui^ 
members of Flanders (hall be made in public to the high- 
eft bidders; provided ncv^nhielcfs, that in cafe of infol- 
vency of the farmers and their fccurities, his Imperial and 
Catholic Majefty (hall make good the de6ciency out of 
the other branches and revenues of the towns and cha* 
tellanies abovementioned, or out of his demefnes in the 
Other Auftrian ^Netherlands, as far as amounts to the fymi' 
of 7QO,oop florins a year, 

And when any abatement is folicited, by which the. re- 
venues of the faid farm, or of the aids and other duties 
and impofts above fpecified, may not be fufficient to pro- 
duce the entire fum of 7Qo,oao fiarins, it (hall not he 
granted till provifion be made for the f;^id abatement, in 
fome other fujfEcient way to their fatisfaftion. 

His Imperial and Catholip Majefty afligns and makes 
over, the rciriaining^ 550,000 florins of Hollared, or 
a20,oQo crowns upon all the revenues of the toll^ 
abovementioned, arifmg from the duties of importation 
and exportation paid in the Auftrian Netherlands, which 
are only engaged by way of fubfidy to their High Migh-» 
tinefles for their levies of Money on feveral occafions, 
or for annuities, in the country, and the like certain 
charges. 

Namely, the toU-houfes of Brufltis, Burgherout, Tir* 
kment, Charleroy, Mons, Aeth, Beaumont, Courtray, 
Ypres, Tournay, Newport, of the province of Luxcm-t 
burg, and that of, Mechlin, (hall generally and feverally 
be mortgaged for the (aid fum of^55o,o,QO florins, 

Aijd for the better fcqurity and payment; of the faicj 
fum his Majefty engages, by the way of a fubQdiary and 
fupplemcntal fund, the fum of 250,000 Dutch Ror'ms 
per annum, out of the firft and clearcft revenue from the 
duties of import and e:i^port of Ghent, Bruges, and Oftend ^ 
promiftng that they (hall be entirely paid in five years. 
Out of what remains in arrear of the principal and in- 
tereft of 1^040,600 florins^, which were raifed. upon thofe 
three toll-houfes in 1710. . 

His Majefty likewife promifes that no alteration (hal) 
be made in the duties of import and export^ which may 

0^4 leflfea 
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^cffcn the revenue thereof to the prejudice of the mort- 



And if his Majefty in procefs of time judges it neceffary 
to make any alteration in the levy of the faid duties, by 
^hich they may happen to be diminilhed, fuch alteration 
fliall not be eftablifhed till a fufficient fund is appropri- 
ated to make good fuch deficiency. 

His Imperial and Catholic Majefty doth by this con- 
vention command the receiver general of his Majcfty's 
finances, and him that (hall be eftablifhed to prefide in 
chief in the countries made over again, that by virtue of 
thcfc prefents, and according to a copy hereof, they pay 
every three months, computing from the firft of rhis in- 
ilant December, 1718, to the receiver general of the States 
General, in thofe countries that are made over again, in 
fuch coin, or fuch money as is received at the toll-houfes 
and at his Majefty 's general receiving office, an exact 
quarter part of the fum of 280,000 crowns, or 700,000 
Dutch florins ; and to the receiver general of his' ma- 
jefty's finances in the city of Antwerp, to pay alfo an ex- 
aft fourth part of the remaining fum of 550,000 florins, or 
220,000 crowns, without ftaying forany other order or af- 
Cgnment; thefe prefents being to ferve inftead of an crder 
or aflignmen.t, both now and hereafter, the faid payments 
Ihall be allowed them in their account with his Imperial 
and Catholic Majefty, as much as if they had made them 
to himfelif. 

As for the arrears of the faid fublidy of 500,000 crowns, 
or 1,250,000 florins of Holland per annum, to have ac- 
crued from the 15th of November 1715, the day on which 
the barrier treaty was figned, on the laft day of November 
laft, it is agreed, for avoiding all manner of difpute touch- 
ingthe produce in that time,' of the revenues of the towns 
and chatellanies made over again by France, which have 
not amounted to above 300,000 crowns per annum, all 
charges dedufted, as their High Migtinefles have Jhewn 
by cftimates thereof, which they have caufed to be drawn 
Up and communicated, and which have been examined by 
one of the commilfioners of his Imperial and Catholic 
^Majefty's finances, and alfo for putting an end to thcdif- 
putes that have arifen on account of £e non-performance

of certain articles of the faid treaty, with regard to the 
pay of the faid arrears of the 15th of November 1715, 
to the 6rft of January, 17 18, which on the part of the 
States are caft up at above 400,000 crowns ; their High 
Mightinefles will be content to take for all thcfe arrears, 
from the 15th of November 1715, to the faid firft of Ja- 
nuary 17 18, 200,000 crowns>or 500,000 florins of Hol- 
land, payable by 20,000 crowns a year, till the fum total 
is difcharged; provided that the entire fubfidy be paid t(% 
them from the beginning of the prefent year, in manner 
following. 

Namely, that the arrears of the iirft eight months of the ^ 
prefent year, amounting to the fum of 333,333 florins, 
fix fous, eight denicrs of Holland money (hall be paid 
in the feme manner by 20,000 crowns a year in part of pay-* 
ment, • as is aforcfaid, immediately after the payment of 
the faid arrears of the preceding years. 

For fecuring the payment of both the one and the other, . 
his Imperial and Catholic Majefty engages, and makes . 
over by way of fpecial mortgage, the duties of import and 
export of the toll houfes of Ghent, Bruges, and Oilend, 
over and above, and without prejudice to the fubfidiary 
engagement of the faid toll-houfcs for the fum of 250,000 
Dutch florins a year, ftipulated by the prefent convention. 

For the greater feci^rity whereof, the admlniftrators ge- 
neral of the duties of import and export, (hall, by the 
bond which they give for the yearly payment of 550,000 
Dutch florins, during the fix years of their adminiftration, 
charge themfelves with the payment of the fix firfl: portions 
or terms of the faid arrears; and after the Expiration of 
the term of their contraft, or receipt, the reft ftiall be paid 
by quarter parts by the new adminiftrators, or by thofe 
who (hall then have the regio and receipt of the faid du- 
ties at Ghent, Bruges, and Oftend, after the manner and 
lender the engagements ftipulated for fecuring the payment 
of the 550,000 florins. 

The furplus, or the three months remaining of the ar- 
rears of the prefent year, amounting to the fum of 125,000 
Dutch florins (hall be paid in 1720 ; his Imperial and Ca- 
tholic Majefty particularly appropriating for the payment 
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thcieof, the revenue of the towns and chatellanles made 
over again by France, over and above, arid without pre- 
judice to the appropriation of the 700,000 florins a year, 
made by this convention. 

Their High Mightineffes (hall enjoy the revenues of the 
countries made over again to the lalt day of lafl: November^ 
and fhali be at liberty to proceed by way of execution 
for the recovery of the arrears of the revenues of the 
faid towns and chateltanies, that are and may become due 
to the lad day of laft November i and for this purpofe to 
make ufe of the fame methods of execution againll thq 
Stares (the ecclefiaftics excepted) magiftrates, towns and 
chatellanles, farmers and others as they have (lipulated 
for the recovery of the 700,000 florins a year, affigned 
upon the faid revenues, and may alfo make ufe of the fame 
method with regard to the 125,000 florins which are made 
.over to them, conformably to the foregoing article. 

And whereas his faid Majefty has put his duties of im- 
port and export into adminiflration and diredion, and 
bound the adminiftrators general or direftors of the faid 
duties, to -pay a fixed fum yearly for the improvement of 
his Nlajefty's finances*, the adminiftrators general or direc^* 
tors of the faid duties, fhall enter into an obligation, under, 
a voluntary condemnation^ which (hall be decreed by th? 
grand council of Mechlin, and by thofe of Brabant and 
Flanders, to pay every three months during the time bi 
their adminillration the faid fourth part of the fum of 
550,000 'florins of Holland, to the receiver general of the 
United Provinces^ or his order, as is faid : and the pre-? 
fent article (hall fuffice for the difcharge of the faid admi* 
niftrators or direftors, wiA the acquittance of the faid re-i 
ceiver general of the United Provinces^ • 

The faid adminiftrators general, or direftors, (hall oblige 
themfclves by the fame aft, (o pay ofi^, by eq«al payments 
in five years, what remains to be paid to the States Gene- 
ral of the faid 1,040,625 florins, raifed in 17 10 upon th? 
toU-houfes of Ghent, Bruges, and Oftend, with the in- 
terefts that (hall accrue every year 5 to. the end, that when 
the five years are expired, the faid toU-hoofes may be en* 
tirelydifcharged from the faid levy. 

* ' - And 
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And on the failure of the payment,, afccr the manner 
above ilipulated, as well of the -fums of the fubfidy of 
5QO,ooo crowns, or 1,250,900 Dutch florins, as of the 
faid money raifed upon the toll-houfcs, the Lords the 
States General may proceed to methods of compulfion and 
execution even by way of violence againfl: the receiver, 
general of his Majefty's finances, and againfl: the receiver 
of the countries yielded back again, who fhall be both re- 
fponfible and liable to an execution, for the particular and 
fubaltern receivers of the funds afligned to theirkrefpedtivc 
provinces i if cither the receivers general, or the others, 
divert any part of their general or particular receipt to 
the prejudice of what is contained in the prcfent conven- 
tion: provided however, that this article Ihall not take place 
againfl the receiver general of the. finances, but in cak of 
the management ot the duties of import and ixport. 

His Majefty grants the fame power to Ir ng an execu- 
tion, as well againfl; the toU-houles, engaged prtvioufly by' 
fpecial mortgage, as againft the toll-houfes engaged fub- 
fidiarily on failure of the former, and againft the funds of 
the faid country made over again, as alfo again(Lthe States 
except the ecclefiaftics,' and againfl: the magiftrates of 
the towns and chatelianies of the faid country, yielded back 
again, if they make any fcrupk or too long delays in al- 
iefling and furiiiftiing the impoils, which they are obliged 
;o raife for his Imperial and Catholic M:ijcfl:y. 

And this execution againft the faid' States, excepting the 
clergy, and againft the laid magiftrates, fliall be made in 
the name, and on the part of his Majefty, and in the 
ufual manner; his Majefty for this end authorifing the go- 
vernors of the barrier towns who have taken an oath to hin\ 
and fubjefling the faid States thereto, (except the clergy) 
and the faid magiftrates, by virtue of the prcfent conven- 
tion, as well as the faid funds, as thofe were fubjefted to it 
which were fpecially mortgaged and afligned for the re- 
fpeftive fums of the faid fubfidy by the 19th article, and 
the feparate article of the barrier treaty. 

The officers of juftice, to whom it fliall appertain 
flisill be obliged to give the necefiiary afllftance of their of-. 
fice, when thofe who bring the writ^ that fiiall be ordered 
aad iflued in favour of their High Mightindfcs, againft the 
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adminiftrators of his Majcfty's duties of import and export, 
as, well as againft their affbciates, (hall hare recourfc to 
ihcm, in order to proceed to the execution of the faid 
writs, according to the received ufage of the tribunals 
from whence they arc difparched ; in the fame manner 
as they are ufed to execute the fentences which the na- 
tives and other inhabitants of the Auftrian Netherlands 
obtain there. And as to the States of the Netherlands 
yielded back again, (the ecclefiaftics excepted) magi- 
Jlratcs, toU-houfes and funds, execution may be ilTutd 
againft them in the manner as is agreed by the barrier treaty. 

And finally, befides the order which (hall be given 
by his Majefty to the governor general of the Auftrian 
Netherlands, the prefent convention (hall jerve inftead of 
a fpecial ai>d irrevocable order and infl:ru<5lion, for him 
and his future fucceflTors, in purfuance of which they ftiall 
perform and caufe to be performed what is ftipulated by 
the prefent convention ; and are cxprefsly forbid not to 
divert, or fufFcr to be diverted by the council of ftatc and 
the finances, by the direftor general of the finances, 
or by any other perfon whatfeever, any fum of the 
revenues abovementioned of the faid towns and cha- 
tellanics, nor of the faid adminiftratioti, management and 
receipt of the duties of import and export, fur any occafion 
whatfocver, though never fo material and urgent, unlcfs 
of what (hall remain after th^ payment of the faid quar- 
ters J which payment (hall not be retarded, much lefs re- 
fufed under colour of compenfations, liquidations, or 
other pretences of what name or nature foever they be: 
in confequence of which, their High Mightirieffes the 
States General renounce, and entirely give up, by virtue 
of the prefent convention, every aftion and mortgage 
which had been ftipulated by the 19th article of the bar- 
rier treaty, and its fcparate article, againft the provinces 
of Brabant and Flanders, their jurifdidlions, chatellanics, 
the feven quarters of Antwerp, and againft the States and 
receivers of the provinces. 

III. The arrears due of the intereft of the fums raifed 
upon the revenue of the pofts in the Auftrian Nether- 
lands being very conGderable, his Imperial and Catholic 
Mapefty promifcs and engages to remedy ir, -.by caufing 
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entire payment- to be made both of the intereft and principal 
-as foon asjpoffible ; and till this is performed, his Imperial 
and Catholic Majcfty will give very ftrtdt orders that the 
revenue of the pofts may be employed conformably to the 
bonds, and that no pare of it be diverted to the prejudice 
of their contents. 

IV • The Lords the States General having made con- 
fiderable advances towards paying off the intereft of the 
monies levied, as fpecified in the barrier treaty, it has been 
agreed and concluded, that the fum of 705,011 florins, 18 
fous and 10 dealers, which his Chtholic Majefty owes to 
their High Mightineffes, according 10 the liquidation fet- 
tled on this day the 2 2d of December 1718, (hall be paid 
oflf by equal portions of 20,000 crowns or 50,000 Dutch 
florins a year, to commence immediately after the fix years 
-of the prefent general adminiftration of the duties of import 
and export ; his Imperial and Catholic Majefty engaging 
the faid duties in Flanders as they are now raifed, and as 
. they ftiall continue to be raifed after the end of the (aid 
general adminiftration, for paying off the faid fq^m q£ 
705,011 florins, 18 fous and 18 denicrs, by way of fpccial 
mortgage : and till the fame is effeftually paid off, he (hall 
caufc intereft to be paid for the faid fum, or that part of it 
which (hall remain unpaid, at the rate of two and a half 
per cent, per annum. 

In order to facilitate the payment of the faid intereft of 
two and a half per cent, per annum, their High Mighti- 
neffes confent that it be compared by the double canon 
of 800,000 florins per annum, raiftrd upon the revenues 
of the province of Namur, and fubfidiarily upon thoCe of 
the mayoralty and province of Luxemburgh ; on^ondition 
that the faid double cancn be continued proportionably to 
the time that the reimburfement of the faid Scj^^oo flo- 
rins (hall be retarded by the faid diminution. 

V. To put an end to the differences touching the artil- 
lery and the magazines of war, and particularly concern- 
ing the propriety of thofe of Venlo, St. Michael and Ste^ 
venfwaert,, places yielded to the States General by the 
treaty of barrier, his Imperial and Catholic Majefty 
gives up all claim to the faid artillery and magazines, on 
condition that their High Mightincffcs recede, as they. do 
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by the prcfent convention, from ihc demand of the monfy 
due to them, in purfuance of the aft paffcd at Antwerp 
the ^oth of January 1716, by the Count de Konigfegg, 
•Plenipotentiary of his Imperial and Catholic Majefty took 
for the powdcT, ball, and other ammunition which the 
commilTioners of his Imperial and Catholic Majefty 
took for his accompt, agreeable to the faid adt, and to 
lifts figned by the laid commiflioners, which amount in 
value to above 100,000 florins : but his Imperial and Ca- 
tholic Majefty makes no claim on account of the powdtr 
and ammunition belonging to France, which was found 
at the reduftion of Antwerp, Mechlin, Ghent, and other 
^places of the Auftrian Netherlands. 

VI. The States General immediately after the exchange 
of. the ratifications of the prefcnt convention, fliall remit 
to his Imperial and Catholic Majefty the^ pofleflion and 
enjoyment of. all the towns, chatellanies, diftrifts and ju* 
rildiSions made over again by France, according to the 
tenor of the firft article of the barrier treaty. And his 
Imperial and Cathalic Majefty Jhall likewife remit to 
their High Mightinefles, immediately after the exchange 
of the faid ratifications, the pofleflion of the land and pol- 
ders which he has yielded to them in Flanders by the firft 
article of this convention. 

VII. The barrier tr-aty, and its feparare article of the 
15H1 of November 17 15, (hall be confirmed by thefc prc- 
fcrnts, in all and every of its articles, 

VIII. Forafmuch as for the greater fecurity and better 
performance of the barrier treaty, his Britannic Majefty 
has cbnnrmed and guarantied the faid treaty, fo his faid 
Majefty doth promife and engage to confirm and gua- 
rantee the prefcnt convention, as he doth confirm and 

"guarantee it by this article. 

IX. The prefent treaty (hall be ratified and approved 
* b\^ his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, by his Britannic 
' Majefty, and by the Lords the States General of the 
'United Provinces, and the ratifications (hall be exchanged 

in fix weeks, or fooner if poflible, after the day of its 
being figned. 

In witnefs whereof, we the Ambafladors and Plenipo- 
tentiaries of his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, ^and of

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his Britannic Majefty, and the Deputes and Pfcnipoten- 
tiarics of the Lords the States General, by virtue of our 
refpc(9:ivc powers, have in their names figned thefc prcients> 
and thereto fet the fcals of our arms.

by the Peace of Weftphalia. 

PARTICULARLY, 

Including therein^ the Right of Voice and Sejfion in the 
Diets of the Empire and Dire£lorfctp of' the Circle of 
Lower Saxony, and the Rights to the Cathedral Chap- 
ter of Hamburg, and that of Bremen ; as alfo the Pro- 
priety of the Town of Wilfhaufen, with its Bailywick 
held heretofore by the Duke of Brunfwick as a Pledge, 
In Exchange whereof the Kingy Ele£lor^ and Duke pro- 
mifeth her Swedifh Majejly^ te caufe a Million of Crowns 
in Money of Leipfick, to be paid to htr at three Terms^ 
to maintain the SnbjeEls and Inhabitants in all. their 
Rights J Liber tieSy and Privileges^ as well with Regard' to 
Religion^ as in other R^peiis^ and to procure favourable, 
jfuftice to be done according to the Promifes of the late 

Kin^ 
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JSng Cbarks XII. it tbofe who Jball i^ar to have 
ban aggrieved in the great and genernl ReduSion^ which 
was made heretofore. The King alfo promjetb^ firiSlj 
U maintain all Jormer Treaties made with the Crown of 
she Houfe of riolftein, Gouorp, and likewife to renew 
them at this Time^ in Conformity to the prefent Union. 
Concluded at Stockholm, the -^^tb of November 1719* 

In the Name of the Holy Trinity. 

BE it known by thele preients : whereas the troubles 
of the Northy which began without the holy Roman 
empire, did likewife in courfe of time infeft fome of the 
provinces depending on the faid empire, and afterwards 
penetrated as far as the circle of Lower Saxony, which 
was the reafon that the moft illuftrious and moft potent 
Prince and Lord, George King of Great Britain, France, 
and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, Dukcof Brunfwick and 
Lunenburgh,Arch-trcafurer and Elt^orof the hoi) Roman 
Empire, as Duke and Elrftor of Brunfwick and Lunen- 
burgh, was involved in the war; the moft illuRrious and 
moft potent Princefs Ulrica Elconora, Queen of Sweden, 
the Goths and Vandals, Great Duchefs of Finland, Duchefe 
of Schoncn, Efthonia, Livonia, Carclia, Bremen, Ver- 
den, Stetin, Pomerania, Caflbbia, andVadalina, Princefs 
of Rugen, Lady of Ingria and Wifmar, Countefs Palatine 
of the Rhine ^nd Bavaria, Duchefs of Juliers, Cleves, and 
Berg, Landgravine and Hereditary Princefs of Heffe, 
Princefs of Hirchsfeld,Countefs of Catzenellebogen, Dietz, 
Ziegenhain, Nidda, and Schaumbonrg, &c. and his faid 
Britannic Majdly have with a Chriftian and laudable in- 
tention, confidered by what meafures they might not only 
prevent greater misfortunes; and the ruin of countries and 
nations being occafioned by fuch a war, but chrefly to 
reftore peace and tranquillity between their faid Majefties, 
and to eftablifh and renew the good harmony and mutual 
underftanding between the two parties. For this end the 
moft illuftrious and moft potent prince and Lord Lewis XV. 
the moft Chriftian King of France and Navarre, employed 
bis good offices and mediation by the noble Lord James 
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de Campredon, his minifter rcfiding at the Swedifli court; 
and a preliminary treaty of peace was actually agreed on 
becwen their faid Majeftis, which was concluded at Stock- 
holm the 4t of July laft, in which was ftipulated that 
peace .fhould be formally concluded betwixt them on the 
foot of the faid treaty, and that a fokmn inftrumcnt 
(hould be drawn up for that purpofe, for the advancing 
and perfefting a work fo defirable and falutary, the ple- 
nipotentiary minifters on both fides being veiled with fuffi- 
cicnt full powers, have, in the name of God, entered into a 
conferrence, viz. on the part of her Swedifli majefty, 
the Count Guftavus Cronhielm, fenator of her majefly 
and the kingdom, prefident of the royal chancery, and 
chancellor of the academy at Upfal ; the Count Charles 
Gultavus Ducket, fenator of her majefty and the kingdom, 
velt marihal and. counfellor of war-, the Count Guftavu* 
Adam Taube, fenator of her majefty and the kingdom, 
and governor of Stockholm ; the Count Magnus de la Gar- 
die, fenator of her majefty and the kingdom, and prdi- 
dent of' the college of commerce ; and the Baron Daniel 
Nicholas de Hopken, fecrctary of ftate to her Swedifli 
Majefty ; and on the part of his Baitannick Majefty, as duke 
and elector of Brunfwick and Lunenburgh, his plenipoten- 
tiary, fninifter and colonel, Adolphus Frederick dc Bafl^e-^ 
witz ; who have agreed (0 the following articles : 

I. A lafting and fincerc peace and friendfliip Ihall be 
eftabliflied and confirmed by thefc prefents between his 
Swedifli Majtfty and the kingdom of Sweden on the one 
part, and his Britannick M'ajcfty alT duke and elector of 
Brunfwick Lunenburgh, and his ducal and eleftoral houfe 
on the other part, both ftiall fincerely and conftantly 
do every thing in their power for ftrengthening the bands 
of union and confidence between them as much as poffible; 
and all hoftilities and warlike proceedings of the one pare 
againft the other fliall entirely ceale from this time. 

II. There fliali alfo be on both fides a perpetual ob-'^ 
livioa and amnefty of whatever the one has committed 
hoftilely againft the other, of what nature fqever the aftion 
was, in fuch manner that nothing done by either party, or 
by their fubjcdts, ftiall be correfts or revenged, but every 
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thing (hall hy thefe prefents be aboliflicd, ahd for ever 
buried in oblivion. 

III. As 10 htr Swedilh Majefty, by virtue of the prelimi- 
nary treaty of peace concluded July xi 1719, with his 
Britannick Majefty, as duke and cltdtor of Brunfwick 
and Lunenburg, did then yield, fo (he does by virtue 
of thefe prefents again yield for herfrlf, the kingdom of 
Sweden, and her fDcceflbrs and dcfccndants, to his Bri- 
taenick Majefty^ as duke and clcdor of Brunfwick and 
Lunenburgh, and his fucceffors for ever, the duchies of 
Brenjen and Verden, pleno jure, with all their rights and 
dependencies, in the fam^ manner as thofe duchies were 
among others appropriated, according to the Xth article 
pf the treaty of peace at OJnaburgh, dated the H06lober 
1648, and as the kings and kingdom of Sweden have fmce 
that time poflcffed, do now pgfjbf$,. or ought to have pof- 
feffcd the faid duchies, with their rights, appendages and 
appurtenances, without any exception j and principally the. 
jus pignoris of the bail wick and town of Vilfliaufen 
with all its rights and dependencies, which was formerly 
in the hands of the elqftor of Bronfwick ; in fuch man- 
ner, however, that no demand ftiall be formed upon her 
majefty or the kingdom of Sweden, for any engagements 
with which the fame are, or maybe incumbered, either 
now or hereafter : giving up the lyhcle together, and every 
particular thereof now and for ever, with the fame pre- - 
sqg^tiyes as her Swedi(b.M»jefty and her predeceflbrs. in 
the goyernipent, as well as ihe kingdom of Sw^en, had 
pGiTciTed them, without any diminution or refervaticniv a^, 
alio without exception of any rights inteftine or foreign,, 
to keep and poflcfs them in propriety, without any dif- 
pute, hindrance or interruption on the part of her Swedifh 
Majefty, or her fucceflbrsi yielding up,, and renouncing 
by thefe prefents in favour of his faid Britannick M^efty,. 
as duke and elcftor of Brunfwick and Lunenburg, and 
his heirs for ever, all the rights ihe hath, or ever- had, 
or ought either one way or another to claim, to the ^uchies 
of Bremen and Verden in general, and particular, both as 
tjo the diredtorftiip in the circle of Lower Saxony, a feflion 
apd vote in the diets of the empire and the circles, or any 
'iing dfe, by what aame foever called^ refigning in the 

fame 
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fame manner by thcfe prefents, to the fubjefts and inhabi- 
tants of the faid duchies, all their oaths and obligations by. 
which they were bound to her majefty and the kingdom 
of Sweden, and transferring them by the fame to his ma- 
jeflyof Great Britain, as duke and eleftor of Brunfwick* 
and Lunenburg, and to his heirs, as their prefent fole and- 
perpetual fovereign lord ; and in like manner the chapter 
of Hamburgh and that of Bremen, together with the per- 
fons appertaining to the latter, fubjefts, tenants in fief, far- 
mers and tributaries, as well in the town of Bremen, as: 
thofe who live in what are called the four Gohen of Bre- 
men, and all other places which are there, fliall be by vir-' 
tue of thefe prefents freed from their faid oaths and* 
CAgagements taken to the crown and kingdom of Swe- 
den, and made over to his Britannick Majefty, as duke 
and elcdtor of Brunfwick and Lunenburg, and his heirs. 

Her Swedilh Majefty, for herfelf and her Succeflbrs, 
does by virtue of thefe prefents, again renou^nce the jura . 
feudi which fhe and her predeceffars had, on account of 
the duchies of Bremen and Verden, acquired of the em- 
perors and the holy empire, /and hitherto enjoyed; and 
transfers theTaid jura feudi in like manner to h;s Britannick 
Majefty and his heirs. . - . 

And the archives and documents -which relate to tKe 
duchies of Bremen and Verden, fliall bona fide, with all 
the fpeed poffible, be put into the hands of perfons 
named and authorifed by his Britannick Majefty, to re- 
ceive them. ; * . 

IV. His Britannick Majefty, as duke and ck<5tor of 
Brunfwick and Lur.enburgh, does as well for himfelf as his. 
heirs, promife and engage on his part to the ftates^ fubjeds, . 
and all the inhabitants of the country, both in the towna 
of the faid duchies of Bremen and Verden, and all places 
that do or may depend thereon, no perfoa excepted, and 
confequently to every one of them, to marntaan and defend 
their juftly acquired liberties, eftates, rights and privi> 
leges, in general and particular, in the fame^mannerras the 
faid ftates, fubjefts and inhabitants enjoyed and poffelled 
them, and as they were granted to thenl by. the {)eacc of ' 
Weftphalia, as well as the free exercife of. the, two rcli^. 
gions, according to -the Augfl^urg confeffions, as to which 
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they (hall at all t'mes be left to thiir free choice, without 
moleftation. 

And .in cafe that either the one or the other is not yet 
a£tually confirmed in the expeftatives of certain prebends 
of the chapter of Hamburg, granted by the former kings 
of Sweden, or bought ci others,. fuch expe^tatives, ac- 
cording to their rights and origin, (ball remain entire ; in 
fuch manner neverthelefs, that for the future when a va- 
cancy happens, no body (hall be preferred to thofe who arc 
the bearers of them. 

V. The reduftion and liquidation eftabli(hed every 
where by the preceding government of Sweden, having 
given occafion to many grievances of the fobjedts and in- 
habitants, the late king of Sweden, of glorious memory, 
in juftice to the caufe was determined to give a fecurity 
by lettefs patent, that in cafe any of the fubjedts could 
prove, that any eftatc juftly belonging to them had been 
taken from them, their right (hould be preferred j in con- 
fequence of which fcvcral were reftored. to the pofleflion 
of their eftates formerly difputed, or fcqueftered by virtue 
of the faid reduction, or any other pretext ; which right * 
has been again confirnned to them fince by their laft afiem- 
bly of the 30th of May laft. 

It is therefore agreed and' ftipulated by thefe prcfcnts, 
between the two contra£ling fovereigns, that the ceffion 
made of the duchies of Bremen and Verden by the afore- 
faid third article of the faid treaty, Ihall not prejudice 
the rights and juft pretenfions of the fubjefts and inhabi- 
tants of the faid duchies, or their heirs, living intra vel 
extra territorLum -, but the fame (hall be maintained by his 
Britanick Majefty, as cleftor of Brupfwick and Lunen- 
burg, to all intents and purpofes in the fame manner as 
they are now by her Swedifli Majefty, and as they may be 
certified now or hereafter. 

VL In like manner, purfuant to what is ftipulated by 
the fecond article concerning the amnefty, the eftates, 
houfes and properties of any perfon whatfoever, who had 
been put under arreft by reafon of the war, ft\all be re- 
ftored and returned to the lawful proprietors, whether they 
live intra veijextra territorium. 

. VII 
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VII. Neverthelefs, all negociations aftually made in the 
faid duchies, and during the Swedifli regency, publico no- 
mine, till the faid duchies were invaded by his Danifli 
Majeftjr, by reafon of the debts and farms which were levied 
and carried into the royal cheft, and the Sums put into ic 
by the (aid regftncy, fhall remain in full force, in fuch 
manner that the creditors, and thofe who have legal bonds 
in confcquence of their loans of money, and mortgages 
truly furrendered, (hall enjoy the contradls which they have 
in their bands, and the engagements included therein, till 
by virtue of their contrafts they are quite expired, and 
their monies advanced are all paid •, at which time the 
cftatcs, and houfcs (ituate or belonging in and to the faid 
duchies, fo engaged to the faid creditors fhall become the 
property of his Britannick Majefty, as duke and eleftor of 
Brunfwick and Lunenburg and his fucceflTors, and (hall be 
incorporated in his chamber. But the ftates (hall be 
obliged to pay every thing negociated upon the bonds and 
fecurity of the faid ftates. 

VII I. His Britannick Majefty promifeth by thefe pre- 
fents, not only as king,, but alfo as duke and eledlor of 
Brunfwick and Lunenburg, to renew from henteforth 
with her Majefty, and the kingdom of Sweden, the ftrict 
alliances and treaties of friendfhip heretofore eftabliftied 
with the predecefTors of her majefty and the kingdom of 
Sweden, as well as the guarantees, which by virtue of the 
treaty of peace concluded between the allies of the North, 
or by that which may be concluded hereafter, (hall be ap- 
plied to the advantage of the ducal houfc of Holfteia 
Gottorp, and to regulate the fame according to the prefcnt 
jundture of aflfairs. 

Moreover his Britannick Majefty, as duke and eleftor 
of Brunfwich, engages to pay at Hamburgh rohetSwedifh 
Majefty the fum of a million of rix dollars, in new and 
valid pieces of fingle and double marks or drittels, accord- 
ing to the allay of Leipfic in the year 1690, of which 
each fine mark of (ilver was worth twelve current dollars. 
And it is fettled, that one- third of the faid fum, viz, 
333i3337 rix dollars (hall be paid at Hamburgh to her 
Swediih Majefty upon her receipts, before the figning of 
thfis inftrument of peace, which (hall accordingly remain 
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in force ; tnd the reft of the faid million of rix dollars (hall 
be paid fpcedily, and without fail at Hamburgh all at. once, 
upon proper affignmcnts ^nd acquittances, in five or fix 
weeks time after the exchange of the ratification of this 
treaty of peace. 

IX. The treaty of Weftphalia, except where it is al- 
tered by this tieaty, or otherwife where it may be altered 
by treaties that may be concluded in the North, fliall re- 
main in itsfull fprcc and efficacy ; and the two contr^fting 
fovercigns engage themfelvcs feverally to do every thing 
that fliall be Judged neccflTary for the obfervation of the 
faid treaty of Weftphalia. 

X. The two contrafting fovereigns referve to them- 
felves by th'S article to demand and accept his Imperial 
MajcRy's guarantee for this treaty, and that of other 
powers, according to the circumftance of affairs. 

XL The ratifications of this peace (hall be difpatched 
in two months time at farthcft, and exchanged one with 
the other here at Stockholm. 

XII. In witnefs of the above, two copies, both of one 
and the fi^me tenor, have been made, which hare been 
figned.and ftaled by the plenipotentiaries of the two con- 
trafting fovereigns, of which one has been given to each 
party. Done at Stockholm, the 20th of November, 17 19.

WHEREAS the ipoft ferene and mod potent Princcfs 
and Lady, Ulrica Eleonora, Queen of the Swedes, 
Goths, Vandals, .&c. &c. &c. and the mod fercne and 
mod potent Prince and Lord, George King of Great; Br i-r 
tain, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, Duke of 
Brunfwick and Lunenburg, Arch-treafurer'and Ek(5tor of 
the Holy Roman Empire, for the better afferting and con- 
firming an. intimate friendfhip and clofe union, and for 
increafmg and promoting the wjelfare and fccurity of the 
faicj fovereigns, and their kingdoms and. fubjcfits,, thought 
it expedient that the former treaties made between the fa- < 
mous.kingdoncis of Sweden and Great Britain, and betweca 
the former fovereigns of the faid kingdoms, (lioiild now 
be reaflumed, amtnded, renewed and accommodated, ahd 
applied to the prefent ftate of affairs by the mediation, 
and under the guarrantee of his facred royal ..majefty of 
France, whoToi; thaf end was ple^fcd to appoiiit ar^d 10-: 
ftrudl his refidenc M. de Campredoi>5 tq be his pkfiipo-; 
tentiary, and efpecially that treaty, which was made for 18 
years at the Hague in 17190, between his royal majeily of 
Sweden, Charles XIL* of bleffcd and moft glorious me- 
mory then reigning, and his royal majefty of Great Bri- 
taid, Wiliiam III. alfo of bleffed and moft gloriou* me- 
mory then. reigning, and \yhjch expired, ia the' year 1718. 
Her facred. royal, majefty, of Sweden has therefor^ been 
pleafed, for perfeding this falut^ry, work, lawfully to' con- 
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ftitutc and fully to authorife his excellency Count Chailes 
Guftavus a Ducker, fehator of her majefty and the king- 
dom, Velt marfhal general, and counfellor at war; and 
his excellency Count Guftavus Adam a Tauble, another of 
her majefty 's and the kingdom*s fenotors, Velt marflial 
general, and chief governor of Stockholm ; alfo his ex- 
cellency the Count Magnus de la Gardie, her Majefty's and 
the kingdom's fenator, and prefident of the college of 
commerce ; and his excellency John Count Lillienftedr, 
her majefty 's and the kingdom's fenator and coutifellor 
of the chancery; and final!}', his excellency Daniel Nicho- 
las de Hopken, free baron, and her fecretary of ftate : and 
his facred royal majefty of Great Britain has commiflloned 
his excellencv John Lord Carteret, baron of Hawnes in the 
county of Bedford, one of the lords of his bedchamber, 
lord lieutenant of the count}^ of Devon, and his ambaf- 
fador extraordinary and plenipotentiary at the court of his 
facred royal majefty of Sweden 5 who having duly exhi- 
bited and communicated their full powers in a congrefs at 
Stockholm, and held divers conferences on that account, 
did, after accurate knowledge and difquifition of things, ac- 
cording to the importance of the affair, agree and conclude 
to make the treaties of the firft of March 1665, at Stock- 
holm, and the .6th of June 1700, at Stockholm, the bafis 
and foundation ; provided neverthelefs, that the negociacion 
be entered into immediately without lofs of time, by the 
commiflioners of both parties at Stockholm, concerning 
thofe things which relate to the commerce of both king- 
doms, and of their fubjefts, and which conftitutc a part of 
the treaties of 1665 and 1700 j and as for every thing which 
relates to mutual friendlhip, and good correfpondencc and 
fecurit}'-, the faid treaties of 1665 and 1700 arc by this prc- 
fcnt treaty intirely confirmed and corroborated with ad- 
ditions and alterations only to render them better accom- 
modated and more applicable to the prcfent ftate of af- 
fairs, as will appear to be more at large fet forth, provided 
and ftipulated by the following articles : 

I. 'There ftiall be a fincere, conftant and perpetual 
friencMhip, league and good correfpondencc between her 
facred royal majefty of Sweden, and the kings her heirs 
and fucccflgts on the one paft> and his facred royal ma- 
jefty 
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jefty of Great-Britain, and the kings his heirs and fucccf- 
Ibrs on the other part, and all fingular their kingdoms, 
donninions, provinces, iflands, lands^ colonies, cities, 
towns, people, fubjcfts, and inhabitants, and confequently 
all their fubjeds and vaflals, both now and hereafter, within 
Europe and without it, in all plates both by land or fea, 
and on the frefh-waters 5 fo that neither they nor either or 
them (hall do any detriment to the other's kingdom, pro- 
vinces, colonies, wherever fituate, or fubjeft, nor permit, 
much lefs confent that it be done by others •, but (hall em- 
brace each other's intertfts with fmcere affedlion, all man- 
ner of good will, and mutual affeftion. 

II. In like manner, both of the confederates, and their 
heirs and fucceffors, Ihall be obliged to take care of and 
promote their mutual advantage and honour with all ap- 
plication, to difcoven and bring to light all dangers, con- 
ipiraci^s and machinations of the enemy, as foon as they 
come to their knowledge, to oppofe the fame as far as lies 
in their power, and to employ and unite their counfels and 
forces, for averting and hindering them ; for which reafon 
it (hall not be lawful for any one of the confederates, either 
by himfclf or any others whomfoever, to negotiate or at- 
tempt any thing to the detriment of other, or even to 
the damage of the other's lands, dominions, or rights where- 
foever, fituate either by land or fea ; and they"^(hali in no 
wife fupport the other confedrate*s rebels, or enemies, to 
his prejudice, nor (hall receive or admit any of his rebels 
and traitors into his dominions, much lefs afford them any 
advice, aid, and favour, or fuffer or permit fuch advice, 
aid, or favour to be given by his lubjefts, people or in- 
habitants. 

III. And particularly as to rebels, juft now mentioned, 
whofoevcr (hall be declared a rebel and enemy, by letters 
ftnt from either of the confedrates to the other, he (hall 
be inftantly reputed as fuch by that confedrate to whom 
fUch letters (h^l be fent; and all the ftipulatioijs made by 
this alliance againfl: the enemies and rebels of either, (hall 
be put in force. 

IV. And to the end that the faid friend(hip and good 
correfpondenec may b^ cultivated every day with greater 
fuccefs, t0 the advantage of both the faid princes, and 

their 
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their kingdoms and fubjcdts, and the protedions of thcPro- 
tcftant religion, and ihat their fecurity may be the better 
iprovided for and guarded, it is agreed on both fides, that 
the moft ferene and moft potent kings and kingdoms of 
Sweden and Great-Britain, may be united as clofely as pof- 
lible, by a particular dcfenfive alliance, as they are by 
thefe prefents joined together by the clofeft alliance, 
and reciprocally obliged to the mutual defence of their 
kingdoms, dominion^, provinces, ftates, fubjecls, pof- 
Itflions, rights, I.berty of navigation ^nd commerce in 
the Baltick, the Sonnd, the Northern, Weftern, and Bri- 
. tifli feas, 'and in the Channel ; as alio the privileges and 
prerogatives lawfully belonging to either of the confede- 
rates, as well .by compafts and received cuftoms, as by the 
law of nations and hereditary right, againft all manner of 
invaders, aggrcflbrs, and difturbcrs, whether by land or 
fea in Europe, as is more particularly declared hereaf- 
ter. 

V. If it happen therefore that her royal majefly, and 
her heirs and fucceflbrs, the kings and kingdom of Swe- 
den, be invaded, infefted or difturbcd in their kingdoms, 
dominions and provinces, iflands^ and jurifdidlions, cither 
within their kingdoms, or without, in thofe parts of Ger- 
many now bv'lon^ing to the kings and kifigdom of Sweden, 
cr even in their pofleflions and prerogatives, privileges and 
laws thereon depending, or in any other manner whatfoever 
hindered and molefted in the freedom of navigation and 
commerce in the feas and channels abovementioned, by 
any one or more kings, princes, ftates, republicks, or re- 
bels, or by any one or more ill-dcfigning perfons in Eu- 
rope, his facred royal majefty of Great-Britain, and his 
heirs and fucceflbrs the kings thereof, (hall after being du- 
ly required, conftantly aflilt the mofl: ferene Queen, and 
her heirs and fucceflbrs, the kings and kingdoms of Swe- 
den, againft all fuch aggreffbrs,' -diftprbers, and rebels, 
with an army of 6,000 foot, on the terms^ and in the man- 
ner as hereafter ftipulated. 

- VI.' And thofe auxiliary forces whicli fliall hereafter be 

fo defired, fhall be all fent in four months. after they are 

required, or fooner ifpoffible, tp fome convenient place 

and port to be nominated and appointed by the party who 
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dcfires them; and the preparation and fending of fuch 
fuccours (hall in no wife be retarded, much lefs (hall thofe 
friendly offices be wholly withdrawn, which by virtue of 
this alliance, the confedratc who is fent to is firft of all 
to make trial of for obtaining an amicable compofition : 
and when the forces are fent and arrived, they (hall be 
maintained and fubfifted at the expcnce of the ally who 
fends them, till peace be obtained, or as long as the con- 
federate who requires them thinks them neceffary ; provid- 
ed however, that while the fuccours are in his dominions, 
they may be furnifhed with all neccffaries for food and rai- . 
inent, at as reafonable a price as his own. 

VII. It (hall be free for the confederate who requires 
jhe fuccours, to chufe whether he will have the whole num- 
ber of forces abovementioned, or only a part thereof, and 
the reft in military ftores ammunition, provifion, (hips, 
and f he necefliry equipage, reckoning each thoufand foot 
per month, as long as the war lafts, at the rate of 4,000 ' 
imperial doUors ; which matter the commiffioners on both 
fides (hall agree on bona fide without delay. 

VIII. But if there be danger, that the auxiliary forces, 
may be hindrcd in coming to the place where they (hall 
be necefliiry for him that requires them, the confedratcs 
(hall be obliged to join their endeavours that their paflage 
may be made more iafe and eafy ; and it (hall be lawful for 
the confedrate of whom they are . required, to appoint his 
own general to command his forces, and the fame ihall be 
kept as clofe together in one body, as the (late of the war 
will admit of ; which is to be underftood in fuch a fenfe, 
that 'they may not be difperfed in parties, to places re- 
mote from each other. And he who is appointed Ge- 
neral of the auxiliary forces, (hall be fubjed: to the ^ 
command of the ally who requires them, or to his general 
in millitary oppcrations -, and all things which relate to ac- 
tion, and all other military events, (hall be fo ordered as is 
the ufual cu(tom in war, and in cafe of furnifhing fuccours ; 
and the fame rule (hall take place if (hips (houUd happen ' 
to be fent inftead of land forces, which, as auxiliaries, 
ihall be obliged to carry the flagof the ally whorequires them. 

X. If.it happen that the determined number of forces 

be not fufficient for the greatnefs of the danger, as in cafe 

the aggrcflbrs be fuccourcd by the auxliarics of any of his^ 

. " con- 
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confederates, and be fo ftrong as to over-powcf and dc- 
ftat either of the allies, then the other ally (hall be obliged 
as foon as pofliblc to affift the party injured and oppreffed, 
with as many forces as he can both by fea and land, and 
by pecuniary fubfidies ; provided neverthelefs, that in fuch 
cafe, the manner, nature and time of giving fuch aid may 
be fettled according to the exigencey of the affair. And 
whereas the kidgdom of Sweden has long ere now been 
infefted by fervcral neighbouring powers even while the 
treaty which was concluded in the year 1700 ftill fubfifts, 
and as the war continties hitherto, for this reafon his facrcd 
royal majefty of Great Britain thinks himfelf obliged, 
as well by the treaty abovementioned, as by virtue of thefe- 
prcfents, to give thofe farther fuccours to her facred roval 
majefty and the kingdc^m of Sweden, as are hereafter ili- 
pulated 

XK And whereas every amicable method has beerf hi- 
therto attempted, but without fuccefs, for putting an end 
to this Northern war, accordmg to the defire of her royal 
Swedifti Majefty, his facred royal majefty of Great Bri- 
tain doth declare, and bind himfelf by thefe prefents, that 
he will not fuffer any more time to be wafted in vainly at- 
tempting fuch a reconciliation, but will next fpring fend 
a ftrong fquadfon of men of war to the kingdom of 
Sweden, as fuccours to aft in conjunftion with the men 
ctf war of her facred royal majefty of SeWden, under 
her command, and at her difpofal, for repelling the inva- 
fions of Sweden by the Czar of Mufcov^, and for fpeedily 
obtaining ' a juft peace from him ; and all operations that 
are to^ be performed by their joint forces, ftjall be ordered 
anddifpofed in a previous council of war, held with the 
commJlnders of the fquadrbns of both crowns : but for the 
future, bcfoiie the auxiliary forces are fent, the party that 
fuffers any force or injury (hall give notice to the other 
ally, and then both of the allied (hall ufe their endeavours, 
that the invaders or,difturbers may be induced by fair 
means to abftain from fuch violence ind injury, that there 
may not be a nieceflity of having recourfe to amis ; and if 
the offender ihould be, fo obftinate, that he will riot 
condefcend to do juftice by amicable mcafures, and con- 
fequently the party injured and offended fee compelled 
to repel the violence done to. him, and any farther d if- 

turbahce 
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turbance by force of arms, then the fakJ forces ftaH be 
fent without delay, and fuch fupply (hall be continued ti}! 
the party injured has obtained full fatisfaAion. He (hail 
be accounted^an aggreffor, who extorts a juft defence by 
injuries. 

XII. It (hall likewifc be lawful' for both of the confe- 
derates and their fub^ecls, to enter the ports of either 
with their men of war, and other (hips of force, there to 
winter and ftay, and to poflcfs and enjoy the immunities 
and privileges of thofe ports •, provided that they who 
are not thecommoi enemies be not infefted in fuch ports 
or at their entrance, nor that the traffick to the faid ports, 
be interrupted, rhuch Icfs wholly cut off. It is alfo de- 
termined by the mutual confcnt of their royal confederate 
majefties, that a particular negociation for navigation 
and commerce be immediately fet on foot at Stockholm, 
for jhc mutual advantage and emolument of both na- 
tions ; 9nd in the rfiean while, and till the fame, has itir 
cffe6t, it is covenanted and agreed between both the allies, 
that there (hall be a reciprocal and entire freedom of navi- 
gation and commerce in all forts of goods and marchail* 
dize, through all and fingular their dominions, jurifdic- 
tions and territories lituate in Europe : fo that it (hall be 
lawful for one another's fubjedts freely and fafcly to enter 
by land orfeainto cither's kingdoms, provinces^ iflands, 
cities, towns, and villages, and there to refide and ex- 
ercifc commerce in all forts of goods and merchandize, 
the importation and exportation of which are not par- 
ticularly prohibited and rcdrained by the laws and fta- 
tutes of both kingdoms, provided neverchelefs that fucli 
freedom of commerce be not extended to any other 
places than to thofe fea ports which have hitherto beetx 
opened for the trade of any foreign nation r in which faid 
ports, towns, cities, and places, it (hall alwaiys be free and 
lawful for the fubjefts of both the confederates, not only 
to ftay, refide, and inhabit there as long as* they pleafe, . 
without any moleftation, oppre(rion, reftraint, or limita- 
tion of time, but alfo to tranfpprt thcmfelves from thence, 
with their goods, merchandize, and effefts elfewh^re, 
whenfocver and wherefoever they think fit, without any 
detriment, delay, or impediment, under any pretence, un- . 
kfs they have borrowed money, and comraftcd any juft' 

and 
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and lawful debts; nor fliajl the faid fubjeds be dbliged to 
pay any tributes or taxes of any kind, under any pretence, 
during their (lay in the dominions or territories of cither 
of the confederates> which the nations in the moft entire 
friendfliip are not obliged to pay. And to the end that the 
niercantil? affairs of. the faid fubjedts may be confirmed 
and increafed as much as poffible, and that commerce 
may be reciprocally promoted between both kingdoms, ' 
the faid allies bind one another, and feverally engage that 
tjic merchandize and manufaftures of both nations Ihall 
hereafter pay no other tribute nor taxe^, than what are al- 
ready eftablilhed ; and (hall enjuy fuch immunity, tiil all 
poiqt^ relating to their mutual commerce be more clearly 
and firmly decided by a-fpecial convention or treaty to 
be forthwith concluded, and always to be obferved for the 
ufe and profit of both nations: nor ihall it be lawful for 
t(ie..fubjc<as of both the allies refpedively, to claim and 
demand greater rates for ihe weight and menfuration of 
the goods and merchandize by them imported and ex- 
ported than what are demanded and paid by the cities, in- 
habitants, andliibjeftsof both kingdioms. It is moreover 
agreed and eftabliflied, for a general rule between the 
faid confederates, that all and fingular their fubjed:s fhall 
enjoy equal favour, at leaft in all things, and on every cc- 
cafion, in the dominions and territories fubjeft on both 
fides to their obedience :. and that they (hall ufe and pof- 
'fefs the fame privileges, liberties and immunities wkich the 
fubjefts of any other prince or ftate, even in the ftrifteft 
amity, do or may hereafter ufe, enjoy and poffefs. 

"XI.IL Whereas by virtue of the fourth and fifth articles 
of the treaty of 1700, both crowns were obliged recipro- 
cally to furnifh the fuccours therein ftipulated; on the 
conditions neverthelefs, which are fpecifiedin the; XVIth 
- of the faid treaty, viz. that if the confederate applied to 
for fuccours fhould himfelf be involved in a war, either 
againft his own fubjedts, or againft a foreign enemy, he 
Ih'ould not only be obliged, during fuch. war, to furnifh ^ 
fuccours to the other confederate demanding them, but 
might alfo after three months previous notice recall the 
auxiliary forces, fent in aid of his confederate, by virtue 
of the league: and whereas it happened that her late fa- 
cred royal majefty of Great Britain was herfelf engaged 
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in a ^war agalnft the crow.ft of France, till the^ycar^ 
17 13, when the war was concluded by the treaty of 
peace at Utrecht, and therefore peither could nor ought 
to be bound tofurpilh ?he fubfidies prpmifed to the crowa 
of Sweden; yet forafnivich as the kingdom, of Sweden* 
has been '^in war from that ^ime to this, and for that 
rcafon demands theSwedifli fubfidies which^are in.arrearj; 
and whereas the fubjefts of his facred royal raajelly of: 
Great Britain demanded juft fatisfaction for their (hips- 
and merchandize intercepted, by the Swediih men of vya^f 
and privateers^ and afterwards confifcated; and whereas 
in like ,manncrithe fubjefts of her facred royal majefty vf 
Sweden require juft- fatisfa^tion for tfieir (hips and goods, 
intercepted by the men of war and privateers of Great-. 
Britain-, for ^ this reafon it i& agreed by the. contrafting, 
parties, that .cqmmifTioncrs fhaJl forthwith be clefted oa, 
both fides, to examine and liquidate the complaints relat-. 
ing to the (hips and goods ib intercepted and taken, that it, 
may appear what pare the one owes to the other, and that 
what is accordingly due, after a calculation made oa, both 
fides, may be punftually paid within the term-fixed by the 
commiflioners for fettling thofe pr^tendons* ; 

XIV. But the prerogatives mentioned in thp beginning* 
of the twelfth article^ as granted by either of the cqnfe-' 
derates to. the fhips of the other in his harbours, (hall in' 
no wife be indulged to the enemies of the other. Nor 
fcall it be lawful for the fubjc::<5l3 of either of the confe-' 
derates, toafllft the enemies of .the other confedrate to 
his inconvenience and detriment, or to ferve them either* 
as foldiers or mariners by fea or land, and therefore they 
Ihall be laid under the fevercft prohibition. 

XV. The prefent treaty made between. the raoft ferene 
monarchs of Sweden and Great Britain, (hall not dero- 
gate in the leaft from the regalities, rights and dominion of 
her facred royal majefty of Sweden in the Baltick, nor 
from thofe of his' facred royal majefty of Great Britain 
in thofe commotily called the Britifii Seas^ but both of the 
confederates (haJl hereafter preferye and enjoy all the pre- 
rogatives and privileges above mentioned, with all things 
depending thereon, as they have poflTefled them hitherto, 
fteely and without any cavil. Which enjoyment of all 

■ * .'.'•' ^ things 



things ds aforefaid muft be undeiftood on both fides, fav- 
inethis prefcnt treaty. 

aVI. After the confederate required as aforcfeid, hath 
fent his i^uxiliaries, or difcharged his obligation according 
to the laws of treaties, it is neceffary that provifton be made 
in like manner for hinn and his fecurity ; and therefore it is 
agreed on both fides, that the confederate who fends forces 
to the other confederate at his requeft, (hall always be re- 
puted as an auxiliary, and not be involved in the war for 
lending fuch afliftance; nor (hall any .treaty of peace or 
truce be entered into, nor any fufpenfioir of arms concluded 
for a confiderable time, which may be hurtful to the other 
confederate, without including and fecuring him that fent 
fuch afliftance. But if he fliould be involved in open war 
with the aggreflbr, or any other whomfoever, by reafon 
of bis fending fuccours, then neither ftiall condefcend to 
agree to any preliminaries, or to any general treaty with 
tnc enemy or enemies, without the confent and council of 
the other, but all things fliall be afted and treated with 
mutual help, communication and counfcl, till moft ample 
provifipn is made with common confent, for the fufficicnt 
fecurity and due fatisfaftion of both confederates. Above 
all, It ihall be by no means lawful for that ally who is firft 
engaged in the war, to make peace, before the other ally, 
who by virtue of this treaty ha^ fent help to his ally, ftiall 
have ample fatisfaftion made him for any damage from 
the enemy, and be fully reftored at leaft to his fornrter 
ftate, which he was in pofleflion of, or had a juft title to 
before the war began, in cafe that, his (late and condition 
(hall have fufiered any diminution in the progrefs of 

war 

XVII. This condition is expre(rdy added to the former, 
concerning fending help at the requeft of his ally. ' That 

* if it happens that either of the confederate kings, ei- 

* ther he of whom help is required, or he who rc- 

* quires it, ftiould be engaged in war againft a comtpon 

* enemy, or be molefted by any other neighbouring king, 
« prince or ftate, in his own kingdoms or provinces, (fo 

* that he of whom it is required may juftly account fuch 

* moleftation for a real war) to the averting of which he 

* that requires help might otherwjfe by virtue of this treaty 
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be obliged himfelf to fend auxiliaries, then the Other 
ally fo molefted, if any auxiliary forces were fent at the 
requeft of the other ally before the invafion, may after 
three months notification recall them to his own and his 
kingdom's defence, and whi^e he is preffed with fuch in* 
vafion, he fhall not be obliged to fend the promifed fuc- 
cours, as happened heretofore during the" war whiqh 
continued fo many years betwixt the Crown of Great 
Britain and the moft Chriftian King. And although 
that treaty of 1 700, which ihall be reckoned as the bafis 
of this, was entered into upon this condition, and this 
which is concluded even now, ought to be explained in 
that manner hereafter, neverthelels his facred royal ma-^ 
jefty of Great Britain, in order to give the moft fignal 
tokens of his friendfliip to the crown of Sweden, engages.^ 
pro hac vice, that the prefent war between the crowns of 
Great Britain and Spain, ihall by no means hinder her 
royal majefty of Sweden from obtaining the aids adtually 
ftipulated by this treaty, or from enjoying and being 
fupported by the fame, till the peace is happily reftored, 
viz. the fubfidies and fquadron of men of war, pro- 
mifed in the Vlllth and IXth articles, till a peace was 
reftored with the Czar of Mufcovy : but if the war with 
Denmark fliould, contrary to expectation, laft longer 
thaft that with the Czar, then only the fubfidies Ihall be 
continued. On the contrary, her facred royal majeft- 
of Sweden obliges herfelf not to admit of any terms 
which may be propofed or offered to her direftly or in- 
directly by the king of Spain, if thofe terms are capable 
of doing any prejudice or damage to the caufe for which 
a war has been carried on for feveral years againft Spain. 
Moreover, her facred majefty of Sweden obligesherfelf, 
her heits and fucceflbrs, to maintain and guarantee 
the. fucceflSon to the crown of Great Britain, as it is 
eftabliftied by the laws of the realm, in the family of his 
Britannick Majefty now upon the throne, and likewife 
to defend all the dominions and provinces pofleffed by 
his majefty; and that flxe will not give or grant any 
Ihelter or refuge in any part of her dominions to the per- 
fon or his defcendents, if he flxould have any, who in 
the life-time of James II. took the title of Prince of 
Vol.. II, Si Wales^ 
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Wales, and after his death the royal title of Ring of 
Great Britain : promifing likcwife for hcrfelf, her heirs 
and fucceflbrs, that ihe will not diredly or indireftly 
give the faid perfon or his defcendents, any aid, counfel, 
oraffiftance whatfoever; either in money, arms, military 
equipage, fliips, foldiers, mariners, or in any other man- 
ner whatsoever ; and that ihe will obferve ihe fame pre- 
caution with regard to thofe perfons who may be com- 
manded or commiffioned to difturb his Britannick Ma- 
jefty's government, or the tranquijlity of his kingdom, 
either by open war, or clandeftine confpiraces, or in 
exciting ff ditions and rebellions, or in committing pira- 
cies upon his Britannick Majefty's fubj,ed:s ; in which 
laft cafe, her facred rpyal majefty of Sweden promifes 
that five will by no means permit any refuge to be given 
to fuch pirates in the harbours of her kingdom. Laftly, 
her royal majefty of Sweden obliges herfelf, not to give 
any protcdHon or Ihelter to any part of her dominions 
to thofe fubjeds of his royal majefty of Great Britain, 
who are now, or ihall hereafter be declared rebels ; and 
that in cafe there happen to be fuch in her kingdoms, 
provinces, and dominions, ihe will command them to 
depart her territories in eight days after the warning 
given them from court. And if his facred royal majefty 
of Great Britain ihall happen to be invaded in a hoftile 
manner, ihe obliges herfelf to fend the fuccours above-; 
mentioned, and to do the fame to hii defcendents, if 
they (hall happen to be difturbed in thefucceflion to the 
crown of Great Britain. And forafmuch as it is of the 
greateft importance to the Proteftant Religion, to the 
cominerce of the kingdoms of Sweden and Great Bri- 
tain, and to all Chriftendom, that the Baltick may not 
be in the power of the Czar of Mofcovy ; if therefore 
the faid Czar refufe to niake a peace with Sweden, and 
i:o reftore thofe things which are required for the fecurity 
of the kingdom of Sweden^ and to re-eftablifti the fame 
freedom of Commerce in the Baltick, as both enjoyed 
before the prefent'War, in this cafe his facred royal ma- 
jefty of Great Britain obliges himfelf not only to furnifli 
thbfe aids which are expreiTed iri this treaty, for obtain- 
ing the fame by force of arms, but he promifes to iUe all 
■ - ' > ^ • , ■ ■• • t his 
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* his endeavours, and to employ all his offices with hi$ 
' confederates, that they may help Sweden with fubfidies, 
' and confequently furniih the crown of Sweden with the 

* means for. keeping the Czar within bounds/ 

XVIII, And although the allies Ihall be obliged to 
fend auxiliaries to one another, according to the articles 
above, yet that obfigation Ihall not be fo far extended, as 
that all friendfliip and mutual correfpondence (hall be taken 
away and prohibited with the enemies of the other confe- 
derate : for fuppofing that one of the confederates ihoxild 
when required fend his* auxiliaries, and not be engaged in 
the war himfelf, it Ihall then be free for his fubjeds and 
inhabitants to have trade and navigation with the enemies 
of that ally who is engaged in the war ; and it Ihall be 
lawful for them to carry any goods whatfoever to them, 
thofe only excepted which are exprefsly forbid, and com- 
monly called contraband, and declared fuch by the com* 
mon agreement of all nations.. 

XIX. Forafmuch as both their roy&l majefties above^ 
mentioned do hereby declare that they are ftill bound by 
certain conventions and treaties formerly entered into with 
other powers, and that they are willing to obferve the fame 
duly, according to the ftipulations of the faid articles, 
but that neverthelefs they are not at this time bound by any 
articles and claufes therein contained, which may ox ought 
to weaken and obftruft this prefent treaty in any manner, 
or under any pretence ; to the end therefore, that the faith 
of the confederates, and their perfeveratice in this alliance, 
may appear the more reciprocal, and that the minds of 
their fubjefts and friends may be the more confirmed, 
both their royal majefties abovementioned do oblige them* 
felves and declare, that they will fincerely and bona fide, 
ftand to all and every one of the articles of this treaty, and 
that they will not depart a tittle from the genuine ancj 
plain fenfe of the faid articles, under any pretexts of 
profit, friendfliip, former treaty, contract and promife, 
or for any other colour whatfoever ; but that they will 
give efFeftual orders that all the things which they have 
P^Qmifcd in this treaty, as the ftate of affairs Ihall rc- 
^l^ire, ])t fpeedily and fully put in execution by thcm- 
fclves, or their minifters and fubjedts, according as they 

- S a, are 
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arc exprcfslf ftipulated, and this without any limitation, 
exception or excufc, thofe excepted which are expreffed 
in the preceding articles of this treaty. 

XX. This defenfive treaty ihall laft i8 years, before 
the end of which the confederate fpvereigns may aga'm 
treat concerning its farther continuance, if it fcall feem 
good to both of them. 

XXL Whereas this treaty has been concluded purfuant 
to powers and orders received on both fides, fo the fame 
ought to be approved and ratified in due and folemn form^ 
by both their facred royal majefties of Sweden and Great 
Britain, and the inftruments of their ratification be de- 
livered and exchanged at Stockholm within the fpace of 
three months, to be reckoned from the time of this fub* 
fcription, or fooner if ppflShle, 

For the greater evidence and confirmation of all things 
aforefaid, two. copies of this treaty Iwve been made, one 
of which the aforefaid fenators and feqretary of ftatc

^e Treaty between Greaf Britain and Spain, concluded at 
Madrid, June 13, N. S. 1721, 

IT having pleafed the Divine Providence to difpofe the 
hearts of the moft ferene and potent prince's, George, 
by the Grace of God King of Great Britain, France, and 
Ireland, &c. and Philip V. by the Grace of God King of 
Spain, the Indies, &c, to forget all the grounds of dif- 
fatisfa^ion and mifundcrftanding that have given occa- 
fion to interrupt, for fome time, the friendfliip and good 
correfpondence which before flourifhed between them; 
and their Britannick and Catholick Majefties being now 
dcfirous to renew and re-eftablilh them by the flxongeft 

:' ^ ' ' ^ tics, 
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ties, have ftipulatcd and agreed by their under-Written 
minifters plenipotentiary, named for that purpofe, thfc 
following articles. 

i. That, for the future, there fliall be, between his Bri- 
tannick Majefty, his heirs and Succeflbrs, and his Catholic 
Majefty his heirs and fucceflbrs, as alfo between their 
kingdoms, dominions, fovereignties, fubjefts and vaffals, 
a good, firm, and inviolable peace, and a perpetual and 
fmcere friendfhip, and a general oblivion of every thing 
that has been done, on both fides, upon occafion of the 
laft war. 

II. The treaties df peace and commerce, concluded at 
Utrecht on the 13th of July, and the gth of December, 
in the year 17 13, wherein are comprehended, the treaty 
made at Madrid in the year 1667, and the cedulas there- 
in mentioned, (hall remain ratified and confirmed by the 
prefent treaty, except the third, fifth, and eighth arti- 
cles of the faid treaty of commerce, commonly called 
explanatory; which have been annulled by virtue of 
another fubfequent treaty, made at Madrid the 14th of 
the month of December 1715, between the minifters ple- 
i^ipotentiary, named for that purpofe, by their Britannick 
and Catholic Mjeflies, which treaty remains likewife 
confirmed and ratified ; as alfo the particular contraft, 
commonly called The AflSento, for the importation of 
negroe flaves into the Spanifli Indies, which v/as made 
the 26th of March in the faid year 17 13, in confequence 
of the 1 2th article of the treaty of commerce of Utrecht ; 
and likewife the treaty of declaration, c6ncerning that of 
the Affiento, made the 26th o£ May 1716: all which 
treaties, mentioned in this artitle, with their declaration, 
ftall remain in their full force, virtue, and vigour, in every 
thing wherein they Ihall not be contrary to this ; and, to 
the end they may have their entire efFeft and accomplilh- 
ment,.his Catholic Majefty will caufe his circular or- 
ders, cedulas, to be difpatched to his viceroys, gover- 
nors, and other miniftefs, to whom it fliall belong, of 
the ports and towns in America, that the ftiips employed 
for the traffick of negroes by the royal company of Great 
Britain eftablilhcd at London, may be admitted, with- 

S 3 out 
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out hbdrance, to trade freely, and in the iame manner 
as they did before the laftxupture between the two crowns ; 
and the abovementioned cedulas fhall be delivered as foon 
-as the ratifications of the prefent treaty fliall have been 
exchanged; and at the fame time his Catholic Majefly 
will give his orders to the council of the Indies, that the 
junta, compofed of niinifters taken out of that council, 
and appointed for the cognizance (exclufive of all others) 
of the caufes that rcfpeft the faid AfEento, may again have 
its courfe, admit of, and confult upon thofe anairs, ac- 
cording to the rule eftabliihed at the time of its appoint- 
ment ; and as to what regards the obfervation of the treaties 
of peace and cotnmerce^ circular orders ihall be difpatched 
, to all the governors of Spain, to the end that they may, 
without any of their interpretations, caufe them to be ob- 
fervedand accomplifhed ; as in like manner fhall begiven, 
on the part of his Britannick Majefty, the orders which 
Ihall be demanded, and judged neceffary for the accom- 
plilhment of every thing thathas been ftipulated and agreed 
between the two crowns in the abovementioned treaties of 
Utrecht j and particularly as to what may not have been 
f)ut in execution of the points fettled by the eighth, ele- 
venth and fifteenth articles of the treaty of peace, which 
mention the leaving to the Spaniards the free commerce 
and navigation to the Weft Indies, and the maintaining 
the antient limits in Americg, as they were in the time of 
King Charles II. the free exereifc of the Catholic Re- 
ligion in the ifland of Minorca, and the cod-fifliing in 
the feas of Newfoundland ; asi well as. with regard to all 
the other articles which may not hitt^erto haye been put 
in execution, on the part of Great Britain, 

III. Forafmuch as by the feventh article of the treaty 
of commerce of Utreclit it was agreed, that all the goods 
confifcated at the beginning of the former war Ihould be 
reftored, in regard to the confifcation thereof had been 
made contrary to the tenor of the 36th article gf the 
treaty of 1667, his Catholic Majefty, ia like conformity, 
will order, that all thegQod§, merchandizes, mQney,,fliips, 
and other efFeifts, which have been feized, as well in Spain 
as in the Indies, by virtue of his orders of the month of 
September 17 18^ or of any other fubfequent orders, at the 

- ' time 
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lime before the war was declared between the two crowns > 
or after it was declared^ be fpeedily reftored in their fame 
kind, as to thofe which (hall be ftill in being ; or, if they 
are not, the juft and true value of them, at the time that 
they were fcized ; the valuation whereof, if,, by omiffion 
or negleft, it was not then made ; fliall be adjufted, ac- 
cording to the authentic informations that the owners Ihal I 
produce before the ordinary magiftrates of the towns and 
places where the faid cSc&s fliall have been feized. And 
it is certain^ that the orders of his Catholic Majefty 
(although they diredted, that inventories of thofe goods 
and efFefls fliould be made arid drawn up, and accounts 
and declarations fliould be kept) have not, however, been 
executed^ in that manner in feveral places, it has been 
agreed, that if the proprietors make it appear, by legal 
proofs, informations, and other documents, that any of 
them have been omitted in the faid inventories, his Ca- 
tholic Majefty wil give exprefs orders, that the value of 
thofe things which fliall have been omitted, be paid by the 
treafurers or other perfons, through whofe negledl fuch 
omiffions fliall have been made, 

IV, It is mutually agreed, that his Britannick Majefty 
fliall give order to his governors, officers, and other mi- 
nifters, to whom it fliall belong, to caufe to be reftored all 
the goods and effefts of the fubjefts of his Catholic Ma^- 
jefty, which they fliall prove to have been feized and con- 
fifcated in the dominions of his Britannick Majefty, upon 
occafion of the laft war ; in the fame manner as it has been 
fettled in the foregoing article, in favour of the fubjedls 
of his Britannick Majefty. 

V, It is alfo agreed, that his Britannick Majefty fliall 
<iaufe to be reftored to his Catholic Majefty all the 
fliips of the Spanifli fleet, which were taken by that 
of England, in the naval battle that was fought in 
the month of Auguft 1718, in the feas of Sicily ; with the 
guns, fails, riggings and other equipage, in the condition 
they are at prefent ; or elfe the vaiue of thofe which 
may have been fold atthe fame -price that the purchafers 
fliall have given, according to the proofs and vouchers : 
and for the execution of this reftitution, his Britannick 
Majefty flij^U caufe the proper orders to.he difpatched, jm- 

§ 4. mediately 
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mediately after the ratification of this treaty^ It is alfd 
declared^ that 'the other pretenfiops that there^may be, on 
both fides,- between the twp crowns, concerning matters 
whereof there is no mention made in the prefent treaty, 
and which are not comprehended in the fecond article 
hereof, ihall be treated of at the approaching congrefs of 
Cambray. . 

VI* The prefent treaty Ihall have its efFed immediately 
after it ihall have been mutually ratified ; and the letters 
of ratification ihall be exchanged in fix weeks after the 
figning, or fooner, if poifible ; deferring its publication 
till the general peace ihall have been concluded at the 
congrels of Cambray, between all the parties concerned ; 
or till their Britannick and Catholic MajeftiQS ihall have 
particularly agreed upon it. 

In witnefs whereof, we'the under- written minifters ple- 
nipotentiaries of his Britannick Majcfly and his Catholic 
Majeily, being furniflied with our full powers, which have 
been mutually communicated, and copies whereof ihall be 
here under tranfcribed, have figned the prefent treaty, 
and affixed thereto the feals of our arms.

treaty of Befenfive Alliance^ betwixt France, Spain, and 
Great Britain, At Madrid, June 13, 1721. 

TH E differences that have happened betwixt their Bri- 
tannick and moft Chriftian Mejefties on the one 
part, and his Catholic Majefty on the other, having not 
a little impaired the friendship which they always ihewed 
to one another,, it has been a long time their ardent wilh 
to re-eftablilh the good correfpondence and fincere 
amity which ought to prevail among them, and which 
will 'always be the ilrongeft fupport of the greatnefs to 
which God has raifed them, and the furefl means to pre- 
ferve the public ti^anquillity, as well as the happinefs and 

mutual- 
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ttititual advantages of their fubjefts ; and it is with a vleW 
to cement and corroborate, i( poffible, thefe difpofitions, 
which are as conducive to the mutual glory and fecurity 
of their crowns, as they are conformable to the welfare 
and tranquillity of all Europe, that their Britannick, moft 
Chriftian, and Catholic Majeflies have refolved to unite 
in fo ftri^ a manner, that they may a6l hereafter as if they 
had only the fame view, and the fame intercft : and for 
thi^end the moft ferene King of Great Britain, &c. hav- 
ing given full powers to treat in his name, to William 
Stanhope, Efq. colonel of a regiment of dragoons, a mcm« 
ber of the parliament of Great Britain, and ambaffador 
extraordinary ifrom his Britannick Majefty to the court 
of the Catholic King ; the moft ferene the moft Chrif- 
tian King having given full powers for the fame end, to 
John Baptift Lewis Andrault de Langeron, Marquifs de 
Maulevrier, lieutenant-general of his armies, commander 
and grand croix of the military order of St. Louis, his 
envoy. extraordinary to his Catholic Majefty ; and the moft 
ferene King of Spain having like wife granted his full powers 
for the fame end to Don Jofeph Grimaldo, knight of the 
order of St. Jago, governor of Rueira and Auzechal, a 
member of the council of the Indies, and his firft fecrc* 
tary of ftate and the difpatches; they have agreed on the 
following articles. 

I, There Ihall be hereafter and for ever a ftridl union 
and a fincere and lafting ftiendfliip between the moft fe- 
rene King of Great Britain, the moft ferene the moft 
Chriftian King, and the moft ferene King of Spain, 
their kingdoms and their fubjeds, and inhabitants of the 
countries under their dominion; fo that the injuries or da- 
mages fufFered during the war, to which an end has been 
put by the acceflion of the moft ferene King of Spain to 
the treaties of London, dated the 2d of Auguft 1718, 
Ihall be buried in eternal oblivion, and that for the future 
each fliall take the fame care of one another's fafety as of 
his own, and not only inform his ally of the danger that 
may threaten him, but alfo oppofe with all his power the 
injuries that may be done him* 

II. In 
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n. In order to eftablifh this union and corrcfpondence 
firmly, and to render it yet more advantageous to the crowns 
of their Britannick, moft Chriffian • and Catholic Ma-i 
jefties, they proniife and engage by the prefent treaty of 
dcfenfivc alliances mutually to guarantee the kingdoms, 
provinces, ftates and countries under each other*s domi- 
nion, in what part of the world foever fituatc ; fo that if 
their majefties are attacked, contrary to what was refolved 
on at the treaties of Utrecht and Baden, and contrary to 
the treaties of London, and the ftipuiations which ihall 
be made at Cambray, they Ihall mutually affift one ano- 
ther till the diflurbance is at an end, or till they -are fatis- 
fled, by the reparation of the damages which they Ihall 
have fuffered. 

HI. In purfuance of th^ foregoing article, tlie mainte- 
nance and obfervation of the treaties of Utrecht, Baden, 
1-ondon, and of that which is to be made at Cambray, 
for putting an end to the differences that are to be decided 
betwixt the moft ferene King of Spain and the Emperor, 
fliall be th^ chief aim of the prefent aHiance. And to 
ftrcngthen it the more, the moft ferene Kinjr of Great Bri- 
tain, the moft ferene the moft Chriftian King, and the 
moft ferene King of Spain, Ihall by concert invite fuch 
powers as they Ihall think fit to enter into the prefent 
treaty for the common good, and for the prefervation of 
the. public tranquillity, 

IV, If it happen (which God forbid) that, contrary to 
the faid treaties of Utrecht, Baden, London, or the fti- 
* pulations of thofe which ihall be made at Cambray, their 
Britannick, moft Chriftian and Catholic Majefties^ftiould 
' be attacked, or in any manner difturbed in the enjoy- 
nlent of their kingdoms and countries by any potentate^ 
they promife and engage to employ their good offices as 
foon as they ftiall be required, in order to procure for the 
party attacked fatisfaition for the wrong done to him, and 
to hinder the aggreflbr from continuing his hoftilities; and 
if it happen that his good oiBces be not- fufficient to pro- 
cure (iach reparation out of hand, their faid Majefties pro- 
mife to furnifli the following fuccours jointly or fepa- 
rately, viz, 
. . His 
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His Britannick Majefty 8,000 foot, and 4^000 horfe^ 
iih moft Chnftian Majefty 8,000 foot, and 4,000 horfc* 
His Catholic Majefty 8,000 foot, and 4,000 horfe. 

If the party, that happens to be attacked, defirc men of 
war or tranfports, or even fubfidies in ready money, in 
the room of troops, in that cafe he ftjall be at liberty to 
make his choice, and they fliall furniih him with the faid 
fliips or money in- proportion to the expence of troops ; 
^nd in order to prevent all occafion of doubt in the cal- 
culation of the faid expence, their Majcf^es agree that 
1,000 foot ih^ll be fettled at lo,ooo Dutch florins, and 
1,000 horfe at 30,000 florins per month, obferving the 
fame proportion with regard to Ihipping : their faid ma- 
jefties promifing to continue and maintain the faid fuccours. 
as long as the troubles (hall laft ; and if the fiiid fuccours 
be not Sufficient to repel the attacks of the enemy, they 
ihall agree to augment them ; and if it be neceflairy, their 
faid MajeQies (hall mutually affift one another with ajl 
their forces, and declare war againft the aggreflbr. 

V. Their Britannick, moft Chriftian and Catholic 
Majefties, being entirely fatisfied in the fentiments which 
the Duke of Parma has always manifefted towards theip, 
and being d.efirous to give him marks of the Angular 
efteem and affedtioi^ which they have for him, they pro- 
mife and engage, by virtue of this prefent treaty, to griant 
him particular proteQ:ion for the prefer vation of his ter- 
ritories and rights, and for the maintenance of his dig- 
nity ; fo that if hc be difturbed contrary to the treaties of 
peace already m^de, and contrary to vvhat ftiall be ftipu- 
lated in thofe that are to be made at Cambray, they fhall 
join their good offices and efforts, to obtain juft fatisfac- 
rion ; and if it be rcfufed, they ihall agree on meafurcs 
to procure it fqr him by all other methods that fliall be iu 
their power^ 

Yh His Catholic Majefty being defirous to give his 
Britannick Majefty, and bis n>oft Chriftian Majefty a par- 
ticular proof of his friendft^ip, confirms as far as there 
may be occafion, all the advantages and privileges which 
have been granted by the kings his predeceflbrs to the

Englifh and French nations ; (o that the trading futyefts 
of the moft fercne king of Great Britaini and the moft 
ferene the moft Chriftian King, Ihall always enjoy in Spaing 
the fame rights^ prerogatives, advantages and privileges for 
their perfons, commerce, merchandize, eftates and efFedts, 
vihich they have enjoyed, or which thfcy ought to have en- 
joyed by virtue of treaties or agreenlents, or by virtue of all 
thofe which have been or Ihall be gratlted in Spainj to the 
nation that is moft favoured. 

VII. The prefent treaty (hall be ratified by their Bri- 
tannick, moft Chriftian «nd Catholic Majefties, and the 
ratifications fliall be mutually delivered in due form, and 
exchanged in the fpace of fix weeks, reckoning from the 
day of figning, or fooner, if poffible*

Defenjive Treaty of Alliance hetzvecn the King of Great Bri-» 
tain, the m^Jl Chrijlian Kin^^ and the King of Pruffia, 
concluded at Hanover the ^dof September 1725. fVith 
three feparate Articles relating to Thorn, and to the Con^ 
fingency of a fFar againjl the Emperor and the Empire. 

THEIR Majeftics the King of Great Britain, the moft 
Chriftian King, and the King of Pruffia, having 
•with pleafure^ obferved how much the ftrid: union fub-* 
lifting between them has contributed, not only to the 
happinefs of their own kingdoms and fubjedts, but alfo 
to the public good and tranquillity ; being likewife per- 
fuaded that there is not a more proper means of fecuring 
and ftrengthening the faid advantages againft all events 
that may happen, than to cultivate^ the faid union more 
and more, and to make it indilfoiuble ; and having mz^ 
turely confidered all the treaties that fuMft between their 
faid Majcfties, (from which they declare that they do not 
intend any way to derogate by this prefent treaty) t^ef 
have thought fit to take before hand, new meafures, 
in cafe any difturbanccs ftiould arife in Europe, by agree- 
ing among thcmfelves upon what may be neceffary not 
only for the fecurity and the moft eflemial interefts of their 
own kingdom, but alfo with regard ro the general gobd 
and tranquillity i Upon thefe cohfiderations, and with 
this view, their faid Britanmck, moft Chriftian, and 
Pruflian Majefties have given their full powers; that is to 
fay, hisBritannickMajefty toChaflesVifcount Townfliend, 
Paron of Lynn, his lieutenant in the county of Norfolk, 
knight of the moft noble order of the garter, and his. 
iecretary of ftate ; Jiis moft Chriftian Majefty, to Francis 
count de Broglio, lieutenant general of his armies, di- 
redlor general of hi$ horfe, apd of his dragoons, gover- 
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nor of Mont-Dauphin, and hifi ambaffador to the faid 
moft ferene king of Great Britain ; and his Pruffian Ma- 
jefty, to John Ghriftopher de Wallenrodt, his minifter of 
ftate, and his envoy extraordinary to the faid moft ferene 
king of Great Britain j who, by virtue of the faid full 
powers, having with all poffible attention weighed the moft 
proper meafures to attain the end which their faid ma-

I. There fhall be now, and in all time coming, a true, 
firm, and inviolable peace, the moft fincere and intimate 
frieridfliip, and the moft ftridl alliance and union between 
the faid three nioft ferene kings, their heirs and fucceflbrs, 
their dominions, countries, and towns fi'tuate in their re- 
fpediive territories, and their fubjedts and inhabitants, as 
well in as out of Europe ; and the fame Ihall be preferved 
and cultivated in fuch manner, that the contrafting parties 
may faithfully promote their reciprocal interefts and ad- 
vantages, and prevent and repel all wrongs and damages, 
by the moft- proper means they can find our. 

II. As the true aim and intention of this alliance 
between the faid kings is mutually to preferve the peace 
and tranquillity of their refpedive kingdoms ; their 
abovefaid majeftics do promife to each other their recipro- 
cal guarantee for the prote<^ing and maintaining generally 
all the dominions, countries and towns both in and out 
of Europe, whereof ea^ of the allies fliall be adliially in 
poffcffion at the time of the figning of this alliance ; as 
aifo the rights, immunities, and advantages, particularly 
thofe relating to trade, which the faid allies enjoy or 
ought to enjoy refpedtively. And to this end the faid kings 
have agreed, that if out of refentment on account of 
this alliance^ or upon any other pretext, any one of the 
faid allies ihould be attacked in hoftile manner by, or 
ihould fuffer. any wrong from, any prince or ftate whatfo- 
ever, the other allies Inair employ their good offices to 
procure fatisfadtion to be given to the injured party, and 
to engage the aggreflbi^ to forbear any further hoftility or 
wrong* .... • 

' - ^ HI. And 
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III. Andifany ofthecontraftingpartiesfliouldbe apcn* 
ly attacked, or molefted in the above cafes, and that the 
good' offices abovementioned ihould not be effectual, 
fo as to procure a juft fatisfadion for the wrongs and 
damages done to the injured party, then the other 
parties within two months after application Ihall be tnadc 
to them, i^all furniih the following fuccours; that is 
to fay. 

His majcfty the king of Great Britain fliall furniih 
8,000 foot, and 4,000 horfe. x 

His moft Chriftian M<ijefty Ihall, in the like cafe, fur- 
niih 8,000 foot, and 4,000 horfe. 

And his majefty the king of PruiSa, Ihall furnifti 3,000 
foot, and 2,000 horfe. 

But if the party attacked fhould rather defire to have 
men of war, or tranfport fliips, or even fubfidies in moi- 
Dcy, which fhall always be left to his choice ; then the 
other parties Ihall fupply him with fliips or money,. in 
proportion to the expence of the troops to be furniihed 
^s above. And to remove all inanner of doubt with 
regard to this expence, the contrad:ing parties do agree, 
that 1,000 foot Ihall be valued at 10,000 Dutch guilders 
by the month ; and 1,000 horfe, at ^o,poo guilders of the 
fame money alfo by the month : and the computation flxall 
be made in proportion as to the men of war and tranfport 
Ihips. If the fuccours above fpecified do not prove fuffi- 
cient to cayfe fatisfadtion to be made to the injured party, 
then the. contracting parlies Ihall agree together upon 
further forces to be furniflied ; and finally, in cafe of 
heed, the faid allies fliall aflift the injured party with 
all their forces, and fliall ever) declare w^r againfl the 
^iggreflTor. 

IV. And as the faid three moft ferene kings a»e re-' 
folved to bind more and more clofely the drift union that 
fubfifls among them, by all poflihle tpkens of good faith 
and mutual confidence, they have reciprocally jigreedi 
not only to enter into no treaty, alUance^j ox engagement 
whatfoever, which may, in any manner whatever, be conr 
trary to the interefts of each other j bi^t eyep faithfully to 
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municate to each other the propofal that may be made to 
them, «nd not to take, upon what may be propofed, any 
refolution, otherwife than ip concert together, and aTter 
a joint exa;nina^on of what may conduce fo their common 
intercfts, and be proper for maintaining the ballance of 
Europe, which is fo neceffary to be preferred for the 
good of the general peace. 

V. His moft Chriftian Majefty being particularly in- 
tcrefted as gaurantee of the treaties of Weflphalia, in the 
maintaining^of the privileges and liberties of the Germa- 
nick Body; and their Britannick and Pruflian Majefties as 
members of ^ that body, obferving with equal concern 
feeds of divifion and of complaint that may at length break 
out, and bring on a war, which, by fatal confequences 
refulting from it, might fet all Europe on fire ; their faid 
majefties being ever attentive to what may one aay difturb 
the tranquility of the empire in particular, and that of 
Europe in genera), d6 engage and promife to help each 
other mutally in maintaining and caufing to be obferved 
the above faid treaties, and the other afts, which having 
fettled the affairs of the empire, are looked upon as the 
bafis and foundation of the tranquility of the Germanick 
Body, and the fupport of its rights, privileges and immu- 
nities, which their above faid M2ijcfties are truly defirous 
to fecure in a folid manner, 

VL The prefent alliance fliall fubfift during the fpace 
of 15 years to be computed from the day of the figning 
of thefe prefents. 

VII. Their Britannick, moft Chriftian, and Pruflian 
Majefties will invite the princes and ftates which (hall by 
them be agreed upon, to accede to the prefent treaty ; 
and they have now agreed to invite particularly the Lords 
the States General of the United Provinces. 

VIII. This prefent treaty (hall be approved and ra- 
tified by their Majefties the King of Great Britain, the 
moft Chriftian King, and the King of Pruflla, and the 
ratification (hall be delivered in the fpace of two months 
froni the figning of thefe prefents, or fooner, if pofll-

XXT'HEREAS their- Majefties, the moft Chriftian King, 
^ the King of Great Britain, and the King of Pruffia, 
as well for cementing the ftrift union which fubiifts be- 
twixt them, as for the fafety of their own kingdoms and 
dominions, and alfo for the prefervation of the peace and 
of the public tranquility, thought fit to enter into an 
alliance with one another; the treaty for which purpofe 
was concluded at Hanover the 3d of September 1725, 
together with three feparate articles, which were commu- 
nicated to their High Mightineffes the Lords the States 
General of the United Provinces of the Netherlands, 
by the Marquis de Fenelon, ambaflador of France; by 
Mr. Finch, envoy extraordinary of Great Britain; and 
by the Sieur Meynhertlhagen, envoy extraordinary from 
the King of Pruflia; who in the name of the Kings their 
matters jointly invited the faid Lords the States General to 
accede to the faid treaty, and the feparate articles, con- 
formably to the. agreement in the feventh article of the 
faid treaty, which with the feparate articles are here in- 
ferred verbatim.

And whereas the faid Lords the States General, after 
having feen and examined the faid treaty and its feparate 
articles, have declared that they are fully fenfible of the 
honour which their majefties did them by fo ready and 
obliging an invitation to accede to the faid treaty; and 
as at the fame time they acknowledge the care they took 
in the making of this treaty, as well for the prefervation 
of the public tranquility in general (without which the 
peace of their republic cannot be fccure) as in parti- 
cular for the maintenance of its commerce, without which 
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it cannot fubfift} and as they are fully convinced more- 
over, that the aim of this> alliance does not at all tend to 
give the leaft infringement to any former treaty or alliance, 
contrafted either by them, or by any one of them •, with 
other princes or dates, but that their intention is rather to 
corroborate them; and that the grand view of this alliance 
on]y tends to the uniting of themielves the more clofcly 
togetherj without giving offence to any perfon whatfo-r 
ever, for the gaurantee, proteftion, and maintenance of 
all the dominions, countries, and towns, in or out of 
Europe, which each of the allies (hail be a^ually in pd*- 
fcinon of at the time of the figning the faid treaty, as well 
as of the rights, immunities, and advantages, particularly 
thofe relating to commerce, either in Europe or out of it, 
which each of the allies enjoyed at the time of the figning 
of the faid acctflion. 

Moreover, the faid Lords the States General being firmly 
perfuaded, that by their accefllon to the faid treaty of 
Hanover, it is not required of them that they fhall under- 
take the general guarantee of the . treaties of Weftphalisi 
and Oliva, mentioned in the fifth article of the treaty of 
Hanover, and in thefirftof the feparate aritcles, to which 
general guarantee they were never engaged : but that their 
guarantee in this refpedt extends wily to the rights and 
pofleffions, which the high allies, or any one of them, have 
acquired by thofe treaties, and whic^ they enjoy at the 
time of the figning. 

And as to the afi^air of Thorn, mentioned in the firft 
oiF the feparate articles of the treaty of Hanover, as they 
only engage to employ their amicable ofiices jointly with 
the high contrafting powers, to obtain a reafonable fatisfac- 
tiori and reparation for the infraftion of the treaty of Olivaj 
and in cafe thofe amicable offices be employed without 
cfFeft, and it fliould be thought neceflary to do any thing 
furtherjj then their High Mightinefles (hall be at (v]l 
liberty of giving their thoughts, without being obliged to 
any thing more than good offices, unlefs they lencw 
their agreement. 

Finally^ fince this alliance has a particular view to the 
eftablifhmcnt of an intire confidence between the con 
trading parties^ and the Lords the States General, ft^F' 
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pofing that the allies will with all confidence mutually 
communicate their thoughts to each other about the ways 
and means which fhall be thought moft efFeftual in cafe of 
need, for prefefving and maintaining the pofleflions and 
rights abovementioned, as well thofe relating to commerce 
as others, in Europe or out of Europe. 

And whereas in full perfuafion and firm confidence, 
that fuch is the real aim and intention of their faid ma- 
jefties, the faid Lords the States General, to give a mark

The Marquis de Fenelon, plenipotentiary of his moft 
Chriftian Majel^y, and Mr. Finch, plenipotentiary of his 
Britannick Majefty, have declared, that they alfo were 
veiled with full powers, and that they were ready to con- 
clude and fign ; but the Sieur de Meynhertihagen, mini-' 
fter of his Pruffian Majefty declaring, that he had not 
yet received orders for the full powers to the fame end 
from the king his matter, the plenipotentiaries of their 
moft Chriftian and Britannick Majefties, as alfo the de-* 
puties and plenipotentiaries of the Lords the States Ge- 
neral, confidering that there was no more time to be lofl^ 
and that every farther delay in completing the acceflion of 
the republic to the treaty of Hanover, could not buc 
be disadvantageous to the end propofed by the faid trea- 
ty •, and at the fame time there being no reason to boubc^ 
that his majefty the king of Pruffia will likcwife au- 
thorize his minifter to fign the treaty of acceflion, and 
feparate articles : in confideration, and in firm confif- 
dence hereof, they have proceeded to the figning of the 
prefent treaty and feparate articles, leaving a fpace 
for the minifter of his majefty the King of Pruflla to 
fign in like manner, as foon as he has received his full 
power. 

Ncverthelefs it is agreed and ftipulated, by this feparate 
article, that if, contrary to expeftation, his majefty the 
King of Prufl[ia doth not come to fuch refolution, the 
faid treaty and feparate articles (hall, however^ be of 
force, and put yi execution by the contracting powers, 
in all their claufes, in the manner which has been ftipu- 
lated, and that the ratifications thereof (hall be exchanged 
in the time fpecified^ 

In witncfs whereof, we the underwritten, who are ap- 
pointed plenipotentiaries, by virtue of the full powers 
of their majeftics the moft Chriftian King, and the King 
of Great Britain, and the^ Lords the States General, have 
figned the prefent article, and caufed the feal of our arms 
to be thereunto affixed. Done at the Hague, the 9th of 
Auguft 1726.

T> H it known unco all and every one to whom it doth 
13 or may appertain^ that his majefty the moA ferene 
King of Sweden, having be^n amicably invited, on the 
part of their majcfties the moft ferene kings^ the King 
of Great Britain, the moft Chriftian King, and the 
King of PrufSa, by their rtinifters, to accede to the de-- 
fenfive alliance which their majefties concluded at Han* 
over the 3d of September 1725, and to the three feparate 
articles annexed thereunto; which, as well as the faid al* 
liaiice, have the maintaining and preferving of the pub- 
lick tranquility, and particularly that of the North for 
their only obj<^<3:, the tenor whereof is as follows. -

And his majefty the moft ferene King of Sweden be- 
ing always difpofed to concur in fo falutary a view, and 
being defirous to Ihow how agreeable this invitation was 
to him, has authorized, by his full power, in due form 
his commiflaries, the underwritten fenators of the king- 
dom of Sweden, and members of the chancery, to enter 
into conference with the underwritten minifters plenipo- 
tentiaries, from their majcfties the King of Great Bri- 
tain and the moft Chriftian King, provided with like 
full powers, for negotiating and agreeing upon the ac- 
ceffion of his majefty the king, and the, crown of Swe- 
den, to the faid treaty of alliance concluded at Hano- 
ver, and to draw up and fign an a£t in form for thafi 
purpofe; the faid minifters plenipotentiary and com- 
miflaries having been in conference ftveral times upon 
that fubjeft, and having produced their full powers on 
each fide, agreed upon what follows* 

His majefty the moft ferene king, and the crown of 
Sweden, dpclarc and promife, that his faid majefty, his 
heirs and fucceflbrs, do full accede to the defcnfive al-. 
lincc concluded at Hanover, and here above infertcd; 
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as likewifc to the three feparate articles that are there- 
unto annexed; and that his majcfty and the crown of 
Sweden, by virtue of this folemn acceffion, do join and 
affociate themfeivcs as a principal contrafting party to 
their majefties the moft fcrene kings, the King of Great 
Britain and the moft Chriitian King, obliging and en- 
gaging themfelves towards their faid rnajtfties, their heirs 
and focceflbrs, joinly and feparately, to obferve and 
fulfil faithfully and efFcftually all tte conditions and 
claufes comprehended in the faid treaty of a defenfive 
alliance, and the three feparate articles thereof, . and to 
furnifh, when the cafe of the alliance (hall happen, a 
fuccour of three thoufand foot, and two thoufand horfc, 
according to the obligations of the treaty: the whole in 
fuch manner, and as faithfully, as if his majcftv and 
the crown of Sweden had been a prncipal contrafting 
party ff om the beginning, with the abovefaid moft fe- 
renc confederate kings, arid had concluded with their 
faid majefties jointly or feparately the artictes and con- 
ditions expr'efled Jn this defenfive alliance, and the fe- 
parate articles thereof. 

Their majefti s the moft fererie kings, the ICing of 
Great Britain and the moft Chriftian King, do admit 
and affociate his majefty and the crown of Sweden to 
the abovefaid treaty of Honover; as likewife to the 
three feparate articles which are thereunto annexed, a& 
a principal contracting party ; declaring and promiDng,. 
on their part, that their majefties, their hiers and fuc- 
cefforSj will obferve and fulfil jo'ntly and feparately, 
faithfully and cffeftually, with refpedt to his majefty the 
moft fetene king and the crown^of Sweden, all the con- 
ditions and claufes contained in the faid defenfive al- 
liance and the feparate article thereof. 

This aft of acceffion fliall be approved and ratified, 
on the part of their m^efties the King of Great Britain, 
and the moft Chriftian King, and of his majefty and the 
crown of Sweden ^ and the ratifications thereof Ihall be 
exchanged in the fpace of two months, to be reckoned 
from the day of the figningthis prcfent aft^ or fooner,, if 
poflible.

' Separate Article. 

ALTHOUGH by the aft of acccffion and admiffion 
figned this day, his .Majefty and the crown of 
Sweden accede purely and fimp4y tp the treaty of Han- 
over, the miniftcrs plenipotentiary of their Britannick 
and moft Chriftian Majefties haye however - agreed with 
the commiflaries of his laid majefty, to the exceptions and 
articles which follow. 

I. As the defenfive alliance concluded at Hanover the 
3d of September 1725, has no other view but the peace 
and tranquility of Europe, and particularly that of the 
North, their majefties the king of Great Britain^ and the 
moft Chriftian King, as likewiic his majefty the king and 
the crown of Sweden declare, that, being not engaged by 
any treaties or conventions with other powers that are con- 
trary to this alliance, the faid treaties and conventions 
Ihall not be weakened by this acceflion, but (hall remain 
in their full force: and their majfties declare, at the fame 
time, that they are, at prefent, and ftiall continue always 
in a firm refolution to keep and fulfil, inviolably, all that 
has been ftipulated by theabovefaid alliance of Hanover; 
•obliging themfelves, on each fide, to obferve faithfully all 
the engagements entered into by the prefent treaty of ac- 
ceflfion, and the feparate articles and fecret one thereof, 
without neglecting or violating th^ fame in any wife, un- 
der the pretence of former treaties and engagements, or un- 
der any other pretence whatfocver. 

IL His 
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If. His majefty and the crown of Sweden having rto 
pofleflions at prefent out of Europe, referve to themfelves 
that their guarantee Ihall not be extended beyond the 
bounds of Europe, 

III. The king and the crown of Sweden having fliewn 
that they defire not to be under the obligation of fending 
the troops ftipulated on their part in the a£t of acceffion 
to the treaty of Hanover, and by the fecret article of the 
prefent treaty of acceffion, into countries too far off, it 
is agreed, among the contrafting parties, that, when the 
cafe of this prefent treaty Ihall happen, the faid troops 
fliall not be employed in Italy, or in Spain, but they may 
any where elfe ; their Britannick and moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefties preferving always the right of demanding the coa- 
tingent five thoufand men, ftipulated on the part of the 
king and of the crown of Sweden, in the adt of their 
acceffion to the treaty of Hanover, in money or in 
Ihips, purfuant to what is fettled in the faid treaty of 
Hanover. 

IV. His majefty and the crown of Sweden, in order 
to remove all poffibility of doubt, with refped: to the adts 
mentioned in the fifth article of the treaty of Honover, as 
having determined concerning the affairs of the empire, 
declare, that, by the faid ads, they underftand no other 
than thofe which have been received and approved by the 
ftates of the empire in the ufual manner. 

V. His majefty and the crown of Sweden declare, that 
they accede to the two laft feparate articles of the treaty 

\ of Hanoyer, as finding nothing therein contrary to jhe obli- 
gations wherewith his faid majefty is bound to the Empe- 
ror and the empire, as a prince of the empire, 

VI. As by this acceffion his rnajefty thd'king and the 
crown of Sweden, enter into no engagements with any" 
other power whatfocver, except thofe ihat are comprehend- 
ed by name in the treaty of Hanover, and whofe mini- 
fters fign.thefe prefents, their majefty the King of Great 
Britain, and moft Chriftian King, as likewifc his faid ma- 
jefty and crown, do promife each reciprocally, not to 
enter, "without the knowledge of each other, and with'- 
out mutuab concurrence, into any engagments with any 
other power, that may be contrary to this treaty and thcfe 
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feparate articles and fecret one, or invalidate the fame in 
any wife. 

Their Britannick, moft Chriflian and SwedHh majef- 
ties have agreed, and do promife each other recipro- 
cally, that if, in hatred of this prefent treaty, or under 
any other pretext equally unjuft, they ihould be attacked, 
infefted or troubled, jointly or feparately, by any power 
whatfocver, they will make it a common caufe againft the 
aggreflbr; and they will mutually fuccour and affift each 
other faithfully, and in the mofl ready and effedual way, 
according to the exigency of the danger, and according to 
the fituation of their affairs, refpedively, without excufing 
themfclves, under pretence of being in war themfelves, or 
-under any other pretence whatfocver. 

Secret Article. 

THEIR Britannick and moft Chriflian Majefiies, 
to (hew their friendfhip. towards the king and crown 
of Sweden, promife and engage, by virtue of this prefent 
fecret article, to pay at Hamburg, Amfterdam, or Lon- 
don, as Sweden (hall chufe each, for three years fucceffive- 
ly, the fum of 50,000 1. fterling a year, or the vakie there- 
of, according to the exchange, to be paid in two payments 
each year, from fix months to fix months, by way of ad- 
vance ; and whereof the firft payment for the prefent year 
fliallbemade immediately after the exchange of the ratifi- 
cations ; .and the fecond payment, for the fame year, a 
little while afterwards, and as foon as the ncceflary difpo- 
fitions can be made for that purpofe; the third payment to 
begin a year after the exchange of the ratifications ; and 
fo the refl from fix months to fix months* 

His raajefty and the crown of Sweden oblige themfelves, 
and promife, on their fide, by this article, to hold in 
Yeadinefe, befides the fuccour agreed upon by the aft of 
this prefent acceffion, a further body of 7,000 foot, and 
3,000 hrrfe, to be emyloyed where the cafes of the al- 
liance Ihall render it neceffary* 

Provided, that when their Britannick and moft Chriftian 
Majefties Ihall require the fervice of ihefe 10,000 men, 
they Ihall be in their pay, and not in that of the King of 
Sweden •, which pay, as well as what concerns the recruits 
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and other matters depending thereon, fliall be then fet- 
tled by a particular convention ; his majcfty and the crown 
of Sweden referving to themfelves the right of recalling - 
this body of troops, or of not fending it out of the king- 
dom, at fuch times when any real and imminent danger 
Ihall render it neceffafy for the defence of their own do- 
minions and provinces. 

Thefc feparate articles, and the fecret one, fliall have 
the fame force as if they had been inferred word for word 
in the ad of accefEon, concluded and figned this day ; 
they fliall be ratified in the fame manner, and the ratifi- 
cation thereof fliall be exchanged at the fame time with 
thofe of tlie ad of accelfion.

Treaty of Alliance hetween Great Britain, France, and 
Denmark, April 16, 1727. 

WHEREAS their majefties the King of Great Bri- 
tain and the moft Chriftian King are always at- 
tentive to fulfil their engagements, and to wa^ch over the 
quiet and fccurity of their friends and allies; and as thc;r 
faid Majefties have really caufe to Relieve, that the Mufco- 
vites and their adherents may foon concert means, anil 
make difpofitions to come and attack the dominions of his 
majefty the King of Denmark, either to take away by force 
from his Danilh Majefl:y the duchy of Slefwick i or to 
prepare the means for executing other ' projefts cojjtrary 
to the tranquillity of the North, and of the Lower Saxony, 
and of the countrici which are of concern to the con- 
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trading parties in the circle of Wcftphalia; and as their 
Britannick and mod Chriftian Majeftics arc fo much con- 
cerned in intercft to take due precautions againft every- 
thing that by troubling the peace of the faid countries, may, 
at the fame time, give a blow to the treaty of Hanover,- 
as it efpecially confirms the treaties.of Weftphalia; and 
to put themfelves in a condition to execute faithfully, the 
' guarantees given againft any invafion or hoftility on the 
part of the Czarina, or of any other power whatfoever, 
which Ihould come and attack the duchy of Slefwick: 
their Britannick, moft Chriftian and Danifli Majefties 
have thought fit to give their full powers, that is to fay, 
his Britannick Majtfty to John Lord Glenorchy, knight 
of the order of the Bath, and envoy extraordinary from 
his majefty the King of Great Britain to his majcfty the 
King of Denmark V his moft Chriftian Majefty to Peter 
Blouet, Count of Camilly, knight of the grand crofs ©f 
the order of St. John of Jcrufalem, captain of the fhips 
of his moft Chriftian Majefty, and his ambaflador pleni- 
potentiary to his majefty the King of Denmark ; as like- 
wife his Danilh Majefty to his minifters, viz. Ulrick A- 
dolph of Holftein, Count of Holftenburg, knight of the 
order of the Elephant, great chatncellor, privy coon* 
fellor of the council, and chamberlain to his majefty 
the King of Denmark ; John George of Holftein, Lord 
of M^knhagen, knight of the order of the Elephant, 
privy counfellor of the council, and governor of the 
bailywick of Tondern, for his majefty the King of Den- 
mark; and Chirrftian Lewis of Plefleu, Lord of Tufingoe, 
Silfoc and- Glorup, knight of the order of Dunncbrog, 
and privy counfellor of the council of his Majefty the 
King of Denmark; who, having maturely weighed the 
circlimftances of the times, and the dangers which threaten 
the' dominions of his Danifli Majtfty, and which may 
trouble the quiet of Lower Saxony, and of the coun- 
tries abovementioncd, have agreed upon the following 
articles^ 

I. His Daniih Majefty being wholly perfuaded, that 
their Britannick and moft Chriilian Majefties will fulfil 
the engagments and guarantees given, wkh refpeft U) 
the dutchy of Slefwick, and that they will ufc all the 
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efforts imaginable to ' maintaip the quiet of the Lower 
Saxony } his Dani(h Majefty to concur in the fame end, 
promifes to keep on foot a body of troops erf" 24,000 men, 
their oiSicers, equipages, and artillery, which (hall al^ 
femble without any delay, in the place that (hall be the 
moll proper; and (hall march every where, as it fliall 
be needful, upon the firfl: certain advices which fhall ' 
be received of the motion of the Mufcovite troops, or of 
any other power whatfoever which fhall come to attack 
Slefwick, and to trouble the quiet and tranqillity of the 
Lower Saxony, and of the provinces belonging to the 
high contractors in the circle of Weftphalia, 

II. His Daniih Majefty further obliges himfelf, when 
the faid body of troops of 24,000 men comes to march* 
to have on foot ^t the fame time another body of 6,000 
men, defigncd to re^inforce the former body, if there be 
need, 

- III. And, towards helping, at prefent, his Danifli Ma- 
jefty to fupport the exptnce he will be obliged to make 
for fulfilling the engagements fpecificd in the precedent 
articles, his moft Chriftian Majefty promifes to caufe to 
be paid to his Danifn Majefty an annual fubfidy of 
350,000 rixdollars, current money of Denmark; which 
ftiall be continued for the fpace of four years, to be recko- 
ned from the day of the ratification of this prefent treaty, 
and (hall be paid exaftly every three months, by way of 
advance, at Hamburg. 

IV. His moft Chriftian Majefty promifes further, ia 
order to eafc his Danifti Majefty of part of the charge he 
will be at, in caife the faid 24,000 men ftiould be put 
in ma-ch towards the place of rendezvous, to take 
12,000 mea into his pay, in fuch manner that, as the 
deftnce of the King of Denmark is their firft con- 
cern, his moft Chriftian Majefty fhall not pay them but 
on the foot of 9,000, in the fame proportion as his 
Danifli Majefty gives to his troops when they are in 
the fi.^ld, as well for the pay of each reigment of 
foot and horfe, as for that of the ftaff-officers of each 
regiment, of the general field officers, and of the ariil- 
kry, in proportion to the number of 12,000 men of 
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his tfoops, officersi and other perfons neceflary forhi^ 
fcrricc. 

V; The pay in the manner it is juft now expreifed, 
fhall not begin to foe on the account of his moft Chrif- 
tian Majefty, but from the day of the firft review which 
Ihall be made before his majefty*s commiflary general, 
when the troops (hall be drawn together in z body, » an 
army in order to take the fieki; the firft month (hail be 
paid by way of advance, and fo from month to month, as 
long as the faid troops ihall be in the pay of his moft 
Chriftian Majefty. 

VI. And although his moft^Chriftian Majefty might 
with juftice, pretend, that the fubfidy Ihoi^ld ccafe on the 
day that the pay commences; however, as it may hap- 
pen that the payment of thefe troops might begin be- 
fore the King of Denmark could receive any eflFedual 
fuccour from the faid fubfidy, his moft Chriftian Ma* 
jefty is willing to confent, that, if the faid pay of the 
troops (hould commence before the King ot Denmark 
(hould have received two years of the fubfidy, then be 
will continue the fubfidy as long as is neceflary, to the 
end that the King of Denmark may always have two years 
of the fubfidy, what was pafied, and what was to come, 
being reckoned; and if, after the faid two years, the faid 
troops (hould remain no longer in the pay of his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, then the fubfidy ftipulated in the third 
article ftiall continue to^ be paid to his Danifh Majefty to 
the end of the four years, which is the terra of the pre- 
fent treaty. 

VIL His moft Chriftian Majefty will, when he ftiall be 
required to do it, fend a commiflary upon the place 
to afllft at the review which ftiall be made of the faid 
troops in order to march; the faid commiflary (hall 
likewife take the names of the regiments which fhall 
then go into the pay of his moft Chriftain Majefty j he 
(hail examine whether they are duly equipped, mounted 
and armed; the giving of the vacant commiflions, and 
the adminiftraiion of juftice, ftiall as. before, be done 
by his Danifti Majefty : the commiflary general fronj 
his majefty fliall afllft at all the confultations for the mi* 
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litar^ operations ; and, although it is not poflible to de- 
termine beforehand as to any cafe of war, which doth 
not yet, cxift, it is however agreed in gencreal^ that the 
twelve thoufand men of the troops in the pay of his 
moft Chriftian Majcfty, on the foot of nine thoufand 
men, (hall be treated in all things with a pcrfeft equa- 
lity, as the twelve thoufand men entirely in the pay of the 
King of Denmark. 

VIII. If it happens that his faid mpft Chriftian Majefty 
(hoiild not jhink that he has any more need for the Tuc- 
coor of his allies, to continue the payment of the faid 
troopsj he (Ball be obliged to give his Danilh Majefcy 
notice thereof two months before. 

IX. His Britannick Majefty on his fide, (hall hold in 
•readinefs to march a body of twelve thoufand men, to be 
joined to the twenty-four thoufand men of the Danilh 
troojjs abovementioncd, upon the firfl: certain advice 
which fhall be received of the motion of the Mufcovitc 
troops, or of thofe of any other power whatfocvcr^ that 
fhall come to attack Slefwick, and trouble thp quiet and 
tranquillity of the Lower Saxony. 

XL His Danilh -Majefty having given his Britannick 
Majefty to underftand, that, being engaged by this pre- 
fcnt treaty to march a confiderable body of troops into 
the Lower Saxony, his maritime provinces will lie expofcd 
to the enterprizes of his enemies; his Britannick Ma- 
jefty being always difpofed to provide, according to his 
engagments, as a good and faithful ally, for the fecurity 
of the dominions of his Danilh Majefty, prom ifcs and en- 
gages to fcrnd to the fuccour of his Danilh Majefty upon 
the firft advices of the motions of the Mufcovite ^eer, 
which ftiall give juft occalion for fear, a fufficient fqua- 
dron of good ftiips of war, to help to cover the ff^a coafts 
of his Danilh Majefty, and to hinder the Mufcovitcs 
from attacking the fame.. 

XL And although their Britannick and moft Chriftian 
Majefties -arc not obliged to any fixed fuccour for the King 
of Denmark ; however, as they dcfire to.kecp at a diftance 
from the dominions of that prince all invafion, the 
confequence whereof would be doubtlefs to/ kindle^ the 
ft:e ot a war in violation of the treaty of Hanover, a$ 
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likcwife- of the treaties of Wcftphaliai which woiiM 
oblige them to come to the fupport of their guarantees, 
and to the fuccour of their allies, who might be attacked, 
or in danger of being fo ; to this end his jnoft Chriftian 
Majcfty engages to hold always in readincfs a body, 
at Icaft, of thirty thoufand mcrtj which body fliall be 
dcftincd, whenever his faid majcfty (hall be required, to 
march to every plaice where it (hall be needful, and as it 
ihall be agreed j or to make diver fions, or other opera- 
tions neceflary for the comipon advantage, and for the 
fecurity of his allies in the empire or in the North; and 
at the fame time, his Britannick Majefty engages to hold 
likewife in readinefs another body of troops, which muft 
not be lefs than twelve thoufand men, to be deftined, in 
the fame manner, for marching every where, as it fhall 
be needful, and as it fhall b^ agreed, either to inake di- 
verfions or other operations neceflary for the fecurity 
of his allies in the empire or in the J^orth, as the 
fcafe fhall require. . 

XII. As the Mufcdvites or other troops that may join 
them to come and attack the dominions of the King of 
Denmark, in order to take from him the duchy of Slef- 
wick, may endeavour to pafs through the countries fubjeft 
,to the King of Pru(ria, which the allies perfuade themfelves 

that th s prince will not fail to refufe; in cafe therefore, 
that the Czaiina, or any other power whatfoever, fhould 
endeavour to force the pafles through the territories of 
the King of PrulTia, or attack him, or ogcafion any inr 
]ury or damage to him^, by reafon of .the refufal which 
"his majefty mi^ht giv'C to the letting the Mufcovites, or 
otht-r adherents as abovefaid, pafs through his countr es; 
then the ccntrrdling Kings (hall caufe their joint army 
to march to the fuccour ot the King of Pru(ria, and fha\l 
make' war upon thofe v^ho fhall have invaded or troubl- 
ed him, unt.l the attack and danger |hall ceafe, and thp 
injury dnd damage be repaired. 

XIII. The ratifications of the.prefent treaty fhall be 
exchanged at Copenhagen in fix weeks, to be reckoned 
.trom the day of the figning of this. treaty, or fqonef^ 
if po(rible. 
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In witnefs whereof, *c have figned this treaty, and have 
fet the fcal of our arms thereunto." Done at Cppenhageoy 
this 1 6th day of April, in the year 1727.

Seperate and facred jirticks iebfjging to the Treaty with Den-- 
mark, April 16, 1727. 

ALTHOUGH his m'oft Chriaian Majefty might juft- 
ly pretend, that the troops which he takes into his 
pay ought ro take an oath to him -, however, his Dani(k 
Majefty having refolved to command in perfon the confe- 
derate army, it is agreed, in condderation of his Daniih 
Majefty, to rely in that matter on his royal word, for 
^fting purfuant to the engagements which he has entered 
into Ijy the treaty figned this day ; but if it fliould hap- 
pen, that his Daniih Majefty (hould change his refolution 
abovefaid, and that the contrading kings (hould find" it rc^ 
quifite to feparate the body of troops, for the advantage of 
the common caufc, then the faid troops, in the pay of his 
moft Chriftian Majefty, fliall take the oath to him in the 
ufual form, 

2. As their Britannick and moft Chriftian Majeftics have 
made extraordinary efforts f6r the intercfts of the King of 
Penmark, his Daniih Majefty promifes not to difpofeof 
?ny part of his. troops, either direftly or indireftly, con- 
trary to the interefts of their Britannick and moft Chriftiaa 
Majefties ; and it is agreed, that, as long ias this treaty lafts^ 
his Daniih Majefty Ihall not give or fell any part of his 
troops to any power whatfoever, till after the lame has beeo 
concerted with their Britannick and moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefties, againft whofe, interefts he promifes to do nothing ; 
^ng'aging himfelf Jikewifc to oppofe, every where, where 
it Ihail be needful, every thing that may be done or pro- 
jeftcd contrary thereto, by any power whatfoever ; which 
^heir Britannick an^i" moft Chriftian Majefties promife re- 
ciprocally, 

3. It is agreed, that if his moft Chriftian Majefty Ihould 
dcfire to employ the twelve- thoufand men which he pays 
pn the foot of nine thoufand, for affairs which having no 
icfpcft to the fecurity of the King of Denmark ihould only 
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CMcern the good of the-fcrvicc of^his moft ChriflianMa- 
jcfty, or that of the alliance of Hanover, in fuch cafe 
the King of Denmark (hail not make any difficulty to 
give them for the fervice of his moft Chriftian Majcfty j 
and a convention (hall be made, for that purpofe^, fix wetks 
after the demand (ball have been made by his moft Chrif- 
tian Majefty. 

4. And confidering, that if the Mufcovites (hould come 
by land to penetrate into the North, and trouble the peace 
of the empire, they could not have any other paflage than 
through jthe territories of Poland -, "and, as it cannot be 
doubted, but that this kingdom remembers ftill the difor- 
ders which the Mufcovites committed there a few years ago, 
tt is agreed, by this prefent article, to communicate to the 
king, and to the republic of Poland, the concert which 
has been formed to hinder their entering into the empire, 
and to invite them to take likewife on their part the woU 
cfieftual meafures to flop the paflcs which the Mufcovites 
would be defirous of taking in the territories of the re- 
publick of Poland. Done at Copenhagen, this 1 6th day 
cf April, in the year 1727.

1. rp H A T all Moors or Jews, fubjeft to the Empc. 
* ror of Morocco, (hall be allowed a free traffic, 
viz. to buy or fell for 30 days in the city of Gibraltar, or 
ifland of Minorca -, and not to rcfide in either place, but 
to depart with their cfftAs, without let or moleftation, to 
any part oif the faid Emptrrof of Morocco's dominions, 

II. That the king of Great Britain's fubjcfts rcfiding in 
Barbary, (hall not be obliged to appear before the Cadi or 
Jufticcs of the country j but only the governor of the 
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place, and his Britannick Majefty's conful^ are to takecog* 
nizance of and adjuft the differences thcj may have witk 
the nativ^es of the country:. 

III« That the menial fervants of his Britannfck Majefly's 
fubjc6ls, though natives of the country, either Moors or 
Jews, be exempt from taxes of all kinds. 

IV. That ail hi&3ritannick Majefty's fubje6l:s,^ as wdl 
pafiengers as others, taken by any of the Emperor of Fes 
and Morocco's cruifcrs/on bpard any foreign (htpof vcflM 
whatever, (hall immediately be fet ac liberty and fent to the 
city of Gibraltcr. 

V. That there be permifHon for buying provifions, and 
all other neceffaries ior his Britannick Majefty's fleet, or 
city of Gibraltar, at any of the Emperor of Fez and 
Morocco's fea^orts, at the market prices -, and the fame , 
to be (hipped off iwithout paying cuftom, as has been ck- 
totted lately contrary to the treaty of peace fubfifting, 

VI. All the other articles being fifteen in number, con- 
clutkd, agreed and adjufted by the Honourable Charles 
Steward, Efqv on the behalf of his Britannick Majefty, 
and by his Excellency Bafhaw Hamet, Ben Aly, Bett 
Abdalla, and his Imperial Majefty's Treafurer, Mr. Mofes 
Ben Hatter, a Jew, oh the behalf of the faid King of 
Fez and Morocco, (hal^ (tand good, and be of the fame 
force as in the reigns of "the moft high and moft renowned 
Prince George I. King of Great Britain, France and Ire- 
land, &c. of glorious memory, and the high and glorious, 
mighty and right noble Prince Albumazar Muley Ifmael, 
late Eoiperor of Morocco.

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Convention hehveen Spain and Great Britain, relating to the 
Execution of the Preliminaries ; Jigned at the Pardo^ the 
6tb of March, 1728, N. S. 

WHEREAS certain difficulties have arifen upon the 
execution of the articles which arc called prelimi- 
naries^ and which were figned at Paris the laft day of May, 
and after at Vienna the 13th of June, 1727, by the mi- 
nifters refpcdlivel^ furniflied with fufficient full powers ; 
a(nd whereas, by a certain declaration made by the Count 
de Rothemburg, with the confent of all the parties, . and 
approved, the aforefaid difficulties have been happily ad^ 
jufted; of which declaration, and of the acceptation 
fbereof by his Catholic Majcfly, as the fame was exhi* 
bited and fubfcribed by the Marquis de la Paz, in his 
jiame^ and by his command, the tenor hereof follows. 

Whereas, fince the figning of the preliminar'es, certain 
difficulties have arifen between the contracting parties, in 
relation to the reftitution of prizes that have been taken on 
cither fide ; and namely, that the Prince Frederick and its 
cargo, belonging to the South-fea company, has been feiz^ 
td and detained by the Spaniards at La Vera Cruz ; which 
difficulties have delayed the execution of the preliminaries, 
the exchanging the ratiBcation with Spain, and the open- 
ing the -congrefs: his Britannick Majefty^ to facilitate 
matters as much as lies in his power, and to remove all 
cbftacles that obftruA a general pacification, has declared, 
and given his royal word to the moft Chrillian King, that 
he will, without delay, fend orders to his admirals. Wage? 
and Hofier, or the chief commander in his (lead, or wah-' 
draw from the feas of the Indies and of Spain ; and that 
he confcnts that the contraband trade, and other caufes of 
complaint, which the Spaniards may have in relation to the 
(hip Prince Frederick, fhall be difcufled and decided in the 
congrefs j that all the refpeftive ptetcnfion, on eagh fide, 
Ihall be produced, debated and decided, whether the prizes 
taken at fea, on each fide, fliail be reftored ; and that his 
Britannick Majefty Will abide by what fhall on all this be 
regulated* - 

.On 
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On ray part, I promifc, in the name of the King my 
matter, by virtue of the orders and full powers which I 
have received for that purpofe, that this difcuffion, to be 
made at the congrefs, fliali be faithfully executed ; that 
the exchange of the ratifications (hall be perfomled with- 
out delay, and that the congrefs (hall meet, infallibly, and 
the fooneft that Ihall be poflible, according to what Ihall be 
agreed by the minifters of the contradling parties who (haU 
happen to be at Paris ; provided his Catholic Majefty will 
give his royal word.' 

I. To raife, immediately, the blockade of Gibraltar, by 
fending back the troops to their quarters, by caufing the 
cannon to be drawn off, the trenches to be filled up, and 
the works made on the occafion of this (lege to be demo- 
lilhed, by re-eftablilhing every thing on each fide, conform-^ 
able to the treaty of Utrecht. 

II. to fend, without delay, his order, clear and exprcfs, 
for delivering up forthwith the (hip Prince Frederick, aad 
her cargo, to the agents of the South-fea company, who arc 
at Vera Cruz, that, when they think fit, they may fend her 
to Europe ; and to reftore the commerce of the Engliih na- 
tion in the Indies, according to what is (lipulated by the 
Afliento treaty, and agreed by the fecond and third article* 
of the preliminaries. 

III. To caufe the efFc<fts of the Flotilla to be immediate- 
ly delivered to thofe to whom they belong -, and thofeof the 
Galleons, when they return, as in time of freedom and 
of full peace, according to the fifth article of the prelimi.. 
naries. 

. .IV. That his Catholic Majefty does engage, in the fame 
manner as his Britannick Majefty has engaged above, to 
abide by alt that Ihall be regulated by the abovefaid dif^ 
cuflion and decifion of the congrefs.

The Treaty 1?/ Peace^ Unton^ Friendjhipy and mutual De- 
fence^ between the Crowns of Great Britain, France and 
Spain, conludedat Seville en the ^th ^/November, N. S. 

In the Name of the moft Holy Trinity, Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghoft, three diftinft Perfons, and one only true God. 

^ HEIR moft Serene Majcfties the King of Great 
■■■ Britain, the moft Chriftian King^ and the Catholic 
King, defiring, with equal earncftnefs, not only jo renew 
and bind more clofely their antient friendfhip, but likewife 
to remove whatever might hereafter difturb it, to the end 
that being united in fentimcnts arid inclination, they may 
for the future aft in every thing as having but one and the 
lame view and intereft ; and for this purpofe, the moft Se- 
rene King of Great Britain having given full power for 
treating in his name to M. William Stanhope, Vice- Cham- 
berlain 
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berlain (tf bis BritaAnick Majcfty's. houftiold, tone of his 
Privy-CounciU Member of the Parliament of Great Bri- 
tain, colonel of a regiment of dragoons, and his faid Ma- 
jefty's ambaflador extraordinary to his Catholic Majefty ; 
as alfo to M. Benjamin Keenc, his faid Britannick Majefty'a 
Minitter Plenipotentiary to his Catholic Majefly: the 
moft Serene moftChriftian King having given full power 
for treating in his name to the Marquis dc Brancas^ 
lieutenant-general of his armies, knight of his orders, 
and of that of the golden-fleece, his lieutenant-general 
in the government of Provence, and his ambaflador ex- 
traordinary to his Catholic Majefty : and the moft ferenc 
Catholic King having likewife given full power for treat- 
ing in his name to M. John Babtift D'Qrendayn Marquis 
de la Paz, his counfellor of ftate andfirft fecretary of ftate 
and of the difpatchesj and to M. Jofeph Patino, com- 
mander of Alcuefca in the order of St. James, governor 
of the council oY the Treafury, and of the tribunals de- 
pending thereon, fuperintendant-general of the general re- 
venues, and his fecretary of ftate and of the difpatchcs 
for affairs of the Marine, the Irldies, and the treafury: 
the above-mentioned minifters have agreed between them 
on the following articles. 

I. There fliall be from this time and for ever a folid 
peace, a ftcift union, and a fincere and conftant friendfliip 
between the moft ferene King of Great Britain, the moft 
ferene moft Chriftian King, and the moft ferene King of, 
Spain, their heirs and fucceflbrs, as alfo between ttieir 
kingdoms and fubjcfts, for the mutual afliftance and de- 
fence of their dominions and interefls; there fliall likewife 
be an oblivion of all that is paft ; and all the former treaties 
and conventions of peace, of friendfliip, and of commerce, 
concluded between t4ie contraffing powers refpeftively, 
ihall be, as they hereby are, efFedually renewed and con- 
firmed, in all thofe points which are not derogated froni 
by the prefent treaty, in as full and ample a manner, as if 
the faid treaties were hereinfertcd word for word, their faid 
Majefties promifing not to do anything, nor fuffer any 
thing to be done, that may be contrary thereto direilly or 
indirectly. 

11. In 
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IL In coniequence of which treaties, and in order to 
eftablifh firmly this union and correfpondencc, their Bri- 
tannick, mofl: Chriftian, and Catholic Majeftis, promife 
and engage by the prefent defenfive treaty of alliance, to 
guarantee reciprocally their kingdoms, ftates, and domi- 
. nions under their obedience, in what parts of the world 
ibever Gtuate, as alfo the rights and privileges of their com 
xnerce^ the whole according to the treaties; fo that the faid 

Eowers, or any one of them, being attacked or molefted 
y any power and under any pretext whatever, they pro- 

. mife and oblige themltlves reciprocally to employ their 
offices, as loon as they fhall be thereto required, for ob- 
taining fatisfadtion to the party injured, and for hindering 
the continuance of hoftilities j and if it happen that the 
faid offices be not fufficient for procuring fatisfadion with- 
out delay, their faid Majcfties promifc to furnilh the fol- 

. lowing fuccours, jointly, or feparately, that is to fay, his 
Britannick Majefty eight thoufand foot, and four thoufand 
horfe ; his moft Chriftian Majefty eight thoufand foot and 
Ibut^thoufand horfe; arid his Catholx Majefty eight thou- 
fand foot and four thoufand horfe ; If the party attacked, 
inftead of troops, fhould demand Ihips of war or tranf- 
ports, or even fubfidies in money, he fhall be free to 
chufe, and the other parties Ihall furnilh the faid fliips or 
money, in proportion to the expence of troops ; and for 
taking away all doubt touching the valuation of the fuc- 
cours, their abovefaid Majefties agree, that a thoufand foot 
Ihall be computed at ten thoufand florins Dutch money, 
and a thoufand horfe at thirty thoufand florins Dutch money, 
by the month ; and the fame proportion fliall be obferved 
with refpeft to the fhips that ought to be furnilhed ; their 
faid Majefties promifing to continue and keep up the faid 
fuccours as long as the trouble fliall fubfift; and in cafe it 
fliould be found neceflary, their faid Majefties fliall mu- 
tually fuccour each other with all iheir forces, and fliall 
even declare war againft the aggrefl'or. 
^ III. The minifters of his Britannick Majefty and of h's 
moft Chriftian Majtfty, having alledged that in the treaties 
concluded at Vienna between the Emperor and the King 
of Spain, in the year one thoufand feven hundred twenty 
five, there were divers claufes that infringed the articles of 

the 
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the feveral treaties of commerce, or c£ the treaties of peace 
in which commerce may be concerned, attecedent to the 
year one thoufand feven hundred twenty five, his Catho* 
lick Majefty has declared, as he declares by the prefcnt ar- 
ticle. That he never meant to grant, nor will fnffer to fub- 
fift by virtue of the faid treaties of Vienna, any privilege 
contrary to the treaties here-above confirmed^ 

IV. It have been agreed by the preliminary articles, 
that the commerce of the Englilh and French nations, as 
well in Europe as in the Indies, Ihould be re-eftabiifced 
on the foot of the treaties and conventions antecedent to 
the year one thoufand feven hundred twent-five, and pM"*- 
ticularly that the commerce of the Englifli nation in Ame- 
rica Ihould be cxercifed as heretofore j it is agreed by the 
prefent article, that all neceflary orders fliall be difpatcfeed 
on both fides without any delay, if they have not been 
fent already, as well for tlve execution of the faid treatiei 
of concimerce, as for fvpplying what may be wanting for 
the erftire re-eftablifhment of commerce on the foot of the 
iaid treaties and conventions. 

V, Although it was ftipulated by the preliminaries that 
all hofttlities fiiould ceafe on both fides, and that if any- 
trouble or hoftilitie^ Ihould happen between the fubje£U 
of the coqtraftiag parties, either in Europe, or in the 
Indies., the contrafting powers Ihould concur for the re- 
paration of damages fuftaiped by their refpedtive fubjeds ^ 
and notwithftanding this it is alkdged, that on the part of 
the fubjedls of bis Catholic Majefty afts of diftuban-oe 
and hoftilities liave been* continued; -it is agreed by this 
prefent article, that as to what relates to Europe, his Ca- 
tholic Majefty lljall forthwith caufe reparation to be made 
for the damages which have been fufFered there fince the 
tiqae prefcribed by the preliminaries for the ceflation of 
hoftihties; and as to what relates to America, he will 
likewife forthwith caufe reparation to be niade for the da- 
mages which fliall have been fuffered there fince the arrival 
of his orders af Carthagena on the f j day of June one 
thoufand kvtn hundrecT twent-eight. And his faid Car* 
tholic Majefty fliall pubUfli the moft rigorous prohi^ 
bitions for preventing the like violances on the part of 
his fubjeftsi thpir Britapnick and jnoft Chriftian Ma- 
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jcfties promifing on their parr, if there be like cafes, t^ 
caiifc reparation to be made for what (hall have been fo 
done, and to give like orders for the prefervation of the 
peacf, tranquility, and good intelligence. 

VL Com 'iiflaries ihall be nominated^ with fufficient 
powers, on the part of their Briunnick and Catholic 
Majefties, who (hall aflcmble at the court of Spain within 
the fpape of four months after the exchange of the ra- 
tificat'^ns of the prcfent treaty, or fqoner if it cea be 
done, to examine and decide what concerns the (hips and 
effefts taken at fea on either fide to the times Ipecifled in 
the preceding article. The faid coiTinriiflaries (hall likcr 
wife examine, and decide, according to the treaties, the 
refpeftive pretenfions which relate to the abufes that are 
fuppofed to have been committed in comnierce, as well in 
the Indies as in Europe, and all the other refpeftivc pre- 
tenfions in America, founded on treaties, whether wit[^ 
refpeft to the liniits or otherwife. The faid commiflarias 
fliali likewife difcufs and decide the preteniions which his^ 
Catholic Majcfty^may have, by virtue of the treaty of j 
one thoufand fcven hundred twenty-one, for the rcfticuti- 
on of the (hips taken by the Ehgli(h fleet in the year one 
thoufand feven hundred eighteen. And the faid commif- 
faries after having e^famined, difcuifled, and decided the 
above faid points and pretenfxdns^ fliall make a report of 
their proceedings to their Britannlck and Catholic Ma- 
jefties, who promife that within the fpacc of (ix months 
after the making of the faid report, they will caufe to be 
executed punctually and exaftly what fhall have been fo 
decided by the faid commifTaries. 

VII . CommiiTaries Ihall likewife be nominated on the 
part of his moft Chriftian Majefty, and of his Catholic 
Majefty, who (hall examine all grievances generally what- 
foever,( which the faid parties therein interefted may 
form refpe£tively, whether for the reftitution of veflTels 
feized or taken, or with refpeft to comnierce,^ liniits, or 
Otherwife. 

VIII. The faid commifTaries fliall firiifti punftually their 
commiflion within the fpaceof three years, or fooner if it 
fan be done, to be computed from the day of the figning

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xyf the prcfcnt treaty, and this without any further delay* 
on any motive or pretext whatever, 

IX. The introducing of garnfons into the places of 
Leghorn, Porto-ferraio, Parma, and Placentia, to the 
number of fix thoufand men of his Catholic Majefty's 
troops, and in his pay, ihall be efFedtuated without lols 
of time^ which troops (hall ferve for the better fecuring 
^nd preserving of the immediate fuccefEon of the faid 
ftates in favour of the moft ferene Infante Don Carlos, 
;and to be ready to withftand any enterprife and oppofition 
which might be formed to the prejudice of what has been 
regulated touching the faid fucceffion. 

X. The contrasting powers fhall forthwith ufe all the 
applications which they fhall judge to be confiftent with 
the dignity and quiet qf the mod ferene Great Duke of 
Tufcany, and the Duke of Parma, to the end the gar- 
rifons niay.be received with the greateft tranquillity and 
without oppofition, as foonas they Ihall prefent themfelves 
before the places into wiiich they are to be introduced. 

The ifaid garrifons Ihall take an oath tp the prefent pof- 
feffors to defend their pejfon^, fovereignty, poffeffions and 
ftates, and fubjefts, in every thing that (hall not be con- 
trary to the rigjit of fucceffion referved to the moft ferene 
Infante Don Carlos, and prefect pofleflbrs fhall not de- 
mand or exaft any thing that is contrary thereto. 

The f^id garrifons fhall not meddle diredly or indlreftly 
under any pretence whatfoeyer, in aifFairs of the political, 
©economical or civil government ; and fhall have moft e^- 
prefs orders to render to the mqf^ ferene Great Duke of 
Tufcany and the Duke of Parma^ all the relpedts and mi- 
litary honours that are due to fovereigns ;n th^ir own do- ' 
ininions. 

XL The intent of introducing the faid fix thoufan^ 
men of his Catholic Majefty's troops s^nd in his pay, be- 
ing to-fecure to the qaoft fereqe Infante Don Carlos the 
immediate fucceffion of the ftates qf Tufgany, Parma^ an4 
Placentia, his Catholic Majefty prornifes, as well for himr 
fclf as hi3 fucceflbrs, that as foon as the moft f(^rene 
Infante Don Carlos his fon, or fuch other who fhay Suc- 
ceed to his rights, fhall he the quiet pofTefTo^ of thofc 
ftates, and in fafety from all inyafipn and other jufl; groupdf

XI|. The contrafting powers engage to eftablifti, acr 
Cording to the rights of fucceffion which have been ftipu- 
latcd, and to maintain the moft ferene Infante Don Carlos^ 
or him to whom his rights Ihall devolve, in the poffeffion 
gnd enjoyment of the States of Tufcany, Parma, and 
Placentia, when h^ fliall once be fettled there ; to defend 
him from all infult, againft any power whatfoevcr, that 
fnight intend to difttirb hini ; declaring themfelves by this 
treaty, guarantees for ever of the right, pofleflion, 
tranquillity, and quiet of the moft ferene ^nfantc, and of 
iiis fucceffors to the faid ftates, 

XIII. As to other particulars or regulations concerning 
the keeping up of the faid garrifons pncc eftabliftied in 
;he ftatcs of Tufcany, Parma, and Placentia, as it is to 
be prefumcd that his Catholic M^jctty and the naoft fe- 
rene Qrczx. Duke, and Duke of Parma, will fetrle the fame 
t)y an agreement between themfelves, their Britannick and 
tnoft Cnriftian Majefties promife, that as foon as that 
agreeme^frt fhall be made, they will ratify and guarantee 
it, as well as to \\\s Catholic Majefty, as to the moft fe-* 
rene iGreat puke and Duke of Parma, as jf itwcfe infertcd 
word for word in the prefent treaty.

treaty figned this day, that the commerce of the Englifh 
nation in Anricrica Ihould be re-eftabliflied on the foot of 
the treaties arid conventions anteaedent to the year one 
thoufand feven hiindred twenty-five ; holvevtr, foi- the 
greater cxafthefs, it Is further declared by the prefent ar- 
ticle between their Britanhick and Catholic Majefties, 
tvhich fliall have the fame force, and be tindef the fara^ 
guaranty as the treaty llgnfed this day, that under that ge- 
neral denomination are comprehended the treaties of pieaee 
and bf cttmtTfierce, coricluded at Utretht the thirteentlii 
of July and ninth of December, in the year otve thoufancj 
feven Jfiuiidred thirtecni in which are comprifed the treaty 
6f one thoufand fix hundred fixty-feveii ^ made at Madrid, 
and the iJedulas therein mentioned ; the latter treaty mad^^ 
at Madrid the fourteenth of December, one thoufand 
feven hundred fifteen; as alfo the particular contradj com* 
monly called the Afliento, for bringing negro flaves int^ 
the Spanilh Indies^ which was made the twenty Jixth day 
of March, in the faid year one thoufand feven hundred 
thirteen^ in confequenee of tht twelfth article of th^ 
titaty of Utrecht I and Hkewife the treaty of declaratioo. 
touching that of the Afliento, made the twehty-fixth of* 
May, one thou^farid feven hundred fixteen : all which 
treaties mentioned in this article, with their declarations^ 
ihall from this day (even during the exapiination by jh^ 
Wmmiffaries^ b* and remafrn in their force, virtue and JFuJU

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Vigour i for the obfervation of which his Catholic Majeftf 
fliall caufc to be difpatched forthwith, if they have not 
been difpatched, th'e neceflary orders and cedulas to his 
Tice-roys, governors, and other minifters, to whom it 
Ihall appertain, as well in Europe as in the IndieSj to the 
end that without any delay or interpretation they may caufe 
them to be oblerved and fulfilled. 

In like manner his Biitannick Majefty promifes and en- 
gages to pubHIh the ncceffary orders, if any be wantiftg, 
for re-eftablilhing the commerce of the fubjeds of Spain 
in all the countries under his dominion, on the footing fpe- 
cificd by the faid treaties, and for caufing them to be ex- 
actly obferved and fulfilled. 

II. Confequently, all ftiips, merchandife and tffe&s, 
which fliall not have been taken or feized on account of 
unlawful comtiierce, and which fliall now be proved by 
authentic proofs and documents* to have been detained, 
feized, or confifcated in the porrs of Spain, either in Eu- 
rope or in the Indies, and namely the fliip Prince Fre- 
deric and her cargo, if they have not been reftored al- 
ready, fliall be immediately reftored, in the fame kind as 
to thofe things which fliall be found ftill remaining in 
that condition; or in default thereof, the juft and ttue 
value of them, according to their valuation, which, if it 
was not made at the time, fliall be regulated by the au-' 
theritic informations which the. proprietors fliall exhibit 
to the magiftrates of the places and town whe^ the 
feizures were made ; his Britannick Majefty promifing the 
like on his part, as to all feizures, confifcatlons, or de- 
tentions, which may havelDeen made contrary to the tenor 
of the faid treaties : their faid Britannick and Catholic 
Majefl:ies agreeing, that with refpeft to the like feizures, 
confifcations, or detenfions orr either fide, the validity of 
which may not yet have been fufficiently made out, the 
difcuflion and decifion of them fliall be referred to the ex- 
amination of the commiflaries, to do therein according 
to right upon the foot of the treaties here abovc-menti- 
pned. 

The prefent feperate articles fliall have the fame force 
as if they were inierted word for word in the treaty, con- 
cluded and figned this day. They fhall be ratified in the

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iamc manner, and the ratifications of them (hall be ex- 
changed at the fame time as thofe of the £aid treaty.

the Nation of the Cherrokccs in America* Sept. 20, 

1730- 

\. TT^ORASMUCH as you Scayagufta Oukah, chief 
J/ of the city of Teftetfa, you Scalilofken Keta- 
guftah, you Tathtowe, you Clogittah, you Kolkannah,. 
and you Ukwanequa, were fent by Moytoy de Telliquo, 
with approbation of the whole nation ot the Cherrokees, 
in an affcmbly held at Nikoffen the 14th of April, 1730, 
to Sir Alexander Cuming^ Bart, in Great Britain, where 
you have fecn the great King George, at whofc feet the 
faid Sir Alexander Cuming, by the exprefs order of Moy* 
toy, and the whole nation of the Cherrokees, has laid the 
crown of your nation, the fkuUs of your enemie$, and the 
plumes of honour^ as a mark of your fubmiffion : the 
King of Grelat Britain, who has a tendernefs for the 
powerful and great nation of the Cherrokees, his good 
children and fubjefts> has authorifed us to treat with you ; 
and in this charafter we confer with you, as if the whole 
nation of the Charrokees, its old men, its young men, 
its women and children were here prefent : and you ought 
to look upon the words which we fay to you, as -if pro- 
nounced from the lips of the Great King your mafter, 
whom you have feen^ and we will coniider the words 
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which you fhall fpeak to us, as the wot ds of four whole 
nation, delivered frankly and fincercjy to the Great King. 
Whereupon we give you four pieces of ftriped fcrge. 

I!. Hear therefore the words of the Great King, whom 
you have feen, and who has commanded us to tcB you, 
(hat the Englifh in aU places, and on both fides the great 
mountains, and great lakes, are his people and children 
whom he dearly loves ; . that their friends are hrs friends, 
and their enemies his enemies; that he is pleafed that the 
great nation of the Cherrokees has fent you hither, to po- 
li(h the chain of friendfhip which is betwixt him and them, 
betwixt your people and hb people ; that the chain of 
friendfhip betwixt him and the Indians of the Cherrokees, 
is like the fun which gives light, both here and upon the 
high mountains that they inhabit, and which warms the 
hearts both of the Indians and the £ngH(h* And as we 
fee no fpots in the fun, fo there is no ruft nor dirt on this 
chain : and as the Great King holds one end of it faf* 
tened to his breaft, 'tis his intention that you (houtd rake 
up the other end of the chain, and fix it ro the breaft of 
Moytoy Tdliquo, and to thofeof yourwife old inen, your 
captains and your people, in fuch manner that it may ne- 
ver be broke nor loofed. And hereupon we give you two 
pieces of blue cloth. 

III, The Great King and the Indians of the Cherrokees. 
being thus united by rfie chain of friendfhip^ he has or- 
dered his children, the Indfens of Carolina, to traffic with 
the Indians, and to furnifti them with whatever commodi- 
ties ihey want, and to build houfes, and fow corn with i^eed, 
all the way from Cbarles-Town to the Gherrokees-Town» 
on the other £kie of rhc great mountains ; for he would 
have the Indians and the Engliffa live together Kke chifdren 
tjf one and the feme family, whofe Great King is their 
dear father : and forafmtich as the Great King has given 
Ws knds on both fides the great mountains to the Englilb 
his children, he grants the Indians of the Cherrokees the 
privilege to live where they pleafe.' And upon this we give 
you a piece of red cloth, 

IV. The great nation of the Cherrokees being ^t pre- 
fent the childten of the Great King of Great B^it^in, and 
he being their f^her. the Indians ought tQ confidcr the 
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SngliAi as btothcrs, of one and the fame family, ani 
ought always to be ready ^t the governor's orders to figli( 
againft any nation whatfoever, either Whites or Indians, 
that ftall moleft or attack the EngUfh. And hereupon 
we give yon twentv muikets. 

v. The CherroKees nation (hall take care to keep the 
way* of conimerce clean, and that there be no blood in the 
road where the Englifh white men travel^ even though 
they happen to be accompanied by any other nation at war 
with the Cherrokees. Whereupon we give you two hua-^ 
dred weight of gunpowder. 

VI. Tliat the Cherrokees nation fliall not fufFer any of 
its people to traffic with any othtr white men befides the 
Englim, and (hall grant leave to no other nation to build 
any fort or habitation, or to fow corn in their country^ 
cither near any towns of the Indians, or on the lands be- 
longing to the Great King ; and if any thing like it be 
undertaken, you muft give advice of it to the Engliib 
governor, and aft as he fhall order you, for maintaining 
the rights of the Great King over the lands of Carolina. 
Whereupon we give you five hundred weight of muiket 
buliets, and the tsime quantity of cannon ball. 

VII. Thajt in cafe any negro flave runs away from his 
Engjilh mafier into the woods, the Indians of the Cher* 
rokecs fhali do what they can to apprehend him^ and 
brbg him back to the plantation from whence he fled, 
or to the governor's houfe ; and for every negro which the 
Indians fliall thus retake, they ihall have a muiket, and 
a fentinel's fuit of cloafhs. Whereupon we give you a 
box full of vermilion, with 10,000 flints, and 6 dozen of 
hatchets. 

VHi. That if an Engli§jman has the misfortune to kill 
^n IncMan, the king or chief of the Cherrokees fhall firfl: 
of all make hi^ complaint to the Englifli governor, and 
* th^ perfon who committed fche murder fhaH be punifhed 
accordiRg to the laws, as much as if he had kilkd an 
EngliQiman ; and in like manner if an Indian kill an 
Englifliman ; the guilty Indian fliall be delivered up to 
the govq^nor, who fliall pumfla him according to the 
Itiiglifli laws, and as if he was am Englilhnwit Whejie- 
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Upon we give ybii twelve dozen of clafp-knlveSj fouir 
dozen of kettles, and ten dozen of bells. 

IX. You arc to know, fliat every thing we have faid to 
you are the words of the Great King whom you havcfcen; 
and to (hew that his heart is 6pen and Iincere to his chil- 
dren and friends the Cherrpkees, and their wiiole nation^ 
he puts his hand into this Bandelier, which he demands 
tnay be received and (hewn to your whple nation, to their 
children and Grand-chidlreii, to confirm what has been 
faid to you, and to perpetuate this treaty of peace and 
friendlhip between the Englifh and the Cherrokees^ as 
long as the mountains and rivers are in being, and as long 
as the fun Ihall ihine. Whereupon we give you this Ban^

TO all to whom it does or maiy any way appertain. Be 
it known, that the itioft ferene and moft potent 
Prince and Lord, Charles V J. Emperor of the Romans, &c. 

and 



and the moft ferene and, moft potent Prince and LorcJ^ 
George IL King of Great Britain^ France and Ireland, to-* 
gethcT with the High and Mighty Lords the States General 
of the tJnited Provinces of the Netherlands, having taken 
into confidcration the prcfent unfettled and perplexed ftate 
of affairs in Europe, ferioully bethought themfelves o£ 
finding proper methods, not cyily to prevent thofe evils 
which muft naturally arife from the cavils and divifions 
that were" daily increafing, but alfo to eftablifli the public 
tranquillity upon a fure and lading foundation, and in as 
cafy and fpeedy a manner as it was poffible : For this end 
their ftiid Majefties and the faid States General, being fully 
animated with a fincere defire to promote fo wholefome a 
work, and to bring it to perfeftion, judged in expedient 
to agree among thefelves upon certain general conditions, 
which might ferve as the bafis for reconciling the ani- 
mofities, and fettling the differences of the chief Princes 
of Europe, which as they are heightened among them- 
felves, do greatly endanger the public tranquillity. 

For which purpofe, the moft high Prince ^nd Lord, 
Eugene Prince of Savoy and Piedmont, &c. and alfo the 
moft illuftrious Lord, Philip Lewis, Hereditary Treafurer 
of the Holy Roman Empire, count of Zinzcndorf, &c. and 
alfo the moft illuftrious Lord, Gund acker Thomas, count 
of the holy Roman Empire, &c. on the part of his Sacred 
Imperial and Catholic Majefty ; and Thomas Robinfon, 
Efq; minifter of his Majefty of Great Britain to his faciei 
Imperial and Catholic Majefty, on the part of his Majefty 
of Great Britain; and on the part of the High an4 
Mighty States of the United Provinces of the Netherlands^ 
being all furniftied with full powers, after they had held 
conferences together, and exchanged their credential letter 
and full powers, agreed vpon the following article^ and 
conditions. 

I. That there Ihajl be from this time fo/ward, between 
his facrcd Imperial Catholic Majefty, his facfed *royal 
Majefty of Great Britain, the heirs and fucceflbrs of both, 
and the High and Mighty Lords the States General of th^ 
United Provinces of the Netherlands a firm, fincere, and 
inviolable friendftiip, for the mutual advantage of the Pro.* 
vinces and fubjeds belonging to each of the contradirig 
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JMiweh: and that this peace be fo eftabliflied, that each of 
the contradors (ball be obliged to defend the territories 
and fubjcifts of the other§$ to iriaintain the peace^ and 
promote the advantages of the other cohtrado^rs as mtch 
as their own; and to prevent and avert all damages and 
injuries of every kmd whatibever^ which might.be done 
to them. For this end, all the former treaties or con- 
▼entions of peace^ friendlhip and alliance, Ihall hav* their 
full effeft, and (hall preferve in all and every part theif 
full force and virtue, and (hall even be looked upon as re- 
newed and confirnied by virtue of the prefent tte^Ltf^ ^x- 
ce(>t only fuch articles^ claufes^ and conditions, front 
which it has been thought fit to derogate by the pre- 
fent Treaty. And moreover, the faid con trading partiejf 
have cxprefsly obliged thenifelves, by virture of this pre- 
fent article, to a mutual defence, or ai it is called gua- 
ranty of all the kingdoms, ftates^ and territorries which 
each of them poflcflcs, and even of the rights and im- 
munities each of them enjoys, or ought to enjoy, in fuch 
manner^ that they have mutually detlared ahd promifed 
to oiie another, that they will, with ill ihtir forces op- 

Eofe the enterprifcs-of all and every one who (hall (per- 
aps contrary to expe^ation) undertake to dillurb any 
of the contraAors^ or their heirs and fucceflbrs, in the 
peaceable poflefTiOn of their kingdoms^ ftates, provinces^ 
Iands> rights, and immunities, which each of ihe contrac- 
ting parties doth or ought to enjoy, at the time of the 
conclufion of the prcfcnt treaty, 

II. Moreover, as it has been frcquentlv remottftrated on 
the part of his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, that the 
public tranquillity could not reign and laft long, and that 
no other fure way could be found out for m^iAtaining 
the balance of Europe, than a general defence, engage- 
ment, and eviction, or as they call ity a guaranty for the 
order of his fuccelTion, as it is fettled by the imperial 
declaration of 171 3, and received in the moll fercne Houft 
ofAuftriaj his facrcd Royal Majefty of Great Britain and 
the High and Mighty Loids the States of the. United 
Provinces of the Netherlands, moved thereto by their ar- 
dent defire to fecure the public tranquillity, and topie- 
fervc the balance of Europe^ as al&) by a view of the 
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terms agreed upon in the following articles, which are'cic- 
ceedingly well adaptc4 to anfwcr both purpdfcs, do, by 
virtue of the prcfent article, take upon* theni the general 
guaranty of the faid order of fucceffion,. and oblige them- 
fclves to maiAtain it as often as there Ihall be occafibrit 
againft all perfons whatfoever; and coufequently they pro* 
mife, in the moft authentic and ftrongeft manner that can 
be, to defend, maintain, and (as it is called) to gua^ 
rinty, with all their forces, that order of fucceffion which 
his Imperial Majefty has declared and eftablilhed by a 
fokmn aft of the xgth of April, 1713, in manner of >4 
perpetual, indivifible, and infeparable feoffment of ttuft, 
in favour of primogeniture, for all his Majefty's heirs of 
both fexs; of which aft there is a copy annexed at the 
end of this treaty : which faid aft was readily and unani* 
moufly received by the orders and eftates of all the king** 
doms, archduchies, principalities, provinces and dprnains^ 
belonging by right of inheritance to the moft fcrene Houfe 
of Auftria; all which have humbly and thankfully ^^ 
knowledged it, and tranfcribed it into their public regi- 
fters, as having the force of a law and pragmatic fane* 
tioq, which is to fubfift for ever iq full force. And wherc^ 
as according to this rule and qrder of fucceffion, if it 
Ihould pleafc God of his mercy to give his Imperial and 
Catholic Majefty iffue male, then the eldeft of his fons^ 
pr, he being dead before, the eldeft fon's eldeft fon j and 
in cafe there be no male iffue, on his Imperial and Ca- 
tholic Majefty's demife, the eldeft of his daughters, the 
moft ferene Archducheffes of Auftria, by the order and 
right of feniority, which has always been indivifibly pre- 
ferved, i^ to fucceed his Imperial Majefty in all -his king- 
doms^ provinces, and domains, in the fame manner as h^ 
now poffeffes them j nor fliall they at any timCj upon any 
account, or for any reafon whatever, be divided or fepa- 
rated in favouf of him, or her, or them, who may be q^^ 
the fecond, the third, or more diftant branch. And this 
fame order and indivifible right of feniority is to be prc- 
ferved in all events, and to be obferved in all ages ; as 
Well in his Imperial Majefty's male iffue, if God grants 
bini any, as in his Imperial Majcfty's female iffue, after 
fhe e^tinftiQt!^ of the male heirs^ or^ iQ i[liort^ in all cafes 
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%licrein the fuccefTion of the kingdoms, provinces, ancj 
hereditary dominions of the molF iercne Houfe of Au- 
ftria (hall be called in queftion. For this purpofe^ his 
Msycfty of Great Britain, and the High and Mightv Lord^ 
the States General of the United Provinces of the Nether- 
lands, proBiife and engage to maintain him, or her, who 
ought to fuccced accord mg to the rule and order above 
ict forth in the kingdoms, provinces, or domains of which 
Jii» Imperial Majefty fs now aftually in pofleffion ; and 
fhey engage to defend the fame for ever againft all fuch 
as ihalt perhaps prefume to dtHurb th^t pofjTelfion in any 
manner whatfoever. 

III. And forafmuch as it hath been often reprcfcnted 
to .his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, in terms full of 
friendfhip, on the part of bis facred royal Majefty pf 
Great Britain, and the High and Might Lords the States 
General of the United Provinces, that there was no furcr 
nor more fpeedy method for eft ablifliing the public tran- 
quillity fo long defircd, than by rendering the fucceflipn of 
the Duchies of Tufcany, Paraia, and Placentia, defigned 
for the moft feren^ the Infante Don Carlos, yet mote fcr 
jcure by the immediate introdudlion of 6000 Spanifh foU 
diers into the ftrong places of thofe duchies, his faid fai 
cred Imperial and Catholic ^Majefty, defiring to promote 
the pacific views and intentions of his Britannick Myefty 
and the High and Mighty States General of the United 
Netherlands, will by nome^ns pppofe the peaceable intror 
dudlion of the faid 6000 Spaniards into rhe ftong places 
of the Duchies of Tufcany, Parma, and Placentia, in pur- 
fuance of the abovementioried engagements entered into 
by his faid Britannick Majefty, and by the States General. 
And whereas to this end» his imperial and Catholic Ma- 
jefty judges the cpnfent of the empire neceflary, he prq- 
'inilirs at the fame that he will ufe his utmqft endeavours to 
obtain the faid confent, within the fpape of two months, 
or fooner, if pofiible. And to obviate as readily as may be 
the evils wluch threaten the public ^ eace, hi^ Imperial 
and Catholic Majefty moreover pjomifes^ that immedi- 
ately after the mutual exchange of the ratifications, he 
will notify the confent which he, as Head of the em- 
j)ire> has given to the faid peaceable introdudlion, to thp 
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tniniffcer of the Great Duke of Tufcany, and to tlic ml- 
nifter of Parma refiding at his court, or wherever eife it 
Ihall be thought proper. His faid Imperial and Catholic 
Majefty likewife promifes and affirms, that he is fo far 
from any thought of railing, or cauQngany hindcrance, dw 
redlly or indireftly, to the Spanilh garrifons being admitted 
into the places aforefaid, that on the contrary he will in- 
terpofe his good offices and authority, for removing any un- 
expe6led obftruftion or difficulty that may oppqfe the faid 
^ntroduftion and confequently that the 6ooa Spainfli fol- 
dicrs may be introduced quietly, aiT,d without any delay 
in th(5 manner afprefaid, into, the ftrong places as well of 
the Great Duchy of Tufcany, as of the Ducjiies of Parimi 
and Pl^centia. 

ly. That therefore all the articles thus agreed to, with 
the irrevocable confent of the contracting parties, be fci 
firmly and reciprocally eftabliftied, and fo entirely decided, 
that it Ihall not be lawful for the contrading parties to de- 
viate from them in any w^fe; meaning aswellthofe which 
are to be put in execution without delay, and immediate- 
ly after the exchange of the ratifications, as thofe which 
ought to remain for ever inviolable. 

V. Whereas for attaining to the end which the con- 
tracting parties in tl^is treaty propofe to themfclves, it has 
been fount! neqeflary to pluck up every root of divifion and 
diflentipn, ^nd therefore that the antient friendlhip which 
united the faid contracting parties, rpay not only be rcr 
newed, but knit clofcr and clofer every day, his Imperial 
Catholic Majefty promifes, and, by virtue of the prc- 
fent article, binds himfelf to caufe all commerce and nar 
yigation to the Eaft-Indies to ceafc immediately and for 
ever in the !^uftriaix Netherlands, and in all the other 
countries \yhich in the time of Charles II. Catholic King 
pf Spain, were under the dominion of Spain; and that he 
will, bo^a fide, aft in fuch mapner, that neither the Oftend 
Company, nor any other, cither in the Auftrian Nether- 
lands, or in the countries which, as i§ abovefaid, were 
undcr^he dominion of Sp^in in the tirr\e of the late Ca- 
tholic King Charles II. iliall a.! any tirfie direftly or indi- 
reftly contravene this rule eftablifhed forever. Excepting 
that the Oftend Company may fend, for once only, two 
" (hips^ 
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(hips, which fhall fail from the faid port to the EaH: Inclksj 
and from thence return to Oftend, where the faid Com- 
pany may, when they think fit, cxpofc the merchandizes 
(o brought from the Indies to fale. And his facrcd royal 
Majcfty of Great Britain, and the High and Mighty States 
General of the United Provinces, do likewife proniife on 
their part, and oblige themfeves, to make a new treaty 
with his Imperial W^jefty without delay, concerning com- 
merce and the rule of impofts, commonly callM a Tariff, 
as far as relates to the Auflrian Netherlands, and agreeable 
|o the intention of the 26th article of the treaty, com- 
monly called (by rcafon of the limits therein fettled) the 
Barrier. And for this purpofc the contrafting parties (halj 
immediately name commiflioners, who (ball meet at Ant- 
werp within the fpace of two months, to be computed 
from the day of figning the prefent treaty, to agree to- 
gether upon every thing that regards the entire enxecution 
of the faid Barrier treaty, which was concluded at Antwerp 
the *^th day of November, Anno 17 15, and of the con* 
vention fincc figned at tlic Hague the || day gf Decem- 
ber, 1718; and particularly to conclude a new treaty 
there, as has been faid, concerning commerce, and the 
fate of impofts, as far as relates to the Auftrian Nether^ 
lands, ^nd according to the intention of the aforefaid 
a6th article. 'TJs moreover agreed, and folemnly ftipu- 
Uted, that every thing which it hath been thought fit to 
kave to the commiflioners who are to meet at Antwerp, 
0)all be broiight to a gnal iiTue, with all the juftice and in- 
tegrity, as foon as pofliblc, and in fuch manner that the 
]JI hand may be put to that work, at leafl: within the 
fi>ace of two years, 

VI. As the cxmaniation and dilcuflion of the other 
points which femain to be difcuffed, either between the 
frontrading parties, or any of their confcdrates, req';»irc 
much more time than can be fpared in this critical fitu- 
ation of affairs, therefore to avoid all delays which might 
iie too prejudicial to the common w^elfare, 'tis covenanted 
|md agreed to declare mutually, that all the treaties and 
conventions which any of the faid contrafting powers havo 
fnade with other princes and dates, (hall fub/ift as they 
now are, excepting only fp far a^ they may be contrary to 
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«ny the points regulated by the prcfent treaty; and more- 
over, that all the difputes which arc adualiy between 
the faid contra£ting parties, or any of their allies, (hall 
be amicably adjufted as foon as poflible ; and in the mean 
time the contraSiag parties fliall mutually endeavour ta 
prevent any of thofe who have differences, from having 
refource to arfri$ to fupport their preteiifions. 

VII. To take away all manner of doubt fron^ the fub- 
Jcfts of the King of Great Britain, and the Lords the 
States General, touching their commerce in the kingdom 
of Sicily, his Imperial and Catholic Majefty has been 
pleafed to declare, that from this time forward, they 
mall be treated in the fame manner, and upon the fame 
foot aj they were or ought to have been treated In t^ic 
time of Charles It. King of Spain of glorious memory, 
9nd as any nation iix the ftrlftefi: friendfiiip has been

VlIL There Ih^l be included in this treaty of peace, 
all thofe who within the fpace of fix months, after its ra-

IX. This preferit treaty Ihall be approved and ratified 
. by his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, by his facred 
royal Majefty of Great Britain, and by the High and 
Mighty Lords the States General of the United Nether- 
lands, and the ratifications fhall be given and exchanged 
at Vienna, within fix weeks, to be computed from the

FOrafmuch as his facred Imperial Catholic Majefty 
was defirous to have all manner of fecurity, before he 
would confent on his part to the third article of the treaty 
concluded this day, which regulates the immediate intro- 
du61ion of the Spanifh garrifons into the Itrong places of 
Tufcany, Parma and Placentia, agreeably to the real views 
and intentions contained in the promifes made and figned 
in the treaty of Seville, partly on the 9th, and partly on 
the 2 1 ft day qf November, Anno 1729; his farced royal 
Majefty of Great Britain and the High and Mighty Lords 
the States General of the United Nethorlands, have not 
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only exhibited thofe promifes, bona file^ as they 'are he rg 
fubjoined to his facred. Imperial, and Catholic Majefty, 
but moreover they have not hcfitated to affirm in the 
ftrongeft manner, that when they agreed to introduce the 
Spanilh garrifons into the ftrong places of Tufcany, Panr a 
and Placentia, they had no intention to depart in the lead

TT being apprehended that the unexpcfted death of the 
late nrK)ft ferene prince, Anthony Farnefe, in his life- 
time Duke of Parma and Placentia, might in feme fort 
retard or obftruft the conclufion of this treaty, it having 
happened at the very time when it was upon the point of 
being concludedi his Imperial and Catholic Majefty doth 
hy virtue of this prefent aft, declare and engage, that in 
-cafe the hopes of the pregnancy of the moft ferene Duchefs 
Dowager, wife of the faid moft ferene Duke Anthony 
whilft he lived, do not prove abortive, and the faid Duchefs 
Dowager fliould bring a man-child into the world, all that 
has been regulated, as well by the third article of the treaty

A Declaration concerning Eaft Friefland. 

THE States General of the United Provinces of the 
Netherlands, having upon feveral occafions ajflftrred 
his Imperial and Catholc Majefty,- that how much foevcr 
they are interefted in there-eftablilhrneat and prefervation 
of the peace in their neighbourhood, and by confequence 
that of the province of Eaft Friefland, it was never their 
intention to prejudice in the leaft the diependence of the 
faid province of Eaft Friefland, upon the Emperor and 
the Empire % his faid Imperial and Catholic Majefty, 

to 
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to give the States a frcfh proof of hisdefire to oblige them 
as far as is, confiftent with jufticc, has been pleafed to ex- 
plain to theni his true fentiments on that affair, and by that 
meana to reqover ihem from the fears they feem to have re- 
ceived. In-order to this, no hefitation has been made to 
declare to them on his part by the prefent aft, that his in- 
tention always was and ftill is. 

I. That an amnefty which h^ has moft gracioufly grant- 
ed to thofe of Embden and their adherents, (hall have its 
entire cfFeft ; and therefore that the feveral pains and pe- 
naltiesi pronounced againft thofe of Embden and their ad- 
herents, upon the fcore of their renitency (refiftance) 
Ihali not be put in execution. : And as for thofe of them 
which have aftually been executed lince the moft graci- 
ous acceptance of the ftbmiffion made by the people 
of Embden and their adherents, the whole fhall be reftor- 
ed upon the foot it ftood before the faid fubmiflion was 
accepted, that is to fay before the third of May, 1729, 
iaving what is hereafter mentioned of an agreement to 
indemnify thofe for their lofles, who were plundered dur- 
ing the late troubles. 

IL His Imperial and Catholic Majefty, having by his 
refolution of the 12th of Sept. 1729, moft gracioufly per- 
mitted thofe of the town of Embden, and their adhe- 
rents, to . draw up a frefh account of their grievances, or 
matters wherein, they thought themlQlves aggrieved by thp 
decrees of 1721, and the years following, concerning the 
ground of the affairs upon which they differed with the 
prince; and the faid grievances having been afterwards 
exhibited to the Imperial Aulick council, with all fub- 
miffion, the of November the fame year, his faid 

Majefty has already ordered by his moft gracidup refo- 
lution of the^gift of Auguft, that thofe grievaji<:ep flioul4 
be examined as foon as pofEble. And as it has been often 
declared, it has been and ftill is his conftant defire^ that 
they fliould be determined and decided with all thpjuftice 
and difpatchthat is poflible, according to the agreements, 
conventions and decifions, which make the particular law; 
of theprovince of Eaft Friefland, and which are referred 
to in the Prince's reverfal letters, ' pafled and fwprn to at 
hh .a<:ccffion to the regency : provided neverthlefs, that 
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wider the <kno»dnatbn of cbofe agreeineiits, coiiyeiidofit 
and dceifioni^ none be comprehended which were abro« 
gaied and annulled by his Imperii Majefty's augoft pre* 
deceflbrs in At empire^ or which ftrike at the fapreme 
rights of the Emperor and Entire o^er the province et 
Eaft Frieflaad. And his Imperial and Catholic Majefty^ at 
a farther proof of his moft gracious intention tl> cut as 
fliort as juftice will admit hira, the examination of the 
grievafices of the people of Embden^ and their adherents, 
ha^ already ordained by bis refolutfons ef the 31ft of 
Auguft kft year^ that as foon as the accovint thereof is 
delivered to fhofe who are properly to take cegntzance 
f>f the fame, aecordtng to the tenor of the i^triution 
above-mentioned, they ftiaM anfwer it, very foon, and 
once for all ; after which his Smperial M^dfty, with the 
advice of his Imperial Aulick council, wiB Fedrefs every

III. It having been already Ordained,. purAiant Ut hh 
Imperial and Catholie Maje^'s kft refolutien of the 31ft 

.of Auguft, 1730, that the peopk of the town of Embden^ 
and their adherents, ought to be admitted into the a(^ 
iembly of th^ States, which is to be called together to 
deliberate freely upon the a^irs th^t tie before them j 
his Imperial and €atholic Majefty, will take care,^ that 
this r^folution Ihall have its ei^tire e0b£t, and that none 
6f thofe who have a right- to affift therein be exeltfded, 
contrary to tkt tenor of it* 

IV. As to the ind^smnificration^ Ins Imperial Majefty 
thinks it proper, that an account be taken of the da- 
mages, which according to thetenourofthcamneft^pub-

agreed upon the articles and conditions following. 

I. His (acred Majefty the Catholic King having nna- 
turely examined the third article of the treaty concluded, 
the 6th of* March the prefent }'ear, having likewife ma- 
turely examined the declarations mentioned above, whick 
article and two declarations are on the point of being ex- 
ecuted, he has declared that he not only defires nothing 
more, but that he entirely acquiefce? therewith* And in 
order to remove all occafion of doubt or difpute, his faid 
Majefty has given affurances, that he confents and is ready 
to do his part, immediately towards renewing and confirm- 
ing, in all iheir articles, claufes^' and conditions, as well 
the treaty of London, commonly called the Quadruple Al- 
liance, concluded the fecond of Auguft., 171 8, as the 
peace of Vienna in Auftria, figned the fcventh of Juuc^, 
1725, between his faered Imperial' and Catholic Ma- 
■ jefty, and the holy Roman empire on the one part, and 
his faid faered Majefty the Catholic King on the other 
part, excepting only with regard to what is mentioned in 
the above-mentioned article and declarations, concerning 
the change of the neuteral garrifons into Spaniflb garrifons; 
which article^ and <leclarations, have been approved by 
their jfaid Majefties, and again corroborated by the prefent 
treaty. For. this end hi^ faered Majefty the Catholic 
King has declared, as he- does declare by virtue of th» 
prefent article, that the treaties above-named fliall be deem- 
ed to be fully renewed and confirmed again, in the fame 
n^anner as they are by the prefent article renewed, and again 

confirmed:* 



confirmee! : and his Majefty the Catholic TtinQptothtfk^ 
as well for himfelf as for his heirs ahd fucceflbrs, and in par- 
ttculat for htth of his nialc-heirs tvhois to entcl- into the pof- 
feffion of the ifofcfaid Duchies of Tufcanyj Pamia abd Pia- 
centia, by right of fucceffioh, by virtue of the fairf treaties^ 
and according to the tenor of the letters of cveiitUal in- 
vcftitore, eicpcdttcd the 9th of Decettlber 1723, in cafe the 
male line of the fannilifes of Medicis and rariiefe flfiould 
happen to be entirely extinft 1 or hi!tlyi for him to Whottl 
that fucccflion fhall devolve hereafter, that as well his faid 
Majcfty as his heirs and fucceffors, and in tjartictilaf, he 
of his male defcendents to whom the faid fticccffion ftiart 
devolve^ fhall engage, and be obliged to do and perform 
every thing id general contained in the two treaties above- 
xnentioned. 

IL His^ (acred imperial and Catholic Majeftyj ^nd 
bb faCred Majeftythe fcng of Great-Britaiii> do likcwift 
pronufe on their fide, and bind themfelves to"51iis facred 
Majefty the Catholic King, hU heirs and fucceflbr^, that 
in favonr to the male line of the prefent Queen of Spain^ 
the faid male line having been called to th6 {uccc&on of 
the Duchies of Tufcany, rarma and PT^ciemia, by vir ttie^ of 
the treaties above-named, and according to the t^nof of th6 
letters of eventual inveftiture, they ^ilj entirely accoinplilh 
all that is fettled in the faid third article of the treaty, con* 
eluded the i6th of March the prefent yeaf, and in the two 
declarations mentioned as above j all in lifee maiiftef, a^ 
his fecred Imperial and CathoHc Majefly, and his flcred 
Majefty the King of Great-Britain, cbnleHtirtg to renew the 
faid treaty of Quadruple Affiance -, and bis facred Imperial 
and Catholic Majefty confenting alfo to renew the peace 
of the 7th of June 1725, concluded between his faid 
Majefty, and the Holy Roman Empire on the one part^ 
and his facred Majefty tht Catholic King on the other 
part. Their faid majefliefi promife and engage for them- 
iclves, their heirs and fucceffori$, faithfully to perfof m i» 
faVpur of his Majefty the Catholic King, his heirs and 
fnccelibrsr, all that they have engaged to do by virtue of 
their cofifent to renew, viz, his facred Irnperial and Ca- 
Jtfaolic Majefty every thing contained, as welt in the 
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Quadraple Alliance, as in the faid treaty of peace con* 
eluded thcfeventh of June, 1725, and hisfacred Majcfty 
the King of Gre^t^Britain, every tWng which he U en* 
gaged to do by the treaty of Quadruple Alliance* 

III, Every thing which has hitherto been fettled hf 
the common and unalterable confcnt of the contracting 
parties, whether in relation only to thc^introdudion of the 
ppaniih troops, or to the introdqftion of the fcrene In-^ 
fante of Spain Don Carlos, into the Duchies of Parma and 
Placcntia, according to the tenor of the treaty of Quadruple 
Alliance, \s to ferve as a rule in c^fe the vacancy remain ; 
in fuch manner, however, that in this laft cafe, the faid 
fcrene Infante of Spain Don Carlos, or he who according 
to the fifth article of the Quadruple Alliance, <hall be called 
to that eventual fucceffion after him, niay and ought to 
enter into poiTeflion of thofe Dqchifes, precifely in die man- 
ner exprefled in thcletersof eventuaUnveftiture,difpatcfa-f 
cd the ptbof December, 1723, 

IV. Forafmuch ^s care has been tajcen to communicate 
long fince, and at difFerent times, to the ferenc Princes 
the Great Duke of Tufqany, and the Duke of Parma 
?nd Placentia, who were then both living, every thing 
that had been regulated by the 5th article of the Quadruple 
Alliance, in favour of the fcrene Infante of Spain, Don- 
Carlos^ or in favour of thofe who fucceed to his rights^ 
purfuant to the treaties above-mentioned, together with 
the fore- mentioned engagements between his facred Ma-* 
jefty the Catholic King and his facred Majefty the King 
pf Great Britain; moreover,, the above-mentioned third 
article of the treaty concluded at Vienna the 1 6th of March 
this year, and the two declarations thereto annexed, hav-p 
ing Kkewife been communicated to the Great Duke of 
Tufcatiy's minifter, and to the minifter of Parma, Ipioth 
refiding at the Imperial Court; and becaufe there is no*^ 
thing more capable of fecuring the public tranquillity, than 
to remove at once all the obftacles and all the difficulties 
which might be ftarted, and retard the execution of what 
fcas been agreed upon between the contrading parties : for 
^hefe reafons, his faqred Imperial and Cathohc Majefty, 
ifid his ^facred Majefty the J^ing pf G^;eat-Pritain, have 
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fromiicd and obliged themfelves^ each for faimfelf, bons 
fkdCy CO try all manner of ways, as foon as the prefenc 
treaty fliall be (igncd, to engage alfo the ferenc Duke of 
Tufcany to conient forthwith, not only to the introduction 
of Spanish troops fo often mentioned, but alfo to whatever 
has been formerly regulated in favour of the male line of 
the prefcnt Queen of Spain, by the treaties, conventions, 
and declarations above citeJ ; in Inch manner, however, 
that all that is above-mentioned (hall not take place till 
after the mutual exchange of the ratifications, even though 
the Great Duke of Tufcany (hould give his confent to it 
fboner. 

V. Furthermore, his facred Imperial and Catholic 
Majefty, and his facred Myefty the King of Great-Britain 
declare, that they dcfire nothing more than to fee the ferene 
Great Duke of Tufcany acquiefce with every thing that 
has been fettled in the treaties above-metitioned, for the 
prcfcrvation of his dignity and repofe, as well as for his 
own fafcty and thatof the ftates which he governs. Where- 
fore the faid contracting powers promife and engage, not 
only to one another, but alfo to his Royal Highnefs, to 
look upon ail and every point fettled in the treaties above-' 
mentioned to be renewed and confirmed, as well with re* 
gard to his dignity, as with regard to his fafety, and 
that of the ftates which are under him : and they un- 
*dertake to maintain, fuUfil, or, as it is called, to guaranty 
them. 

VL And becaufe for attaining to this end, and to finiflt 
the wholefome work whijch the contracting parties have 
undertaken, viz. the entire eftablifhment of the public 
tranquillity, nothing has been^thought of more importance 
than the acceflion of the ferene Great Duke to the pre- 
ient treaty; therefore the faid contracting parties have 
judged it proper to invite his Royal Highnefs to the faid 
acceflion, in the moft friendly manner that can be, as they 
do exprefsly invite him by the prefent article; to the end 
that his Royal Highnefs concurring on his part to fo ad^ 
vanrageousa work, the public tranquillity of Europe may 
be better fccurcd^ 

VII. The 
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VII. The jprefcnt treaty Ihall be ratified land approved 
by his facred Imperial and Catholic Majcfty,. by his 
facrcd Majefty the Catholic King, and by his 1 acred Ma- 
jefty the King of Great-Britain i and the letters of ratifi- 
cation ihall be communicated and exchanged at Vienna in 
Auftria, in the fpace of two months, to be reckoned from 
the day of figning the prefent treaty, or foonel* if it can be 
done. 

In witncfs whereof, the commiffioners of his Imperial 
Majefty, in the quality of ambaffadors Plenipotentiaries 
extraordinary, and the minifters of their Catholic and 
Britannick Majefties furailhed in like manner with full 
powers, to give the neceffary force to the prefent treaty, 
have figned it with their own hands, and fealed it with 
their feals. Done at Vienna in Auftria^ the 22d day of 
July, A. D. 1 73 1.

Convention between the Crowns of Great-Britain and' Spain, 
Concluded at the Pardo on the i^tb cf January, 1739,

XX/'HEREAS differences have ariien, of late years, be- 
tween ^he two crowns of Great-Britain and Spain, 
on account of the vifiting, fearching, and taking ofvef- 
f<^ls, the fcizing of efFefts, the regulating of limits, and 
other grievances alledged on each fide, as well in the 
Weft-Indies, as clfewhere ; which differences are fo fe- 
rious, and of fuch a nature, that if care not be taken to 
, put an entire flop to them for the prefent, and to pre- 
i vent them for the future, they might occafion an open 
r rupture between the faid crowns ; for this reaion his Ma- 
jefty 
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Jefty the King of Great-Britain^ and hii hbqc&y th^ King 
of Spain, having nothing fo much at heart as to prefenrc 
and corroborate the good corrcfpondeoce, whicn has fo 
bapptly fubfifted^ have thought proper to grant their full 

Ewcrt, viz* his Brttannick M^eily t6 Benjamin Keene, 
q; his minifter plenipotentiary to his Catholic Majefty, 
and his Catholic Majefty to Don Sabaftian de la Quadra, 
Knight of the order of St. James, counfellor of ftatc, 
And firft fecretary of ftate and of the difpatches ; who 
lifter pre vtouilyjproducing their full powers, having con^ 
ferred togechejTj have Agreed upon the following artifdes* 

Article h 

Whereas the ancient friendihip, fo defirable and fo 
iKceiTary for the reciprocal intereit of both nations^ and 
particularly with regard to their commerce^ cannot be 
rftablifhed upon a lading foundation, unlefs care be taken| 
Bot only to adjuft and regulate the pretenfions for rccipro- 
€;al reparation of the danoages already fuftained, but above 
all to find out ine^ns to prevent the like caufes of coni* 
plaint for the future^, and to remove abfolutely, and for 
ever, every thing which might give occafioA thereto i it 
is agreed to labour immediately, with all imaginable ap- 
plication and diligence, to attain fo dfirable an ei)d ; and 
lor that purpofe there (hall be named, on the part of their 
^ritannick |ind Catholic Majefties refpedlively^ immediately 
after the figning of the prefent convention, two minifter^ 
plenipotentiaries, who mall meet at Madrid within the 
fpace of fix weeks, to be reckoned from the day of the 
exchange of the r^ifications^ there to confer, and finally 
regulate the refpcdive pretenfions of the two crowns, as 
VfcW with relation to the trade and Navigation in Anxerica 
and Europe, and to the limits of Florida s^nd of Carolinai 
as concerning other points, which rcmairi likewife to bp 
?djuftcd i the whole according to the ireaftes of the years 
i66^, 1670, 1713, I7i5,'i72i, 1728, and 1729, in- 
cluding that of the affiento of negroes, and the convention 
<>fl7x6 ; and it is alfo agreed, that the plcnipotentiariHi 
jfp namedjr ^all begin tlicir conferences fix weeks after the

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exchange of the ratifications, and ihall finlihthem withiti 
the fp^e of eight months. 

Article 11. 

The regulation of the limits of Florida and of Carolina, 
which, according to what has been lately agreed, was to 
be decided by commiflariesi on «ach fide, ihall likewife be 
committed to the faid plenipotentiaries, to procure a more 
folid and effectual agreement ; and during the time that 
the difcufllon of that affair (hall lad, things Ihall remain 
in theaforefaid territories of Florida and of Carolina in the 
fituation they are in at prefent, ^without increafing the for-^ 
tifica^ions there, or taking any new polls ; and for this 
purpofe, his Britannick Majefty and his Catholic Majefty 
Ihall caufe the neceflfary orders to be difpatched immedi- 
ately after the figning of this convention. 

Article III. 

After having duly confidered the demands and preten- 
fions of the two crowns, and of their refpeftive fubje<fls> 
for reparation of the damages fuftained on each fide, and 
all circumftances which relate to this important affair ; it 
is agreed, that his Catholic Majefty Ihall caufe to be paid 
to his Britannick Majefty the fum of ninety-five thoufand 
pounds fterling for a balance, which has been admitted as 
^ue to the crown and the fubje<9:s of Great-Britain, after 
deduftion made of the demands of the crown and fubjefts 
^f Spain ; to the above-mentioned fum, together with the 
amount of what has been acknowledged on the part of 
Great-Britain to be due to Spain on her demands, may be 
employed by his Britannick Majefty for the fatisfaftion, 
difcharge and payment of the demands of his fubjeds 
^pon the crown of Spain ; it being underftood, neverthe- 
lefs, that it fhall not be pretended that this reciprocal 
difcharge extends, or relates to the accounts and differen- 
^s, which fubfift, or are to be fettled between the cro^,n 
^f ^pain and the company of the Afliento of negroes, nor 
to any particular or private contrads that may iubfilt boi^

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tween cithef of the two crowns, or their minifters with the 
fubje£ts of the other, or between the fubje£ts and fubjefts 
of each nation refpcdively ; with exception however of all 
pretentions of this clafs mentioned in the plan prefented at 
Seville by the commifTaries of Great Britain, and included 
in the account lately made out at London, of damages fuf- 
tained by the fubjefts of thefaid crown, and efpccially the 
three particulars infcrted in the faid plan, and making but 
one article in the account, amounting to one hundred nine- 
teen thoufand five hundred twelve piaftres, three reals and 
three quartils of plate; and the fubjefts on each fide Ihall 
be entitled, and (hall have liberty to have recourfc to the 
laws, or to take other proper meafures, for caufing the 
abovefaid engagements to be fulfilled, in the fame manner 
as if this convention did not exift. 

Article IV, 

The value of the fhip called t^e Woolball, which was 
taken and carried to the port or Campechy in the year 
1732, the Loyal Charles, the Difpatch, the George, and 
the Prince William, which were carred to the Havana 
in the year 1737, ^^^ ^^^ St. James to Porto Rico in the 
fame year, having been included in the valuation that has 
been made of the demands of the filbjedls of Great Britain, 
as alfo feveral others that were taken before; if it happens, 
that in confequnce of the orders that have been difpatch- 
ed by the Court of Spain for the reftitution of them, part, 
or the whole of them have been reftored, the fums fo receiv- 
ed Ihall be deducted from the 95,000!, fterling which is 
to be paid by the Court of Spain according to what is 
above ftipulated : it being however underftood, that the 
payment of the 95,000!. fterling Ihall not be, for that rea- 
ibn, in any manner delayed ; faving that what may have 
been previoufly received fhall be reftored. 

Article V. 

• The prefent convention ihall be aproved and ratified 
by his Britannick Majefty and by his Catholic Majefty; 
and the ratifications thereof ihall be delivered and ex-

fcnts name, viz. His Britannick Majefty, Benjamin Keene,

Britannick Majefty^ conful general at the Court of his 
Catholic Majefty, his plenipotentiaries for that purpofe;

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Fdrafnouch as the difturbances, which, upon the deccafc 
of the Emperor Charles the Sixth, of glorious memory, 
without male iflue, arofe in Germany, notwithftanding the 
rxprefs tenor of the* moft folenrin and recent treaties df 
peace and alliance, corroborated by the authentic gua- 
ranty of the body of the Empire, which do aflure to^his 
eldeft daugther, and to her pofterity, the entire and indi- 
vifible fuccefljon to his hereditary dominions, do mani- 
feftly tend to the overthrow of all balance in Europe, and 
do expofe its liberty, and that of its commerce, to the 
moft evident danger: which danger is ft ill increafed by the 
conqueft which the Kings of Spain and Naples have openly 
undertaken to make of the dominions poflefled by the 
moft fcrene Houfe of Auftriain Italy, contrary to the faith 
of their own engagements ; after which, the reft of Italy 
would no longer be able to relUt them, and all the coafts 
of the Mediterranean fea would be under fubjedtion to 
one and the fame family. 

To obviate, as much as in them lies, fuch imminent 
evils, and an cntcrprize, whofe confequences would be fp 
fatal to all the princes and ftates of Italy, to their li- 
berty and commerce, and to that of the maritime powers 
in the Mediterranean fea, the moft feme and moft potent 
Prim:e George the Second, King of Great Britain, Eleftor 
of Brunfwick, Lunenburg, &c. the moft ferene and moft po- 
tent Princefs Maria Therefia, Queen of Hungary and Bohe- 
mia, Archduchcfs of Auftria, &c. and the moft ferene and 
Hioft potent Prince Charles Emanuel King of Sardinia, 
Duke of Savoy, &c. having fuch an eflential intereft in the 
prefervation of a juft balance in Europe, on which depends 
the l.berty of Europe, and in the maintenance of the li- 
berty and fecurity of Italy in particular, on which depends 
that of its commerce, and of the commerce of the Medi- 
terranean, have refolved to enter into clofer and more in- 
feparate union, in this fixt intention, and to prefervc in- 
violably in joining their forces and coqnfels in order 
to obtain the effeft defired therefrom,, and more efpe- 
cially for the fake of repelling, with one accord, the unjuft 
invafion made by the K.ngs f^Spain and Naples, and iot 
fecuring Italy, if poffibie, for me furture, from all attempts 
of the fame kind. 

In 
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tn this viet^Tj and in order to prevent the faid invafior^V 
Without lofs of time, his Majefty the King of Sardinia did 
enter, from the i ft day of February, 1742, into a pro* 
vifional convention with her Majefty the Queen of Hun- 
gary, the tenor whereof is as follows. 

As it is fufficiently evident, that the motions of the 
Spanifh troops, whic^ having landed in the States of the 
PraeGdii, are advancing in the dominions of the Pope, in 
order to join thofe of Naples, and from thence to purfuc 
their march as far as Imola, are bent according to cer- 
tain intelligence, towards Lombardy, and muft neceflarily 
Very much affeft his Majefty the King of Sardina, as well 
as her Majefty the Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, their 
Majcfties have thought by the means of the Marquis 
d*Ormea and of the Count dc Schulenbourg (they being 
tefpeOiively provided with the neceffary full powers) of 
concerting and agreeing upon the following articles, un- 
der the hopes of their being ratified and accepted. 

Article !• J^ 7 

The forces of her Majefty the^<^^n of Hungary 
alone, which are now in Italy, appearing fufficient to make 
head againft the aggreffors, they ftiall be brought to- 
gether, in order to march towards them, and to give an 
immediate check to their progrefs, and particularly in order 
to cover the States of Modena, and Mirandola, whi<;h afe 
as it were, a bulwark to the dominions of the Queen of 
Hungary in Italy. 

Article II. 

iThe faid King of Sardinia ftiall, in the mean while, 
have a confidcrable body of his troops upon the frontiers 
of his dominions towards the borders of the Milanefe, and 
of the Duchy of Placentia, which ftiall be difpofed in fuch 
* manner, as that they may be brought together in a 
ftort time; and in cafe the forces of the aggreffors ftiould 
come to be augmented, a^d that there ftiould be caufe to 
fear a new invafion on any other fide, as is probable, ac- 
cording to the advices- that have been received, that afe- 
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cond convoy of Spanifli. troops has alrieady fet fait at BaP-' 
celona^ and that t^iey are to land in the harbour of La 
Spezia, his Majefty (hall then co-operate with all his forces 
for preventing the body of Auftrian troops, which fliall 
have marched forward, from being either taken in flank^ 
or intercepted by that new reinforcement of Spanlfh troops; 
and to this end, all the paflages in the States above-men-^ 
tioned, and principally, the places of Parma, Placentia, 
and Pavia, (hall remain free and open to the King's 
troops for their convenience and fecurity* 

Article III. 

As to what relates to further motions, and fuch other 
military operations, as might be afterwards undertaken, as 
they muft depend upon the circumftanccs which fall out 
from day to day, it is ncceffary to refer them to the con- 
cert which Ihall be entered into, in proportion to the cir- 
cumftanccs which ihall happen ; and for this purpofe, his 
Majefty the King of Sardinia fhall fend one of his general 
officers to the army of her Majpfty the Queen of Hungary, 
and her Majefty the Queen of Hungary iball fend one of 
•her's likewife to refide with his Majefty the King of Sar- 
dinia: to which general officers fhall be reciprocally com- 
municated, all the advices that (hall be received about the 
enemy ; and all the refolutions which fhall be taken on 
either, fide (hall be concerted with them.

Nothing being fo ncceiTary towards obtaining the end 
dciired on each fide, as the reciprocal fecurity of the re- 
fpeftive pofTcffions, and rights, arid a confidence in the 
good faith of the parties, who are to co-operate towards 
(he fame end, his Majefty the King of Sardinia promifes, 
upon the faith and word of a Prince, to her Majefty the"

the prefent provifional agreement (hall laft, he will not 
avail himfelf of his pretended rights to the ftate of Milan, 
which are not entered into in this provifional convention,

But as his Majefty does not mean to acquire ^any advan- 
tage by the faid rcfcrvation, and defigns to proceed with 
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all the good faith, which is natural to him, he promifes 
and engages, in the cafe above-mentioned, not to z& 
himfelf, nqr to permit any prince, with whom he might 
be allied, to aft, (which his Majcfty will take care to 
ftipulate as aprincpal con^^ition, in any treaty whatfoever^ 
which he might conclude) fooner than after the fpace of 
one month, from the time that he fhall have caufed notice 
to be given by the means of the general officer, which he 
Ihall have at the Queen of Hungary's arnnry ; to the end 
that the commanding officer of the Auftrian troops, being 
thus put upon his guard, may take fuch meafurcs and re« 
iblutions, as he (hall judge moft for his advantage. 

Article VIII. 

Moreover the King of Sardinia promifes, in that cafe^ 
to make his troops evacuate all the dominions of the Queen 
of Hungary, and all the places and pods, which helhould 
have taken poflcffion of during the" prefent provifianal 
agreement, without carrying any thing off; to the end 
that the troops of the abovefaid Queen, may, during the 
faid month, retake, freely and without any hindrance, the 
pofts which they £ball thsnk proper. 

Article IX. 

The prefent convention (hall be ratified by the King of 
Sardinia and by the Queen of Hungary, and the ads of 
ratification (hall be exchanged within the term of twenty 
days. 

Article X. 

During the faid term, the King of Sardinia Ihall not 
underftand himfelf to be obliged tocauie his troops to en- 
ter into the ftates poflefTed by the Queen of Hungary ; 
and if, after the expiration of the faid term,' the Queen _ 
Ihould not have fent her ratification, fo that for want of itt 
the prefent convention fliould remain without effeft, ne- 
vertheiefs the king (hall not, in that cafe, caufe his troops 
to enter into the ^bove-xnentioned ftates^ during the term 

of 
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t)f Other ten days, neither during that term fliall he give 
any hindrance to the free return of the Auftrian troops into 
the fame ftates, and into fuch pofts as the Queen of Hun- 
gary's generals fliall Judge to be moft convenient. 

In witnefs whereof, we the underwritten plenipotenti-' 
aries have figncd the prefent convention, &c. at Turin, 
the firft of February, 1742. 

In confequence of this convention, his Majefty the King 
of Sardinia did immediately join a confiderable body of his 
troops to thofe of the faid Queen, his Majefty the King of 
Great-Britain having fent a ftrong fquadron toco-operate 
for the maintenance of ;he liberties of Italy. 

In Qrder not to leave fruitlefs fo great expences, and to 
fecure ftill further, and to accelerate, for the prefent, the 
entire execution of fo neceflary and juft a refolution, and 
in order likewife to perpetuate the effeft of it for the times 
to come, their faid Majefties have authorifed, and do au- 
thorife their minifters plenipotentiary to make an imme- 
diate regulation of the particulars and of the conditions, 
viz. His Majefty the King of Great-Britain, his privy- 
counfellor John Lord Carferet, Baron of Hawnes, one of 
his principal fecretaries of ftate, &c. His Majefty the 
King of Sardinia, the Chevalier Oflbrio, Chevalier Grande 
Croix, and grand confervator of the religious and military 
orders of the Saints Maurice and Lazarus, envoy extraor- 
dinary and minifter plenipotentiary of his faid Majefty to 
his Majefty the King of Great-Britain. And her Majefty 
the Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, the Sieur Ignatius 
John de Wafner, her minifter plenipotentiary to his faid 
Britannick Majefty ; who, after having communicated to 
each other their relpeftive. full powers, and having ma- 
turely conferred' together, have agreed upon the following 
articles. 

Article I, . , 

There Ihall be, from the prefent time, and for all times 
to come, between hi^ Majefty the King of Great-Britain, 
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her Majcfty the Qjjecn ofHungary and Bohemia, and hi? 
Majefty the King of Sardinia, a clofe friendfhip, and finr 
cere, perpetual, and inviolable alliance, by virtue of 
which they (hall be qbliged tp fupport, defend, and fuc- 
cour each other reciprocally and conftantly, to be attentive 
to the fecurity each of the other^ as to their own, to pro- 
cure all advantages, and to keep off all damage and pre? 
jqdicc from one another to the utmoft pf thpir power. 

Article II. 

To this end the allies engage themfelves afrelh to a moft 
cxprefs guaranty of all the kingdorns, dates, countries, anc^ 
dominions, which they are now in poffeflion of, or ought 
to poffcfs by virtue of the treaty of alliance made at Turin 
in J 703 : of the treaties of peace pf Utrecht and ^aden ; 
of the treaty of pc^ce and alliance, commonly called the 
Quadruple alliance : of the treaty of pacification and al- 
liance concltded at Vienna the i6th of March, 173 1 : of 
the afl: of guaranty given in confequence thereof, and 
paffed into a law of the empire, the i ith of January, 
1732: of the aft of accefDon^ figned likewife in confe- 
quence of the faid treaty, at the Hague the 20th of Fe- 
bruary, 1732 : of the treaty of peac^ figned af, Vienna, 
the i8th of "November, 1738 ; and of the acceffion there- 
to, done and figned at Veriailles the 3d of February, 1793 : 
all which treaties are fully recalled and confirmed here, 
forafmuch as they may concern the allies, and as far .is 
they have not derogated from theni by the prefent treaty, 

Article III, . 

In conformity to the guaranty contained in the foregoing 
article, and to the end that no fubjeft pf difpute tmx 
remain between the two mpft ferene houfes of Auftria 
and Savoy, his Majefty the King of Sardinia, for himiclf, his 
heirs and fucceflTors. renounces by name, and forever, but 
iblely in favour of her Majcfty the Queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, and of her heirs and fucceflTors, to his pretended 
rights upon the ftate of Milan ; which rights, though never 
admitted on the part of the Queen, he had referved to himr 
' ' ■ ' ^ ^ * * ' feJf, 



fclf, by the provifional convenrion, the liberty of availing 
himfelfof. And b^fides, his Majefty the King of Sardi- 
nia engages himfclf formally and fpecially to the guaranty 
of the order of fucceffion cftabliftied in the faid moft fcrene 
houfe, by the pragmatic fanftion, in the fame manner as 
it is fet forth in the treaty of pacification and.alliancemade 
at Vienna the i6th of March 173 1, excepting however, 
that his faid Majefty fliajl never be obliged to fend fuccours 
gut of Italy, 

Article IV, 

For this purpofe his Majefty the King of Sardinia, who 
has already joined his troops to thofe of the Queen of 
Hungary, and who has already coniiderably augmented 
them, fhall continue to concert and execute, jointly with 
her and her generals, all the meafures and operations which 
ihall be judged the mgft efFeftual for keeping ofi^ and re- 
pelling the invafion now made, or to be hereafter made, 
againft the dominions of the faid Quecrt, and for fecuring 
them from all danger, prefcnt [^nd future, as much as pof- 
fible, • ^ 

Article V, 

In order to attain this end, and as long ^s the prefent 
war (hall laft, her Majefty the Queen of Hungary engages 
not only to keep in Italy the number of troops which Ihc 
has there now, but to augment them to the number of 
30,000 effeftive men, as foop as the fituation of affairs in 
Germany will permit it. And his Majefty the King of 
Sardinia engages to keep and employ the number of 40,000 
foot, and 5000 horfe, comprehending in it what will be 
neceffary for the garrifons, ^nd defence of his own domi^ 
nion§. 

Article Vi; 

His Majefty the King of Sardinia ihall have the fupreme 
command of the allied army, when he jQiall be there in 
perfon, and he fhall regulate the military ipotians and 

A ^ ^ operation^ 
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Operations of ir, in concert with her Majefty the Queen of 
Hungary, according as the common intereft and occafions 
Ihall require^ 

Article VII. 

As long as It (hall be neceffary towards favouring and 
fecondiitg thofe operations, and as long as' the danger of 
the allies, and of Italy,. fhall demand it, his Majefty the 
Kingof Great-Britain engages to keep in the Mediterranean 
Sea, a ftrong fquadron of fliips of war, and bomb veflels, 
and fire-ihips, the admiral and commanders whereof fhall 
have orders to concert conftantly and regularly with his 
Majefty the King of Sardinia, or with his generals, and 
with thofe of her Majefty the Queen of Hungary, who 
fliall be neareft at hind, the moft proper meafures for the 
fervice of the common caufe. 

Article Via 

^Moreover, and in order to affift in bearing the extraor* 
dinary expence which his Majefty the Kingof Sardinia is 
and will be obliged to fupport, for raifing, and caufing to 
adt, a much greater number of troops, than his ownreve^ 
nues can maintain, his Majefty the King of Great-Britain 
engages to furnifh to him, for as long as the war, and-the 
occafion for it fliall continue, a fubfidy of two hundred 
thoufand pounds fterling per annum, to be paid every 
three months, and to commence from the ift of February, 
1742, New Style, being the day upon which the provi- 
iional convention y/asfigned hetween the feid King and her 
Majefty the Queen of Hungary ; and th^ faid fubfidy 
Ihall be pundlually paid from three months to three 
months in advance ; provided however, that what fliall 
have been advanced to his Majefty the King of Sardinia, 
before the fignature of the prefcnt treaty, fliaH be reckoned 
into it. 

Article IX, 

. In confideration of the zeal, and generofity, with which 
his SaiFdinian Majefty has been willing to ex;pofc bia perr 

fon 
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fon, ajad his domihtonsi for the public caufe, and for 
that of her Majcfty the Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, 
and of the moft ferene houfe of Auftria, in particular^ and 
of the effeilual fuccours, which the faid caufe has already 
received from him ; in confideration alfo of the hurthen- 
fome engagements of affiftance, and of the perpetual tyc 
of guaranty, which he contracts with her, by the prefent 
alliance, her faid Majefty the Queen of Hungar/and Be- 
bemia, for herfclf, her heirs and fucceflbrs, yields, and 
transfers, from this prefent time and for ever, to his faid 
Majefty the King of Sardinia, his heirs and fucceflbrs, to 
be united to his other dominions, the diftridt of Vige- 
vano, called the Vigevenafco, the part of the duchy of 
Pavia, which is. between the Po and the Thefin, fo that 
the Thefin ihall for the future, by the middle of its ftream, 
form the feparation and limit between the refpeftive do- 
minions, from the Lago Maggiore, or greater lake, to 
the place where it falls into the Po, excepting only the 
ifland formed by the canal over-againft the city of Pavia, 
which ifland .Ihall be refcrved to her Majefty the Queen, 
upon thefe conditions, that the King Ihall have nevcrche- 
Icfs the free communication of the river Thefin for the 
paflage of barks^ without their being either ftopt, vifited, 
or fubjefted to the payment of any duty, and that the faid 
canal (hall never be filled up, and fhall ferve in this place 
for a limit. Moreover, that other part of the duchy of 
Pavia, called the Pavefe, beyond the Po, Bobbio, and its 
territory being reckoned into it, the city of Piaifance, with 
that part of the duchy of Placcntia, which is between the 
Pavefan, and as far as the bed of the river Nura, from its 
fource quite to the Po -, in fuch manner that the middle, 
as well oCthc Nura as of the Po, do make in this part the 
limit of the two ftates ; and confequently, that which has 
hitherto belonged to the duchy of Placentia on the other 
fide of the Po, do remain Separated from it. 

Laftly, thit part of the county of Anghiera, or of the 
ftate of Milan, whatfoever particular name may be given 
to it, which borders upon the Novarefe, the valley of 
Scfia, the Great Alps, and the country of Vallais, extend* 
ipg to the Swifs prefeaurc3 of Yal Maggia and Locarno, 

and 
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snd along the banks of^ and in the Lago Maggiore, 'to 
the middle of the faid lake, in fuch manner, that for the 
future the confincs'between the dominions of his Majefty 
the King of Sardinia, and thofeof her Majefty the Queen 
€>( Hungary, (hall be continually fixed by a line drawn 
from the borders of the Swifs, in the middle, and all along 
the Lago Maggiore to the mouth of the Thefin, which 
line (hall go from thence along the middle of the ftream 
of that river to the place of its falling into the Po, ex-, 
ccpting the front of the above-mentioned ifland before 
Favia, and from thence go on along the middle of the 
courfc of the Po, to the place where the Nura falls into 
the Po, and go up by the middle of the bed of the Nura 
quite to its fource, which is oppofite to the country of 
Genoa. ^ ^ 

The abovefaid divifion of the courfe of the rivers Ihall 
not prevent the navigation remaining free,' as it is to re-« 
main to tbe fubjefts of the two fovereigns, in the whole 
breadth of the faid rivers, with liberty to pafs upon the 
banks on either fide, for the towing of boats which go up 
iircam, the faid banks being neverthelcfs to appertain, 
as well with regard to the property, as in all other refpefts 
to the fovereigns refpeftively, on either fide of the faid 
rivers, who (hall beallowod, each on their own fide, to 
make fuch reparations as they (hall judge neceffary towards 
ftrengthening of them, provided that thofe reparations be 
not prominent, that is to fay, that they may not force the 
fjream of the river againft the oppofite fide, and that, on 
the part of the King of Sardinia, it (hall ncytr be lawful, 
under any pretence whatfoever, to make fuch works as 
might preve^nt the free entry of the waters into the canal or 
Navilio, which is on the fide of her Majefty the Queen of 
Hungary, and which condu<Ss the faid waters to Milan. 

To enjoy the fame in full property and fovereignty, as 
her Majefty the Queen and her predeceflTors have enjoyed 
them hitherto ; which countries her Majefty the Queen 
xlifmembers for ever from her hereditary domrnions, and 
from the ftate of M'lan, derogating, for that purpofe, as 
far as there can be occa(ion ior it, from every thing that 
-might in any manner be contrary thereto^ faving alway$ 
the direft jurifdiftion of th(? erppire, 

Article 
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Article Xf 

Befides, as it is of importance to the public caufe, that 
hisMajefty the King of Sardinia fhould have an immediate 
communication of his dominions with the fea, and with 
the martime powers, her Majcfty the Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, yields to him 2^11 the rights which Ihe may 
have in any planner, and upon any title whatfoever, to ^ 
the town and marquifate of Final, which rights (be yields 
and transfers, without "any reftriftion, to the faid King, 
in the fame manner as Ihe does the countries defcribcd in 
the foregoing article ; in. the juft expeftation, that the 
fcpublic of Genoa wjll facilitate, as far as (hall be necef^ 
fary, a difpofition fo inijifpenfably requifite for the liberty 
and fecurity of Italy, in confideration of thefum, which 
(hall be found to be due to the faid republic, without his 
Majefty the King of Sardinia, nor her Majefty the Queen 
qf Hungary bejng obliged to contribute to the payment 
of the faid fum, provided always, that the tpwn of Final , 
be and remain for ever a free port, as is Leghorn ; and 
that it jttiairbe allowable for his Majefty the King of 
Sardinia to re-eftabli(h there the forts which have been de- 
THoliftied, or to caufe others to be built according as he 
Ihalljudge convenient. 

Article XI, 

His Majefty the King of Great-Britain, her Majefty the 
Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, and his Majefty the 
King of Sardinia, engage theinfelves not to make either 
peace or truce, without comprehending therein, in exprefs 
Words, all th? above-mentioned ceflions, and without fti- 
pulating alfo a full rtftitution to the King of Sardinia of 
every part of his other dominions, which may have beeii 
fcized or occupied in hatred of his union with the allies ; 
provided, that the King of Sardinia fliall hold himfelf to 
fee from this prefent time indemnified for the revenue which 
might be fo withheld from him, by that of the countries 
yielded and[ transferred tp. him by the prefent treaty. 
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Artick XIL 

' In return, his Majefty the King of Sardinia fhall rcmam 
firmly and infeparably united and attached to the interefts 
and to the canfe of the allies, not only for as long as the 
w4r may laft in Italy, but to the conclufibn of the peace in 
tJermany, and of the peace between Great-Britain and 
Spain ; and this is the principal condition, and fine qua 
non, of the ceffions made to him above by the 9th and 
lotb articles of this treaty, which ceffions (hall not receive 
their full and irrevocable force, but from its entire accom- 
plifhment, after which the countries yielded to the- faid 
King, Ihall be deemed guarantied to him by the allies for 
ever, as his other domnions are. 

Article XIII. 

And as foon as Italy fhall be delivered from enemies, 
and out of all apparent danger of being a frefh invaded, 
her Majefty the Queen of Hungary fliall not only be at 
liberty to withdraw part of her troops, but, if fhe requires 
it, his Majefty the King of Sardinia, fliall furnilh her feme 
of his own troops to be employed in the fccurity of her 
Majefty's dominions in Lombardy, that fo fhe may be able 
to make ufe of a greater number of her own in Germany, 
in like manner as, at the requifition of the King of Sar- 
dinia, the Queen of Hungary fhould caufe fome of her 
troops to pafs into the dominions of the faid King, if it 
were neceflfary, for defending the paflTages thereof, which 
an enemy's army (hould undertake to force, and for deli- 
vering from enemies all the dominions of his majefty the 
King of Sardinia, and freeing them from any danger of a 
frefli invafion. *• . ^ 

Article XIV. 

In any cafe, the allies fhall not make either peace, or 
truce, or accommodation whatfoever, with the common 
enemy, but in concert, and with the participation and ad- 
vice one of the other, nor without the guaranty of fuch 

power 
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-po^CT^ as Ihauld have a fhare in the pacification, for the 
pofTeffions and acquifitions of the allies, as fet forth in this 
treaty; and after the conclufion of the peace, the pfefent 
alliance Ihall equally and unalterably fubfift, as well for 
the fecurity of its execution, as, in general, for the niutu^ 
and conftant fecurity of the allies. 

Article XV, 

HisMajefty the Kin^ of Sardinia, and her Majefty the 
Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, in gratitude for the ge- 
nerous concern of his Britannick Majefty for the public 
fecurity^ and for theirs, and for that of Italy in particular, 
do not only confirm to the Britilh fubjefts the advantages 
of comnierce and navigation, which t'ley enjoy in their 
refpeaive dominions, but promife to fecure them ftill far- 
ther to them, and as far as it (hall be found reafonablc 
and prafticable, by a. fpecific treaty of commerce and 
navigation,* whenever his Britannick Majefty (hall require 
it of them. 

Article XVI. 

The Lords the States-General of the United Provinces 
being already under the fame engagements towards the 
moft ferene Houfe of Auftria, and having the fame interefl: 
with his Britannick Majefty in all the objeds of the prefent 
treaty, the allies will jointly invite them toentier into this 
alliance, as a principal contradling party. 

Article XVIL 

The other princes and ftates, who have at heart the 
peace, the liberty, and the fecurity of Europe, of the 
Empire, and of Italy, and who will be willing to enter 
into the prefent alliance, fhall be admitted into it. 

Article XVIII. 

This treaty of alliance fliall be ratified by all the allies, 
and the ratifications of it Ihalt be exchanged withip the 
^ace of fix weeks, or fooner if poflible. ! "

7%e Definitive Treaty of Peace and FHendJhip^ between his 
Britannick Majefty, the moji Chriftian King, and the 
States General of the United Provinces. Concluded at 
Aix la €hapelle the iSth Day of Oftober N^ S* 174^4 

In the Name of the moft holy and undivided Trinity, the 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft. 

BE it known to all thofe, whom it Ihall dr may (Con- 
cern, in any manner whatfoevrt*. Europe fees the 
day, which Divine Providence had pointed out for the 

re- 
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re-eftabiifhment of its repofe. A general pcacd fuccecds to 
the long and bloody war, which had arofe between themoft 
ferene and moft, potent Prince George II. by the Gnace oC 
God, King of Great-Britain, France,, and Ireland, Dukccf 
Brunfwick and Lunenbourg, Arch-Treafurer and Eledor 
of the Holy Roman Empire, &c. and the nnoft ferene 
and moft potent Princefs Mary Therefia, by the Grace 
of God, Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, &c. Em- 
prefs of the Romans, on the one part, and the mofl: fc* 
rene and moft potent Prince Lewis XV. by the Grace of 
God, the moft Chriftian King, on the other ; as aMb be- 
tween the King of Great-Bntain, the Emprefs Queca 
of Hungary and Bohemia, and the moft ferene and moft 
potent Prince Charles Emanuel III. by the Grace of God, 
King of Sar<linia, on the one part, and the moft ferene 
and moft potent Prince Philip V. by the" Grace of God, 
King of Spain and the Indies, (of glorious memory) and 
after his deceafe, the moft ferene and moft potent Prince 
Ferdinand VI. by the Grace of God, King of Spain and 
the Indies, bn the other; in which war the high and 
mighty Lords the States General of the United Provinces 
of the Low Countries had taken parr, as auxiliaries to 
the King of Great-Britain ; and the Empreft Queen of 
Hungary and Bohemia ; and the moft ferene Duke of 
Modena, and the moft ferene republic of Genoa, as 
auxiliaries to the King of Spain » God, in his merc5% 
made known to all thefe powers, at the fame time, the 
way which he had decreed for their reconciliation, and for 
the reftoration of tranquility to the people, whom he had 
fubjefted to their government. They fent their miniftcrs 
to Aix la 'Chapelle, where thofe of the King of Great-

the Emprefs Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, of his Ca- 
tholic Majefty, of the King of Sardinia, of the Duke 
of Modena, and of the republic of Gertoa, having ac- 
ceded thereunto, a general ceflation of hoftilities, by fea 
and land, hapily enfued. In order to compleat, at Aix 
h Chapelle, the great wgrk of a peace, equally ftaWe and

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convenient for all parties, the high contraAing powers hav^ 
nominated, appointed, and provided with their full 
powers, the moft illuftrious and moft excellent Lords their 
ambafladors extraordinary, and minifters plenipotentiary, 
viz. His facred Majcfty the King of Great-Britain, John 
Earl of Sandwich, Vifcount Hinchinbrook, Baron Monta* 
gueof Sc. Neots, Peer of England, firft Lord Commiffioner 
of the Admiraky, one of the Lords regents of the king- 
dom, his ntiinifter plenipotentiary to the States General of 
the United Provinces, and Sir Thomas Robtnfon, Knight 
of the nnoft honourable order of the Bath, and his mini- 
fter plenipotentiary to his Majefty the Emperor of the Ro- 
mans, and her Majefty the Emprefs Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia.

Her ftcred Majefty the Emprefs Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, Wenceflaus Anthony Count of Kaunitz 
Rittberg, Lord of Effens, SedefdorlF, Wittmund, Auf- 
terlitz, Hungrifchbrod, Wite, &c. aftual intilnate coun-* 
fellor of ftate.to their Imperial Majefties. - 

His facred Catholic Majefty, the Lord l>on James 
Mafibne de Lima and Sotto Major, gentleman of the bed* 
chamber to his Catholic Majefty^ and Major General of 
his forces. 

His facred Majefty the King of Sardinia, Don jofeph 
Oflbrio, Knight, Grand Croix and Grand Confervator d 
the military order of the Saints Maurice and Lazarus, 
and envoy extraordinary of his Majefty the King of Sar-* 
dinia to his Majefty the King of Great- Britain; and 
Jofeph Borre, Count Chavanne, his counfellor of ftate, 
and hi& minifter to the Lords the ftatcs General of the 
United Provinces. 

Thc^High and Mighty Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces, William Count Bentinck, Lord of Rboon 
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and Pendrecht, one of the nobles of the Province of Hol- 
land and Weft Fricfland, curator of the univerfity of Ley* 
den, &c. &c. &c. Frederic Henry Baron of Waffenaer, 
Lord of Catwyck and Zand, one of the nobles of the 
Province of Holland and Weft Friefland, Hoog-Heemrade 
of Rhynland, &c. Gerard Arnout Haffelaer, burgo- 
mafter and counfellor of the city of Amfterdam, direftor 
of the Eaft-India company; John Baron of Borfele, firft 
noble and reprefentative of the nobility in the ftates, in 
the council and admiralty of Zealand, director of the Eaft- 
India company; Onno Zwier Van Haren, Grietman of 
Weft-Sterlingwerf, deputy-counfellor of the Province .of 
Friefland, and Commiflary General of all the Swifs and 
Grifon troops in the fervice of the aforefaid States General, 
and refpedful deputies in the aflembly of the ftates Ge- 
neral, and in the council of ftate, on the part of the Pro- 
vinces of Holland and Weft Friefland, Zealand, and 
Friefland. 

The moft ferene Duke of Modena, the Sieur Count dc 
Monzone, his Counfellor of State, and colonel in his fer- 
vice, and his minifter plenipotentiary to his moft Chriftian 
Majefty. 

The moft ferene republic of Genoa, the Sieur Francis 
Marquis Doria, 

Who, after having communicated their full powers to 
each other, in due form, copies, whereof are annexed at 
the end of this prefent treaty ; and having conferred on 
the feveral objefts, which their fovercigns have judged 
proper to be inlerted, in this inftrument of general pacifi- 
cation, have agreed to the feveral articles, which are as 
follows. 

Article I. 

There fliall be a Chriftian, univerfal and perpetual peace, 
as wellby fea.as land, and a fincere and lafting friendfliip 
between the eight powers above-mentioned, and between 
their heirs and fucceflbrs, kingdoms, ftates, provinces^ 
countries, fijbjedts and vaffals,. of what rank and condition 
foever they may be, without exception of places or per- 
fons. So that the high contradling powers may have the 
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greateft attention to maintain between them atnd tlicir fatd 
States and fubjefts, this reciprocal friend(hip and corre- 
l^ondence, not permitting any fort of hoftiUties to be conv 
mittedy on one fide or the other, on any caufe> or under 
any pretence whatfoever 5 and avoiding every thing that 
mav, for the future, diftur^the union happily re-eftablifli- 
fd oetwccn them ; and, on thj: contrary,, endeavouring to 
procure, on all occafions* whatever may contribute to their 
mutual glory, interefts and advantage, vrrthoot giving any 
nfliftance or protedion, dirc(5Hy or indireftly, to thofe 
who would injure or prejudce any of the contraaing 
parties. 

Il^There feall bca general oblivion of whatever n«iy have 
been done or committed during the war, now ended. And 
all perfons, upon the day of the exchange of lihc ratifica- 
tions of all the parties^ih^U be maintained or re-eftablifiied 
in .the pofleffion of all the efi^efts, dignities, ecclefiaftic^ 
benefices, honours, revenues, which tfey enjoy€d> Drought 
to have enjoyed, at the commencement of the war,, not- 
witbftandkig all difpoflreflioii3> feizwes, or cosrfifcations, 
occafioncd by the faid war, 

III. TEetieauesof Wcftphafiaof 1648.; thofc of Madrid 
between the crowns of England and Spain, of 1667, and 
1670; the trcaHes of peace of Nicnegen of 1678, and 
1.679 V of Ryfwick of 1697 ; of Utrecht of 1713 ^ of 
Baden of 1714; the treaty of the Triple Alliance of the 
Hague of 1717 > that of the (^adruple alliance of Lon- 
don of 17 1 i and the treaty of peace of Vienna of 1 73&, 
ferve as a bafis and foundation to the general peace, and to 
the prcfent treaty ; and, for this purpofc, they are. re- 
newed and confirmed in the beft form, and as if they were 
herein inferred, word for word; fo that they fhall be 
pundually obferved for the future in all their tenor, and 
religioufly' executed on the OJie fide and the ot-her ; ftich 
points however, as have been derogated from in the prc- 
fent treaty, excepted. 

IV. All the prifoners made on the one fide and the other^ 
as well by fea as by land, and the Koftage$ required or given 
during the war, and to this day, £baU be reftored, with- 
out ranfom, in fix weeks at lateft^ to be reckoned from the 
exchange of the ratification of the prefcnt Jreatv; and it 
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fiiall be immediately proceeded upon jifter that exchange ; 
and all the fhips of war, as well as merchant veflels, that 
fhall have been taken fince the expiration of the terms 
agreed. upon for the ceflation of hoftilitks at fca, fhall be, 
in like manner, faithfully reftored, with all their equipages 
and cargoes; and fureties ihall be given on all fides for. 
payment of the debts, which the prifoners or hoftages may 
have contracted in the ftates, where ihcy had been de- • 
tained, until their full difcharge, 

V. All theconquefts, that have been made fmcc thecoma 
mencement of the war, or which, fince the conclufion of 
the preliminary articles, figned the 30th of April lafl:> nray 
have been or Ihall be made, either in Europe, or the Eaft * 
or Weft Indies, or in any other part of the world wHat* 
foever, being to be reftored without exception, in confor-!* 
mity ta what was ftipulated by the faid preliminary articles^ 
^nd by the declarations fince figned; the high coiitrad:ing 
parties, engage to give orders immediately for proceeding 
to that reftitution, as well as to the putting the moft fia- 
rcne Infant Don Philip in polleifibn of the ftates, which 
are to be yielded to him by virtue of the faid preliminaries, 
the faid parties folemnly renouncing, as well for them- 
selves as for their heirs and fucceffors, all rights and claims, 
by what title or pretence Ibever, to all the ftates, countries 
and places, that they refpeftlvely engage to reftore or yield j 
faving, however, the reverfion ftipulated of the ftates 
yielded to the moft ferene Infant Don Philip. 

VI. It is fettled and agreed, that all the refpeftive reftitu- 
tionsand cefllons in Europe (hall be entirely made and ex- 
ecuted on all fides in the fpacc of fix weejcs, or fooner 
if pofHble, to be reckoned from the day of the exchange 
of the ratifications of the prefent treaty of all the eight par- 
ties above mentioned ; fo that, within the famfc teUm of fix . 
>^eeks, the' moft Chriftian King fliall reftore, as well to 
the Emprefs Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, as to the n 
States General of the United Provinces, all the conqucfts 
which he has made upon them during this war, - 

.The Emprefs Queen of Hungary and Bohemia Ihall be 
put, in confequence hereof, in full and peaceable pof- 
feffion of all that (he poflcffcd before the prefent war in the

Low Countries, and eUcwhere, except what is otherwifc 
regulated by the prefent treaty. 

In the fame time the Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces fliall be put in full and peaceable pof- 
leflion, and fuch as they had before the prefent war, of 
the places of Bergen-op^Zoom and Maeftricht, and of all 
they poflefled before the faid prefent war in Dutch Flan- 
ders, Dutch Brabant, and elfewhere : 

And the towns and places in the Low Countries, the fo- 
vereignty of which belongs to the Emprefs Queen cf 
Hungary and Bohemia, in which their High Mightinefies 
have the right of garrifon^ (hall be evacuated to the troops 
of the republic, within the fame fpace of time. 

The King of Sardinia (hall be in like manner, and 
within the fame time, entirely re-eflabliihed and maintained 
in the Duchy of Savoy, and in the county of Nice, as 
ihell as in all the ftates, countries, places and forts con- 
quered^ and taken from him on occafion of the prefent 
war. 

The moft fcrene Duke of Modena, and the moft (erene 
republic of Genoa, Ihall be alfo, within the fame time, 
entirely re-eftabiiihcd and maintained in the ftates, coun- 
tries, places, and forts conquered and taken from them du- 
ring the prefent war, conformably to the tenor of the 
13th and 14th articles of this treaty, which relate to 
them. 

All the reftitutions and ceffions of the faid towns, forts 
and places, ftiall be made, with ail the arillery and war- 
like ftores, that were found there on the day of their 
furrender, during the courfe of the war, by the powers 
who 'are to make the faid ceffions and reftitutions, and this 
according to the inventories which have been made of them, 
6r which ihall be delivered bona fide, on each fide. Pro- 
vided that, as to the pieces of artillery, that have been re- 
moved elfewhere to be new caft, or for other ufes, they 
Ihall be replaced by the fame number of the fame bore, or 
weight in metal. Provided alfo, that the places of Char- 
leroy, Mons, Athe, Oudenarde, and Menin, the out- 
works of which have been demoliflied, (hall be reftcred 
without artillery. Nothing (ball be tiemanded for the 
charges and expences employed in the fortifications of all 
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the other places; nor for other public or private workst 
which have been done in the countries that are to be re* 
ftored. 

VII. In confidcration of the reftitutions that his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, and his Catholic Majcfty make, by the 
prcfcnt treaty, cither to her Majefty the Queen gf Hungary 
and Bohemia, or to his Majefty the King of Sardinia, the 
duchies of Parma, Placencia, and Guaftalla (hall, for the 
future, belong to the moft ferene Infante Don Philip, to 
be pofleflcd by him and his male defccndants, born in 
lawful niarriage, in the fame manner, and in the fame 
extent, as they have been, or ought to be, poflefled by 
thcprcfent poflefTors ; and the faid moft ferene Infante, or 
his male dcfcendants, fliall enjoy the faid three duchies, 
conformably and under the conditions exprefTed in the 
afts of ceffion of the Emprcfs Queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, and of the King o/ Sardinia, 

Thefe afts of ceffion of the Emprefs Queen of Hun- 
gary and Bohemia, and of the King of Sardinia, fliall be 
delivered, together with their ratifications of the prefcnt 
treaty, to the ambaflador extraordinary and plenipotentiary 
of the Catholic King, in like manner as the ambaftadors 
extraordinary and plenipotentiaries of the moft Chriftian 
King and Catholic King, (hall deliver, with the ratifica- 
tions of their Majefties, to the ambaflador extraordinary and 
plenipotentiary of the King of Sardinia, the orders to the 
generals of the French and Spanifli troops to reftore Savoy 
^nd the county of Nice to the perfons appointed by that 
Prince to receive them ; fo that the rcftitucion of the faid 
ftates, and the taking pofleffion of the duchies of Parma, 
Placentia, and GuaftlUa, by or in the name of the moft 
ferene Infante Don Philip, may be eflfefted within the fame 
time, conformably to the adts of ceffion, the tenor whereof 
follows, 

WE Mary Therefia, &c. make known by thefe pre* 
fcnts : Whereas, in order to put an end to the ratal 
War, certain preliminary articles were agreed upon the 30th 
of April of this year, between the mmifters plenipotentiaries 
of the moft ferene and moft potent Prince George II. King 
^f Qr^at-Britainj ^nd the moft ferene and moft potent 
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Prince L^wis XV. the moft Chriftian King^ and their high 
Mightineffes the States General of the United ProvincrSj> 
vhich have been fince ratified by all the powers concerned. 
The tenor of the 4th article whereof is conceived in th^ 
following manner. 

The duohies of Parma, Placentia, and Guaftalla Ihall 
be yielded to the moft fcrcne Infante Don Philip to ferve 
him, as an cftabHfliment, with the right of reverfion to 
the prefent poflcffors, after that his Majcfty the King of 
the two Sicilies {hall have fucceeded to the crown of Spain 1 
as alfo in cafe the faidmoftfcrene Infante Don Philip (hould 
happen to die without children. 

And whereas a definitive treaty of peace having fince 
been concluded, the feveral points relating to this affair, 
have been, by virtue of the articles thereof, explained by 
the common confent of the parties concerned, in the fol^ 
lowing manner. 

In confideration of the reftitutlons, that his moft Chriftian 
Majefty and his Catholic Majcfty make, by the prefent 
treaty, either to her Majefty the Queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, or to his Majcfty the King of Sardinia, the 
duchies of Parma, Placentia, and Guaftalla ftiall, for the 
future, belonging to the moft fcrcne Infante Don Philip, to 
be pofleffed by him, and his male dcfcendants born in 
lawful marriage, in the fame manner, and in the fame ex- 
tent, as they have been or ought to be poflcffcd by the 
prefent poffcflcrs 5 and the faid moft fcrcne Infante, or his 
male delcendents, fliall enjoy the faid three duchies, con-» 
formabiy and under the conditions exprefled in the afts of 
cefllon of the Emprefs Queen of Hungary and Bohepiiaj 
and of the King of Sardinia. 

Thefe aftsof ccflion of the Emprefs Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, and of the King of Sardinia, flia^ll be deli- 
vered, together with their ratifications of the prefent treaty, 
to the ambaffador extraordinary and plenipotentiary of the 
Catholic King, in like manner as the ambaffadors ex- 
traordinary, and plenipotentiaries of the moft Chriftian 
King and (JathoH^ King Ihall deliver, with the ratifica- 
tions qf their Majefties, to the ambaffadors extraordinary 
and plenipotentiaries of the King of Sardinia, the orders tQ 
the General of ^fec f rench and Soanifh troops to reftore

Savoy and the county of Nice, to the perfons appointed 
by that Prince to receive them i fo that the reftitutibn t)f 
the faid ftates^ and the taking poffeffion of the duchiei 
of Parma^ Placentia, and Gaaftalla, by or in the nanie 
of the moft ferene Infante Don Philip^ may be effeftcd in 
the fame time^ conformably to the faid a£ts of ceffion. 

Wherefore, in order to ftilfil thofe things, to which we 
have bound ourfelves by the articles before infer ted, and iit 
the fi^m hope/ that the moft Chriftian and Catholic Kingft^ 
and the future pofTeflfor of the aforefaid three duchies, and 
his male defcendants will, on their part, bona fide ^ and 
pundlually, fulfill the tenor of thearticlcs abovcmcntioned, 
and will }ikewiie reftore to us, within the fame time, the 
dates and places which are to be reflored to us, in confe«> 
quence of the iecond and eighteenth articles of the fame 
preliminaries, we do yield and renounce, for us and our 
iucceflbrs, under the conditions expreiTed in the above 
mentioned articles, all rights, claims, and pretenfions to 
us under any title or caufe whatfoever belonging, upon 
the aforefaid three duchies of Parma, Placentia, and Guaf- 
talla, formerly poflfeired by us ( and to transfer the fame 
rights, claims and pretenfions, in the beft and moil 
folemn manner poffible, to the moft ferene Don Philip 
Infante of Spain, and his defcendents, to be born in law-, 
ful' marriage, abfolving all the inhabitants of the faid 
duchies from the allegiance and oath, which they have ta« 
ken to us, who (hall be obliged, for the future, to pay 
the fame allegiance to thofe to whom we have yielded our 
rights; all which however is to be tuiderftood only for that 
fpacc of time, that cither the faid moft ferene Infante Don 
Philip, or one of his defcendents, fliall not have afcended 
either throne of the Two Sicilies, or of Spain; for at that 
time, and in cafe the aforefaid Infante Should die with- 
out male defcendents, we exprefsly referve to ourfelves^ 
our heirs and fucceflbis, all rights, claims and prctenfionsj. 
which have heretofore belonged to us, and confequentljr 
the right of rcverfion to the faid duchies^, In witnef* 
v^^efwf^ $cc» 
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CHARLES EMANUEL, &c. The dcfire we have 
to contribute, on our parr, to the moft ipeedy re- 
rltablilhment of the public tranquilhty, which lately in- 
duced us to accede to the preliminary articles^ (igned the 
30th of April lad between the minifter of his Bi itannick 
Majefty, his moft Chriftian Majefty, and the Lords the 
States General of the United Provinces, which we did, on 
the 3 ift of May laft, by our plenipotentiary, accordingly 
accede to, inducing us now to accomplifb as much as is to 
be performed, on our part, in pursuance of them ; and 
particularly for the execution of what is contained in the 
fourth article of the faid preliminaries, by virtue whereof 
the duchies of Parma, Placentia, and Guaftalla, are to be 
yielded to the moft ferene Prince Don Philip, Infante of 
Spain, to hold, as an eftabliftiment, with the right of re? 
verfion to the prefent pofieflbrs, as foon as his Majefty the 
King of the two Sicilies (hall have fucceeded to the crown 
of Spain, or that the faid Infante ftiQuld happen to die 
without iffuc male ; we, in conformity thereto, do, by the 
prefent aft, renounce, yield, and transfer, for ourfelves 
and our fucceiTors, to the aforefaid moft ferene Infante Don 
Philip, and to his male ifiue, and their defcendents born 
in lawful marriage, the town of Placentia, and the Plai- 
fantine, (whereof we were poflTeflpd) to be held and pof^ 
felfed by him as Duke of Placentia, renouncing to this 
end all rights, claims, and pretcnfions, which we have 
upon them; referving, however, exprefly to us, and our 
fucccffors, the right ot revefion, in the cafes abovcrnien* 
tioned. 

In witnefs whereof, &c, 

VIIL. In order tofecure and eflfeftuate the faid reftir 
tutions and ceffions, it is agreed, that they ihall be cnr. 
tirely executed and accomplished on all fides, in Europe, 
within the term of fix weeks, or fooner, if ppffible, to be 
reckoned from the day of the exchange of the ratifications 
of all the eight powers ; it being provided, that in fifteen 
days after the figning of the prefent treaty, the Generals, 
brother perfons, whom the high contrafting parties Ihall 
think proper to appoint fox that purpofe, fhall meet at 
^ * • '^ - ^' * ■ ^ ' ' ^ruffelSj 
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Briifiels and at Nice, to concert and agrtfeon the method 
of proceeding to tBe reftitutions, and of putting the parties 
in pofleffion,in a manner equally convenient tof the good 
of the troops, the inhabitants, and therefpcftive countries; 
but fo that ail 4ind each of the high contradting powers 
may be agreeable to their intentions, and to the engage^ 
ments contrafted by the prefent treaty, in full and peace^ 
kble pofTefiion, without any exception, of all chat is to be 
acquired to them, either by reftitution, or ceflion, within 
the faid term of fix weeks, or fooner if poflible, after the 
exchange of the ratifications of the prefent treaty by all 
the faid eight powers. 

IX. In confideration that, notwithflanding the recipro* 
cal engagement taken by the i8th article of the prelimi* 
naries, importing, that all the reftitutions and cefllons 
ihould be carried on equally, and (hould be executed at 
^e fame time, his moft Chriftian Majefl:y engages, by the 
6 th article of the prefent treaty, toreftore, within the Ipacc 
of ^ix weeks, or fooner if poffible, to be reckoned from 
the day of exchange of the ratifications of the prefenr 
treaty, all the conquefts which he has made in the Low 
Countries ; whereas it is not pofiible, confidering the dif* 
tance of the countries, that what relates to America 
ihould be effefted within the fame time, or even to fix 
the time of its entire e^^ecution ; his Britannick Majeftjr 
likcwife engages on his pare to fend to his moft Chriftiaa 
Majefty immediately after the exchange pf the ratifications 
of the prefent treaty, two perfons of ra^k and confidera- 
tion, who ftiall remain there as hoftages, till there (hall 
be received a certain and authentic accoynt of the rc^ 
ftitution of Ifle Royal, called Cape Breton, and of all 
the conquefts which the arms or fubjefts of his Britannick 
Majeily may have made btfore, or after the figning of 
the preliminaries, in the Eaft and Weft Indies. 

Their Britannick ^nd moft Chriftian Majcfties oblige 
themfelves likewife to caufe to be delivered, upon the ex- 
change of the ratifications of the prefent treaty, the dupli- 
cates of the orders addrefied to the commiflaries appointed 
to rjpftorc, and recieve, refpeftively whatever may have 
|)eet]i cwqnctcd, on either jQde, in t^ie faid Eaft and Weft 
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tndkSy agreeably to the 3d article of the preltminaxlest 
and to the declarations of the 21ft and 31 ft: of May, and 
the 8th of July laft, in regard to what concerns the faid 
conquefts in the Eaft and Weft Indiei, Proyidcd never* 
thelefs, that Ifle Royal, called Cape Breton, ihall be 
reftored' with all the artillery and warlike ftores, which 
fliall have been found therein on the day of its furrender, 
conformably to the inventories, which have been made 
thereof^ and in the condition that the faid place was in, 
on the faid day of its furrender. As to the other reftitu- 
tions. they (hall take place conformably to the meaning of 
the fecond article of the preliminaries, and of the deda*- 
rations and convention 01 the 21ft and jiftof May^ sind 
the 8th of July laft, in the condition in which things were 
on the I ith of June, N. S» in the Weft Indies^ and on the 
31ft of Odtober, alfo N. S, in the Eaft Indies* And every 
thing befides Ihall be re-eftabli(hed on the foot that they 
were or ought to be before the prefent war# 

The faid refpeftive commiflarics, as well thofe for tbc 
"Weft, as thofe for the Eaft indies, ihall be ready to fet 
out on thefirft advice that their Britannick andmi^ Chrif«* 
ttan Majefties Ihall receive of the exchange of the ratifica^ 
tions, furniflied with all the neceflfary inftru^ons, coip^ 
miffions, powers, and orders, for the moft expeditious ac-. 
Cdmplilhment of their faid Majefties intentions, and of 
the engagments taken by the prefent treaty, 

X. The ordinary revenues of the couatries that are to 
be refpeftivcly reftord or yielded, and the impofition^ 
laid upon thofe countries for the entertainment and winter 
quarters of the troops, fliall belong to the powers that are 
in poflcffion of them, till the day of the exchange of the 
ratifications of the {irefcnt treat)^, without, however, its 
being permitted to proceed to any kind of execution, pro^ 
vided fufficient frcurtty Has been given for the ^ayment-i 
jt being always to be underftood, that the forage and uten- 
fils for the troops Ihall be furniflied till the evacautions; 
in confequence of which, all the powers promilc and en- 
gage notta demand or exaft impofitions and contribut ons 
which they may have laid upon the countries, towns, and 
places that they have poflelfod during the courfe of the 
war, and which had not been paid at the time that the 
events of the faid W4r had obliged them to abandon the 
^ ^ - faid 
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fftid countries, towns, and places j all pretenfions of thll 
nature being made void by the prcfent treaty. 

XI. All the papers, letters, documents, and archives, 
which were in the countries, eftates, towns and places 
which are reflorcd, and thofe belonging to the countries 
yielded, Ihall be rcfpcftively, and ^o«4 /if, delivered or 
given up at the fame time, if poffible, as pofleflion ftiall 
be taken, or at fartherft two months after the exchange ol? 
the ratifications of the prefent treaty of all the eight parties, 
IQ whatever places the faid papers or documents may be, 
namely, thofe which may have been removed from the 
archive of the great council of Mechlin, 

XII. His Majefty the King of Sardinia fhallreoiain in 
pofleflion of all that he anticntly and newly enjoyed, and 
particularly of the acquiGtion which he made in the year 
J 743, of the Vigevanafque, a, part of the Pavefan, and 
the county of Anghiera, in the manner as this prince now 
pofleflcs them, by virtue of the ceffions that have been 
made of them to him. 

XIII. The moft fcrene Duke of Modena,.by virtue a$ 
wfell of the prefent treaty, as of his rights, prerogatives, 
^nd dignities, Ihall take pofleflion fix weeks, or fooncr 
if poflible, after the exchange of the ratifications of the 
faid treaty, of all his flates, places, forts, countries, effeAs, 
and revenues, and, in general of all that he enjoyed before 
the war. 

At the fame time fliaU be likewife reftored to him, his 
archives, documents, writings, and moveables of what 
nature foever they may be, as alfo the artillery, and war- 
likc~ ftores, which fliall have been found in his countries, 
^t the time of their being feized. As to what ftiall be 
wanting, or fliaU have been converted into another form, 
the juft value of the things fo taken away, and which 
are to be reftored, ftiall be paid in ready money ; which 
money, as well as the equivalent for the fiefs, which the

The ambaffadores extraordinary and plenipotentiaries 
of his Britannick Majcfty, of his moft Chriftian Majefty, 
and of the High and Mighty Lords the States General 
of the United Provinces, having concluded and (igned^ 
in this city of Aix la Chapclle, on the i8th of the pre- 
fent month of Oftobor, upon the foundation of the pre- 
liminaries, at (irft agreed upon and fettled amongft them 
the 30th day of April of this year, a general and de* 
finitive treaty of peace, and two feparate articles, of which 
treaty and feparate articles the tenor is as follows.

And the faid amba(radors extraordinary and plenipoten- 
tiaries, having amicably invited the minifters plenipoten- 
tiary of the moft fercne Republic of Genoa, to accedle 
thereto, in the name of the faid moft fercne Republic. 

The under-written ambafladors and minifter plenip6* 
tcntiary J to wit, on the part of the moft ferine and moft 
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potent Prince^ George the Second^ by tfae gr«:e of Oo^> 
Kfltg of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, the Lords^ 
John Eirl of Sandwich^ Vifcount of Hinchinbrooke^ 
Baron Monugo of St. Neots, peer of Englard, firft Lord 
Comoiiffioncr of the Admiralty, ^^'^ o( the Lords Re- 
gents of the hifigdmn, his minifter plenipotentiary to the 
Lords the States General 4if the United Provinces; and 
Thcfmas Robinfon, Knight; of the moll honourable order 
of the Bath, and minifter plenipotentiary to his Majefty 
(he Emperor of the l^omans^. and to her Majefty the £tn- 
prefs Queen .of Hungary and Bohemia^ and on the part of 
the moft ferene Republic. of Genoa, the Sieur Francis 
Marquis Doria, by virtue of their full pow^frs, whick 
they have; conlmunicated to each other, and copies where- 
of are added at the end of the prefent aA, have agreed 
upon what follows. 

That the moft ferene Republick of Genoa, dcfiring 
to contribute and concur to re-bftabliSi and fettle the 
quiet of Europe, accedes, by virtue of the prefcntaft, to 
nie faid treaty and two fcparate articles,, without any re- 
ferve or cxceptioh, in a firm confidence that \diatfocver 
is promlfed therein to the faid moft fererie Republic, fliaJI 
be faithfully fulfilled ; declaring, at the fame time, and 
^romifing, thkt ftie will alfo perfpfm, moft faithfully, 
«U the articles^ <;laufes and conditions, which regard her. 

In like manner his Britannick Majefty accepts the pre- 
sent acceffion of the moft ferciie Republit of Genba ; and 
iikewife promifes t04)erform, without any rcfcrve or excep- 
tion, all* the articles, claufes, afnd condition^, contained 
in the faid treaty and the two fcparate artictes inferted 
•above. ' ^ 

The ratifieatiohs of the prefent aft ihafl be exchanged, 
in this city of Aix laChapelle, in the fpace of twenty- 
five days, to be computed from this, day. 

In teftimony whereof, we thfe ambafladors c;xtraordi- 
n&ry and n^iinifter plenipbtentiary of his Britannick Ma- 
jefty, and of the moft ferene l?,epublic bl Genoa, have 
figfted ^He ptdfent atft, and have catifed the feal of our 
arms to be affixed thereto.

GONSCIOUS of the experience, fidelity and zeal 
of our Patrician Francefco Maria D*Oria, we have 
chofcn and deputed him, as our minifter plenipotentiary 
at the conferences of peace at Acjuifgraho, otherwife Aix 
la Chapelle, or any other place where the faid conference* 
of peace may hereafter be held, or transferred to, and we 
have given and conferred upon him, as we do give and 
confer upon him, ample faculty and full power, with gc« 
nerafand fpecial order, to treat there in our name, upon 
the affairs which regard us, and to agree to, conclude, 
ftipulate and fign, on our part, whatever he Ihall appre- 
hend to be moft foitable to our interefls, and that, in the 
fame manner, as we ourfelves, were prcfent, could do, 
although a more full and fpecial ordec than the prefcnt 
might be requifite, defiring, for this end, the minrfters 
plenipotentiaries of all the courts concerned, which (hall 
De prefent at the faid conferences, to accept of, and ac- 
knowledge him, as our minifter plenipotentiary; pro- 
mifing, on. the faith and word of a Prince, to hold as 
confirmed and ratified, and to obferve all that (hall be 
concluded, accepted, llipulated and figned by the fame, 
in virtue of the prefent full power j asalfo to difpatch our 
ratifications in due form, to be exchanged within the time 
which fhall be agreed upon.

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A treaty tvndudid and ftgntd at Madrid, on the ^fb of 
Odober N. S. 1750, between the Minijlers Pelenipoten- 
iiarUs of their Britannick and Catholic Majejlies. 

WHEREAS by tlic i6th article of the treaty of Alx 
la Chapelle, it has been agreed between their Bri- 
tannick and Catholic Majeftics, that the treaty of the 
Aflicnto for the commerce of negroes, and the article of 
the annual ftiip, for the four years of non-enjoyment^ 
fliould be conBrmed to Great Britain, upon the fame 
foot^ and iipon the conditions, as they ought to have 
been executed before the late war; and the refpcftivc 
ambafladors of their faid Majefties having agreed, by a 
declaration figncd between them on the tJ June, 1 748, to 
regulate, at a proper time and place, by a negociation 
between minifters named on each fide for that purpofe, 
the equivalent which Spain (bould givejn confidera- 
tion of the non-enjoyment of the years of the faid Afficnto 
of negroes, and of the annual fhip granted to Great Bri- 
tain, by the loth article of the preliminaries figned at 
Aix la Chapelle, on the i? April, 1748. 
' Their Britannick and Catholic Majefties, in order to 
fulfil the faid engagements of their refpeftive minifters, 
and to ftrengthen and perfeft more and niore a folid and 
lafting harmony between the two crowns, have agreed 
to make the prefent particular treaty between themfelves, 
without the intervention or participation of any third 
power; fo that each of the cont;rafting parties acquires 
by virtue of the ceflions which that party makes, a right 
of compenfation from the other reciprocally : and they 
have named their minifters plenipotentiaries for thatpur- 
pofe, viz. His Britannick Majcfty, Benjamin Keene, Efcj^; 
bis minifter plenipotentiary to his Catholic Majefty i and his 
Cathtolic Majefty, Don Jofeph de Carvajal and Lancafter, 
minifter of ttate, and Dean of his Council of ftate'j whOj 
^fter having, examined the points in queftion, have agreed 
on the following articles. 

I. His Britannick Majefty yields to his Catholic Ma- 
jefty his right to the enjoyment of the Affiento of ncgrocs» 
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and the- annual fhip, during the four years ftipulatcd by 
the 1 6th article of the treaty* of Aix la Chapelle* 

II. His Britannick Majefty, in confideration of a com- 
penfation of one hundred thoufand pounds fterling, which 
his Catholic Majcfty promifes and engages to caufc to 
be paid, either at Madrid or London, to the royal Affiento 
Company, within the term of three months at lateft^. 
to be reckoned from the day of the figning of this treaty, 
yields to his Catholic Majefty, all that may be due to the 
laid Company for balance of accounts, or arifing in any 
manner whatfocver from the faid Affiento; fo that the faid 
compenfation (hall be cfteemcd and looked upon as a full 
and entire fatisfadlion on the part, of his CatholicMajefty, 
and Ihall extingui(h from this prefent time, for the future 
and for ever, all right, prctenfion, or demand, which 
might be formed in confequence of the faid Afliento, or 
annual (hip, direftly or indireftly, on the part of his Bri- 
tannick Majefty, or on that of the faid Company. 

III. The Catholic King yields to his Britantiick Ma- 
jefty all his pretenfions or den:*ands in confequence of the 
faid Affiento and annual Ihip, as well with regard to the 
articles already liquidated, as to thofe which may be eafy 
or difficult to liquidate; fo that no mention can ever be 
made of them hereafter, on cither fide. 

IV. His Catholic Majefty confents that the Britiihfub- 
jefts Ihall not be bound to pay higher, or other duties, or 
upon other evaluations for goods which they (hall carry 
into, or out of the different ports of his Catholic Majefty, 
than thoft; paid on the fame goods in the time of Charles 
the Second, King of Spain, fettled by the cedulas and or- 
donances of that King, or thofe of his predeccflbrs* 
And although the favour or allowance called Pie del 
Fardo be not founded upon any royal ordonance, 
nevertherlcfs his Catholic Majefty declares, wills and or- 
dains, that it Ihall be obfcrved now, and for the future, 
as an inviolable law; and all the abovementioned duties 
ihall be exadled and levied, now and for the future, witk 
the fame advantages and favours to the faid fubjefts. 

• V. His Catholic Majefty allows the faid fubjcfts to 
take and gachcr fait in the; ifiand of Tortudos, without 

any 
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anf hindrance whacfoever, as they did in the time of the 
faid King Charles the Seconds 

VL His Catholic Majcfty confents, that the faid fub- 
je<5ls (hall not pay any where, higher or other duties than 
thofe which bis Catholic Majefty's fubjeds pay in the 
feme place. 

VII. His Catholic Majcfty grants, that the faid fab- 
je6ls (hall enjoy all the rights, privileges, franchifes, ex- 
emptions and immunities whatfoever, which they enjoyed 
before the laft war, by virtue of cedulas or royal ordo- 
nances, and by the articles of the treaty of peace and com* 
merce made at Madrid in 1667; and the faid fubjefts/hall 
be treated in Spain, in the fame manner as the moft fa- 
voured nation, and confequently, no nation (hall pay lefs 
duties upon wool, and other merchandifes which they 
fliall bring into, or carry ojat of Spain by land, than the 
faid fubjeds ihsiU pay upon the fame merchandiff:s, which 
they (hall biing ip or carry out by fea. And all the rights, 
privileges, franchifes, exemptions and immqnities, which 
ihall be granted or permitted to any natiqn whatever, (hall 
alfo be granted and permitted to the faid fubjeds; and his 
Britannick Majefty confents, that the fame be granted and 
permitted to the fubjeds of Spain in his Britannick Ma« 
jefty's kingdoms. 

VIII. His Cahtholic Majefty promifes to ule all pofflblc 
endeavours on his part, to abolilhatl innovations which 
may have been introduced into commerce,, and to have 
them forborn for the future ; his Britannick Majefty like- 
wife promifes to ufe all poffible endeavours to aboli(h all 
innovations, and to forbear them for the futrue. 

IX. Their Britannick and Catholic Majefties conBrm 
by the prcfent treaty, the treaty of Aix la Chapelle, and 
all the other treaties, therein confirmed, in all their arti^ 
cles and claufes, excepting thpfewhich have been derogated 
from, by the prefent treaty: as likewife the treaty of com- 
merce concluded at Utrecht in 1 7 13, thofe articles except- 
ed, which are contray to the prefent treaty, which ihaJl 
be abolifhed and of no force^ and namely, the .three ar- 
ticles of the faid treaty of Utrcht, coTOOionly called ex- 
pUn.«,y. . ^-^^ 
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X. All the reciprocal differences, right?!^ demands, and 
prctenfions, which may have fubfifted between the two 
fcrowni of Great Britain, and Spain, in which no other na- 
tion whatever has any part, ihtereft, or right of intcrx^cn- 
tion, being thus accommodated and extingn (hed b/ this 
particular treaty; the two faid mdft ftrrene Kings engage 
themfelves mutually to the punflual execution of this 
treaty of reciprocal compenfaiion, which fhall be aj prov- 
ied and ratified by their faid Majefties, and the ruti ica* 
tiohs exchanged, in the term of fix weeks, to be 
i-eckoned from the day of it figning, or fooncr if it caa 
be done. 

In witnefs whereof, we the above-mentioned minifters 
plenipotentiaries, that is to fay, Benjamin Keene, Efq; 
in the name of his Britannick Majefty, and Don Jofeph 
de Caravajal and Lancaftcr, ih the name of his Catholic 
Majefty, by virtue of our full powers, which we have 
mutually communicated to each other, have figned thtrfe 
prcfents, and have caufed the fcals of our arms to be 
put thereto; Done at Madrid the fifth of Oftober, 1750, 
New Stile.
